VERNACULAR EDUCATION IN PERAK. 


No. 7.—The following report on Vernacular Education in Perak, by the Inspector 


of Schools, is published for general information. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 


TAIPING. 


Sir,—In compliance with the request of the British Resident (Paper 4615/94), 
I have the honour to submit the following report on Vernacular Education in Perak. 


2. At the present time there are in the State 73 Government Malay schools— 
66 for boys and 7 for girls—with an aggregate enrolment of 3,220, or an average at 
each school of 44 pupils, whose average age is 11 years. The total daily attendance 
averages 71 per cent of those in enrolment, the girls’ schools having a register of 163, 
and an average daily attendance of 68 per cent of this number. 


3. The number of teachers employed is 86, coming, in great part, from the 
Straits Settlements, nine of them having passed through the Singapore Training 
College. Their work is supervised by a native Visiting Teacher and four assistants, 
two of whom are certificated men from the Colony. The average salary of a teacher 
is $17 per mensem, and of a visiting teacher $40. 
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There are also, in connection with 56 schools, special men—Perak Malays— 
engaged as Korn teachers, on a salary of $8 per mensem each. The number of 
children attending the Koran classes is 1,288. 


4. There are four Standards, as in the Colony, and the subjects taught are 
reading, writing, arithmetic, composition, geography, and Romanised Malay, with 
needlework in the girls’ schools, in one of which weaving also is taught. In Standards 
I. and II. the subjects are reading, writing and the simple rules in arithmetic ; 
composition, geography, and Romanised Malay are added in Standards III. and IV. 
The arithmetic of the higher Standards comprises the compound rules in money and 
weights and measures, and enables a scholar to do a sum in exchange and other 
practical work ; composition consists in writing from memory the substance of a story 
or narrative ; and geography takes in the map of the world and the Malay Peninsula, 
and includes a little of physical geography. Special attention is given to the 
geography of Perak. Romanised Malay is taught in the Fourth Standard. 


All our text-books are those approved by the educational authorities in the 
Straits Settlements, and in use there, and are of an excellent kind, more particularly 
the reading books, which contain carefully chosen lessons and interesting narratives, 
supply useful information about the eastern and western worlds, and convey a good 
deal of wholesome and practical advice. 


The boys are drilled every day, athletic exercise generally is encouraged, and 
order and discipline in the class-room are well maintained. 


The ordinary work of the school begins at 7 and ends at 11 a.m.—four hours— 
and from 2 to 4 in the afternoon the Koran (in Arabic) is taught, or repeated. 


An intelligent scholar can complete the prescribed course in three years, but it 
usually takes a year or two longer. 


5. Each school is annually examined, and a few prizes distributed for the 
encouragement of industry and regular attendance. The teacher’s efforts are en- 
couraged by means of a monthly bonus of $3 for good work. He is guided in the 
performance of his duties by a manual of rules and instructions. 


6. All schools are closed for about three months in the year—viz., during the 
fasting month, the fruit and padi seasons, on public holidays, and on a few other 
special occasions. In particular circumstances even longer holidays are allowed, to 
meet the reasonable exactions of parents. 


7. Education is entirely free, and no compulsory measures are adopted to secure 
attendance. 


8. The current year’s total vote for Malay schools is, roughly, $39,000, which is 
1} per cent of the estimated revenue of the State. The actual expenditure will, how- 
ever, be rather less: in other words, about one dollar of every hundred of the State’s 
resources will, in 1894, be spent on these schools. This means a cost to Government 
of about $16 for every pupil in average attendance, and of $12 for every one in 
average enrolment. If, however, the cost be computed on the total number of children 
who during the year will have received instruction in the schools, it means a cost of 
only $8 per pupil. At the end of October the enrolment was 3,220, the daily attend- 
ance 2,288, and the number of scholars entered on the books, about 4,500. 


In considering the cost to Government of the pupils in average attendance and 
comparing it with the cost in the Straits Settlements, it should be remembered that, 
owing to local conditions, our teachers are necessarily paid at a higher rate, though 
what is paid is, in the vast majority of cases, an insufficient remuneration, and is 
certainly the very lowest limit of expenditure for such good services; and also it 
should be remembered that our average attendance is very much lower than that of 
the Colony, though equally as satisfactory in the circumstances—a detail that affects 
the calculation considerably. 


I take this opportunity to correct a mistake made in the figures referring to Perak 
in the last annual report on education in the Colony, published in the Straits Settle- 
ments Government Gazette of June 29th, 1894. The cost per pupil in average attend- 
ance in Perak Malay schools in 1893 is there stated as $17.60, whereas it was only 
$14.37, the average attendance being 1,987, instead, of 1,612 as stated—a very con- 
siderable difference. The number of passes obtained at the 1893 inspection in Perak 
is also incorrectly given—2,293 instead of 2,929—and through an obvious oversight 
the passes per pupil 7” average attendance in Perak are compared with the passes per 
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pupil presented for examination in the Colony. The figures were obtained here, I 
understand, but it is hard to say how the mistake was made. Perak does not suffer 
on fair comparison. 

g. I need only very briefly refer to last year's report on education in Perak to 
shew that our Malay schools are in a generally satisfactory condition. The attendance 
averaged 71 per cent, and the percentage of passes obtained in reading, writing and 
arithmetic was 96, 88 and 82 respectively—results which compare most favourably 
with those obtained in these subjects by the schovis in the Colony at the last annual 
inspection, or when examined by the Special Committee. Fair proficiency is also 
shewn by our scholars in geography, composition, and Romanised Malay; but, with 
the class of teachers we have, it is hard work to keep pace with the excellent schools 
of the Colony. 


We have not yet attempted natural philosophy or other advanced subjects: 
perhaps it is not necessary in a country where the Malay is a great natural philosopher, 
and possessed of an extraordinary degree of intelligence—enough for his peace of 
mind. When the time comes, he will be taught useful industries; at present our 
hands are tied, and the critics are anxious. 


10. As tothe good of the concern on the part of the Government to provide a 
simple education for the Malays, a few words will suffice. 


Thousands of our boys are taken away from idleness, and whilst learning to read 
and write their own language, to cipher a little, to know something of geography, to 
write Malay in the Roman character, and to take an active interest in physical 
exercise and manly sports, they at the same time acquire habits of industry, obedience, 
punctuality, order, neatness, cleanliness, and general good behaviour. _ In the school- 
room the intelligence is awakened; and if in some cases the knowledge imparted 
appears to be of no immediate use, it at least affords the means, and excites a desire, 
to learn. My own observation in Perak convinces me that this instruction and 
discipline have a most beneficial effect, and in this I am borne out by the attitude and 
testimony of parents. After a boy has been a year or two at school he is found to 
be less lazy at home, less given to evil habits and mischievous adventure, more 
respectful and dutiful, much more willing to help his parents, and with sense 
enough not to entertain any ambition beyond following the humble home occupations 
he has been taught to respect. Our schools furnish good clerks to help the 
Penghulus in their work, and I know of several instances where the Penghulu 
himself has sat on the benches with the boys to improve his own knowledge of writing 
and accounts. The school also inspires a respect for the vernacular; and I am of 
opinion that if there is any lingering feeling of dislike of the ‘‘ white man,” the school 
tends greatly to remove it, for the people see that the Government has really their 
welfare at heart in providing them with this education, free, without compulsion, and 
with the greatest consideration for their Mahomedan sympathies, whilst the subjects 
taught are those that the people themselves most value at present. Incidentally I may 
mention that the school is a centre for the communication of news and information 
eagerly gleaned from the columns of the Malay newspapers supplied ; it is a centre 
for the distribution of needed medicines in time of epidemic; and in other little ways 
it is useful, as District Officers, vaccinators, and others can say. The institution 
of industrial scholarships affords intelligent boys a ready means of obtaining useful 
employment, and a number of them are now engaged as monitors in our schools, 
whilst others, not so aided, are variously employed in different places, not disdaining 
even to become boatmen, ghari syces, drivers of bullock-carts, office orderlies, house- 
boys, and, I believe, in one or two cases, policemen. Of the genus /oafer, I do not 
think there are any amongst our old boys, but, if there should be any such esteemed 
characters in any district, the fact hardly justifies the ex uno disce omnes argument, 
which I believe has been used in Perak. As to the girls’ schools, I can say that a 
certain amount of good is done by these institutions: a very simple education is 
aftorded, the Koran is taught, and special attention is directed to needlework and 
weaving, to which it is proposed to add embroidery and mat-making, as soon as 
suitable teachers can be found. 

11. As this report has been called for in view of the recent debate in the Straits 
Legislative Council, I beg to add the following remarks to what has already been 
stated above. 

In the Perak Annual Report for the year 1892 the British Resident said, “ What 
we spend on education at present is too small a proportion of our revenue, but until 
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the railways under construction are completed I fear we cannot greatly increase the 
expenditure on other services. After next year, however, there will be funds available. 
and education should have a first call upon them.” From the statement given in 
the present report it will be seen that there is the very lowest limit of expenditure on 
our Malay schools, with exceedingly good results. The education afforded is 
suited to the pupil’s station in life; and I would direct special attention to the fact 
that in nearly every single instance the opening of schools has been the result of 
petitions from parents and others—Penghulus and headmen of villages. The initiative 
has come from the people, and no attempt is needed to coerce them into sending 
their children to school. The school is a popular institution, and it in no way 
interferes with the work in the padi-fields or kampongs, a most liberal allowance 
of holidays being made to meet the reasonable exactions of parents. There is a grow- 
ing desire for education, and we are unable to open schools fast enough. His High- 
ness the Sultan is pleased with what is being done, for he realises the good that 
results from the establishment of vernacular schools. If we do not provide “ teachers 
for the Chinese, nor training colleges for the Tamils,” it is because we are in a Malay 
country where the settled population of Chinese and Tamils is extremely small. As 
much is being done for these and other nationalities as is possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Whilst the extension of simple education is attended to, its improvement also is 
kept in view, and with the /u// means at command, it would not be too difficult to have 
useful industries taught, or even to establish schools of engineering and agriculture, but 
we shall probably have to wait before we can hope for any more elaborate machinery 
than we possess. 


We have benefited greatly, it is true, by the education provided in the Colony. 
because our schools are still in their infancy, but it is hardly a reason for suggesting 
that we should contribute towards the cost of theirs; and I think the time has hardly 
yet come for the levying of any special assessment in Perak to meet educational 
expenditure. 


12. In conclusion, I would once more say that it is of advisable, in my own 
opinion, to teach English indiscriminately. We have not the means—the teachers—to 
do it. There are already eight English-teaching schools, and, except in the case of 
two of them, I cannot say that they are doing much good. The Central School in 
Taiping is an excellent institution, and a free English education may there be obtained 
by any boy from our vernacular schools. At the present time a number of Malay 
boys are there pursuing their studies. It is the mere smattering of English and 
English ideas that is harmful, and which in India causes the country to “ swarm with 
half-starved, discontented men, who consider manual labour beneath them, because 
they know a little English.” Some of our Malay boys may have a disposition to copy 
the gorgeous dress of the wealthier young men among them, and of their own rajas, 
but give them indiscriminately—the children of an agricultural population—an in- 
different knowledge of English, and they will not stop at this little weakness. A 
simple vernacular education will, however, tend to make them better citizens and 
more useful members of the community.

No. 8.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER, 1894. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—On the 23rd I visited Tanjong Rambutan with the Land Officer, Inspector of 
Mines, and others, in connection with the flooding of a large mine by the floods which 
followed the heavy rains on 1st. The mine is worked by Tye Lee & Co., on land 
belonging to Toh Muda Wahab. It has been arranged that the demolished dam i is not 
to be rebuilt, pending trial of a scheme proposed by the Inspector of Mines 
(Mr. Plumbe) ‘for regulating the supply of water to mines on higher and lower levels. 
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2. An excited gang of Chinese railway coolies broke into and rescued from the 
Kota Bharu police station lock-up the railway station-master, who had been arrested 
by the police for drunkenness. A number of offenders were brought before me, and 
some were convicted. There were only two Sikhs stationed there at the time; one 
was on duty in the village and the other was at the station. The latter behaved very 
badly, and ran away to Gopeng, his excuse being to report ! 


3. Owing to the heavy rains, there were high floods between the Kinta and Téja 
rivers: a portion of the railway embankment was carried away, and traffic between 
Kota Bharu and Batu Gajah was not restored before the month closed. 


4. I visited Mr. C. G. Ogilvie’s tin mine at Changkat Pari, near Ipoh, and was 
impressed with the excellent way in which work was being carried on. The land was 
previously unworkable, owing to the want of water, although the Chinese had tried 
several schemes. Mr. Ogilvie surmounted the difficulty by obtaining from Messrs. 
Kerr, Stewart & Co., of London, a direct-acting 12-inch plunger pump, which lifts 
and forces the water from the river to the required height, delivering about 20,000 
gallons per hour. The water is thus raised to a point which is about 50 feet above the 
river level, and is then passed down a channel graded 1 in 600 to a small reservoir 
situated 1,100 feet off, whence it is led to the washing-sluices as required. The mine 
has proved to be exceptionally rich; the formation is of the appearance of a lode in 
decomposed schist or sandstone. Mr. Ogilvie tells me he has 500 men employed on 
this mine, and that he pays them by daily wages. 


. On the 2oth the regulation was enforced requiring cart-wheel tires to be of not 
less width than three inches. Although ample notice had been given, many carts were 
not provided with the new tires, and so some inconvenience to traffic was experienced 
at first. 

6. Mr. Curtis, the Superintendent of the Government Gardens at Penang, visited 
the District, collecting botanical specimens, the limestone hills of Kampar offering an 
attractive field for search. 

7. The heavy rains caused the flooding of the Changkat Petei mines at Kampar, 
throwing out of work, temporarily, about 1,500 coolies. 


8. The Tanjong Toh Allong mines continue developing, and as soon as the new 
Inspector of Mines comes he will have to give his attention to the place to prevent 
wasteful working as much as possible. 

g. The Secretariat notified on the 2nd that the tenders of the Sin Yeok Kongsi 
had been accepted for the Kinta General Farm for the ensuing term. 


10. Foot-and-mouth disease broke out amongst the cart-bullocks at Gopeng on the 
2gth, and all necessary steps were taken to deal with it. 


11. The Acting Senior District Surgeon (Dr. Wheeler) has been seriously ill with 
abscess on the liver, and is not yet out of danger. Dr. Haviland, from Tapah, has 
been placed in medical charge of the District meanwhile. 


12. On the 11th a Chinaman was found dead on the Chémor bridle-path, three 
miles from Tanjong Rambutan: his throat was cut, evidently the work of a murderer. 
No arrests have been made. 


13. Two prisoners awaiting trial escaped from the police station at Kampar and 
have not been caught. 

14. Reports were lodged of nine highway robberies, one gang-robbery, and 15 
cases of housebreaking and robbery. 

15. At the close of the month there were 219 convicted prisoners in the District 
gaols, distributed as follows :—Batu Gajah, 181; Gopeng, 10; Papan, 4; Ipoh, 11; 
Lahat, 4; Teka Menglembu, 4; Kampar, 4. 

16. I visited Kampar, Kuala Dipang, Gopeng, Sungei Raia, Tanjong Rambutan, 
Ipoh, Lahat and Menglembu during the month, and inspected the offices, hospitals, 
public stables, markets, etc. 

17. I also visited the sanitarium bungalow at Klédang. It is one of the best in 
the State: it is situated 2,826 feet above sea level and commands an open view on all 
sides, up and down the Perak Valley, across to the Dindings and over Kinta. It is 
only five miles from the main road at Menglembu and soon will have a cart-road to the 
foot of the hill, leaving only a little over three and a-half miles to ride up one of the 
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best graded and best kept-up hill bridle-paths in the country. To render this 
sanitarium more attractive to the people living in this District, a lawn-tennis court is 


now being made there.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October, 1894. 


2. On the 1st I walked out early to see the progress being made in the extension 
of the Tunku Mantri’s channel, which I commenced on 24th September, and went as 


far as Sungei Lang. 


The Malays have done wonderfully quick work. With 30 Malays, half a mile was 


finished yesterday—/.e., in two days. 


I arranged for the Malays to finish the rest of 


it, and then to finish the Tamils’ section of it, which they are doing very slowly. 
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3. On the 2nd the Assistant Magistrate and I visited Sungei Rantaka, and on 
the 3rd I again walked over the entire trace of the extension of ditch mentioned in 
paragraph 2 and gave instructions ve various alterations, etc., and returned at 10 a.m. 

4. On the gth I again went all over the trace and inspected and measured up 
the work. It is now practically finished. 

5. On the roth there was heavy rain here in the morning, and the rain we have 
been having for the last three or four days is, I hope, the commencement of the wet 
season at last. 

6. On the 14th, accompanied by the Assistant Magistrate and the Acting 
District Engineer, I visited Sungei Sendok, distant six miles, near Changkat Jering. 
Padi-planting was in full swing here, but the land was overflooded from the recent 
rain. We returned about noon. 

On the 17th I visited Sungei Lang, and walked five miles, returning at 11 a.m., 
and on the 18th the Assistant Protector of Chinese came down to prosecute in 
three Secret Society cases. 

8. On the roth I had an interview with the British Resident, by appointment, at 
Taiping, about various official matters. 

g. On the 2oth I went down some distance along the extension of the Mantri’s 
channel. * * * * The water is running like a mill-race and the ditch is bank- 
full. I also visited all the other works. 

Haji Salleh, a Banjer man, came to see me and offered to bring in 200 families of 
Banjer people to take up about 2,000 acres of padi land, on certain conditions. [ 
addressed Government on this subject. 

10. On the 21st I spent the forenoon at Sungei Lang. The extension of the 
Mantri’s channel to this place has done untold good, and has been the means of saving 
hundreds of acres of padi from being ruined by the drought. 

11, On the 22nd [ held an inquest on the body of a male Chinese, name unknown, 
who was found dead on the road at Changkat Jering. Death resulted from dysentery , 

12, On the 25th I visited Sungei Lang, and on the 26th I inspected the work on 
the sea-wall, etc., at Teluk Kertang. 


13. On the 28th the Assistant Magistrate and I visited Samagaga, Jébong. 
What little ground is being cultivated there this year has only just been commenced. 


We also inspected the country below Matang Road railway station, recently 
irrigated by the Government. Such a volume of water recently came down the 
channel, rushing over the top of the water-gate which was meant to control it and 
shut it off when necessary, that the place resembles a great lake, there now being a 
great deal more water than is wanted, and many complaints are being made of the 
ruin of fruit gardens from this inundation. 

14. I hope that steps will be taken to properly control the flow of water in future. 
When the people asked for water, they asked for and expected it in moderation, and 
were far from wishing to be drowned out. Mr. Stephens’ land also suffered, I under- 
stand. 

15 On the 30th I visited Port Weld and transacted some business and returned 
at noon. 

16. On the 31st the Assistant Kathi, who came to see me on duty, reported that 
as he was coming down the Taiping road in a ricksha, about 11 a.m., he saw a tiger 
close to the road, within a quarter of a mile of this office. 


17. I attach comparative statement of revenue for the month, which I think is 
satisfactory.

No. 10.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER, 1894. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for November. 


2. On the 3rd the Acting State Auditor arrived, to audit the accounts of the 
District, which work being finished, he returned to Taiping on the gth. 


3- On the 6th water was turned on to the 6-inch pipes from the head-works, 
and full pressure put on to test them. The result was most satisfactory, all the 
pipes standing the strain perfectly. 


4. On the r2th Mr. Hooper, Managing Director of Messrs. Kerr, Stewart & Co. 
London, and Mr. Martin, of the Penang Tramways, visited the District, having 
driven from Prye, for the purpose of ascertaining whether it would be possible to 
construct a line from the Perak boundary through Province Wellesley, and with what 
results. I understood Mr. Hooper to say that if the Perak Government would bring 
their line on to Parit Buntar to join the Province line, he would undertake the work. 
It is to be hoped that the scheme will be carried out. I believe there are no great 
engineering difficulties in the way, and I am quite sure it would increase the 
prosperity of this District, and of the State generally, if we were in direct communica- 
tion with Taiping by rail. A large amount of padi which is now exported to Penang, 
and possibly finds its way back again as rice to the other Districts of Perak, would 
be sent by rail to Taiping and there distributed; the money would be kept in the 
State instead of going into the pockets of middlemen in Penang, and rice-mills would 
probably spring up, and thus bring more people into the District. 


5. On the 16th I went to Gula, to meet the Assistant Magistrate, Matang, 
and the manager of the estate regarding Messrs. Stewart and Kennedy's concession. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Stewart was absent, and so nothing could be done. I rode 
through the concession as far as the Kalumpang river, and reached Parit Buntar at 
8.30 p.m. I have addressed you separately on this subject. 


6. The District Magistrate, Matang, arrived on the evening of the 16th to 
collect trade returns, and left again on the 22nd. 


7. On the 18th the Acting Commissioner of Lands, the Resident Engineer 
for Railways and the District Railway Engineer for Larut arrived, to make inquiries 
as to the advisability of carrying the railway through this District. I have collected 
returns of all imports and exports, and taken a census of the traffic along the roads 
which we might reasonably expect to come on to the railway if it were made.

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8. On the 20th an outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease was reported; all 
necessary steps were taken for preventing the spread—diseased cattle were isolated 
and quarantine imposed. I am glad to say the disease is now rapidly abating. 
Under instructions from you, as the disease is more or less all over the State, 
I} removed quarantine from Sungei Gedong, but kept it up all along our boundary 
with Province Wellesley. 


g- On the 23rd the Superintendent of Prisons arrived and inspected the lock-up, 


10. On the 24th the British Resident arrived and opened the water-works. 
Everything went off satisfactorily, and the Public Works Department and the con- 
tractors are to be congratulated on the successful completion of this work. There 
is still a little more work to be done to the filter-beds. The people in the town 
are immensely pleased at getting good water, and are continually expressing their 
satisfaction and thanks. 


11. The Resident returned to Taiping on Monday, the 26th. 
12. I attach the usual revenue and meteorological returns.

Passed by His Highness Ipris Mirsrp-En-AizaM SHAH, K.C.M.G., 
ipnI ALMaRHUM IskaNDER Suan, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 14th day of January, 1895.

\ HEREAS it is expedient to make provision by law for the granting 

of pensions and gratuities to officers in the service of the State, 
it is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as 
follows. 


1. There shall be charged on and paid out of the general revenues 
of the State all such sums of money as may from time to time be granted 
by way of pension, gratuity or other allowance in accordance with this 
Order in Council and with any regulations made thereunder to persons 
who have been in the Public Service of the State. 


2. It shall be lawful for His Highness the Sultan in Council, with 
the advice of the British Resident, from time to time to make, and when 
made to vary and revoke, regulations for the granting of pensions, gratui- 
ties and other allowances to persons who have been in the Public Service 
of the State. 


3. No pension shall be granted to any public officer who has not 
attained the age of fifty-five years without a certificate from the Head of 
his Department and from two qualified medical practitioners that he is in- 
capable, by reason of some infirmity of mind or body, of discharging the 
duties of his office, and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent, nor 
in any case without a certificate from the Head of his Department that 
he has discharged the duties of his office with such diligence and fidelity 
as to justify the grant to him of a pension. When the officer applying 
for a pension is himself the Head of a Department, the certificate required 
by this section from the Head of a Department must be given by the 
British Resident. 


4. No application for a pension to an European officer shall be 
submitted to the Sultan in Council without the previous sanction of the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements. 


5. It shall be lawful for the Government in cases of peculiar and 
extraordinary merit to sanction the grant of pensions at higher rates and 
on more favourable conditions than those which may for the time being 
be authorised by any regulations made under this Order in Council. 


6. Where an officer entitled to a pension under this Order in 
Council is also entitled to a pension from British funds or from the 
funds of some other Government, the maximum pension which may be 
granted under this Order in Council shall, in ordinary cases, be such as 
when added to such other pension does not exceed two-thirds of the 
highest salary drawn by such officer at any time in the course of his 
service, 

7. It shall be lawful for the Government (subject as regards 
officers appointed under instructions from the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies to the approval of such Secretary of State) to require any 
public officer to retire from the Public Service of the State at any time 
after he attains the age of fifty-five years.

8. No officer shall have an absolute right to compensation for past 
services or to any pension under this Order in Council or under any regu- 
lations made thereunder, nor shall anything herein or in such regula- 
tions contained, limit the right of His Highness the Sultan to dismiss 
any officer without compensation. 


9. No Asiatic member of the Police Force of the State shall be 
entitled to any pension, gratuity or other allowance under this Order in 
Council or under any regulations made thereunder. 


10. No pension granted under this Order in Council or under any 
regulations made thereunder shall be assignable or transferable or liable 
to be attached, sequestered, or levied upon for or in respect of any debt 
or claim whatsoever. 


1l. If any person to whom a pension has been granted under this 
Order in Council or under any regulations made thereunder is convicted 
before any Court in the dominions of Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland and Empress of India, or of His Highness the Sultan, 
of any crime or offence for which he is sentenced to death or penal 
servitude, or transportation, or any term of imprisonment with hard 
labour, or excceding twelve months, and does not within two months 
after such conviction receive Her Majesty’s or his Highness the Sultan’s 
free pardon, or if any such person becomes a bankrupt, then in every 
such case such pension shall forthwith cease: provided always that 
in any case where a pension ceases by reason of the bankruptcy of the 
pensioner it shall be lawful for the Government, from time to time 
during the remainder of such pensioner’s life, or during such shorter 
period or periods, either continuous or discontinuous as the Govern- 
ment shall think fit, to pay all or any part of the moneys to which such 
pensioner would have been entitled by way of pension had he not be- 
come a bankrupt, to, or apply the same for the maintenance and personal 
support or benefit of all or any, exclusive of the other or others, of the 
following persons—nanely, such pensivuer, and any wife, child or child- 
ren of his, in such proportions and manner as the Government thinks 
proper. 


12. Nothing in this Order contained shall affect the pensions 
granted to any persons who have retired from the Public Service of the 
State before the passing of this Order. 


13. This Order in Council is enacted in substitution for Order in 
Council No. 15 of 1893, passed by the Council of State on the 20th day 
of December, 1893, but withheld from publication for the purpose of 
effecting certain alterations now incorporated in this Order. 


14. This Order in Council shall have effect from the date of the 
publication thereof in the Government Gazette. 


REGULATIONS 


For THE GRANTING OF Pensions, GRATUITIES AND OTHER ALLOWANCES 
To PERSONS WHO HAVE BEEN IN THE Pusiic SERVICE OF THE STATE, 
MADE BY His HicHNess THE SuLTAN IN COUNCIL, UNDER THE PRo- 
visions oF THE Pensions Orper 1n Councit, No. 2 or 1895. 


1. (i). Subject to the provisions of the Pensions Order in Council, 
No. 2 of 1895, and of these Regulations, every public officer holding 
a pensionable office in the State who has served ten years or upwards 
and whose annual salary exceeds $240 shall be entitled on his retirement 
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Abolition of 
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to a pension at the rate of fifteen-sixtieths of such salary, with an addition 
of one-sixtieth in respect of each complete year of such service in excess 
of ten, until the maximum of forty-sixtieths is reached. 


(ii). The following classes of officers are not considered to be en- 
titled to pensions from Government, but a gratuity or compassionate 
allowance may be granted in special cases of long and faithful service :— 


(a) Officers whose salary does not exceed $240 per annum. 


(b) Officers employed on Government railways, schoolmasters, and 
others not holding pensionable offices. 


(ce) Officers the whole of whose time is not at the disposal of the 
Government. 


(d) Native officers who draw, or have drawn, from Government 
a royalty on the tin exported from their districts, in 
addition to their salaries. 


(iii). No officer shall be entitled to a pension in respect of any 
service under the age of twenty years, nor in respect of his service in 
any of the following capacities :—Apprentice in a public department, 
volunteer, or pupil teacher, provided always that officers who were holding 
a pensionable office in the State on the Ist January, 1894, shall be en- 
titled to pension in respect of services rendered from the age of eighteen 
years. 


(iv). No claim to pension or gratuity on the part of any officer of 
Government on account of services rendered prior to the 20th January, 
1874, can be admitted. 


(v). Every officer, otherwise qualified for a pension, who has not 
completed ten years’ service, may be granted a gratuity at the rate of 
half a month’s salary for each complete six months of service. 


(vi). An officer who has been transferred to or from the service of 
the State from or to the service of the Straits Settlements or other 
British Colony or other Protected Native State, will not be entitled to a 
pension under this clause, but his case will be dealt with under Clause 8 
of these Regulations: provided always that the case of any such officer 
who, having been so transferred to the service of the State, has served in 
the State for a period of ten years and upwards immediately prior to his 
ultimate retirement from the service of the State, may be dealt with 
under this clause instead of under Clause 8. 


2. (i). In the case of the abolition of the office of an officer who 
holds a pensionable office in the State, a temporary pension may be 
granted to the officer whose office is abolished, on the condition that 
he shall hold himself ready to be recalled to service, and with the under- 
standing that he will be re-employed as Spporiy offers in an office not 
inferior in value to that from which he was retired, in preference to new 
applicants for office. 


(ii). If the officer whose office is abolished is not qualified for other 
employment, or if there is no reason, in the opinion of the Resident, to 
expect that he can be shortly re-employed, a pension may be granted to 
him free from the condition as to re-employment in this section men- 
tioned. 
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(iii). In the case of an officer whose office is abolished, his pension 
shall be at the rate of the number of sixtieths of his salary exceeding the 
number of the completed years of his service by the numbers following: 
(that is to say)— 


(a) In the case of an officer who has served twenty 


years... oe bed neh aes «- 10 
(b) In the case of an officer who has served less than 
twenty years but not less than fifteen years... 7 


(c) In the case of an officer who has served less than 
fifteen years but not less than ten years ... 5 


(iv). In the case of an officer whose length of service is not such as 
to entitle him to a pension, a special gratuity may be granted. 


(v). No addition shall be made under this clause so as to entitle an 
officer to a higher pension than the maximum of forty-sixtieths. 
2a. (i). Where a public officer has been permanently injured— 
(a) in the actual discharge of his duty, and 
(b) without his own default, and 
(c) by ene injury specifically attributable to the nature of his 
uty, 


and his retirement is thereby necessitated or materially accelerated, any 
pension granted to him under these Regulations may be increased in 
proportion to the extent of his injury, as follows :— 


When his capacity to contribute to his support is— 


Slightly impaired vei aes «.. Five-sixtieths 
Impaired ts ao see +. Ten-sixtieths 
Materially impaired ... ts ... Fifteen-sixtieths 
Totally destroyed cas ee ... Twenty-sixtieths 


Provided that no such allowance shall, together with the pension, 
exceed fifty-sixtieths of his salary and emoluments at the date of the 
injury. 


(ii). The allowance shall be less than the above-mentioned maxi- 
mum by such amount as His Highness the Sultan in Council shall think 
reasonable in the following cases :— 


(a) Where the injured man has continued to serve for not less 
than one year after the injury in respect of which he 
retires ; 


(6) Where the injured man is fifty years of age or upwards at 
the date of the injury; or 


(c) Where the injury is not the sole cause of retirement—i.e., 
the retirement is caused partly by age or infirmity. 


(iii). When the public officer so injured has less than ten years’ 
service and he is not entitled to an ordinary pension, he may receive in 
lieu of a gratuity an annual allowance of so many sixtieths as the years 
he has actually served in addition to the number of sixtieths that may be 
awarded to him under (1) and (2). 
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3. (i). For the purpose of computing pensions and gratuities the 
salary of the permanent appointment held by the officer at the date of 
retirement will be taken if he has held such office, or an_ office with the 
same salary, for a period of three years immediately preceding such date ; 
otherwise the average amount of the salary of the permanent appoint: 
ments held by the officer during the three years immediately preceding 
his retirement will be taken. 


(ii). For the purposes of this clause, * salary” includes fixed per- 
sonal allowance and any other unquestionable remuneration for personal 
service and any fees paid out of the Treasury by way of salary, but where 
any allowance for house-rent or for estimated value of free quarters is 
permitted to be counted, the amount shall not exceed one-sixth, nor the 
amount to be allowed for fees one-fourth, of the whole of the other emolu- 
ments of the office. 


4. (i). The service in respect of which pensions or gratuities will 
be granted must be unbroken, except in cases where the service has 
been interrupted by abolition of office or other temporary suspension of 
employment not arising from misconduct or voluntary resignation. 


(ii). No service other than service in a pensionable office on full or 
half pay will be taken into account in computing pensions or gratuities, 
except that where the service ina pensionable office has been immediately 
preceded by an unbroken period of service in an appointment other 
than a pensionable office, or of service paid for out of an open vote, or of 
both such services, such period or any part of such period may be taken 
into account. Provided always that of the period of service paid for out 
of an open vote, only two-thirds shall be counted for the purposes of 
these Regulations, 


(iii). The period during which an officer is absent on leave on half 
pay shall, for the purposes of these Regulations, be counted at the rate of 
one month for every two months of such period, provided that the period 
during which an-officer is absent on vacation leave shall, under all cireum- 
stances, be counted as service on full pay. 


(iv). Service will be deemed to commence for pension purposes at 
the date on which officers commence to draw salary or half salary—pro- 
vided that if a Junior Officer fails to pass the final examination in the 
native language within the prescribed period, the period by which the 
date of his passing his final examination is overdue will be deducted from 
his term of service when his claims to pension are considered. 


(v). Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, a period not 
exceeding one year during which an oflicer is absent on leave without 
salary, such leave being granted on grounds of public policy, may be 
counted for the purpose of these Regulations as service on full pay. 


5. (i). Officers whose whole time is not given to the public service, 
and professional officers who are allowed the private practice of their pro- 
fessions, shall not be entitled to pensions under these Regulations. Ifa 
pension is granted in any such case the addition for professional or 
peculiar qualifications in the next following clause referred to shall not 
be made, nor shall any fees paid out of the Treasury be included in his 
salary in computing his pension. 
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(ii). Save as provided by the preceding sub-section, such officers 
shall not be entitled to the pension provided for the case of abolition of 
office, but every such officer may receive a pension at such reduced rate 
as the Sultan in Council may see fit in each case to prescribe. 


6. In computing the pension of an officer who on first entering the Professional 
Service was appointed to an office mentioned in Schedule A hereto and qualifications. 
retires therefrom or from some other office requiring like qualifications, the 
additions in the said Schedule mentioned may be made to his period of 
service; provided that no addition shall be made which, together with 
the number of years of actual service, shall amount to more than thirty- 
five years. 


7. If any pensioner under these Regulations is appointed to an pensions to 
office under the Government of the State or of any other Protected Native abate on pen- 
State or of any British Possession, then during his tenure of such office sioner obtain- 
so much only (if any) of his pension shall be paid to him as, with the jn other 
emoluments of such office, makes up an amount equal to the emoluments Movisent 


of the office which he held at the date of the grant of his pension. 


8. (i). Subject to the provisions of the Pensions Order in Council, 
No. 2 of 1895, and of these Regulations, every public officer who, having 
held a pensionable office in the State for a period of at least twelve 
calendar months, leaves the service of the State for the service of any 
British Possession other than the Straits Settlements or Hong-Kong, aud 
whose aggregate service would have entitled him, had it heen wholly 
in the State, to a pension under these Regulations, shall, on his ultimate 
retirement from service, be entitled to a pension at the rate of one- 
seven-hundred-and twentieth (5) of the amount of his annual salary at 
the date of his so leaving the service of the State as aforesaid for each 
calendar month of his service in the State, and in calculating such ser- 
vice in the State, an addition may be made thereto which shall bear a 
like proportion to five years as his service in the State bears to the whole 
period of his employment in tropical climates; provided that no such 
addition shall be made unless such officer has been employed fot ten 
years in all in tropical climates ; and a further addition proportionate to 
his total public service may be made in respect of the grant, if any, 
allowable under Clause 6 ; provided also that such additions shall in no 
case be yreater than would make his total service forty years. 


(ii). Subject as aforesaid, every public officer who, having been in 
the service of any British Possession other than the Straits Settlements 
or Hong-Kong, is transferred from such service to a pensionable office in 
the State, and whose aggregate service would have entitled him, had it 
been wholly in the State, to pension under these Regulations, shall, on 
his retirement from service, and if he has served for a period of at least 
twelve months in the State, be entitled to a pension at the rate of one- 
seven-hundred-and twentieth of the amount of his annual salary at the 
date of such retirement for each calendar month of his service in the 
State, and in every such case there may be added, at the discretion 
of the Government, in computing the period of the retiring officer’s 
service in the State, a number of months not exceeding— 


(a) One-third of the aggregate of his service elsewhere than in 
the State; or 


(b) Two-thirds of his service in the State; or 
(c) In any case eighty-four months. 
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(iii). Subject as aforesaid, every officer who is transferred to or from 
the service of the State from or to the service of the Straits Settlements 
or Hong-Kong, or a Protected Native State, and whose aggreyate service 
in the State and Colonies or other Protected Native Siate would have 
entitled him, had it been wholly in the State, to a pension under these 
Regulations, shall, on his ultimate retirement from service, if he has 
served for a period of at least twelve months in the State, be entitled 
to a pension which shall bear the same proportion to that to which he 
would have been entitled had the whole of his service been in the State, 
as the salary which he has drawn from the State bears to the aggregate 
amount he has received from the State and from the Colonies or other 
State as above mentioned. 


9. In the case of an officer who is not qualified for a pension or 
gratuity under these Regulations, but has continuously ervedthe State 
for fifteen years or upwards, and is at the date of his retirement in 
receipt of a salary exceeding $240 per annum, a monthly allowance may 
be granted to such officer not exceeding three-fourths of the pension to 
which he would have been entitled had he been employed in a pensionable 
office, or in lieu of such allowance there may be paid to him, with the 
approval of the Sultan in Council, a capital sum equal to the amount of 
sixty of such monthly payments, but no such capital sum shall be paid 
in any case of retirement on the ground of ill-health, provided that 
where an officer has been transferred from a pensionable to a non- 
pensionable office he shall be entitled either (1) to count his service in 
the non-pensionable office as though it were service in a pensionable 
office at the salary which he received immediately prior to such transfer, 
or (2) to count his service in the pensionable office as though it were 
service in the nonepensionable office and to take the benefit of this clause 
accordingly. 


10. (i). Pensions, gratuities and allowances,-computed at the rates 
before mentioned, will only be granted in cases of decidedly faithful and 
meritorious service. 


(ii). Where the fidelity and diligence of the officer fall short of the 
first degree of merit, the computation may be made at lower rates. 


(iii). (Where the qfficer has been guilty of gross negligence, irregu- 
larity, or iaisconduct, no grant will be made. 


11. In the case of pensioners living in the State or in adjacent 
countries, pensions will be paid monthly at the State Treasuries. Pen- 
sioners residing in the United Kingdom will be paid through the Crown 
Agents for the Colonies, quarterly. In the case of pensioners resident 
in other countries than those above referred to, the mode of payment 
may vary, being either throughthe Crown Agents for the Colonies, a 
Colonial Government (if the pensioner resides in a British Colony), or in 
such other manner as the Government may decide. Where a pension is 
paid to a pensioner living in. the Unitef Kingdom or in any country 
(other than Netherlands India) of which the currency is based on a gold 
standard, the rate of exchange will be 3s. 8d., or its equivalent in local 
currency, to the dollar, exc ept in the case of officers who entered the Ser- 
vice prior to lst May, 1880, and who have not since received promotion, 
who will be paid at the jrate of 48. 3d. to the dollar, and of officers who 
entered the Service prior to 1st January, 1892, and subsequent to Ist 
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May, 1880, and who have not since received promotion, who will be paid 
at the rate of 4s. to the dollar, and in the case of officers who have 
entered into agreements, who will be paid at the rate mentioned in the 
agreement. 


For the purpose of fixing the rate of exchange fcr payment of 
pension under this Regulation, the acceptance, subsequent to the Ist 
January, 1890, of an increase of salary (or personal allowance) to the 
extent of ten per cent of the value of an officer's appointment, will be 
held to constitute promotion, although there is no change of office. 


Every officer entering the service of the. State from that of the 
Straits Settlements or of any Protected Malay State will be entitled to 
pas at the same rate of exchange as if the whole of his service had 

een in the State. 


Where a pensioner is resident in Netherlands India or in a place of 
which the currency is based on a silver standard, he will be paid his pen- 
sion at ee current rate of exchange. :

Preamble. HEREAS it is expedient to repeal all existing laws relating to the 
registration of brothels and prostitutes, and to make further and 
better provision by law for the protection of women and girls, it is here- 

by enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as follows :— 


Short title. 1. This Order may be cited as the “ Women and Girls Protection 
Order, 1895.” 
Repeal. 2. The Orders in Council set out in the Schedule A hereto are here- 


by repealed, but such repeal shall not revive any Order or Notification 
by any such Order repealed, nor shall it affect the validity of anything 
done or suffered before the commencement of this Order, nor shall it 
apply to or in respect of any offence, act or thing committed or done 
or omitted to be done before the commencement of this Order, and 
every such offence, act or thing shall, after and notwithstanding the 
commencement of this Order, have the same consequence and effect in all 
respects as if this Order had not been passed. 


Interpre- 3. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires, the follow- 
ration. ing words shall have the meaning and interpretation hereby assigned to 
them, and no other. 


“ Brothel” means a house or place used or occupied by two or more 
women for the purpose of prostitution. 


“Inmate of wa brothel” means any woman or girl residing in a 
brothel at any time for the purpose of prostitution. 


“Girl” includes female child. 


“Keeper of a brothel” means the person who has the charge or 
management of the brothel, and, in the absence of prof to the contrary, 
@ person who appears to be in charge of a brothel or to have authority 
therein shall be deemed to be the keeper thereof. 


“The Protector” means the officer performing the duties of Pro- 
tector of Chinese, and includes any officer performing the duties of 
Assistant Protector, and any other officer duly appointed in that behalf 
by the British Resident. 


PART I. 


OFFENCES AGAINST WOMEN AND GIRLS. 
4. Any person who— 

Offences. (i). Sells, lets for hire, or otherwise disposes of, or buys, hires, or 
otherwise obtains possession of any woman or girl with intent that such 
woman or girl shall be employed or used for the purpose of prostitution, 
either within or without the State, or knowing it to be likely that such 
woman or girl will be so employed or used : 
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(ii). By or under any false pretence, false representation or fraudu- 
lent or deceitful means (whether such pretence, representation or means 
be made or used within or without the State), brings or assists in bring- 
ing into the State any woman or girl with intent that snch woman or girl 
shall be employed or used for the purpose of prostitution, either within 
or without the State, or knowing it to be likely that such woman or girl 
will be so employed or used: 


(iii). Knowing or having reason to believe that any woman or girl 
has been brought into the State by or under any such false pretence, 
false representation, or fraudulent or deceitful means as aforesaid, or has 
been sold or purchased (whether such sale or purchase be made within or 
without the State), receives or harbours such woman or girl, with intent 
that such woman or girl shall be employed or used for the purpose of 
prostitution, either within or without the State, or knowing it to be likely 
that such woman or girl will be so employed or used: 


(iv). Detains any woman or girl in a brothel against her will, or 
detains any woman or girl in any other place against her will with intent 
that she may practise prostitution, or for any unlawful or immoral pur- 
pose: 

(v). Has sexual intercourse with any girl under the age of fourteen 
years: 


(vi). Attempts to commit any offence in this section mentioned : 


Shall, on conviction before the Court of the Senior Mayistrate, or 
before the Court of a Magistrate of the First Class, be liable to imprison- 
ment of either description for a term not exceeding five years, or to a 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or to both. 


5. For the purposes of the preceding section the following pre- 
sumptions shall be made. 


(i). A person who takes or causes to be taken into a brothel a gir] 
under the age of sixteen years shall (until the contrary be proved) be 
deemed to have disposed of such girl with the intent or knowledge in 
Sub-section (i.) of the preceding section mentioned. 


(ii). A person who receives a girl under the age of sixteen years into 
a brothel or harbours any such girl in a brothel shall (until the contrary 
be proved) be deemed to have obtained possession of such girl with the 
intent or knowledge in Sub-section (i.) of the preceding section mentioned. 


(iii). A person shall be deemed to detain a woman or girl in any 
place against her will if with intent to compel or induce her to remain 
therein such person withholds from such woman or girl any wearing 
apparel: or other property belonging to her, or any wearing apparel 
commonly or last used by her, or when wearing apparel has been lent or 
supplied to such woman or girl by or by the direction of such person, 
such person threatens such woman or girl with legal proceedings if she 
takes away the wearing apparel so lent or supplied, or if with such intent 
as aforesaid such person threatens such woman or girl with legal pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of any debt, or alleged debt, or uses any other 
threat whatsoever.

11. The securities to be furnished under Sections 8 and 10 shall be 
personal bonds with one or more sureties, and shall be, substantially, in 
the forms set out in the Schedules B and C respectively, or in such other 
forms as may from time to time be prescribed by the Resident. 


12. If the Protector, after due inquiry, is satisfied that any girl is 
being used for immoral purposes or is being trained for such purposes, 
and that such girl is under the age of sixteen years, he may, by warrant 
under his hand and seal, order such girl to be removed to a place of 
safety, where she shall remain until his further order, or until she attains 
the age of nineteen years, or marries, or is adopted, whichever first 
happens. 


A girl found living in or frequenting a brothel shall be deemed to be 
a girl who is being trained for immoral purposes. 


13. Every woman or girl detained under the provisions of this 
Order shall be subject to such rules as may be made by the Resident, 
and every such woman or girl who, without the permission of the 
Protector, leaves any place in which she is so detained, may be arrested, 
without warrant, by any police officer, or by any officer appointed by the 
Protector, and taken back to such place. 


14, Any person who induces or assists any woman or girl so detained 
to leave such place without the permission of the Protector, or knowingly 
harbours such woman or girl, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or to imprisonment of either description for a term not 
exceeding one month, or to both. 


15. It shall be lawful for the Protector, or for any person authorised 
in that behalf by the Protector in writing, to require any woman or girl 
of Chinese nationality who may at any time be entering the State, and 
any person or persons who may appear to have the custody or control of 
such woman or girl, to appear before the Protector at any reasonable 
time and at any convenient place, and it shall be lawful for the Protector 
to put questions to such woman or girl and to such person or persons 
respecting such woman or girl, and such woman or girl and such person 
or persons shall be legally bound to answer such questions truly to the 
best of their ability. 


PART III. 
CUSTODY AND GUARDIANSHIP. 


16. In the event of any dispute arising as to the custody or 
guardianship of any woman or child, whether such child be male or 
female, it shall be lawful for the Protector, on the complaint of any 
person interested, to refer such dispute to the Court of the Senior 
Magistrate, and such Court shall hear and decide the dispute, and shall 
make such order respecting the custody and guardianship of such woman 
or child, and upon such conditions, as may be best for the interests of 
such woman or child, and to compel compliance therewith. 


17. In adjudicating upon such dispute no pareut or person acting 
in the place of a parent who has voluntarily parted with a child for the 
purpose of adoption into another family, or who has received a sum of 
Money in consideration of the surrender of the custody of such child for 
that or any other purpose shall be deemed to be entitled as of right to 
the custody of such child either as the parent or as the person acting in 
the place of the parent.

PART IV.

18. Whenever it shall appear to the District Magistrate of a district 
that any house in such district is being used as a brothel, and that such 
brothel is causing or is likely to cause annoyance or inconvenience to the 
public, or to any portion of the public, it shall be Jawful for him, by order 
in writing to the owner or tenant of such house, to require him to dis- 
continue the use of it for such purpose within a period to be stated in 
such order. 


19. If such owner or tenant shall fail to comply with such order, 
he shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and 
additionally to a further fine of ten dollars for every day or part of a day 
during which such failure to comply shall be continued. 


PART V. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


20. The Protector, and any officer specially authorised for that 
purpose by him in writing, shall have power to search any shop, house, 
building or other place where he has reasonable cause to suspect that 
there is any woman or girl who is or may be liable to be dealt with under 
the provisions of Part II. of this Order, and may remove such woman or 
girl to a place of safety, there to remain until her case shall have been 
inquired intv. 


21. The Protector shall have power to summon any person whom he 
may have reason to believe can give any information respecting any 
woman or girl suspected to have been brought into the State for immoral 
purposes by fraud or misrepresentation or under any false pretence, or 
respecting any girl suspected of being used or trained for immoral 
purposes, or respecting any inmate of a brothel, and the person so sum- 
moned shall be legally bound to attend at the time and place specified in 
the summons, and to produce all documents in his custody, possession or 
power relating to such woman or girl, and to answer truthfully all 
questions which the Protector may put to him respecting such woman or 
girl or in any way relating to the matter being inquired into, and also, if 
required by the Protector, to produce such woman or girl in the absence 
of reasonable excuse, proof whereof shall be on the person summoned. 


22. The Protector shall be deemed to be a public servant within the 
meaning of the Penal Code, and shall, for the purposes of this Order, be 
invested with such powers of examination of suspected persons and 
witnesses as are possessed by a Magistrate. 


23, All processes, notices and other documents issued under this 
Order shall be deemed to have been validly and effectually served if 
served on or left with the person intended to be served, or if he cannot be 
found, if left at his last known place of business or abode by any person 
authorised on that behalf by the Protector. 


24. Every warrant purporting to be issued in pursuance of this 
Order (or of any rule made thereunder) and to be under the hand and 
seal of the Protector, shall be received in evidence in every Court of 
Justice without further proof, and shall be evidence of the facts therein 
stated, and all acts done in pursuance of such warrant shall be deemed 
to have been authorised by law. 
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25. Any suit, action or prosecution against any person for anything 
done in pursuance or execution or intended execution of this Order, or of 
any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within three months 
after the thing done and not otherwise. 


Notice in writing of such suit or action and of the cause thereof 
shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month before the 
commencement of the same. 

In any such suit or action the defendant may set up by way of 
special defence that the act complained of was done in pursuance or 
execution or intended execution of this Order or of any such rules as 
aforesaid, and may give this Order and such Rules and the special 
matter in evidence at any trial to be had thereupon. 


The plaintiff shall not recover if tender of sufficient amends is made 
before suit or action brought, or if after suit or action brought a sufficient 
sum of money is paid into Court by or on behalf of the defendant. 


If a decree is given for the defendant, or the plaintiff becomes non- 
suit, or discontinues the suit or action, the defendant shall recover his 
full costs and shall have the like remedy for the same as any defendant 
has by law for costs in other cases. 


Though a decree is given for the plaintiff, he shall not have costs 
against the defendant unless the Magistrate before whom the trial is had 
certifies his approbation of the suit or action. 


26. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made 
rescind, vary or amend rules in such manner as may be necessary for 
fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the various 
purposes, provisions and powers in this Order contained, and such rules 
when published in the Government Gazette shall have the force of law. 


27. The production of the Government Gazette in which shall be 
published any rule or notification under this Order shall be deemed to 
be primd facie evidence in every Court of Justice of the fact and date of 
such publication and of the contents of such rule or notification, and 
any person disobeying or infringing the same shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Order and shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars, or to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding 
one month, or to both. 


28. All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this 
Order shall be recoverable by distress and sale of the property of the 
offender, provided that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant 
under the hand of the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty was 
inflicted. 

In default of payment of such fine or penalty, or of recovery of the 
same by distress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term proportionate to the 
amount of such fine or penalty. 


29. This Order shall have effect from the date of the publication 
thereof in the Government Gazette.

CIRCULAR NO. 64 OF 1894. 


1. The officers named in Schedule A are entitled to Government 
furniture, but will be called upon to pay rent in respect thereof quarterly, 
commencing from the 1st January, 1894, at the rate of five per cent of the 
value. Such valuations will be made by the Public Works Department, 
and the rent will be assessed by the Audit Office. The rent will be liable 
to fluctuations, as follows :— 

(a.) By the amount, if any, of furniture supplied subsequent to 
the valuation. 
(b.) By annual depreciation at the rate of 10 per cent. 

2. The amount of furniture to which each officer is entitled is shewn 
in Schedule B, and in respect of Classes III. and IV. the value has been 
fixed at $150 and $50 respectively. 
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3. The official residences provided for the Resident shall be completely 
furnished, including china, glass, cutlery, linen, and ordinary plated ware ; 
but future Residents will pay five per cent per annum on the value of the 
furniture of their principal residence. The official residence of the Secretary 
to Government will also be completely furnished, but he will pay five per 
cent per annum on the value of the furniture in the quarters. 

4. Officers who are now in the possession of Government furniture 
but who are not entitled thereto, are required to return it to the Public 
Works Department store before the expiration of one month from the date 
of this Circular, or purchase it from Government at the valuation fixed by 
the Public Works Department (or the District Magistrate of the District, 
where there is no Public Works Department). 

5. Officers who, being entitled to furniture, are now in possession of 
articles other than those allowed in Schedule B, are required to return them 
to the Public Works Department store before the expiration of one month 
from the date hereof, or purchase them from Government at the valuation 
‘determined upon. 

6. Every officer shall send a list of all Government furniture in his 
possession to the local head of the Public Works Department or the District 
Magistrate, as the case may be, before the 15th December in each year, and 
shall make requisition for such repairs and renewals as may be necessary 
or to which he may be entitled. The local head of the Public Works 
Department or the District Magistrate shall then certify that the furniture 
is in order, and a list thereof shall be kept in the quarters to which the 
furniture belongs. 

7. Every house or quarter in the State containing Government 
furniture must be numbered consecutively, each District beginning with 
No. 1. The furniture must on no account be removed from one house to 
another. 

8. The local head of the Public Works Department, or the District 
Magistrate of the District where there is no Public Works Department, shall 
send in direct to the Audit Office all the furniture returns of his District not 
later than the 10th January in each year. The returns must be signed by 
the respective officers in possession of the furniture. The valuations of the 
furniture, the name and designation of the officer, as well as the number of 
the quarter, must be clearly stated. 

9. All furniture supplied subsequent to the valuation must be re- 
ported to the Audit Office. Unserviceable articles of furniture must be 
returned to the Public Works Department store before new ones will be 
given in exchange. The Public Works Department or District Magistrate 
shall dispose of such articles in the best way possible, as a rule by auction. 


10. It will be necessary for an outgoing officer to obtain a receipt from 
an incoming tenant for the furniture in the quarter, and that receipt shall 
be passed on to the Audit Office. In the event of his being unable to do 
this, he will obtain a certificate from the local head of the Public Works 
Department, or the District Magistrate where there is no Public Works 
Department, that he leaves the furniture correct and in good order and that 
he has made good all deficiencies in respect thereof. 

11. The Public Works Department or District Magistrate, as the case 
may be, shall report to the Audit Office when a house is vacated, giving the 
name and designation of the officer, the number of the quarter, and the date 
he vacated the same. It will also be necessary to report as above when a 
new tenant moves into the quarter. In every case where an officer vacates 
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a quarter he shall report the fact to the local head of the Public Works 
Department, and, where there is no representative of that Department, to 
the District Magistrate. 

12. The foregoing rules must be adhered to, and everything regarding 
furniture must be in accordance with this Circular. The Audit Office will 
query any irregularities or departures from these rules.

No. 49.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER, 1894. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sirk,—The Chinese of Ipoh opened an important religious festival on the 1oth, 
and carried it on for several days, with monster processions and other attractions; it 
is estimated that 15,000 people were present on the most attractive day. Special 
precautions were taken to prevent trouble, and I am glad to say they were successful, 
as excellent order prevailed throughout. 


* * * * * * * 


3. On the 12th it was found that the foot-and-mouth disease referred to in 
paragraph ro of my report for October had also extended to buffaloes. 


4. A successful sale by auction of Government mining land at Ulu Mendrus was 
held on the 27th, realising an average price of $24 per acre on 319 acres. This was 
unproved land in the vicinity of good land, so the purchase is somewhat of a gamble ; 
this is a mistake in my opinion, as I consider Government should, by proper pros- 
pecting and by putting down bores, give the public as much information as possible 
regarding the value of land thus offered to them. 

5. On the 22nd and 23rd I was engaged in hearing a charge against Mr. Kim 
Swee, the Court Chinese Interpreter at Gopeng, for receiving an illegal gratification, 
and in the end discharged him. 

6. The Inspector of Schools visited the Government schools in this District 
during the month. 

7. The Senior Magistrate opened the assizes on the 22nd, and closed on the 28th, 
after dealing with the following cases :—

8. I accompanied the Superintendent of Prisons on his inspection of the Batu 
Gajah Gaol on the 17th; everything was in excellent order. The Superintendent of 
Prisons subsequently inspected the prison lock-ups at Ipoh and Gopeng. 


g. In consequence of a quarrel in a brothel, a Chinaman was attacked by four 
Javanese on the public road at Sungei Raia on the 1st November; he was stabbed by 
one of them and died at Gopeng hospital on the 6th. One of the Javanese has been 
arrested, but, unfortunately, not the one who is said to have dealt the fatal blow. 


to. Five Malays are reported to have attacked two Chinamen on the 8th on the 
Batu Gajah bridle-path, about one and a-half miles from Gopeng, and murdered one 
of them; the object is said to have been robbery. None of the culprits have been 
arrested. 


11. On the night of the 29th a gang of Chinese unsuccessfully tried to rob a Malay 
house at Kuala Téja; no arrests have been made. 


12. Sikh sports were held on the parade ground on the gth in honour of the Prince 
of Wales’s birthday ; and on the 17th the Kinta Gymkhana Club had a very successful 
gymkhana meeting, when the new course was used for the first time. 


13. Captain Metcalfe returned from leave on the 3cth and resumed duties as 
Assistant Commissioner Perak Sikhs. 
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14. At the close of the month there were 256 convicted prisoners in the District 
gaols, distributed as follows: Batu Gajah, 220; Papan, 4; Ipoh, 10; Lahat, 4; Tekah 
Menglembu, 4; and Kampar, 4.

No. 50.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1894 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sirk,—The British Resident arrived at Ipoh on the 2nd, and left the District from 
Talam by railway on the 6th; during his stay he visited Batu Gajah to inspect 
Mr. Alma Baker’s co-ordinated map of the Sungei Trap mukim, and in connection 
with certain proposed railway extensions. 


2. On the 6th and 7th very heavy rains occurred and did much damage to the 
mines in many parts of the District, especially at the foot of the hills behind Meng- 
lembu, where it is estimated that the work of 4,000 coolies was flooded, several steam 
engines being placed under water. The well-built and strong dam constructed by the 
Lee Chin Mining Company at Teluk Bharu was carried away by the flood. 
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On the 5th I met Messrs. Berkeley, Hume, Trump and Bamforth at Kampar 
and went with them over the line Mr. Bamforth desires to lay a tramway along from 
the Kampar village to Kampar railway station. I undertook to make certain recom- 
mendations to the Government if they were acceptable to Mr. Bamforth. The matter 
is now before Government. 

. At 1 p.m. on the 19th a smouldering manure heap near Mr. Alma Baker’s 
racing stables broke out into flames and set fire to the stables, destroying them and 
the adjoining Government stables. 


5. The residents in Kinta towns have been relieved (from the beginning of next 
year) from payment of the Fire Brigade contribution, it being considered that the 
assessment they pay on their property should cover such a charge. 


6. Dr. Lucy, from Teluk Anson, has been placed in medical charge of the Ipoh 
division: this is a much desired move, and one which should be made permanent. 


. The Financial Department was moved on the 3rd into the Treasury wing, 
which had been under alteration and extension for nine months. 


8. Accompanied by the Inspector of Schools, I selected a site at Ipoh for the 
American Mission School, but as it was subsequently found desirable to reserve this 
site for other purposes, I have asked Mr. Stagg, of the Mission, to select some other 
available Government site. 


g. I have had to bring to the notice of Government the danger attending the 
rapidly increasing system of tin mining on hill land by sinking pits and tunnelling 
beneath them. Though steps were taken to ensure proper precautions being adopted 
as regards supports, etc., the Inspectors of Mines are not yet satisfied. 


1o. I have also invited attention to the necessity of taking more effective steps 
to prevent wasteful mining in this District. 


11. A daring highway robbery was committed on the 3rd by ten Macao Chinese, 
who stopped the bullock-bus from Kuala Kangsar about 6 p.m., four miles out of Ipoh, 
and robbed $2,000 from a Chinese passenger who was foolishly travelling by this 
means and without an escort. Some arrests were made, but the money was not re- 
covered. 

12. On the night of the 4th a gang of seven Chinese attacked the house of a 
Malay at Kampong Changkat, where money was known to be kept, and tried to 
break open the back door. They were bravely opposed by two Malays, one of whom 
managed to shoot dead the leader of the gang, whereupon the rest fled. This should 
serve as a wholesome lesson; the deceased man was afterwards identified as be- 
longing to a mining kongsi some distance away. 


13. A little child of about six years of age had an extraordinary escape recently. 
It seems that about dusk some one came to the door of a room where this child and 
several other persons were, and fired off a gun; the child received the shot in the 
front of the neck at such close quarters as to be singed with the fire ; she was at once 
taken to the hospital. The Acting Senior District Surgeon removed the bullet from 
behind the left shoulder; it was small, like a saloon rifle bullet. In a few days.the 
child was discharged from hospital. The person who fired the shot escaped. 

14. Considerable interest centred amongst the Chinese on the leasing of the 
sub-farms under the new General Farm which comes into existence at the end of this 
month, and it is understood the results are satisfactory to the new Farmers. 

15. Towards the end of the month the work of the Treasury became very heavy, 
but through the able and systematic management of the Acting District Treasurer, 
Mr. Bain, it was very satisfactorily carried out. 

16. I visited Ipoh, Gopeng and Kampar during the month. 3 

17. At the close of the month there were 223 convicted prisoners in the District 
gaols, distributed as follows: Batu Gajah, 190; Gopeng, 9; Papan, 3; Ipoh, 10; 
Lahat, 4; Tekah Menglembu, 3; and Kampar, 4.

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for December. 


2. I left Kuala Kangsar on the night of the rst, on a visit to the mukims down 
river, to inspect the kampongs and to collect arrears.of rent. 


3. I visited Senggang, Blanja, Bota, Lambor Kanan, and Lambor Kiri. As 
there is at length sufficient water in the bendangs, planting operations are now in 
full swing, but the harvest this year will be a very late one,

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The Penghulu of Senggang, Raja Alang Jafar, leaves that appointment at the 
end of December and is succeeded by Raja Mahdi, who will, I have no doubt, prove 
more satisfactory. Kulup Mahmat, a local man of influence with the people, has 
been appointed his assistant. 

The Penghulu of Bota also retires from his post at the end of December. He is 
succeeded by Kanda Samat, the Clerk at Lambor. 


4. The Lambor people are in great trouble about their buffaloes. Rinderpest, 
which has spread up river to Pulau Tiga, is now within a mile of their boundary, and 
they have removed their buffaloes some distance into the jungle. A good deal of 
padi-land in this mukim has been left uncultivated this year in consequence. 


5. Tigers are very numerous down river, as they are every year at this season. 
Rewards have been paid for the destruction of eight tigers during the year in this 
District, six of which have been killed since September rst. 

6. I returned to Kuala Kangsar on the evening of the 12th. 

7. On the 22nd I visited the Kuala Kangsar Malay School with the Inspector of 
Schools, who was holding the annual examination. The attendance at this school is 
very good, and the work done appears to be equally satisfactory, judging by the 
results shown at the examination. 

8. Raja Mansur was away for some days during the month on demarcation duty. 


g. During the month 33 transfers of titles to land were registered in the Land 
Office, most of them being under Order in Council No. 3 of 1893. There is a very 
great deal of registration work to be done under this Order in Council, and the staff 
available to cope with it is very small. Meanwhile the registration and issue of 
Certificates to Title in exchange for the old Permits is not progressing nearly as fast 
as it should. This is due to the fact that there is no officer here who can give 
his undivided attention to Land Office work, the most important work in the District.

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of December, 1894. 


2. During the month a market-house was erected in the village of Relau, and 
was opened on January Ist, 1895. Such a market has become a necessity, as there 
has been a great increase among the Chinese mining population during the last 
month or so. 


3. On December 13th a Vaccinator (Mr. Alvisse) was sent here by the Acting 
State Surgeon, and between that date and December 31st he vaccinated 212 children, 
the majority of whom live in the Ijok mukim, Penghulu Wan Abubaker tells me that 
he will take care that every child in the mukim is brought to the Vaccinator. 


4. I visited Ulu Selama and Ulu Krian during the month, for the purpose of 
inspecting upkeep work on bridle-roads, repairs to bridges, etc. 


5. During the last week of the year I have been busy at headquarters, both in 
office and superintending repairs to buildings, bridges, etc. 


6. The work of clearing the Krian River from the end of the Kuala Ijok road to 
Jawi Limpit was completed by December 24th, and on the 26th I sent the barge down 
river and handed her over to the Public Works Department. Twelve snags still 
remain in the river ; these the Overseer (Mr. Johns) reports he was unable to lift with 
the tackle he had ; however, these snags are all known, and it is now quite safe for a 
launch to come up to the end of the Kuala Ijok road, provided she is steered by a 
Selama boatman. 


7. The total revenue for the year 1894 amounted to $13,793.11, thus exceed- 
ing the estimated revenue by $1,317.11, and the revenue for 1893 by $3,702.61.

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No. 53.—HALF-YEARLY REPORT ON THE GOVERNMENT SAVINGS BANK. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward the half-yearly report of the State Savings 
Bank for the six months ending 31st October, 1894, with returns A to £ attached.* 

2. In this interval the business done has been larger than at any previous time, 
the cash transactions in deposits and withdrawals exceeding $50,700. The number of 
deposits is 913, against 445 for the same period in 1893, and within 75 of the whole 
number in the previous twelve months. 

3. The number of new deposit-books opened since my last report is 210, and 
125 accounts have been closed. 

4. The same rate of interest continues—z.e., 34 per cent on ordinary deposits 
and 5 per cent on the Officers’ Guarantee Fund. I have addressed you under separate 
cover as to the advisability of increasing the former rate, and also raising the present 
annual limit of $250 to be deposited. 

5. Cost to Government (salary, gratuity, or other expenditure), 27. 

6. The periodical audit was held in July. 

. As I have pointed out in a previous report, I have found it very difficult, 
owing to other duties, to deal with this increase of the Bank work, and having had no 
clerical assistance during the period under review, much of it had to be done after the 
usual office hours. A clerk has, however, since been appointed.

No. 54.—ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT’S QUARTERLY REPORT. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the fourth quarter of 1894. 

2. Kamuning Estate—On the 13th December I visited Kamuning Estate and 
met the Acting State Surgeon there. 

3. There were only fifteen statute coolies still under indenture, the others being 
now free coolies. 

Mr. Darby has now got up some very much better lines than formerly, and 
when the brick drains are laid they will be a great improvement on his old houses. 
The small houses which the people build themselves are still liked better by the coolies. 

5. Three excellent brick and cement wells have been sunk, and the water in 
them was very good indeed, and Mr. Darby proposes putting some more down shortly, 
so now the coolies have excellent drinking water on the estate. At the same time, it 
should be impressed on the people that they must entirely give up the old wells for 
drinking purposes. 

6. I went round most of the cultivation with Mr. Darby, and there was scarcely 
a weed on the place, and there was an exceedingly good show of berries on the trees. 

7. Gula Estate—Accompanied by the Acting State Surgeon, I visited Gula 
Estate on the 17th December. We first visited the new hospital, which is a really first- 
class set of buildings, and I believe by far the largest on any estate in the Straits. I 
believe they will cost in all $10,000, when all the out-houses are completed. The 
patients were to have been moved into this hospital in a few days, and the old building, 
which is also a good brick and wooden structure, is to be kept for epidemics of any 
kind which may arise. 

8. The number of cases in hospital was much lower, I am glad to say, than on 
my last visits, and the death rate has gone down. The number of deaths this year 
(1894) has been very large, and I attribute it in a great measure to so many coolies 
having arrived from India almost at one time. Mr. Stewart has put up a new coolie 
line 420 feet long, I believe; the front is all made of nicely whitewashed planking, 
and looks very nice and clean; this will prevent the untidy appearance ataps have, 
especially after the coolies have pulled half the leaves off the walls to light their fires 
with. 
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g. The lines were fairly clean. 

10. We mustered the coolies, 668 men and 260 women, and with the exception 
of trifling things, had no complaints, There were one or two persons ordered into the 
hospital by the Acting State Surgeon. 

11. There were 346 free Tamils on the books. 

12. Sungei Bogah Estate.—The following day we visited Sungei Bogah, where 
there were 79 men and 21 women, and the only complaints were from men who 
complained of being kept on after their agreement was finished, but in no case was it 
true. One man we ordered the manager to prosecute, as he had only worked 17 days 
in the last six months— a regular loafer.” 

13. The hospital is now much improved, being under the direct control of 
Dr. Edgar, of Parit Buntar, and diets are now supplied to the coolies in the hospital. 
A good cook-room and latrine has now been built. The new lines are still unfinished.

No. 55.—REPORT OF AN EXPEDITION MADE BY Messrs. G. AND C. MAXWELL 
INTO PAHANG. 


The following report from the Assistant Magistrate, Ulu Bernam, furnished at 
the request of the British Resident, is published for general information. 


To THE DisTRICT MAGISTRATE, BATANG PADANG. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward a report on a trip into Pahang through the 
Ulu Bernam pass. 


2. I was accompanied by my brother, Mr. Charlton Maxwell, Assistant District 
Officer, Kuala Kubu. 


We started at 8 a.m. on the 22nd November, following the Bernam River on 
the north bank, crossing it once only during the day to the Selangor side, and almost 
immediately returning to the Perak side. After this we kept entirely on the Perak 
side of the river. 


3. We reached Changkat Bertam at noon and halted for tiffin at Kuala Lompong. 
The Lompong is the only tributary of the Bernam of any size. Changkat Bertam 
is an isolated hill on the side of the river, about 200 feet high. The trace for a 
bridle-path or road would skirt round it on the river side, but the native path goes 
over its highest point. We stopped early for the night at Gua Kechil, about nine 
miles from Tanjong Malim, as our coolies were out of condition. 


4. Gua Kechil is not, as its name would seem to imply, a real cave, but is 
formed by one long flat granite stone, about 30 feet long, resting in a horizontal 
position on five or six boulders. We camped under it for the night. 


5. Starting at 7 a.m. the next morning, after two and a-half miles we reached 
Gua Besar. Five miles further on we camped for the night at the side of a small 
river, as the Malays told us that we were at the foot of the Pahang range and could 
get no more water till we reached Pahang. 


6. The Malays were wrong, however, as the next morning we crossed two 
small streams before we came to the watershed. We climbed up the southern slopes 
of the first hill, Minyak Brok, for about 400 feet. This hill reaches a far greater 
height, but here the path leaves it and goes along a ridge about half a mile long 
to Changkat Betong, a hill also 400 feet high. From here we descended into the 
Liang valley. 

Roughly, the distance from Tanjong Malim to Changkat Betong is eighteen miles. 
Allowing the Bernam River to fall 50 feet in a mile (and I imagine the fall to be 
quite that) for 12 miles of its 18 miles to Tanjong Malim, this gives the source of the 
Bernam as 600 feet above Tanjong Malim, and 4oo feet of hill make a total of 
1,000 feet only. 
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. So surprised were we at the ease with which we had climbed these hills that 
we did not believe the Malays when they told us that we had crossed the watershed. 


8. After crossing a tributary of the Liang twice, in two and a-half miles more we 
reached another hill about 400 feet high. This hill has an exceedingly steep drop 
on the other side, of about 600 feet. From here we saw Bukit Petri, a limestone hill 
standing out 1,000 feet high or more in the middle of the Liang valley. 


We followed the Liang valley for seven miles more before we camped for the 
night. Our general direction from Tanjong Malim so far had been north-east ; from 
here the stream runs in a more easterly direction. 


g. Starting early the next morning (the 25th) we reached Simpang Ampat, 
after three and a-half miles. The four paths to Slim, Pahang, Selangor, and Bernam 
meet here. Another seven and a-half miles brought us to Tanjong Luar, which is about 
20 miles from Changkat Betong. Here we put up at Mr. Edwin Watson’s house. He 
was away at Bentong, unfortunately, as I wanted to see him on the subject of passes 
for the Malays who bring down tin from his concession through Ulu Bernam. 

10. We left the next morning for Raub, a distance of 11 miles. Here Mr. Bibby 
put us up. 

11, We returned by the bridle-path to Kuala Kubu. The difference in the height 
of this pass and that we had left was very noticeable. 

12. It is surprising that so easy a pass into Pahang should not have been 
discovered before. I understand that this is the first time that it has been crossed 
by Europeans. I think that there can be no doubt that if the railway is carried 
into Pahang from this side of the range it will be through this pass. 

. 13. Mr. Wellford, the Chief Surveyor, Selangor, had lent us a boiling-point 
thermometer with which to take readings of the heights of the hills we crossed. The 
readings were sent to him, but he says that they must be incorrect, and is going 
over the same ground next week with Mr. A. J. W. Watkins, the Resident Engineer 
for Railways. 

14. I have asked in a separate paper that a rough bridle-path should be made 
at once as far us Changkat Betong. At a cost of $100 a mile this would only 
cost $1,800, and it would be of great use in opening up the mining land in the 
interior, and in encouraging the growing traffic with Pahang.

- No. 56.—It is hereby notified that paragraphs 1 to 4 of Circular) ¢¢¢ Send © 
No. 35 of 1893 (Gazette Notification No. 335 of 1898) are cancelled, and thee Psa 
the following orders are issued in lieu thereof, by direction of the British Q 
Resident. 
1. Nocharge will be made for the occupation of Government quarters 
by Government officers to whom free quarters were, or may hereafter be, 
promised on their appointment to the service of this State, but no officer 
will be regarded as having any claim to any particular house, and Govern- 
ment quarters will be allotted in the manner most convenient to the 
Government, and generally, in proportion to the number of persons to be 
accommodated ; if necessary, several officers may be allotted quarters in 
one house. 
2. Under no circumstances will any allowance for house rent, or 
the estimated value of any free quarters, be allowed to be included in the 
computation of pensions or gratuities, except in certain special cases where 
officers now in the service of this Government received their appointments 
upon that understanding. In these cases, promotion or increase of salary 
will cancel the claim, unless otherwise specially stipulated. 
8. Such Government quarters as may not be required for officers who 
are entitled to them under paragraph 1, will be offered, at the discretion of 
Government, to officers for whom Government is not bound to find quarters, 
but they will be required to pay rent for the same at such rate as the State 
Engineer, with the approval of the British Resident, may fix from time to 
time. 
4. Occupants af Government quarters will be expected to take 
proper care of the houses, and of the grounds or gardens attached to them, 
and failure to take such care will render the occupants liable to lose the 
quarters they occupy.

No. 63.—ACTING STATE SURGEON’S INSPECTION OF INDIAN IMMIGRANTS. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report that, in company with the Assistant Indian 
Immigration Agent, I made the fourth quarterly inspection of the estates employing 
Indian Immigrants :—Kamuning on the 13th, and Gula and Sungei Bogah on the 17th 
and 18th December respectively. 

2. Kamuning Estate.—Only eight statute coolies, females, remain on the books. 
These were found to be healthy. Three new wells, bricked-up from the bottom, have 
been constructed, and promise to be a success. This was a much needed improve- 
ment, the adoption of which would not be regretted by the estate. When the new 
wells have been quite brought into use, it would be advisable to close up all the old 
shallow pits, to prevent the coolies using them. The new hospital has been commenced 
and half finished. It is being erected on the site I selected. I do not see any 
objections against the position, which, on the other hand, has much in its favour. 
This estate is now being worked almost entirely by free labour, and the health and 
contentment of the coolies generally are noticeable features. 

3. Gula—(a). There were 37 patients under treatment in the estate hospital, 
31 of these being statute coolies. They had the appearance of being well attended to. 

(4). The new hospital was nearly completed. It consists of two large airy wards 
and the necessary out-houses, and is situated at a convenient distance from the lines 
and the manager's house. The accommodation for sick is now sufficient. 

(c). There was a large muster of coolies for inspection, and, taken as a body, they 
were in fairly good health. One man suffering from general debility was selected from 
the light work gang and recommended to be sent to hospital for treatment. 

(d.) The condition of the lines was more satisfactory, and I was pleased to note 
an improvement as regards the points to which I had in previous reports to call 
attention. The immediate surroundings of the coolie lines were cleaner; an attempt 
had-evidently been made, and with success, to prevent the litter of night-soil near the 
dwellings. 

4. Sungei Bogah.—Here, too, many improvements were found. The health of 
the coolies was good. The hospital was better equipped, and an attendant and cook 
provided: A new kitchen and latrine were built. The new lines, begun some time ago,

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No. 64.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Stk,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British Resident, 
the enclosed summary of school returns for the quarter ending 31st December, 1894.* 

2. At the end of December there were 85 schools of all kinds in the State, with 
a total enrolment of 3,924 scholars, or an increase of 500 since my last report. During 
the quarter the attendance was, on the whole, satisfactory, averaging 72 per cent of 
the enrolment. Four schools have over roo scholars each in attendance, and 20 others 
have over 50. The December enrolment is thus divided :—Larut, 639; Matang, 345; 
Kuala Kangsar, 872; Upper Perak, 136; Kinta, 380; Batang Padang, 228; Lower 
Perak, 527; Krian, 607; Selama, 190. The Kordn classes continue to be well 
attended. 

3.__New boys’ schools were opened during the quarter at Sungei Pénang, Kota 
Lama Kiri, Laiang Laiang, Banggul Belimbing and Menglembu. Last month the Kota 
Lama Kiri school had an attendance of 108, and an assistant teacher has been ap- 
pointed. 

4. During the quarter I visited every district with the exception of Upper Perak 
and Lower Perak, and held the annual inspection and examination at 48 schools. As 
a result of this inspection, one or two changes have been made amongst the teachers. 
A special visit was paid to Ipoh in November, at the request of the Resident, in 
connection with the English school recently established there by the Methodist Epis- 
copal Mission authorities of the Straits, who are deserving of every encouragement in 
their new undertaking. 

5. The Tamil school at Gula has lately been overhauled; it is now better 
attended, and work is going on satisfactorily. The Manager, Mr. Stewart, has given 
me every assistance, and I am much indebted to him for the interest he takes in the 
school. 

6. A piece of land adjoining the Taiping Malay School was, during the quarter, 
kindly given by the Resident for the purposes of a play and drill-ground, and I have 
no doubt the boys will make good use of it. The Selama school-children are also to 
have a suitable recreation ground provided for them, through the great interest taken 
in the matter by the Assistant Magistrate, Mr. Bowen. Although the playground is 
not an essential part of a Malay school, it is still a very useful and most desirable 
adjunct, and it ought certainly to be the rule rather than the exception. Later on I 
hope it will be possible to introduce a few gymnastic appliances at one or two of our 
larger schools in each district. 

7. Attention has been given to the subject of weaving in our girls’ schools, but 
so far with very little practical result. In Selama but slow progress has been made 
in this branch, and, as I have before pointed out, nothing very satisfactory can be 
attained without good teachers. During my recent tour of inspection I was shewn 
some excellent specimens of needlework done by the Malay children in Krian and 
Selama, and I am satisfied that this part of the curriculum, at least, is receiving proper 
attention. 

8. A number of the Malay schools were closed for several weeks during the 
quarter in padi districts. 

9. In November, at the Resident’s request, I submitted a short report on ver- 
nacular education in Perak. 

10. On the 18th December, the annual entertainment and distribution of prizes in 
connection with the Taiping Girls’ School took place, the Resident very kindly giving 
away the prizes to the successful pupils. The performance of the children was ex- 
ceedingly good, and much appreciated. 

11. The sum of $353.84 was realised during the quarter from school fees and the 
sale of books, etc. 

12. The new schools opened during the quarter are shewn by an asterisk in the 
summary.*

ADVANCES FOR PURCHASING A HORSE AND TRAP. 


No. 78.—The following Regulations will come into effect from this 
date, by order of the British Resident. 
lst March, 1895. 


1. In certain cases, in order to purchase a horse or vehicle (or both) 
required for travelling on the public service, an advance, not to excecd 
the sum of $200, may be made to a public officer, to be repaid by instal- 
ments of $10 a month. 


2. No such advance shall be made to any officer drawing less than 
$50 or more than $150 a month, except in special cases. 


3. No horse or vehicle shall be purchased with such advance until it - 
has been inspected and approved of by the Head of the Department, nor 
shall it be sold, mortgaged, or exchanged without such approval, and the 
horse or vehicle shall remain the property of the Government until the 
advance is repaid. 


4, When an officer receives the appointment of an Inspector, Perak 
Sikhs, he may receive an advance of a sum not exceeding $200 to purchase 
a pony, trap and harness; $100 of this sum is repay able, without intcrest, 
in monthly instalments of $10 each. If an Inspector is reduced or dis- 
missed before he has repaid all the instalments, the Government will claim 
the pony, trap and harness against the balance ‘still due. 
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5. This indulgence only applies to the first purchase, not to a second 
or subsequent one. Such advances will be made upon the certificate of the 
Commandant Perak Sikhs that the pony, trap and harness are fit for the 
service, and that the price is reasonable. 


6. No sale of horse, trap or harness purchased under a Government 
advance shall be made by an Inspector of the Perak Sikhs without the 
sanction of the Commandant. 


7. Should any officer who has purchased a horse, pony, trap, or 
harness under this section, receiving an advance of which he has only 
repaid a portion, be promoted out of the Police Department, he must either 
repay the balance of the advance, when the purchase will become his own 
property, or the Government will be entitled to claim the purchase on 
payment of that portion of the advance already repaid by the borrower.

No. 86.—QUARTERLY PROGRESS REPORT, KINTA VALLEY RAILWAY. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1rR,—I have the honour to forward my Progress Report for the quarter ending 
31st December, 1894. 

Earthwork.—19,052 cubic yards of earthwork were removed, principally from 
the cutting at Talam which has given so much trouble recently. As the bottom of 
this cutting has been excavated to the proper formation level, frequent slips have 
taken place, and up to the 31st December no less than 24,160 cubic yards of earth 
have been removed from it in excess of the scheduled quantity. 

Bridges and Culverts—Work was in progress on the following bridges and 
culverts during the quarter :—20-feet bridge at peg 448, completed ; 20-feet bridge at 
peg 268, foundations completed ; 65-feet bridge at peg 280, completed ; double 4o-feet 
bridge at peg 678, abutments completed, pier in hand; 6-feet culvert at peg 577, 
foundations in hand; to-feet bridge at peg 683, completed ; 100-feet bridge at peg 
700, foundations in hand; 2o-feet bridge at peg 495, completed ; pipe-drain at peg 
902, completed ; double 6-feet culvert at peg 917, abutments in hand ; 10-feet culvert 
at peg 478, abutments in hand ; 6-feet culvert at peg 611, abutments in hand. 

Permanent Way.—3,242 lineal yards of rails have been laid, and 4,948 cubic 
yards of ballast run out and spread. 

Miscellaneous.—The cargo-shed and pontoon wharf at Teluk Anson have been 
completed ; the s.s. Ma/acca now regularly makes use of it for loading tin and ore. 
The passenger building and goods-shed at Kampar have been completed and the 
latform wall nearly completed. The carriage-shed at Ipoh has been completed. 
Some progress has been made in the preparation of the wood-work for the passenger 
building at Témoh. 

I enclose statement of expenditure to the end of December.*

maintenance and working of the open lines, amounted to $900,765.64, under the

4. The saving on the Kinta Valley line was in consequence of the delay in 
opening the line to Kampar, but I am happy to be able to report that the estimate of 
revenue was fully realised. 


5. The saving on construction was principally on the salaries and allowances of 
the staff. 

6. The estimated revenue from the Larut line was not realised by $706.58, and 
that from the Kinta Valley line was exceeded by $1,590.59. 

7. The total revenue collected by the Department during 1894 amounted to 
$248,515.91, and consisted of the following items :—

8. The gross receipts from the Larut Railway amounted to $92,943.42, being 
$5,210.47 less than in 1893 and $706.58 less than the estimate. 


g. This serious decrease is due to the falling off in passenger traffic ; there were 
55,866 less passengers carried in 18yq than during the previous year. 


10. The decrease in passenger traffic was partly caused by the closing of Chinese 
ports during the bubonic plague: in June alone there was a sudden drop of about 
2,000 passengers as compared with the previous month; I think also that part of the 
falling off may be attributed to the opening of the line in Lower Perak and the 
consequent diversion of traffic to the more direct route ; part also must be put down 
to the decrease of mining in Larut. 


11. The average number of passengers carried per day was 574; the number in 
1893 was 726. 

12. Eighty-nine free periodical passes were issued to school children, as compared 
with 38 in 1893. 
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13. There was a small decrease in the receipts from goods traffic, although a 
larger quantity of firewood was carried in 1894. 

14. Working expenses in 1894 amounted to $70,170.75, as against $70,107.72 in 
1893. 

15. The train mileage was 38,240 miles, as compared with 48,355 miles in 1893, 
fewer trains having been run to Ulu Sa’petang. 

16. Working expenses per train mile amounted to $1.83, and gross receipts per 
‘train mile to $2.43. 

17. The percentage of working expenses to receipts was 75°5 per cent, the net 
profit on the working of the line being $22,772.67. 

18. The interest on the capital expenditure was 2°94 per cent. 


1g. I must again point out that this low percentage is due entirely to the non- 
paying portion of the line between Taiping and Ulu Sa’petang (g miles), as out of the 
total receipts ($92,943-42) no less than $80,161.01 was derived from the section of line 
between Taiping and Port Weld (8 miles). 

zo. During the year the timber bridge over the Sungei Derahka (near Port 
Weld) was removed, a channel ggo yards in length was cut to take the surface drain- 
age into the Sungei Menangis, and an embankment was thrown across the Sungei 
Derahka. The substitution of an earth embankment for a timber bridge 60 feet in 
length has removed what was a constant source of anxiety to those responsible for 
the maintenance of the line. 

21. Accidents.—Two fatal accidents occurred during the year. On March 31st 
a Chinaman trespassing on the line was run over and killed, and on July 18th a 
Railway coolie, when jumping off the train while in motion, lost his balance and fell 
under the train; he died the same day in the hospital.

Open Lines.—KINTA VALLEY. 


23. The section from Batu Gajah to Kota Bharu, six miles in length, was opened 
for traffic on the 27th April, a branch one and a-half miles in length having been made 
from the main line to the Kinta River; sidings and accommodation for working the 
traffic were provided on the river bank, so that goods could be loaded direct from boats 
into the railway wagons. 

24. A marked improvement took place in the traffic receipts on the opening of 
this section ; as shewn in Appendix G,* the receipts rose from about $8,000 a month 
to over $13,000 a month. 

25. On the 29th September another section of about seven miles in length was 
opened, viz:—from Tapah Road to Talam; this also was accompanied by a rise in the 
receipts from about $14,000 a month to about $18,000 a month: wide Appendix G, 

26. It not being intended to place a permanent station at Talam, special sidings 
were laid down and a small shed and temporary booking-office constructed. 

27. In this report I have dealt with the two sections of the Kinta Valley line 
together, in order to avoid the complication which would arise in apportioning salaries, 
but the receipts are shewn separately in Appendix O.* 

28. The total receipts amounted to $151,590.59, and the working expenses to 
-$102,138.68, the profit on working being $49,451.91. 

29. The total number of passengers carried during the year was 233,433, or an 
average of 639 per day. 

30. The train mileage in 1894 was 76,467 miles, and the gross ton mileage 
2,642,483 ton miles. 

31. Working expenses per train mile amounted to $1.34, and gross receipts to 
$1.98. 

32. The percentage of working expenses to receipts was 67} per cent. 


* Appendices not printed. 
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33. The total collections on account of passenger traffic amounted to $76,699.66, 
and that for goods traffic to $74,890.93. This is quite a different result from the Larut 
line, where the receipts from goods traffic are double those from passenger traffic, and 
is accounted for by the large local traffic between Batu Gajah and Ipoh and by the 
small amount of goods traffic between Teluk Anson and Tapah Road. On the Tapah 
section the passenger receipts exceeded the goods receipts. 


34. Occurrences.—On the evening of the 17th September a passenger train from 
Tapah Road to Teluk Anson came into collision with a wild elephant, at about three 
and a-half miles from Teluk Anson. The engine and tender were derailed, and the 
line was blocked till the 22nd September. No one was injured, and the passengers 
walked in to Teluk Anson, but the driver was thrown off his engine into the jungle by 
the side of the line. Temporary arrangements were made for transferring passengers 
and perishable goods while the line was blocked. 


35. On the 25th October the embankment near Sungei Bakap was breached by an 
unusually high flood. Traffic was stopped until the rst November. 


36. On the 23rd October a high embankment near Talam station partially subsided. 
Traffic was stopped for half a day. 


Accidents——On the 24th April a coolie working with the ballast-train at Batu 
Gajah fell between the trucks; he was run over, and died in hospital the same day. 


38. On the 22nd June a coolie trespassing on the line between Ipoh and Lahat 
was run over and killed. 


39. On the 11th December a Tamil platelayer was run over and killed by the 
ballast-train between Tapah Road and Talam. 


40. The following appendices relating to the Kinta Valley Open Line are 
enclosed :—(g). Monthly Receipts in 1894; (4). Comparative Statement of Total 
Receipts; (/). Comparative Statement of Total Expenditure ; (4). Comparative State- 
ment of Station Earnings; (/).

41. I also enclose Appendix P, shewing the expenditure and saving on votes, and 
a diagram shewing the fluctuation in traffic and receipts. 


CONSTRUCTION. 
42. Two sections of the line were completed and opened for traffic in 1894— 
viz:—six miles from Batu Gajah to Kota Bharu, and seven miles from Tapah Road 
to the temporary station at Talam. 


43. Temporary arrangements were made for working the traffic at Kota Bharu, 
and the site of the permanent station being some distance from the river, a branch 
line one and a-half miles in length was laid, the sidings, shed and offices being on the 
river bank. 

44. Temporary arrangements were also made for working the traffic at Talam, 
there being no permanent station at this place. 


45. To avoid delay in opening the line to Talam, temporary bridges were erected 
in the Chanderiang swamp. These have since been replaced by three permanent 
bridges of 20 feet, 40 feet, and 65 feet span, without any stoppage to the traffic, except 
on two Sundays, when the iron cross-girders and permanent-way beams were put into 
position. 

46. Considerable delay has been caused to all the works beyond Talam by a 
cutting at about the 25th mile. Up to the 31st December, 24,160 cubic yards of earth 
in excess of the scheduled quantity had been removed, and although a train has been 
working steadily in the cutting ever since, it has not yet been possible to get the 
train through to work on the Ipoh side or to transport materials through the cutting. 


47. The delay in the completion of this cutting has necessitated the transport by 
cart or by river of all materials for the work beyond, and it will be readily understood 
how seriously this has added to the cost of construction and delayed the works, as not 
only have permanent way materials and bridge girders been transported to the works 
beyond Talam by cart and by river, but even stone for concrete, cement and bricks 
for bridge-building, have had to be carted.

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48. The work done during 1894 consisted of :—220,066 cubic yards of earthwork 
in banks and cuttings; 12} miles of platelaying; 10$ miles of line ballasted; sixty- 
three bridges and culverts completed as follows :—One bridge with two spans of 100 
feet each; one bridge of 150-feet span; one bridge of 100-feet span; two bridges of 
65-feet span; six bridges of 4o-feet span; one bridge with two spans of 40 feet; 
eleven bridges of 20-feet span; one bridge of 12-feet span; five bridges of 1o-feet 
span; three culverts of 6-feet span; twelve culverts of 3-feet span; five culverts of 
2-feet span; fourteen pipe culverts. 


Seven bridges and culverts were in course of construction at the end of the year, 
327 tons of ironwork in bridge-girders were erected, 32 tons of ironwork in tanks, 
and 13 tons in engine turn-table. 


The following buildings, etc., were completed in 1894 :— 


At Teluk Anson.—Carriage-shed for eight bogie carriages, oil store, two sets of 
staff quarters, cargo-shed, pontoon wharf and water tank. 


At Tapah Road.—Permanent porters’ and pointsmen’s lines, lines for goods-shed 
coolies, and water tank. ~ 


At Kampar.—Goods-shed and passenger building. 


At Kota Bharu.—Passenger building and platform, permanent lines for porters 
and pointsmen, and gate-house. ; 


At Batu Gajah.—Third-class waiting room and permanent porters’ and points- 
men’s lines. 

At /poh.—Carriage-shed for eight bogie carriages, engine running-shed, nine sets 
of staff quarters, permanent porters’ and pointsmen’s lines, cleaners’ and watchmen’s 
lines, extension to goods-shed and tin-shed, 40-feet engine turn-table, temporary offices 
for District Engineer, Locomotive Engineer, and Traffic Superintendent, six sets of 
permanent platelayers’ lines, engineering store and workshop. 


Rolling Stock.—Five locomotives and 151 vehicles belonging to the permanent 
equipment of the Railway were erected during the year. 

Telegraph.—Twenty-one miles of telegraph were erected. 

During the year 16,206 square yards of metalling were completed in yards, 
approach roads and road diversions, equal to about two and two-fifth miles of ordinary 
metalled road. 

SURVEYS. 
49. The clearing of the trace between Taiping and Kuala Kangsar was completed. 
50. In September, in conjunction with Mr. Fryer, District Railway Engineer, 
Kinta Line, I made a rough examination of the country between Ipoh, Tanjong 
Rambutan and Lalang Johut (Chémor). A separate report was sent in to the 
Government on this subject. i: 
51. In November I visited the Krian District with Mr. Duberly, Commissioner of 


Lands, and Mr. Barnard, District Railway Engineer, Larut Line, for the purpose of 
obtaining information for a report on an extension of the Larut Railway to Parit 


Buntar. 

52. A joint report was sent in to Government on this scheme by the Secretary 
to Government, the State Engineer, the Commissioner of Lands, the District Railway 
Engineer and myself. 

STAFF. 
Mr. G. W. Fryer was appointed District Railway Engineer on the rst January, 
and Mr. T. S. Gardner, Locomotive Engineer, on the same date. 

54. Mr. H.C. Barnard, District Railway Engineer, Larut, returned from leave of 
absence on the 13th May, and Mr. W: B. Clark, who had acted for him, rejoined the 
Public Works Department. 

55. Mr. H. G. Richards, Junior Assistant Engineer, left for England oa the 
termination of his agreement on the 11th June, and Mr. F. W. Sutcliffe, Chief 
Draughtsman, left for England on the 7th June. 

56. On the 30th September Mr. W. Smith, Assistant Engineer, who had been in 
charge of the Kampar District of the Kinta Valley line, left the service of Government. 
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On the 24th October Mr. G. W. Fryer, District Railway Engineer, Kinta, left 
the State on three months’ leave of absence. 


58. Mr. J. A. Barclay, Locomotive Foreman, was dismissed on the 13th March for 
continued intemperance and neglect of duty. 


GENERAL. 


59. On 7th February the section between Ipoh and Batu Gajah was formally 
opened by His Highness the Sultan. The opening of the sections from Batu Gajah to 
Kota Bharu and from Tapah Road to Talam was not attended with any ceremony.

No. 113.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of January. 


2. On the 2nd the new market in the village of Relau was opened, and if 
properly managed will, after a few months (when a proper supply of vegetables can 
be produced), prove a success. 


3. 1 went to Ulu Selama on the 12th, to see what I could do in the way of 
trying to induce the people to accept vaccination. They, however, are dead against it. 
I have therefore thought it expedient to postpone the vaccination of the children 
of this mukim, at any rate for a time. If it were insisted on now, there is no doubt 
that a large, percentage of the population would desert their bendangs and take up 
land in Kedah. There has been no trouble in the other mukims. 


4. The revenue collected during the month seems very small, and is due to the 
fact that no tin-ore has been smelted lately; however, two re/au tongka will be 
erected by the end of February, and | think that from 200 to 300 pikuls of tin a 
month will then be exported. 


5. I attach the meteorological and revenue returns for the month.

No. 114.—MONTHLY REPORT ON THE LOWER PERAK AND BATANG PADANG 
DISTRICTS, FOR JANUARY. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of January. 


On the 2oth the Assistant Magistrate, Tapah, went to Anak Ayer Chang, with 
Mr. MacDonnell, to sce the Leh Chin Company's mine. They hive 57 men at work, 
and are getting about one and a-half pikuls a day of tin-ore. This ore carries about 
eight chzs of gold per pikul of 4/72. Mr. Oshorne reports that the gold is the largest- 
grained gold he has seen here, and not at all water-worn. 


The Harbour Master returned early on the 21st from a trip round the coast. I 
went to Ta, 7h by the afternoon train. 


The following day Messrs. Biker and Rattray held a surprise survey of the 
Treasury. Rja Musa and Syed Hashim came in from Chenderizng. The latter is 
the schoolmaster there, and complains very much of the difficulty he has in persuading 
the peuple to send their children to school. I inspected the police station and lock-up. 


On the: 23rd I went with the Assistant Magistrate to Pengkalen Buloh, Chendriang, 
to inspect the clearing ‘lone on the land along the road to the railway station, and then 
went to see the Freuch Mining Company's mine at Témoh. They have about 150 men 
at work, «nd on the 22nd washed 26 pikuls of tin-ore. The sarang is about three 
feet thick and rich in tin; the overburden is about 26 fect deep. I returned to Teluk 
Anson by the afternoon train. 


A Malay woman at Durian Sabatang gave birth to triplets, one boy and two girls, 
this morning; the mother and children are doing well. 

The next day I inspected the gaol with Mr. E. Burnside; the rest of the day was 
spent in the oftice. 

On the 25th I went to Kinta, and returned on the 2oth, to find that the Sanitary 
Inspector, Hosain, had absconded, taking with him certain moneys that he had col- 
lected, and leaving many debts behind him. 

The outbreak of cattle disease at Pulau Tiga is reported to be at an end, and the 
men who have been on duty there have returned. 
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The Assistant Magistrate, Mr. Tranchell, was away from the 26th to the 29th on 
a visit of inspection to the down-river and coast mukims. 


On the 30th Mr. Wrench arrived from Singapore, to take up his new appointment 
as Assistant Inspector of Schools. 


Dr. and Mrs. Wheeler and family arrived from Kinta and left in the s.y. 4/ena for 
Penang. 
The meteorological and revenue returns for the two Districts are attached.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


No. 115.—TRANSLATION OF ANNUAL REPORT BY THE DATO’ SRI ADIKA RAJA 
ON THE MUKIMS OF CHEGAR GALAH, PULAU KAMIRI AND DURIAN PIPIT IN 1894. 


To THE DISTRICT MAGISTRATE, KUALA KANGSAR. 
(After Compliments.) 


I have the honour to append this my report on the mukims of Pulau Kamiri, 
Chegar Galah and Durian Pipit, for your information. The revenue collected during 
the year 1894, without the duty on tin, pepper and coffce, and fees of Courts, amounted 
to $2,013.77, being $70.20 more than the revenue collected during the year 1893. The 
quit-rents during last year were more in each mukim than in past years, but the duty 
on jungle produce was less.

2. With reference to one-tenth chabut on jungle produce, there was last year a 
reduction. In past years more revenue was collected on this item, as then more 
people worked in cutting rattan; now the rattan is nearly finished, except in the 
Plus River. In Plus the cutting of rattan is prohibited, as the place has been reserved 
by the Government. Gutta duty is not now collected in the mukims, so that the 
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amount of chabut on jungle produce has been much reduced. I do not mention the 
amount of decrease from past years in this paragraph, but I have included it in the 
revenue return at the end of this report.* 


3. The fees of Penghulus’ Courts in 1894 amounted to $94.94, a sum of $18.16 
more than the fees in the year 1893.

4. In the year 1894, 159 lots of new land, containing 260 acres, were given out 
to people for the purpose of permanent agriculture,—in the mukim of Pulau Kamiri, 
32 lots of garden land, 14 of kampong land, 28 of bendang land and 7 of dusun 
land—total 81 lots. In the mukim of Chegar Galah, 31 lots of garden land, g of 
kampong land and 10 of bendang land—total 50 lots. In the mukim of Durian Pipit, 
g lots of garden land, 11 of kampong land and 8 of bendang land—total 28 lots. 


Among the people who have taken up land, the Chegar Galah inhabitants 
have changed their habits by taking the land for the purpose of coffee plantations, 
but in the other mukims only for planting sugar-cane, bananas, etc., as formerly. 


6. I regret to report on the bad way the padi crops were grown by the people 
of Jénalik in the year 1894, because, as far as I know, there is no place in these 
mukims except this one that can produce thousands of gantangs of padi in each year. 
In my opinion, the padi which they have got will not suffice for their own use. The 
people informed me that the reason why their padi did not grow well was that they 
could not get water when they wanted it. The stream they use for irrigating their 
bendangs is a small one, and is dried up in time of heavy drought. There is a large 
river called the Chegar, from which water can be brought for the use of this bendang, 
but it will be difficult to do so, as the distance is very great for a water-course to be 
made—lI think not less than 1,000 fathoms, and it has to cross a valley. I would 
suggest that the Government assist the people by bringing water from this river 
for the use of this bendang. When the Government have borne the expense of 
carrying out the work, the people there will pay back the same—after some time, and 
so that they may still easily earn their livelihood. Most of the inhabitants of Jénalik 
are Patani men, and the custom of this tribe is, if they have got good bendang land 
they will reside at the place permanently. If the expense of bringing water be borne 
by the Government, and they exact higher quit-rents than usual on this land, I do not 
think the people will be pleased at it: they would prefer that the Government should 
bear the cost of this work and charge it to them as advances, and allow them to 
refund the cost by instalments after a period of one year. 


7. The pepper exported from the mukim of Chegar Galah in the year 1894 was 
less than in past years, because it was ruined by the drought at the time the pepper 
was in blossom, but I trust that next year there will be an improvement, as the pepper 
trees are now in bearing. 


8. Two large blocks of jungle have been reserved by the Government—z.e., one 
at Tahan in the mukim of Chegar Galah, the boundaries of which are as follows :—On 
the north, the Tahan river; on the south, Kampong Cheh; on the west, the Perak 
River; and on the east, the Kota Tampan Road; and the other at Relong in the 
mukim of Pulau Kamiri, the boundaries of which are as follows:—On the north, 
Kampong Rambutan Gading; on the south, Kepala Pulau Lalang (2‘e., promontory 
or head of Lalang Island) ; on the east, the Perak River; and on the west, the top of 
Krongga mountain.

g. Raja Ngah Abubakar has been appointed Penghulu of Chegar Galah, from 
1oth January, 1894, to succeed Syed Musa, who retired on pension, and Mahomed 
Drus has been appointed Clerk to the Penghulu of Pulau Kamiri, at Plang, from 
the 1st July, 1894, to succeed Abdul Rhais, whose services have been dispensed with.

to. Four miles of 6-foot path were opened, in December, 1894, from the mouth 
of the Tersau river to the Tersau mine, at a cost of $500, and a house and a Court for 
the Penghulu of Chegar Galah were also constructed, in October, 1894, at a cost 
of $200. 

11. I would suggest that the 6-foot path be continued from Tersau mine to the 
Kamuning mountain, because the path which has been opened is much used; the 
continuation is only about two miles, and the cost of carrying on the work I estimate 
at not more than $300.

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MONTHLY REPORT. 
a 
No. 128.—REPORT ON THE LOWER PERAK AND BATANG PADANG DISTRICTS 
FOR FEBRUARY. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, TAIPING. 
Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of February. 


1. On the rst and 2nd I was in office. The Assistant Magistrate at S’tiawan 
came in and saw me on several matters. I also saw the District Engineer, Raja 
Musa, the Harbour Master, and others. 


2. On the 3rd (Sunday) Inspector Symes returned from Penang, where he had 
been on duty, and the Assistant Magistrate, S'tiawan, left for his station. 


3. On Monday Dr. Edgar arrived and entered on his duties as District Surgeon. 
The Assistant Magistrate, Teluk Anson, went to Larut on a short holiday. 


4. On the sth the Inspector of Schools and the Assistant Inspector arrived. I 
commenced my annual report. 


5. On Thursday the 7th I attended the examination at the Malay School, after 
which I heard several-police cases and held the Civil Court. The Inspector of Schools 
and the Assistant Inspector, and the Inspector of Police, left in the Rapid for the 
coast mukims. In the evening I inspected the town. 


6. The next two days were occupied in the Court and office. 


7. On the 11th I was engaged in Court all the morning, and in the evening 
inspected the foreshore of the town, the railway reserve, the metalling of Denison 
Road, etc. 


8. On the 12th Mr. Tranchell returned, and I left for Tapah by the 8 a.m. train, 


g. Forwarded nine applications for licences to prospect for gold lodes in 
Batang Padang. 


The next morning I visited Bukit Mas, and went through the underground 
workings. A considerable amount of work has been done here, far more than [I had 
expected. Preparations are being made to erect the new battery of stamps, when the 
yield of gold should be very largely increased, as the present little battery is only a 
prospector’s set—little more than a toy—and is quite unable to crush the hardest of 
the stuff, which is here by far the richest quartz in the lode. 


The lode generally consists of a soft, sandy, ferruginous quartz, through which a 
seam of very hard bluish quartz runs. Throughout this are spots of iron pyrites and 
argentiferous galena, specimens of which have assayed as high as 12 ounces of gold to 
the ton. The country through which the lode runs is for the most part a decomposed 
clay slate much stained with oxide of iron. 

In the evening the Tapah Mess gave a very successful dance in the Club. 

to. On the rqth I was in office all the morning, and in the afternoon went to 
Bukit Mas, and then on to Junka with the Messrs. Pike and the Curator and State 
Geologist. 

11. The next morning I went to Chenderiang with the Curator and State 
Geologist, and visited different mines there. 

12. I returned to Teluk Anson on the 16th. The Chaplain (the Rev. F. S. P. 
Pyemont) arrived, and held two services the following day (Sunday). 

The Government yacht Mena arrived early on Sunday morning, bringing the 
State Engineer, Dr. Fox, and others. The State Engineer left almost at once for 
Changkat Jong. 

13. On the 18th the roof of the large atap work-shed at the water-tower took 
fire, but it was extinguished before any serious harm was done. The accident was 
occasioned by the end of a red-hot bolt falling from the tower on to the shed. 


The State Engincer returned, with the District Engineer, from Changkat Jong, 
and reported that the turbines were working well and that water was flowing through 
the mains to clean them out. 


The Chaplain and the District Treasurer left for Penang. In the evening I 
walked round the Malay gardens between the Railway and the Bidor. 


oa 
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14. Early on the 19th I met the State Engineer and the District Engineer and 
inspected Denison Road, which the Railway Department is metalling. 


The level of the road has been raised, so that it will now be necessary to raise 
the brickwork of the drains in front of the shops quite a foot. Later, I transacted 
business with the State Engineer in the office. In the afternoon I went with Raja 
Musa and Haji Abas, Assistant Kathi, to inspect the musjid land and to look at 
a proposed site for a ba/at shara. Later, | walked round a number of the Malay 
gardens, the Chinese and Malay cemeteries, etc. 


15. On the 2oth several Penghulus and a number of people came to see me. The 
Inspector of Schools and the Assistant Inspector returned from Batang Padang, 
where they had been on duty. I inspected the gaol in the afternoon. The fence 
requires immediate attention: it is in a very rotten state in places. 


16. The next morning there was a turn-out of the fire brigade, and on the after- 
noon of the 22nd sports for the school children were held in connection with the 
distribution of prizes. There was a very good programme of thirteen events, which 
were keenly contested, and the afternoon appeared to be enjoyed, both by the boys 
and the onlookers. 

17. The Curator and State Geologist returned from Slim on Saturday evening. 
He reports that the “coal” discovered by the Assistant Magistrate, Tanjong Malim, 
was the same black slate which was reported on by me some five or six years ago. 
It is a slate interleaved with graphite, and is not combustible. 

18. On the 24th I visited Jenderata. The canal has almost entirely silted up. 

1g. On the 26th I received a telegram from the Assistant Magistrate, Tapah, 
saying that the village of Sunkei had been destroyed by fire the previous evening. 
The Curator and State Geologist left for Penang, and the Assistant Magistrate, 
S'tiawan, came in. The commencement of the Mohammedan Fasting Month was 
announced by the firing of five guns. 

20. The afternoon of the 28th I was in Court. An attempt was made to break 
into the tin-shed last night. 


21. Attached are the meteorological returns for Teluk Anson and Tapah, and the 
usual other returns.

THE LABOUR CODE. 


Passed by His Highness Ipris Mersrtp-gu-Akzam SHAH, K.C.M.G., 
1pnI ALMARHUM IsKaNDER Swag, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 2nd day of April, 1895. 


F. A. SWETTENHAM, British Resident. 


HEREAS it is expedient to amend and consolidate the law relating 
to labour in the State of Perak, it is hereby enacted by His 
Highness the Sultan in Council as follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
1. This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Labour Code, 1895.” 


2. The Orders in Council, Proclamations, and Notifications set out 
in the Schedule A hereto are hereby repealed. 

3. The following words and expressions as used in this Order shall, 
unless there be something in ‘he context repugnant thereto, have the 
meaning hereby assigned to them. 


“Employer” shall include every person, firm, corporation or com- 
pany who or which enters into an agreement or contract with any labourer 
as hereinafter defined, and the duly authorised agent or manager of such 
person, firm, corporation, or company. 


Save as is hereinafter provided by Section 95 of this Order, the term 
“labourer ” shall include every artificer, miner, servant in husbandry, 
domestic servant, and every other person employed for the purpose of 
personally performing any work of a manual description or by manual 
labour. 

Provided that no person under the age of sixteen years shall be 
deemed to be competent to enter into an agreement or contract under this 
Order. 

“ Agreement” shall mean a verbal engagement to labour in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Order. 

“ Writing ” shall include printing and lithographing. 

“ Contract ” shall mean a contract in writing to labour in accordance 
with the provisions of this Order. 

“Contract labourer” shall mean a person who is legally bound to 
labour by virtue of a contract as hereinbefore defined. 

“Parties” shall mean and include all employers and labourers 
referred to in any agreement or contract. 

“Party” shall mean the employer or the labourer, according to the 
context. 

“The Protector” shall mean the officer for the time being performing 
the duties of Protector of Chinese, and includes any officer performing 
the duties of Assistant Protector, and any other officer duly authorised in 
that behalf by the British Resident. 

“ Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate or of a Magistrate 
of the First or Second Class. 
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PART II. 


AGREEMENTS. 


4. An agreement may be entered into under the provisions of this 
Order for any period not exceeding one calendar month, or for any number 
of days’ work not exceeding thirty days, and, in the absence of any engage- 
ment between the parties to the contrary, such‘ agreement shall be held to 
terminate on the expiration of the term agreed upon. 


5. Wages earned by a labourer under an agreement shall become 
payable upon the termination of such agreement. 


6. A continuing agreement shall mean an agreement for a term not 
exceeding one calendar month, renewable and renewed from term to term 
by the mutual consent of the parties thereto. 


Such agreement may be determined at the expiration of such notice 
as may have been agreed upon between the parties, provided that no 
notice shall remain in force for a period exceeding one month, and provided 
further that the date of expiration of the agreement as determined by 
such notice shall be conterminous with the conclusion of a term of service 
thereunder. 

Such notice may be given either verbally or in writing by either party 
to the other party. 

In the absence of any arrangement to the contrary it shall be necessary 
to give one month’s notice to determine such agreement. 


7. It shall be lawful for either party to a continuing agreement to 
terminate the same without notice upon payment to the other party of a 
sum equal to the amount of wages which would have accrued to the 
labourer during the term of such notice. 


8. Wages due to a labourer under a continuing ayreement shall be 
payable, unless otherwise agreed between the parties, not later than seven 
days after the expiration of each term of service. 


9. When an agreement or continuing agreement is terminated by 
the employer without notice to the labourer on the ground of misconduct, 
such labourer shall, subject to any order which may be made by the Court 
on complaint of either party, be entitled to receive wages only up to the 
day on which the agreement was terminated. 


10. In the event of any dispute arising between the parties to an 
agreement or continuing agreement concerning wages due thereunder, or 
concerning the termination of the same, it shall be lawful for the Court, 
in addition to any other adjudication, to order either party to forfeit to 
the other party a sum not exceeding the amount of thirty days’ wages. 


11. In the case of Chinese labourers other than domestic servants, 
such orders as are in the two last preceding sections mentioned may be 
made by the Protector, and when so made shall be as valid and effectual 
for all purposes as if made by the Court. 


12. Every labourer under an agreement or continuing agreement who 
shall without reasonable cause, to be allowed by the Court, refuse to 
commence work under the same, or absent himself from work, or abscond 
from the place in which he is employed, shall be liable, on conviction, for 
a first offence, to a fine not exceeding ten dollars, and in default, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding six weeks, 
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and on conviction for a second or subsequent offence, to a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty-five dollars, and in default, to imprisonment of either de- 
scription for a term not exceeding three months. 


13. Every labourer under an agreement or continuing agreement who 
shall be guilty of disobedience to lawful orders, or of neglect of duty, or 
of carelessness in the custody of the property of his employer, shall be 
liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and in 
default, to imprisonment of either description fur a term not exceeding one 
month. 


_ 14. The whole or any portion of any fine recoverable under the 
provisions of the two last preceding sections may be adjudged by the 
Court to be paid to the employer. 


PART III. 
CONTRACTS. 


15. No engagement to work for a period exceeding one calendar 
month, or for more than thirty days’ work, as the case may be, shall, 
except as is otherwise provided by this Order, be valid unless it be in 
writing and executed in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 


16. No contract under this Order shall be for a longer period than 
twelve calendar months, or for more than three hundred and sixty days’ 
work, as the case may be, if made within the Colony of the Straits Settle- 
ments or in any State in the Malay Peninsula, nor for a longer period 
than three years, or for more than one thousand days’ work, as the case 
may be, if made elsewhere. 


17. Every contract under this Order shall be fully explained and (if 
necessary) interpreted to the parties, and shall, within six weeks from the 
date on which the labourer began service, be signed by the parties thereto 
in the presence of a Magistrate or of a Justice of the Peace, or of the 
Protector, or of such other person, other than a person being a party to 
such contract, as the British Resident may from time to time appoint for 
such purpose. Such Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Protector, or other 
person shall thereupon certify that the contract has been fully explained 
and [if it has been 80 interpreted] interpreted to the parties thereto. 


18. No contract shall be held to be valid or effectual for any purpose 
under this Order until it has been signed and certified as provided by the 
preceding section. 

19. Every contract shall contain the following particulars :— 

(i). The names of all the parties thereto. 


(ii). The names of the place or places in which the contract is to be 
fulfilled. 


(iii). The nature of the service to be performed. 

(iv). The description and amount of all emoluments receivable by the 
labourer under the contract. 

(v). The amount of all advances [if any] made to the labourer or on 
his behalf at the time of, or previous to, the execution of the contract. 

(vi). The term of the contract. 


(vii). The date on which and the place at which the contract was 
executed. 
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20. A duly executed duplicate of every contract shall be delivered 
to the labourer, after it has been certified as provided by Section 17 of 
this Order. 


21. A contract made without the State for service within the State 
shall be valid and effectual only on the following conditi: ns :— 


(i). That it shall have been executed before a Magistrate, a Protector 
of Chinese, a British Consul, or a Notary Public. 


(ii). That such Magistrate, Protector of Chinese, British Consul, or 
Notary Public shall have certified that such contract was duly explained 
and, if necessary, interpreted to the parties, and was duly executed by 
them in his presence. 

(iii). That such contract contains the particulars set out in Section 19 
of this Order, and declares that the employer is bound to provide for the 
labourer regular work at stipulated wages. 


(iv). That within six weeks from the date of the arrival of the 
labourer within the State the parties to such contract shall have appeared 
together before a Mayistrate or before the Protector, who, on being satis- 
fied that the same was duly executed, shall have endorsed it accordingly. 
Provided that the employer shall be allowed to appear by his duly 
authorised agent, and that in all cases in which the labourer is of Chinese 
nationality such endorsement must be made by the Protector. 


22. Contracts under this Order shall be terminable as follows :— 


(i). Upon the expiration of the term of service agreed upon, except 
as hereinafter provided. 


(ii). The Court, or, in cases in which the labourer is of Chinese 
nationality, the Protector, on proof that either party has failed to carry 
out any material obligation imposed upon him, either by his contract or 
by this Order, or upon proof that either party has become permanently 
incapacitated from fulfilling his contract, or that the labourer has been 
grossly neglected or ill- used. by the employer, shall have power to cancel 
the same. 


(iii). Any contract under this Order may be terminated by the mutual 
consent of the parties thereto, testified before a Magistrate or the Pro- 
tector. 


(iv). Every labourer shall have the right of terminating his contract 
upon payment to his employer of the amount of all advances made to him 
or on his behalf, together with all other moneys due and owing by him to 
his employer, and additionally, the sum of two dollars, as smart money, 
for every month, or every thirty days’ work, as the case may be, which 
may remain uncompleted thereunder. 


(v). No contract under this Order made in the Colony of the Straits 
Settlements or in any State in the Malay Peninsula shall under any 
circumstances be valid and effectual after the expiration of two years from 
the date thereof and no contract made elsewhere shall under any circum- 
stances be valid and effectual after the expiration of five years from the 
date thereof. 


23. The wages of a contract labourer shall, unless otherwise stipulated 
in his contract, become due and payable not later than the seventh day 
of each calendar month in respect of the month or portion of a month last 
preceding, and at the termination of such contract all wages due shall 
immediately become payable. 
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24. In the event of any dispute arising between the parties to a 
contract concerning wages due thereunder, or concerning the termination 
of the same, it shall be lawful for the Court, in addition to any other 
adjudication, to order either party to forfeit to the other party a sum not 
exceeding the amount of thirty days’ wages. In the case of Chinese 
labourers other than domestic servants, such order may be made by the 
Protector, and when so made shall be as valid and effectual for all 
purposes as if made by the Court. 


25. Every contract labourer who, without reasonable cause, to be 
allowed by the Court, neglects or omits to fulfil his contract, or omits or 
refuses to work, or absents himself from work, or absconds from the place 
in which he is employed, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars, or to imprisonment of either description for 
a term not exceeding three months, or to both, and upon conviction for 
a second or subsequent offence, such labourer shall be liable to imprison- 
ment of either description for a term not exceeding six months. 


26. Every contract labourer who shall be guilty of disobedience of 
lawful orders, neglect of duty, or carelessness in the custody of the pro- 
perty of his employer, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, and in default, to imprisonment of either description 
for a term not exceeding one month. 


27. The whole or any portion of any fine recoverable under the two 
last preceding sections may be ordered by the Court to be paid to the 
employer. 


28. Every contract labourer so convicted shall additionally be liable 
to repay to his employer the amount of any moneys, not exceeding ten 
dollars, which may be proved to have been reasonably expended, whether 
by way of reward or otherwise, in effecting his arrest and securing his 
conviction. 


29. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, to be allowed 
by the Court, wilfully neglects or omits to fulfil his contract, shall be 
liable on conviction to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and in default, to 
simple imprisonment for a term not exceeding three months, and it shall 
be lawful for the Court to call upon such employer to find forthwith 
good and sufficient security to the satisfaction of the Court for the fulfil- 
ment of such contract, and if default be made in finding such security, 
the Court may order the contract to be cancelled. 


30. The whole or any part of any fine recoverable from the employer 
under the preceding section may be ordered by the Court to be paid to 
the labourer. 


31. It shall be lawful for a contract labourer whose contract is for a 
period of time, to absent himself from work, without any deduction from 
his wages, for not more than two days in each month, and also upon those 
days customarily observed as holidays by persons of his race and religion 
working in the State, provided that the total number of days of such 
absence shall not exceed five days in any one month except with the 
consent of the employer, and provided further that a labourer who on any 
day other than a recognised holiday absents himself from work in 
conjunction with others in such a manner as to cause delay or stoppage 
of the work on which he is employed, shall be deemed to have committed 
a breach of the provisions of Section 82 of this Order. 
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32. Ifa contract labourer whose contract is for a period of time shall 
have been absent from work otherwise than as provided by the last 
preceding section, it shall be lawful for the employer, subject to any 
order which may be made by the Court, on complaint of either party, to 
deduct from the wages of such labourer the sum due to him for the 
number of days during which he shall have been so absent. 

33. Every employer who has contracted with a labourer to supply 
him with food free of charye, shall be required to supply the same on all 
such days and holidays as are mentioned in Section 31 of this Order. 


34. Ifa contract labourer absent himself from work otherwise than 
as provided by Section 31 of this Order, it shall be lawful for the employer, 
subject to any order which may be made by the Court, on complaint of 
either party, to deduct from any wages due to such labourer the cost of 
the food supplied to him during such absence. 


35. No contract labourer shall be entitled to claim wages for any day 
on which he shall have been absent from work on account of sickness, 
except as provided in Section 31, but it shall be lawful for a contract 
labourer to claim sustenance and medical attendance in a Government 
hospital at the expense of his employer, who shall be liable for sustenance, 
and for hospital fees (if the labourer is sent to a Government hospital 
under Section 76) for a period or periods not exceeding in the aggregate 
thirty days in respect of each year or of each 360 days’ work included in 
the terms of the contract. 

36. The hospital fees which may become due under the preceding 
section shall be paid for by the employer at such rate as the Resident 
may from time to time fix by notice in the Gazette, and shall be re- 
coverable from the employer in a Court of Requests at the suit of the 
Senior Medical Officer in any District, and the certificate of such officer 
shall be prima facie evidence that the amount therein specified is due 
from the employer. 

37. In the case of Chinese contract labourers, such orders as are 
mentioned in Sections 32 and 34 of this Order may be made by the 
Protector, and when so made shall be as valid and effectual for all 
purposes as if made by the Court. 

38. If a contract labourer is bound by the terms of his contract to 
repay to his employer the amount of any specified advances made to him 
or on his behalf previous to or at the time of his executing such contract, 
and if, on the completion of the term of such contract, the balance of 
wages due to such labourer, after deducting all sums authorised by 
Sections 32 and 36 of this Order to be deducted, and all sums ordered by 
any Court or by the Protector to be paid by the labourer, shall be insuffi- 
cient to repay such advances, then the period of time or the number of 
days’ work for which such contract was made shall be deemed to be 
extended, and the contract shall remain in force and of full effect until 
the whole of such advances shall have been repaid. Provided that every 
such contract shall be subject to the limitation imposed by Section 22, 
sub-section (v.), of this Order. 


PART IV. 


COMPLAINTS AND ARRESTS. 


89. When any labourer desires to make a complaint to a Court and 
requests his employer to take him or allow him to go before the nearest 
Magistrate, such employer shall be legally bound to comply with such 
request within a reasonable time thereafter. 
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40. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of 
which shall lie upon him, neglects or refuses to comply with such request, 
as is in the preceding section mentioned, shall be liable on conviction to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and additionally to a fine not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars for each day during which such refusal or 
neglect is continued. 

41. If the Court before which a labourer is brought or comes, under 
Section 39 of this Order, is of opinion that the complaint of such labourer 
is frivolous, or made without reasonable cause, it shall be lawful for such 
Court to award to the employer compensation, to be paid by such labourer, 
to an amount not exceeding ten dollars, for any loss or damaye which he 
may have sustained by reason of the absence from work of such labourer 
or otherwise by reason of the complaint. 

42. Every employer who desires to make a complaint against a 
labourer may apprehend and take such labourer before the nearest 
Magistrate. 

43. If it appears to the Court that there was no sufficient reason for 
apprehending and bringing such labourer, it may award to the labourer 
compensation to be paid by the employer to an amount not exceeding ten 
dollars. 

44, The Court shall have power to adjudicate upon any complaint 
arising out of an agreement or contract made under this Order, and in 
cases in which the labourer is of Chinese nationality such power may be 
lawfully and effectually exercised by the Protector. 


45. An employer who has reason to believe that a labourer employed 
by him has absconded from his service, or is absconding, may, without 
first procuring a-warrant, and without the assistance of any Peace Officer, 
(who nevertheless shall be bound to give such assistance if called upon to 
do so) apprehend such labourer wherever he may be found and take him 
to the nearest police station. : 

Provided that no labourer found in the service or upon the premises 
of another employer shall be arrested without warrant except with the 
consent of such other employer. 


46. The officer in charge of the police station shall forthwith take 
down in writing in the Report Book of the station the substance of the 
complaint of the employer, and shall send the labourer without delay 
before the Court, which shall adjudicate upon the complaint. 


47. Whenever it appears to the Court that there was no sufficient 
reason for the apprehension of such labourer, or that such labourer was 
detained an unnecessary length of time through the neglect or default 
of the employer, it shall be lawful for the Court to award to such labourer, 
by way of compensation, any sum not exceeding ten dollars, to be paid 
by the employer, and in addition to such compensation the Court shall 
have power to fine such employer any sum not exceeding fifty dollars. 


PART V. 
PROTECTION OF EMPLOYERS AND LABOURERS. 

48. No labourer shall be held to be liable for the amount of any 
advances made to him or on his behalf, or of any moneys expended on his 
behalf prior to his arrival in the State, in consideration of his engagement 
to labour within the State, unless he shall have executed, either before 
his arrival in the State or not later than six weeks thereafter, a contract in 
writing acknowledging such liability. 
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49. It shall be lawful for the Protector, or any person thereto duly 
authorised by the British Resident, to require any employer to keep a 
register of contract labourers in a prescribed form. 


50. Every such employer shall, if so required in writing by the 
Protector or other person so duly authorised, within the first. seven days 
of the months of January, April, July and October in each year, forward 
to the Protector or such other duly authorised person, a return giving the 
particulars of every death, desertion, dismissal, and of the expiration or 
cancellation of the agreement or contract of any labourer in his employ- 
ment during the three months immediately preceding the date on which 
such return became due. 


51. It shall be the duty of every employer to make a report of the 
death of any labourer in his employment to the nearest police station, or 
to the Penghulu, within twenty-four hours after such death shall have 
taken place. 


52. Every employer who omits to make the prescribed entries in his 
register, or to make such report as by the preceding section is required, 
and every person who omits to forward such returns as are by Section 
50 prescribed, or omits to give any of the particulars in Section 50 men- 
tioned, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars for every such omission. 


53. Every employer of contract labourers shall, on not more than four 
vasions in each year, be required to muster and produce before the 
Protector or the District Magistrate, at a reasonable place and time, all the 
contract labourers employed by him, provided that he shall have received 
at least twenty-four hours’ notice in writing thereof, under the hand of 
the Protector or of the District Magistrate, as the case may be. 


54. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of 
which shall lie upon him, neglects or refuses to comply with the require- 
ments of the preceding section shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred dollars. 


55. The Protector, the Senior Medical Officer for the time being in 
the district, and every Magistrate, shall have power to enter at all reason- 
able times upon any estate, factory, mine, or place in which labourers 
are employed, and to put questions concerning such labourers to their em- 
ployer or to any person who may be in charge of them, and the employer 
or such person shall be legally bound to answer such questions truly to 
the best of his ability. 


56. The Protector and every Mayistrate shall have power to call for 
and inspect all contracts, registers, books of account and other documents 
concerning any labourers or relating to their employment, and any em- 
ployer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of which shall lie upon 
him, neglects or refuses to produce the same, shall be liable, on conviction, 
to a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars. 


57. Any person who knowingly induces or attempts to induce any 
labourer under an agreement or contract to abscond from service shall be 
liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars or to imprisonment 
of either description for a term not exceeding three months, or to both, in 
respect of every labourer so induced or attempted to be induced, and on a 
second or, subsequent conviction for a similar offence, committed on a 
separate Occasion, shall be liable for a fine not exceeding two hundred 
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dollars or to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding 
six months, or to both, in respect of every labourer so induced or attempted 
to be induced. 


58. Any person who shall take into his employment any labourer, 
knowing or having reasun to believe that such labourer is bound by an 
agreement or contract to any other employer, and any person who shall 
knowingly retain in his employment any labourer after receiving due 
notice that such labourer is so bound, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding three months, or to both. 


59. Any person who shall harbour or conceal any labourer whom he 
knows or has reason to believe to have absconded from the service of his 
employer, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, 
or to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding three 
months, or to both. 


60. The whole or any portion of any fine recovered under the three 
preceding sections may be awarded by the Court to the employer from 
whose service the labourer has absconded. 


PART VI. 
LABOURERS IN MINES. 

61. Agreements with advances entered into by labourers for service 
in a mine shall, in the absence of any special arrangement to the contrary, 
he deemed to be agreements to do thirty days’ work, and shall be enforcible 
under this Order in all respects as if they were contracts. 


62. Every such labourer who shall have performed thirty days’ work 


under such agreement shall be held to have completed the same notwith- 
standing any debt which may be due from him to any person. 


63. In the event of a labourer who has completed such agreement 
continuing to work under the same employer it shall be deemed that a 
new agreement to work for thirty days has been entered into between the 
parties. 


64. All wages earned by a labourer under such agreement or series 
of agreements shall be due and payable on a date previously arranged 
between the parties thereto, and im the absence of such agreement. such 
wages shall be due and payable at a date in accordance with the mining 
custom of the place in which such labourer is working—provided that in 
no case shall such date be more than six months later than the date of the 
commencement of such agreement or series of agreements, and provided 
further that in the event of the employer ceasing to provide a proper and 
sufficient supply of money and necessaries for the use of the labourer, as 
required by the terms of his agreement, all moneys due from him to such 
labourer shall become immediately payable. 


65. All agreements under this Part shall be construed according to 
the mining custom of the place in which the same are to be performed. 


66. All documents and books of account having relation to agreements 
under this Part, or to the work to be performed under such agreements, 
shall be prima facie evidence thereof, provided that such documents and 
books shall have been kept in accordance with the mining custom of the 
place in which the agreement is to be performed. 
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Liability for 67, The advancers to a mine and the employer shall be jointly and 
payment of severally liable to the labourer for the payment of the wages due to him, 


magre provided that the liability of the advancer shall cease if he shall have 
given reasonable notice to the labourer that on a certuin day and at a 
certain time and place be intends to hand over his wages to the employer, 
and shall have so handed them over accordingly.

Penalty in 70. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of 

default. which shall he upon him, shall make default in any of the obligations 
imposed upon him by the two last preceding sections, shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


PART VII. 


SANITATION AND HOSPITALS. 


House accom: 71. Every employer who has agreed or contracted to provide house 
modation. accommodation for his labourers shall supply and maintain such accom- 


modation as shall fulfil all reasonable sanitary requirements. Should it 

appear to the Protector, or to any Magistrate duly authorised by the 

Resident, that such accommodation is likely, by reason of its site, con- 

Z struction, size, or otherw to endanger the health of any labourer or of 
Order to any other person, it shall be lawful for such Protector, or Magistrate, to 
TMPEUN give to the employer an order in writing requiring him to remove, alter or 
enlarge such accommodation within a reasonable time, to be stated in 

such order, and such order may also, if ne essary, declare that no labourer 

shall be permitted to occupy any building the subject of such order, 

Penalty for pending such removal, alteration, or enlargement, and any employer who 
noneune shall neglect or refuse to comply with such order shall be liable, on 
pliance. conviction, to a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, and additionally, 
to a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each day beyond the prescribed time 

during which such removal, alteration or enlargement remains uncom- 


pleted.

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74, Every employer who is bound to provide house accommodation 
for his labourers shall also be bound to provide for them a sufficient 
quantity of wholesome water. 


75. Should it appear to the Protector, or to a Magistrate, that the 
water provided for the use of the labourers upon any estate, factory, mine, 
or place, is insufficient in quantity or unwholesome in quality, it shall be 
lawful for such Protector or Magistrate to give to the employer an 
order in writing requiring him to increase or improve such supply 
within a reasonable time, to be stated in such order, and such order 
may also, if necessary, declare that the employer shall not permit any 
labourer to use the water the subject of such order until such improvement 
has been effected, and any employer who shall neglect or refuse to comply 
with such order shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not. exceeding two 
hundred dollars, and additionally to a fine not exceeding ten dollars for 
each day beyond the prescribed time during which such increase or 
improvement remains uncompleted. 


76. In the event of any labourer falling sick and requiring medical 
treatment, it shall be the duty of his employer to send him, with as little 
delay as possible, to the nearest State hospital for treatment. 


77. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of 
which shall lie upon him, shall fail to send to hospital any such labourer, 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
or to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding two 
months, and upon conviction for a second or subsequent offence, committed 
within two years from the date of a previous conviction for such an offence, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or to imprison- 
ment of either description for a term not exceeding six months, or to both. 


78. If it shall appear at any time to the Protector, or to a Magistrate, 
or to a qualified Medical Officer of the Government, that a labourer is 
suffering from a contagious or infectious disease, or that it is otherwise 
desirable that he should be removed and placed under medical care, it 
shall be lawful for such Protector, Magistrate, or Medical Officer to cause 
such labourer to the forthwith removed to such place as he may direct, 
and such labourer shall thereupon be detained until discharged by an 
order in writing under the hand of a Medical Officer. 


79. It shall be lawful for the British Resident, by order in writing, 
to require the owner of, or the employer of labour in, any estate, factory, 
mine, or place, in which not less than fifty labourers shall be employed, 
to construct within a reasonable time, to be stated in such order, and 
thereafter to maintain at his own expense, a hospital for the reception of 
such labourers, upon such site and of such description as shall be 
approved by the State Surgeon, and to employ a duly qualified Dresser, 
to be approved by the State Surgeon, to superintend such hospital, and 
to provide him with fit and proper house accommodation to the satisfaction 
of the State Surgeon. 


It shall also be lawful for the British Resident to fix from time to 
time, by order in writing, the description and quantities of gencral dicts 
for patients, the number of hospital attendants, together with the descrip- 
tion and quantities of drugs and other medical and surgical appliances 
to be kept in stock at any such hospital. 
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Every owner or employer who neglects or refuses to comply with 
such order as is in this section mentioned, shall be liable, on conviction, 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, and additionally, to a fine 
not exceeding ten dollars for cach day beyond the prescribed time during 
which he shall have failed to comply with the same. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 


80. No remedy under any provision of this Order shall be enforced 
against any labourer for neglect or refusal to work, or for absence from 
work, or for abscondiny, if at the time of the alleged neglect, refusal, 
absence or absconding his wages shall have remained unpaid for a period 
exceeding that by this Order prescribed, or exceeding that stipulated in 
his agreement or contract (if so stipulated), provided always that at least 
forty-eight hours before the time of such alleged neglect, refusal, absence, 
or absvonding, the labourer shall have demanded from his employer, or 
from the person representing such employer, the payment of wages due to 
him, and such employer or representative shall have refused or failed to 
pay the same. 


81. No wages shall become payable to or recoverable by any labourer 
for or on account of the term of any sentence of imprisonment undergone 
by him, or for or on account of any period spent by him in going to or 
returning from prison, or for or on account of any period spent by him in 
going to, attending before, or returning from a Court in or about a case in 
which he shall have been convicted of an offence, or in respect of which 
the Judge or Magistrate before whom the case is tried certifies that such 
attendance was not necessary for the ends of public justice. 


82. Any labourer who wilfully breaks an agseement or contract, 
knowing or having reason to believe that the probable consequences of his 
so doing, either alone or in conjunction with others, will be to cause the 
stoppage of work in or upon any estate, factory, mine, or place in such a 
manner as may be attended with serious loss to the owner of the same, or 
serious inconvenience to the public, shall be liable, on conviction before the 
Court of the Senior Magistrate or of a Magistrate of the First Class, to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars or to imprisonment. of cither 
description for a term not exceeding six months, and upon a second or 
subsequent conviction for the same offence he shall additionally be liable 
to whipping not exceeding thirty strokes. 


83. Whenever a contract labourer is convicted of an offence, the 
Court before which such conviction was had shall indorse upon the 
contract a memorandum of the conviction and sentence. 


84, Whenever a contract labourer is ordered by the Court, or by the 
Protector, to forfeit any moneys to his employer, the Court or the 
Protector shall indorse upon the contract a memorandum of such order. 


85. On the completion of any term of imprisonment to which a 
labourer may have been sentenced, it shall be the duty of the officer in 
charge of the prison to hand over such labourer to any person appointed 
by the employer to receive him, or, at the expense of the employer, to 
return him under police escort to the place at which he is employed. 
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86. It shall be lawful for an employer, subject to any order which 
may he made by the Court, or by the Protector, on complaint of either 
party, to deduct from the wages due to a labourer the amount. of any fine 
which he may see fit to inflict upon such labourer, provided that such 
labourer shall, by the terms of his agreement or contract, have consented 
to submit to the infliction of such fine. 


87. No labourer shall be bound, in or by virtue of any agreement or 
contract made under this Order, to answer for the debt, default, or mis- 
carriage of another person, so as to give any remedy under this order for 
a breach of such agreement or contract as to such debt, default, or mis- 
carriage. 

88. No punishment, whether by way of fine or imprisonment, suffered 
under the provisions of this Order shall, unless the Court so direct, be 
held to determine any agreement or contract which was in force at the time 
the offence was committed. 


89. No offence under this Order shall be triable, nor shall any of the 
powers conferred by this Order be exercisable, by a Magistrate of the Third 
Class. 

90. All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this Order 
shall be recoverable by distress and sale of the property of the offender, 
provided that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant under the 
hand of the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty is inflicted. 


In default of payment of such fine or penalty, or of the recovery of 
the same by distress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term proportionate to the amount 
of such fine or penalty. 


91. All agreements and contracts in force at the date of operation of 
this Order shall continue to be in force after such date, and subject to the 
express provisions in any such agreement or contract contained, the parties 
thereto shall be subject to and entitled to the benefit of the provisions of 
this Order. 


92. Nothing in this Order shall operate to prevent any employer or 
labourer from enforcing their respective civil rights and remedies for any 
breach or non- performance of an agreement or contract by any suit in 
Court, in any case in which proceedings are not instituted, or, if instituted, 
are not proceeded with to judgment and satisfaction under this Order. 


93. Nothing in this Order shall interfere with the operation of the 
Penal Code or the criminal law in any case in which its provisions may be 
applicable, but so that no person be punished twice for the same offence. 


94. Any prosecution under this Order may be withdrawn before 
judgment, and a fresh prosecution instituted for the same offence under 
the Penal Code or other law applicable to the circumstances of the case. 


95. Nothing in this Order shall operate to invalidate or interfere with 
the provisions of the “ Indian Immigration Enactment, 1884.” 


96. For the purposes of this Order and of the Penal Code, the 
Protector and all officers duly authorised by the British Resident under 
this Order shall be deemed to be public servants. 


97. For the purpose of any criminal prosecution, every estate, factory, 
mine or place in which ten or more labourers are employed shall he 
deemed to be a public place.

98. The British Resident may from time to time make, and when 
made rescind, vary and amend Rules under this Order, in such manner as 
may be necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect 
to the various purposes, provisions and powers in this Order contained, 
and such Rules when published in the Government Gazette shall have the 
force of law.

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ANNUAL REPORTS. 


NO. 145.—-THE PosT AND TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT IN 1894. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward the following report on the working of the 
Post and Telegraph Department for the year 1894. 


REVENUE. 


2. I am glad to be able to record an increase of revenue in every branch 
of the Department, aggregating a sum of $7,189.25 over that for last year. This 
includes the sale of revenue stamps again for both years, which has become necessary 
owing to postage stamps being recognised as revenue stamps as well, and the 
impossibility of apportioning the amount separately for postage and revenue. On 
this basis the total revenue for 1893 must be taken as $31,891.80, and that for 1894 
as $39,081.05, an increase over the estimated amount of $2,701.05. 


3. The increase is contributed to under the different heads, as follows :-—

4. Service postage stamps were issued to the value of $708, and this amount 
should be added to the above figure representing the actual revenue, bringing it up to 
$39,789.05, but it should not of course be taken into consideration in making a com- 
parison with 1893. 


5. Stamps.—The increase in the sale of stamps is to be partially accounted 
for by an increase in their sale, as regards Perak stamps, for revenue purposes, 
but by far the larger proportion must be credited to the increased rates both for 
local and foreign postage, and also, no doubt, to increase in correspondence, as 
evidenced by the return of mails for the year. 


6. Fees on Inward Unpard Letters —The large increase under this head is also 
due to much the same cause, but is in reality more satisfactory than the increase 
in stamps, as indicating, in my opinion, greater effort in or greater facilities for 
delivering such letters than has hitherto been the case. It is to be expected that 
the increased rate would deter many natives (who are the majority of the recipients 
of this class of correspondence) from accepting their letters. 


7. Commission on Money Orders.—Notwithstanding low rates cf exchange on 
India, business in money orders has increased to such an extent that the commission 
has reached a figure over $400 in excess of that of 1892. I consider that this is 
to be attributed in great measure to the fact that the rate at which orders on India 
are now issued throughout Perak is based on the bank rate of the day. A portion 
of the increase is to be accounted for, however, by orders on China, facilities for the 
issuing of which were obtained from the Straits in July of this year, and the Chinese 
have not been slow to avail themselves of the system. 


8. Fees on Private Telegrams.—The increase under this heading is not so large 
as I should like to have seen it, particularly as the increase to the staff for which 
I have found it necessary to ask is called for mainly on account of the telegraph 
branch of the Department. Though I think it will be generally allowed that some 
improvement has been effected in the transmission of telegrams, no one is more 
conscious than myself that there is room for considerable improvement still; ‘but 
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given even a perfect working system, with telegrams transmitted and delivered with 
the least possible delay, so that communications might be multiplied to the utmost 
within a given time, I am afraid, with our present very low rates, the task of approxi- 
mating the receipts to the expenditure would be a difficult one. 


9. Afiscellaneous.— Miscellaneous” shews a small increase of $37.17, due toa 
better appreciation of the window delivery ticket system by the Chinese. I hope 
_ to introduce the system at other offices during the ensuing year. 


EXPENDITURE. 


1o. A total sum of $81,166.30 has been expended by the Department during the 
year; but of this only $74,865.63 should be regarded as practical working expenses, 
as a set-off against the revenue derived by the Department, the remaining amount 
being for such items as furniture, new telegraph and telephone lines, etc., which 
should be regarded more in the light of capital expenditure. 


POSTAL. 


1t. The return of mails, attached, shews an increase of articles dealt with of 
750,000 over that for 1893.* 


12, Registration.—Registration continues to be largely availed of by the Chinese 
in Kinta, but, owing to greater facilities having been given in connection with money 
orders, I do not think the practice of enclosing bank notes in their letters has been 
so much indulged in. There have been no instances locally this year of such letters 
being tampered with on account of their contents, but in the first half of the year 
it was found that several letters from Perak for China, posted in the latter part of the 
previous year and the beginning of this, had been lost and tampered with in the 
Hongkong post office, and for which the Hongkong Postal Department compensated 
the senders. 


13. Parcels.—Parcels call for little remark. As mentioned in my report for last 
year, the greater part of the business is in inward parcels from the Straits, as is only 
natural, Singapore and Penang being points of supply for all the Native States. 
The local rate was reduced to 5 cents per pound from the rst May, but I cannot 
say that this has resulted in any large increase in the number of local parcels. 


14. Money Orders.—As noted in paragraph 7, the money order business is 
recovering itself rapidly, notwithstanding low rates on India, and the figures for the 
year are in excess of those for 1892, though they probably are less than what they 
would have been for 1893 had the fall in exchange on India not interrupted the business 
with that country. Greater facilities for remitting beyond the Straits Settlements were 
obtained from the Colony during the year, so that now a money order can be drawn 
at any money order office in Perak on any country with which the Straits Settlements 
have connection for the purpose. It is true that as regards gold-standard countries 
the arrangement come to is somewhat cumbersome, and perhaps not fully availed of on 
that account, but it was the best that could be obtained under the circumstances, and 
no doubt in time some better arrangement may be arrived at. The Chinese immedi- 
ately began to take advantage of the facility for remitting to China (Treaty Ports 
only, of course,) and, as will be seen from the return, have for the few months remitted 
somewhat largely. 


15. From the rst May a change was effected, at my suggestion, in our relations 
with the Colony in issuing money orders on India and Ceylon, and the settlement of 
the accounts in connection therewith. From that date we ceased to take a fixed rate 
of exchange from Penang for the month for the issue of orders, but arranged for a daily 
rate from the bank, and, when settling accounts at the end of the month, rupee bank 
drafts on India and Ceylon to the amount of the balance due on each money order 
account (obtained by arrangement from the local bank) were forwarded to Singapore 
in lieu of the dollar equivalent as previously. The arrangement with the bank as to 
the issuing rate and the drafts is such that while the public benefits and the bank gains 
but little, the Government is in the position of being absolutely protected against loss. 

16. The new money order system, based on that of India, was brought into force 
on the 1st July; it has worked entirely to my satisfaction. I am sure the public 
appreciate it, and will appreciate it more the better they become acquainted with it. 
Introduced locally alone it would not have reduced the work at offices to the extent I

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wished, but through the courtesy of the then Acting Postmaster-General, S.S., I was 
enabled to obtain a recognition by the Straits Postal Department of the form to a 
certain extent beyond the State, which has materially simplified the work connected 
with this branch of the Department at every office in the State. 


17. I hope by means of this system to be able to introduce without difficulty, early 
in the ensuing year, the convenience of telegraph remittances, which, in a mining 
country, I have but little doubt will be freely availed of. 


18. The sale of British postal orders was resumed in July, and some facilities given 
to the public for obtaining them in the districts. 

19. Service Stamps.—From May all Government correspondence posted weighing’ 
over one pound, except that from the Secretariat and the Resident (and of course 
Departmental correspondence), has been nominally paid for in service 5-cent postage 
labels at the rate of 5 cents per pound. These labels have been issued to the different 
departments since the above date to a value of $708, and this, I consider, forms a very 
fair criterion of the amount of work that is done by my Department for other depart- 
ments for which hitherto it has not been possible to take credit. And it is only right, 
in view of the increasing requirements and expenditure of the Department, that we 
should be able to shew that these are necessary quite as much in connection with 
Government as private correspondence, and, taken altogether, are justifiable from a 
financial point of view. The amount of Government correspondence dealt with under 
one pound is naturally largely in excess of that over one pound in weight, and in order 
that we should be able to take some credit for the former (which would no doubt give 
at least three times the above figure) I see no reason why the same principle should 
not be applied, and all Government correspondence be paid for in service stamps, as is 
done in India. 

20. The Penang overland mail service, started on the 1st January, has been kept 
up most satisfactorily, and there has been practically nothing to complain of. There 
were a couple of breakdowns and a few reports from the Railway Department as to the 
train being detained at the commencement—delays which were quite excusable, as the 
contractor had but short notice before commencing the service; but since then, I may 
say, he has been most punctual, and on one occasion has delivered the English mail in 
Taiping within seven hours without the aid of the railway, leaving Penang as late as 
11.30 a.m. and arriving here between 6.30 and 7 p.m. 

21. On the completion of the Kampar-Tapah road, in May, a ghari service was 
established between these two places and Tapah Road railway station, enabling, as 
the railway time-table then stood, mails from Taiping, closed at 6 p.m. the previous 
evening and from Ipoh closed at 6 a.m. the same morning, to be delivered in Teluk 
Anson by 3 p.m. The railway time-table was, however, accelerated ten minutes in 
September, and it was impossible then to get the mails to Tapah isoad in time for the 
mid-day train, and this advantage was lost. Similarly, owing to an unsatisfactory time- 
table (so far as my Department is concerned) the recent extension of the railway to 
the ninth mile on the Tapah road has been absolutely without advantage to the mails. 


22. The foreign postage was raised from the 1st March, under instructions from 
the Straits Settlements, from 5 cents per halt-ounce to 8 cents per half-ounce for letters, 
and from 2 to 3 cents for post-cards. The postage to the Straits and other Native 
States was from the same date raised from 2 to 3 cents per half-ounce for letters. 


23. The advantages of the box-holders system with window delivery tickets are, I 
think, now fully appreciated, and during the year we have had 26 paying box-holders in 
Taiping. It remains to extend the system to some of the more important district offices. 


24. The Department has net progressed so far yet as to enable me to find time to 
tabulate the number and nature of the complaints received, but I do not think there 
have been quite so many as usual this year in connection with loss of letters, and I 
have little doubt that when we can place a cheap guide in the hands of the public, if 
they will only study it, there will be still fewer. It is a matter of general knowledge 
in most postal departments that persons who are careful to address their correspondence 
correctly, with full particulars, see that it is fully prepaid, and post it themselves, and 
who provide facilities for safe delivery of any correspondence for them, seldom have 
reason to complain. 


TELEGRAPHS. 


25. As mentioned in paragraph 8, I am sure the telegraphing public must have 
experienced a considerable improvement this year in the manner in which their telegrams 
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have been dealt with. Interruptions have possibly scarcely come under notice, not 
that there have been none or even as few as there might be, but some endeavour has 
been made to remove the lines to safer positions, and a more strict control has been 
exercised over the linemen, so that in many instances an interruption overnight (only 
to be discovered early the following morning) has been remedied before general 
business has commenced. 


26. But to effect a permanent improvement, and in such a manner as rather to 
reduce than increase the annual expenditure, it will be necessary to increase the 
number of lines and duplicate them, so as to reduce and concentrate as much as 
possible in one or two offices the number of transmissions a telegram has to undergo. 
It isthese re-transmissions that mostly necessitate the large number of clerks at an 
office. 

27. Something has been done in this direction by running up two new wires 
between Ipoh and Gopeng along the cart-road, and another wire by the railway line 
from Ipoh to Batu Gajah, thus concentrating all the transmission for Kinta at the Ipoh 
office. 

28. The Batu Pipis line has been kept working fairly well during the year, allow- 
ing the main line along the main cart-road to be retained exclusively for direct working 
between Ipoh and Teluk Anson. But I hope on the completion of the railway to dis- 
pense with this Pipis line and have connection with Tapah along the railroad. 

29. The Tapah- Tanjong Malim line, taking everything into consideration, has 
worked remarkably well during the year. There have been only eight interruptions 
of communication, and owing to the linemen being stationed at intervals of about 
12 miles along the line these have not been of very long duration. Only in two or 
three cases did the time extend over twelve hours, when several trees at once were 
blown down on to the line, necessitating a great deal of work to restore communi- 
cation. 

TELEPHONES. 


30. Telephones have been supplied to every police station where a telegraph line 
is available, the line being switched over to the telephone at night for the use of the 
police, and I do not think the police have had very much to complain of in the working 
of the telephones during the year. 

31. A new telephone and telegraph line was erected between Parit Buntar and 
Kuala Kurau during the year, and a new telephone line, which will soon also be used 
for telegraph purposes, between Ipoh, Tambun and Tanjong Rambutan. Kampong 
Dew, in the Matang District, was also re-connected to Matang police station, and 
another short line from the latter was erected to connect Teluk Kertang, the port. 
Night telephone communication was also established on the telegraph line between 
Ipoh and Menglembu. 

GENERAL. 


32. New post and telegraph offices were opened during the year at Kuala Kurau 
and Bagan Serai, in the Krian District, at Padang Rengas in the Kuala Kangsar 
District, and at Menglembu and Papan in the Kinta District. The first three were 
opened as money order offices as well, but not so the last two. It is very desirable that 
Papan should give this facility to the public, as there is a fairly large population and 
it promises to increase. As soon as it was opened Chinese inquired for money orders, 
but until a proper building is erected in place of the present small temporary structure, 
nothing can be done. 


33- Kuala Kurau and Bagan Serai post offices are located in buildings specially 
erected for the purpose by the Public Works Department. New post office buildings 
were also erected during the year at Teluk Anson and Kampar. The latter I consider 
a very good model for our smaller post offices and exactly suited for the purpose. The 
Batu Gajah post office being too large for the reduced staff there now, has been altered 
to allow of quarters for the Postmaster being provided in it. 


34. I regret that I have been able to do nothing yet towards the compilation of a 
Manual for the Department, or a Postal and Telegraph Guide for issue to the public. 
Being practically single-handed, and the work of reorganizing the Department and 
bringing it up more to a level of efficiency with similar departments in other countries 
being no small matter, I have been unable to do more than submit Postal and Tele- 
graph Orders in Council, which are very necessary and which I hope will soon be made 
law. 
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35. In December a Telegraph Conference was held in Penang, representatives of 
the Straits, Selangor and Perak being present, at which it was proposed to simplify 
the settlement of accounts by fixing a monthly figure for the amount to be paid by one 
and to be received by another, based on the previous twelve months’ accounts, but 
subject to revision at subsequent annual meetings in case the accounts shew any large 
difference between the actual amount and that arbitrarily fixed. A few other points 
connected with the working of the lines, regarding which there had been a difference 
of opinion, were also discussed. 


36. I am glad to be ahle to report a little more favourably on the staff this year. 
Signs have not been wanting that some of the staff at Jeast see that it is to their own 
advantage to take an interest in their work and endeavour to carry it out with all the 
care possible. There are still some, however, in whom carelessness, in its present 
form, seems to have taken such a hold that there is no driving it out of them, and unless 
there are some speedy signs of improvement I am afraid there will be but one course 
to pursue with such—namely, dismiss them from the Service.

No. 146.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on Indian Immigration 
for 1894. 


2. The number of Statute Immigrants on the rst January was 1,206, and there 
have been 530 new arrivals, nearly all of them going to Gula Estate. 


3. Kamuning now employs only a very few Statute Immigrants, who will shortly 
be free. I do not think they intend getting any more. 


4. The number of deaths has been very heavy—viz., 6°18 per cent; this has only 
been exceeded once—viz., in 1891, when it was 7°07 per cent. 


5. Kamuning has come out exceedingly well, with no deaths at all. 


6. Sungei Bogah has 5°69 per cent of deaths, which is bad, but now that they 
have a hospital in which the patients are kept and fed and generally well looked after, 
I trust this will materially improve. 


7. Gula, I regret to say, has a high death-rate—viz., 6°39 per cent, which is the 
worst they have ever had, 4°83 per cent being their next worst, in 1890. Since then 
they had previously been nearly best. It is very difficult to account for such a high 
death-rate, excepting that they had a large number of Immigrants at the latter end of 
1893—viz., 698, and that, added to 505 imported in 1894, makes over 1,200 newly- 
imported coolies, who would be more liable to disease than older and acclimatised 
men would be. 


8. The authorities, I think, have done their best to keep the death-rate down, 
having lately put up a splendid set of hospital buildings, the largest on any estate in 
the Straits Settlements or Native States, and besides having a qualified European 
Apothecary on the estate, the Government Medical Officer from Parit Buntar visits 
them once a week and the State Surgeon every three months. 


g. Desertion has been very bad, especially on Gula, where there were 594 
desertions, and only 314 of these were arrested, which shews a loss of 280 coolies, or 
about $ 6,000. 


1o. Wages are, as a rule, higher outside the estate than on it, and persons in 
want of labour find the estate a capital crimping ground, so that unless some excep- 
tionally severe sentences are given by the magistrates to crimpers caught red-handed 
on the estate, the management will find it almost impossible to keep their Statute 
labour. 


11. There were 303 Immigrants released by expiration or redemption of their 
contracts.

12. There were 311 convictions before the magistrates, principally for desertion, 
-298 of which were from Gula. 


13. There were 1,457 admissions into hospital. 
14. There are now remaining under indenture 1,044 Statute Immigrants. 
15. There are, besides this, 863 free coolies employed on these estates.

Wa it is expedient to amend Order in Council No. 11 of 
1890, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as follows :— 


1. (i). This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Courts Amend- 
ment Order in Council, 1894,” and sball come into operation from and 
after the date of its publication in the Government Gazette, and shall be 
read as one with the Order in Council No. 11 of 1890, hereinafter called 
the principal Order in Council. 


(ii). Any copy of the principal Order in Council printed after the 
passing of this Order in Council may be printed with the additions, 
omissions, substitutions and amendments made and required by this 
Order in Council. 


2. Sub-sections (1) and (2) of Section 8 of the principal Order in 
Council are hereby repealed and the following sub-sections substituted 
therefor :— 


I. The Residency Court shall consist of His Highness the Sultan, 
the British Resident, the Secretary to Government, and the Native 
Members of the Council of State, and every sitting of the Court shall be 
presided over by His Highness the Sultan, the British Resident, or 
the Secretary to the Government. 


II. The Senior Magistrate’s Court shall consist of the Senior Magis- 
trate and the Native Members of the Council of State, and every sit- 
ting of the Court shall be presided over by the British Resident, the Secre- 
tary to the Government, or the Senior Magistrate. 


8. Sections five and seven of the principal Order in Council shall 
be respectively amended by the omission in the said sections of all the 
words following the words “authorised by law” in the several provisoes 


thereto, and by the substitution therefor of the words, “the accused shall 
be tried by a jury of seven members.”

for the conduct of such trials, it is hereby enacted by His Highness 
the Sultan in Council as follows.

LIST OF JURORS AND SUMMONING JURORS. 
Who are 2. (i). Every male person who has attained the age of twenty-one 
liable to years, being able readily to understand the English language and converse 
serve as therein, of sound mind and not afflicted with deafness, blindness or other 
surore: infirmity, who shall be a good and sufficient person resident within the 
State, shall be liable to serve as a juror.

conviction, to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 


District 4, Every District Officer shall, on the coming into operation of this 
Officer to Order in Council, and thereafter during and before the end of the first. 
make list of - week in August in every year, make lists in such order as may be most 
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convenient, of all persons who shall be liable to serve as jurors within 
his District, setting out the name and surname and the occupation and 
place of abode of each person, and shall sign and transmit the same tu 
the Secretary to Government, who shall thereupon prepare four jury lists, 
one for the Districts of Larut, Matang, Selama and Kuala Kangsar, one 
for the District of Krian, one for the District of Kinta, and one for the 
Districts of Lower Perak and Batang Padang, but no juror shall be 
included in the jury list for any District or Districts who is not resident 
in such District or in one of such Districts. 


5. The Secretary to Government shall, in the last week in August 
in every year, cause a copy of each jury list to be posted in some con- 
spicuous place in every Court-house of the District or Districts to which 
the same applies, for a period of three weeks, and to be published in 
three successive numbers of the Government Gazette, with a notification 
that any person may apply, by notice in writing, to the Secretary to 
Government, requiring that any name may be added to or struck off 
such list upon cause duly assigned in such notice. 


6. At the end of the time for posting such copies, the Secretary to 
Government shall submit the lists for the consideration of the Council of 
State, together with every notice of objection served on him. 


7. (i). The lists submitted shall be settled by the Council of State, 
who may add names thereto or take away names therefrom, as may be 
deemed fit. 


(ii). If any alterations be made by the Council of State in any of the 
lists submitted, such list or lists shall be re-published at least once in the 
Government Gazette, and be posted in substitution of the list prepared by 
the Secretary to Government, and in manner prescribed in Section 5. 


(iii). The Council of State shall cause to be marked on each list the 
time at which the same shall commence to be used, and every such list 
shall be used until a fresh list is brought into force. 


(iv). When the lists have passed the Council of State, the British 
Resident shall notify in the Government Gazette that the lists or amended 
lists, as published in the Government Gazette, shall be the jury lists for 
the District or Districts for which the sanie were prepared or amended, and 
the date when the same shall commence to be used, and thereupon such 
lists or amended lists shall be conclusive evidence of the liability of the 
person named in any list to serve as a juror in and for the District or 
Districts named in such list until a new list for such District or Districts 
shall have heen substituted. 


8. (i). Upon the publication of such notification, each District 
Officer shall cause the names of the jurors appearing in the list for his 
District to be written on separate pieces of card or paper of equal size, 
and to be each rolled or folded so that the name written thereon shall not 
be visible, and placed in a ballot-box to be kept for that purpose, and 
whenever it shall be requisite to summon a jury, he shall draw from the 
said bux such number as the Residency or Senior Magistrate’s Court 
may direct, not exceeding sixteen names, to form a panel, and the cards 
or papers so drawn shall thereupon be locked in a box until all the 
names in the ballot-box shall be exhausted by subsequent panels, when 
all the names of the jurors except those who may have served in the 
last preceding assizes shall be returned to the ballot-box, and, when 
required, the names shall again be drawn in manner aforesaid. 
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(ii). The names of the jurors who shall be dead or absent from the 
State shall be passed over by the District Officer in forming a panel, and 
if after a panel has been formed it is found that any of the persons 
whose names have been placed on the panel is dead or absent from the 
State, the District Officer shall in like manner draw so many names as 
shall be required to complete the panel. 


9. Unless it be unavoidable, not more than one person belonging 
to or employed in the same business establishment shall be placed on the 
same panel. 


10. In the event of any person liable to serve as a juror being found 
in any District after the lists are settled for the year, it shall be the duty 
of the District Magistrate to place the name of such person on the jury 
list, and such person shall be liable to serve as a juror till a fresh list is 
brought into force, subject to such objections as he may make to serve 
as a juror, which objections shall be heard and determined by the Court. 


ll. The District Officer shall, on receiving from the Registrar a 
precept in the form in the schedule, proceed to draw such number of 
names as the Court may in such precept direct, in manner prescribed in 
Section 8, and shall then issue summonses according to the form in the 
schedule, requiring the attendance of the persons so drawn from the 
ballot-box, and every such summons shall be personally served upon or 
left at the usual or last known place of abode of the person so summoned 
ten clear days, or such longer time as the Court may direct, before the 
day appointed for the commencement of the assizes in the precept named. 
Provided that the Court may direct that any such summons may be 
served at any time, whether before or during the assizes, on giving shorter 
notice, pot being less than two clear days. 


12. The District Officer shall, after issuing such summonses, deliver to 
the Court a panel containing the names, occupations and places of abode 
of the persons summoned, with a declaration subscribed by him that the 
names of the said persons were drawn from the ballut-box in the manner 
herein prescribed. 

13. Any person summoned to attend the Court as a juror who shall 
not, without reasonable excuse (the burden of proof whereof shall rest on 
such juror), duly attend and be present at the Court and at all times 
appointed by the Court for adjournments, according to the exigence of 
the summons and notices, till discharged by the Court, shall be liable to 
the punishment prescribed by Section 174 of the Penal Code. 


14. Such punishment may be inflicted summarily on an order to 
that effect by the Court, and any fine imposed shall be recoverable by 
distress and sale of the movable or immovable property of the person 
fined, by warrant of distress, to be signed by the Registrar of the Court 
imposing the fine, which warrant shall be issued by the said Registrar 
without further order of the Court if the amount of fine is not paid 
within seven days of being imposed, if imposed in the presence of the 
person fined, or within seven days of its having come to his knowledge, 
by notice or otherwise, that the fine has been imposed, if imposed in his 
absence. Provided that it shall be lawful for the Court, if it deem fit, to 
remit any fine so imposed. 

15. When any person is so fined in his absence, the Registrar shall 
forthwith send him a written notice of the fact, requiring him within 
seven days to pay the fine or to show cause before the Court why he 
should not pay the same. 
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16. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the Court from exempt- 
ing any person from serving as a juror at any assizes for reasonable 
cause. 


17. (i). Persons charged with offences punishable by law with death 
shall be tried by a jury. 


(ii). The jury shall consist of seven persons. 


PART II. 


PROCEDURE ON TRIAL. 


18. (i). When the Court is ready to commence the trial the accused 
shall appear or be brought before it, and the charge shall be read out in 
Court and explained to him, and he shall be asked whether he is guilty 
of the offence charged or claims to be tried. 


(ii).-If the accused pleads guilty, the plea shall be recorded and he 
may be convicted thereon. 


19. (i). If the accused refuses to or does not plead, or if he claims 
to be tried, the Court shall proceed to choose jurors as hereinafter 
directed, and to try the case. 


(ii). Subject to the right of objection hereinafter mentioned, the 
same jury may try as many accused persons successively as the Court 
thinks fit. 


20. The jurors shall be chosen by lot from the persons summoned 
to act as such, in the following manner :— 


(a). At the sitting of the Court the names of all the jurors on th» 
panel, written on separate pieces of card or paper of equal size, shall be 
put into a box, and whenever a jury is required the Registrar shall, in 
open Court, draw from the box, by lot, until the required number of 
jurors appear, who, after all just causes of challenge allowed, shall re- 
main as fair and indifferent; and the same shall be done whenever it 
shall be necessary to form a new jury. Provided that if a case be 
brought on for trial during the time that a jury may be trying any other 
case, a new jury may be drawn from the residue of the cards or papers 
in the box. 


(b). Whenever there shall be a deficiency of jurors it shall be 
lawful for the Court to issue fresh precepts, if necessary, and subject to 
all rights of challenge, to put upon the jury so many men of the by- 
standers as are liable to be jurors as shall be sufficient to make up the 
full number thereof. 


21. (i), As each juror is chosen, his name shall be called aloud, and, 
upon the appearance of each, the accused shall be asked by the Registrar 
if he objects to be tried by such juror. 


(ii). Objections without grounds stated shall be allowed to the 
number of four on behalf of the person or each of the persons charged. 


(iii). The officer conducting the prosecution, without grounds of 
objection stated, may require any number of jurors called to stand by 
until the names of all the jurors summoned and then available for 
service on the jury have been gone through. 


(iv). If such names have been gone through without a jury having 
been made up, the names of each of those so ordered to stand by shall be 
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called again and the officer conducting the prosecution shall be called 
up to state the grounds of objection (if any) under the next following 
section. 


22. Any objection taken to a juror on any of the following grounds, 
if made out to the satisfaction of the Court, shall be allowed :— 


(a). Some presumed or actual partiality or prejudice in the juror. 
.  (b). Some personal ground, such as deficiency in the qualification 
required by law for a juror. 

(c). His being a person who is not allowed to be a juror under 
sub-section (ii.) of Section 2. 

(d). Any other circumstance which in the opinion of the Court 
renders him improper as a juror. 


28. (i). Every objection taken to a juror shall be decided by the 
Court, and such decision shall be recorded and be final. 
(ii). If the objection is allowed, the place of such juror shall be 
supplied by another juror chosen in manner provided by Section 20. 


24. (i). When the jurors have been chosen, the Registrar shall 
address them in the following words:—* Gentlemen of the jury, choose 
your foreman,” and they shall thereupon proceed to do so. 


(ii.) If a majority of the jury do not within such time as the Judge 
thinks reasonable agree in the appointment of a foreman, he shall be 
appointed by the Court. 


(iii). The foreman shall deliver the verdict of the jury. 


25. When the foreman has been appointed, the jurors shall be told 
to hold up their right hands and the following oath shall be administered 
to them collectively.“ You shall well and truly try whether the accused 
be guilty of the offence or offences (naming it or them) with which he is 
charged, and a true verdict (or verdicts) give according to the evidence, so 
help you God,” and each of the jurors shall thereupon say, “So help me 
God.” 


26. (i). If in the course of a trial by jury, at any time before the 
return of the verdict, any juror from any sufficient cause is prevented 
from attending throughout the trial, or if any juror absent himself and it 
is not practicable to enforce his attendance, or if it appears that any 
juror is unable to understand the Enylish languaye, the Court may either 
order a new juror to be added or discharge the jury and order a new 
jury to be chosen. 


(ii). In each of such cases the trial shall commence anew. 


27. The Judge may also discharge the jury whenever the prisoner 
becomes incapable of remaining at the bar. 


28. (i). When the jurors have been chosen, the officer conducting 
the prosecution shall open his case by stating shortly the nature of the 
offence charged and the evidence by which he proposes to prove the guilt 
of the accused. 

(ii). The officer conducting the prosecution shall then examine and, if 
nee: re-examine his witnesses, and the accused may cross-examine 
them. 


29. The statements of the accused, made after he has been duly 
warned that such statement will be given in evidence against him at his 
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trial, and recorded by the committing Justice, shall be put in by the officer 
conducting the prosecution, and read as evidence. 


30. The judge shall take down in writing notes of the evidence 
adduced. : 


31. (i). When the case for the prosecution is concluded, the Court, if 
it considers that there is no evidence that the accused committed the 
offence, may direct the jury to return a verdict of not guilty. 

(ii). If the Court considers that there is evidence that the accused 
committed the offence, the Court shall call on the accused to enter on his 
defence. 


82. The accused may then open his case, stating the facts or law on 
which he intends to rely, and making such comments as he thinks neces- 
sary on the evidence for the prosecution. The accused may then give 
evidence on oath (if he so wishes) and he may then examine his witnesses 
(if any), and after their cross-examination and re-examination (if any), 
may sum up his case. 


33. The accused shall also be allowed to examine any witnesses, 
though not subpenaed, if such witnesses are in attendance. 


34. (i). For the purpose of enabling the accused to explain any 
circumstances appearing in the evidence ayainst him, the Court may, at 
any stage of the trial, without previously warning the accused, put such 
questions to him as the Court considers necessary. 

(ii). For the purposes of this s2ction the accused shall not be sworn, 
and he shall not render himself liable to punishment by refusing to 
answer such questions or by giving false answers to them, but the Court 
and the jury may draw such inference from such refusal or answers as 
they think just. 


(iii). The examination of the accused shall be for the purpose of 
enabling him to explain any circumstances appeariny in evidence against 
him and shall not be a general examination on whatever may suggest 
itself to the Court. The discretion given by this section for questioning a 
prisoner shall not be exercised for the purpose of inducing him to make 
statements criminatory of himself. It shall only be exercised for the 
purpose of ascertaining from a prisoner how he may be able to meet facts 
disclosed in evidence against him, so that those facts may not stand 
against him unexplained. Questions shall not be put to the prisoner 
merely to supplement the case for the prosecution when it is defective. 


35. (i.) The accused may, if he thinks fit, tender himself to be 
examined on his own behalf, and thereupon may give evidence in the 
same manner and with the like effect and consequences as any other 
witness. Provided that so far as the cross-examination relates to the 
credit of the accused the Court may limit the cross-examination to such ex- 
tent as it thinks proper, although the proposed cross-examination might 
be permissible in the case of any other witness. 

(ii). The wife or husband of the accused may be called as a witness 
by the accused, but in such cases all communications between them shall 
cease to be privileged. 


36. The officer conducting the prosecution shall have the right to 
reply on the whole case, whether the accused adduces evidence or not. 
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37. (i). At any stage of the trial before the return of the verdict, 
the officer conducting the prosecution may, if he thinks fit, inform the 
Court that he will not further prosecute the accused upon the charge, 
and thereupon all proceedings on such charge ayainst the accused shall 
be stayed and he shall be discharged of and from the same. 


(ii). Such discharge shall not amount to an acquittal unless the 
presiding Judge so directs, except where one or more charges are made 
against the accused and a conviction has been had on one or more of 
them. 


38. (i). Whenever the Court thinks that the jury should view the 
place in which the offence charged is alleged to have been committed, or 
any other place in which any other transaction material to the trial is. 
alleged to have occurred, the Court shall make an order to that effect, and 
the jury shall be conducted in a body under the care of an officer of the 
Court to such place, which shall be shown to them by a person appointed 
by the Court. 


(ii). Such officer shall not, except with the permission of the Court, 
suffer any other person to speak to or hold any communication with any 
of the jury, and unless the Court otherwise directs they shall when the 
view is finished be immediately conducted back into Court. 


39. If a juror is personally acquainted with any relevant fact it 
shall be his duty to inform the Judge that such is the case, whereupon he 
may be sworn, examined, cross-examined and re-examined in the same 
manner as any other witness. 


40. Ifa trial is adjourned, the jury shall attend at the adjourned 
sitting and at every subsequent sitting until the conclusion of the trial. 


41. It shall not be necessary in any case to keep the jury together 
during adjournment previous to the close of the Judge’s summing up, 
but it shall be lawful for the Court, if it should appear to it to be advis- 
able in the interests of justice, in any trial to require the jury to be 
kept together during any adjournment. 


42. The Court may, if it thinks fit, order reasonable refreshment to 
be provided by the District Officer at the public expense at any time 
during which they may be kept together, either before or after the judge 
has summed up. 


43. If from the absence of a witness or any other reasonable cause 
it becomes necessary or advisable to postpone the commencement of or 
adjourn any trial, the Court may, by order, from time to time postpone 
or adjourn the same on such terms as it thinks fit, for such time as it 
considers reasonable, and may by a warrant remand the accused, if in 
custody. 


44. The British Resident may order the trial of any case to be 
transferred from one District to another whenever it is made to appear to 
him that such order will promote the ends of justice or tend to the 
general convenience of the parties or witnesses. Provided always that 
the Judge, upon the application of the officer conducting the prosecution, 
or on the application of the accused, may order, upon the grounds above 
mentioned or any of them, the trial of any case to be transferred to any 
other District. 

45. When the case for the defence and the reply (if any) of the 
officer conducting the prosecution are concluded, the Judge shall proceed 


to charge the jury, summing up the evidence and laying down the law 
by which the jury are to be guided. 
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46. (i). In such cases it shall be the duty of the Judge— Duty of 


(a). To decide all questions of law arising in the course of the trial, Judge. 
especially all questions as to the relevancy of facts which it is proposed 
to prove, and the admissibility of evidence, or the propriety of questions 
asked by or on behalf of the parties, and in his discretion to prevent the 
production of inadmissible evidence whether it is or is not objected to 
by the parties ; 

(5). To decide upon the meaning and construction of all documents 
given in evidence at the trial ; 

(c). To decide upon all matters of fact which it may be necessary to 
prove in order to enable evidence of particular matters to be given ; 


(d). To decide whether any question which arises, is for himself 
or for the jury, and upon this point his decision shall bind the jurors. 


(ii). The Judge may, if he thinks proper in the course of his sum- 
ming up, express to the jury his opinion upon any question of fact or 
upon any question of mixed law and fact relevant to the proceeding. 


Illustrations. 


(a). It is proposed to prove a statement made by a person not being a witness 
in the case, on the ground that circumstances are proved which render evidence of 
such statement admissible. 

It is for the Judge and not for the jury to decide whether the existence of 
those circumstances has been proved. 

(b). It is proposed to give secondary evidence of a document the original of 
which is alleged to have been lost or destroyed. 


It is the duty of the Judge to decide whether the original has been lost or 
destroyed. ‘ 


47. It is the duty of the jury— Duty of jury. 


(a). To decide which view of the facts is true and then to return the 
verdict which under such view ought, according to the direction of the 
Judge, to be returned; 


(b). To determine the meaning of all technical terms (other than 
terms of law) and words used in an unusual sense which it may be 
necessary to determine, whether such words occur in documents or not; 


(c). To decide all questions which according to law are to be 
deemed questions of fact ; 


(d). To decide whether general definite expressions do or do not 
apply to particular cases, unless such expressions refer to legal procedure 
or unless their meaning is ascertained by law, iu either of which cases it 
is the duty of the Judge to decide their meaning. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A is tried for the murder of B. It is the duty of the Judge to explain to 
the jury the distinction between murder and culpable homicide, and to tell them 
under what views of the facts A ought to be convicted of murder or of culpable 
homicide, or to be acquitted of those offences. 

It is the duty of the jury to decide which view of the facts is true and to return 
a verdict in accordance with the direction of the Judge, whether that direction is 
right or wrong, and whether they do or do not agree with it. 

(b). The question is whether a person entertained a reasonable belief on a 


particular point, whether work was done with reasonable skill or due diligence. 
Each of these is a question for the jury. 
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Retirement 48. (i). After the Judge has finished his charge, the jury may, 
toconsider. if they desire, retire to consider their verdict. 


(ii). If the jury retire, thev shall be committed to the charge of an 
officer of the Court, who shall first take an oath in such form as may be 
prescribed by the Court as to their custody.

There shall be present at the execution of the sentence the 
gaoler of the district, the District Surgeon, and such other officers of the 
prison as the gaoler requires, and there may also be present any minister 
of religion in attendance at the prison and such relations of the prisoner 
or other persons as the yaoler thinks proper to admit. 


(ii). As soon as may be after judgment of death has been executed, 
the District Surgeon shall examine the body of the person executed and 
shall ascertain the fact of death and shall sign a certificate thereof and 
deliver the same to the gaoler.

(kh). No omission or error as to time and place and no defect in form

61. When more persons than one are accused of the offence of 
murder committed in the same transaction, or when one person is accused 
of murder and another of abetting the same, they may be tried and 
charged together or separately. 


62. A woman charged with the murder of her child may be acquitted 
of the murder and convicted of an offence under Seetion 318 of the Penal 
Code, if such offence is proved to the satisfaction of the jury. 


63. This Order in Council may be cited as the “Trials by Jury 
Order in Council, 1895,” and shall come into operation on the publication 
thereof in the Government Gazette.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


No. 174.—ON THE LAND DEPARTMENT, FOR THE YEAR 1894. 


TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward a report on the Land Department for the 
year 1894. 
REVENUE. 
The Land Revenue for the State for the year 1894 amounted to $235,666, 
exceeding the estimate of $155,635 by $80,031, and being an increase on the actual 
revenue collected in 1893 of $85,144. The figures for the last ten years are —

2. Every District shared in this actual increase with the exception of Kuala 
Kangsar, for reasons explained further on under the heading of that District. The 
Districts shewing the largest increase were Kinta (as might be expected), where the 
actual increase amounted to $34,377, and Krian, where the collections have been 
phenomenal and where the increase of staff has well repaid its cost. Every District 
exceeded its estimate. 


3. The heading which shews the largest actual increase is, I am glad to report, 
Land Rents, which heads the list with an actual increase of $31,334 and a total sum of 
$120,806, for although a portion of this amount is due to the collection of arrears, a 
large portion is also permanent addition to the revenue. 


4. Passes (Woodcutters, Sawyers, and Charcoal-burners) come next, with an 
increase of $28,031, due to the increased rates, which came into force in December, 
1893, and April, 1894, raising the charges from 25 and 50 cents a quarter to $1 and 
$2 a month. The Districts mostly benefited were Kinta, with an increase of $13,326, 
Matang, $7,967, and Larut, $8,232. It should be noted that these collections have more 
than doubled. 

5. Under Premium there is an actual increase of $18,148, due principally to land 
sales in Kinta and sale of nipah land in Lower Perak, the actual collections being 
$39,542, of which $22,806 was collected in Kinta and $9,952 in Lower Perak. 

6. Monthly returns of all revenue collected by the District Land Offices are now 
sent in to the Commissioner of Lands. The usual returns are attached.* 


EXPENDITURE. 


7. The expenditure on the Department for the year was $132,578, or an actual 
increase of $9,429. The original printed estimates were exceeded by $3,311, owing to 
the manner in which demarcation and surveys were pushed on. 


8. The principal actual increase of $9,740 was under Establishments, although a 
saving on the estimate ($85,492) was actually effected of $3,268. Taking the cost of 
demarcation and survey together, the actual increase in expenditure on those works 
only exceeded that of the previous year by $226, and there can be no doubt that the 
original estimate was too small. 

g. Prospecting and exploration expenses, which in 1893 were charged to the 
Land Office, were last year placed under the Museum. 


10. The total expenditure was less than the revenue ($235,666) by $103,088— 
that is, the expenditure was only slightly over half the actual revenue collected. 


11. The expenditure from the demarcation, survey, and other open votes in all the 
districts (with the exception of Kinta) is now controlled as much as possible from the 
head office in Taiping, all bills having to be examined by the Revenue Surveyor and 
passed by the Commissioner of Lands.

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ALIENATED LAND. 


12. Return G is a statement of land alienated for permanent occupation in the 
State on the 31st December last. 


REGISTRATION. 


13. The number of transfers, mortgages, and other dealings in land were slightly 
higher than in 1893, as was also the value of the stamps used in connection therewith. 
(Return #7.) 


STEAM ENGINES. 
14. Return F is a comparative return of steam engines employed in the State. 


MINES. 


15. The detailed and corrected return of tin exported from the State has already 
been furnished to Government by the State Auditor, and is published on page 63 of 
the Government Gazette of 1st February, 1895. 


16. The tin and tin-ore exported amounted to 395,681 pikuls, against 316,201 in 
1893. Kinta exported 307,385 pikuls and Larut 75,700. The average price of tin for 
the year was $37.48, against $37.60 for the previous year. The duty collected 
amounted to $1,649,596, or an increase over the previous year of $315,706. 


17. So far as Larut is concerned, the year has been a quiet one; work has gone 
on smoothly and the Inspector of Mines is of opinion that the mines were never better 
worked. No ore was exported from Larut during the year, but there was an increase 
(as shewn by the figures) from 69,868 pikuls to 75,700, or of 5,832 pikuls; but the 
standard of weight was changed on the Ist January, 1894, so that the actual increase 
would not be quite so large. The increase in duty collected was $20,904. The 
mining land taken up in the north of the District, in the neighbourhood of Batu Kurau, 
has not proved to be so good as was anticipated. Forty-one applications, comprising 
652 acres, were given out and a portion surveyed (the rest of the applications being 
withdrawn), but I doubt if much of the former will be actually worked. 


18. One mining kongsi failed during the year, that of Chong Lai Kum (Chop Lai 
Sang). The mine, a large one at Asam Kumbang, employed about 1,000 coolies. 
Captain Ah Kwi is now working the mine and is fairly satisfied with the results, and 
I am afraid Lai Kum failed more through bad management than anything else. 


1g. The number of mines working and coolies employed appear to be about the 
same as in the previous year. Spots of land which were formerly considered not 
worth working are now being opened up by small gangs of coolies. Even Kamunting 
is beginning to look up again, and a few applications have lately come in for land in 
that neighbourhood. It is astonishing how many of those who should know otherwise 
still entertain the idea that tin-ore grows. 


20. I have myself little doubt that the revival is due to the same cause as that to 
which the Kinta District owed its rapid progress—viz., the abolition of the system of 
large advances, which enables men with small capital to open up mining land; and I 
think that the restrictions formerly placed on the alienation of mining land, by which 
only large capitalists could obtain it, did not conduce to the progress of the mining 
industry nor to the well-being of the mining coolies, which latter, I am now glad to 
believe, are better paid, better fed, and receive altogether better treatment than for- 
merly. 

21. A good deal of tin is coming in from the lampan workers at Sungei Buloh, 
Batu Tugoh, and the hills at Klian Pau. I think it is to be regretted that, so long as 
this form of mining is allowed at all, these men and their advancers are subject to so 
little consideration under our existing regulations. A lampan wotker is, I am afraid, 
at present not looked upon as being much better than a criminal at the best of times. 
The draft Mining Code will abolish the old regulations. 


22. I attach a return compiled in September last of the approximate number of 
Chinese employed as miners or in connection with tin mines in the State. (Return K.) 


SURVEY AND DEMARCATION. 


23. During the year 42,695 acres were demarcated, against 27,317 for 1893, at an 
‘average cost of 38} cents per acre, or, including all miscellaneous expenses, 58 cents 
per acre, the greatest progress being made in Krian, where 18,145 acres were de- 
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marcated at an average cost (including all expenses) of 27 cents per acre. This is 
the cheapest rate for the State, and is in a measure due to the open nature of the 
country and the continuity of the holdings, which in other districts are more scattered, 


The above remarks do not apply to or include the Kinta District, where the 
surveys are done by contract. 


24. All the above work has been done under the supervision of the Revenue 
Surveyor, Mr. Harper, and is set up and drafted in the Taiping Office and duly 
checked. In this office 4,035 title-plans were prepared during the year, in addition to 
the preparation of the usual connected maps of the work done in the out-stations, 
which work the Revenue Surveyor reports is fairly well up to date. 


25. For the rest, the report of the Revenue Surveyor, which I forward together 
with this report, speaks for itself and gives a very clear statement of how the money 
has been expended in the survey branch of the Department.* 


26. It is greatly to be regretted that the shortness of staff in some of the 
Districts, and the want of officers with time for settlement work in others, have some- 
what delayed the issue of titles for the land already demarcated. On this point I have 
already addressed the Government. In connection with this matter, however, I 
should perhaps mention the procedure followed after demarcation field work is 
forwarded to the Taiping drafting office. On receipt it is set up and proved, and 
should it pass within the limit of error, tracings are sent back to the Districts 
concerned, for final settlement. Any errors in the boundaries are thus detected by the 
Settlement Officer, and corrections made. The District Land Office then fills in the 
numbers of the allotments and supplies all information as to the nature of titles 
required. Until these field tracings are returned with this necessary information no 
title-plans can be prepared. When, however, they are returned to the Taiping office 
finally corrected, title-plans are drawn and sent to the District Land Office (where the 
titles are engrossed and issued) together with a tracing on cloth of the plans in the 
Revenue Survey Office as finally corrected. These tracings contain the number of 
each allotment and the number of the title issued for it. They are, as a rule, pre- 
pared by mukims. 

DISTRICTS. 

27. Larut.—The work in this District has been very much handicapped for want 
of staff. When I took over the Department in May last, a Junior Officer doing duty 
in three Departments and learning Chinese was acting as Collector of Land Revenue, 
and the Second Clerk was absent doing duty at Matang, where he remained for the 
greater portion of the year. The work thrown on the rest of the staff was therefore 
exceedingly heavy. 


28. The work of demarcating the native holdings has, however, been well pushed 
on, but the issue of certificates has been somewhat kept back owing to the above 
causes. Over 5,700 acres were demarcated during the year. 


29. Mr. Gibson selected, towards the close of the year, two blocks of land of 
320 and 500 acres respectively, with a reserve of 1,000 acres near Kampong Dew, on 
behalf of Mr. Chambré, for coffee planting. The survey has since been put in hand, 
and the land is being rapidly opened up. 


30. The revenue collected for the District exceeded that of 1893 by $4,710, and 
the estimate by $2,180. 


31. New (foreign) Malay settlers are beginning to come in and are applying for 
land in the neighbourhood of Gunong Semanggol, and I hope to be successful in 
bringing a good deal more of the land there under padi cultivation. 


I have dealt with the mines under that heading. 


32. Matang.—The work im this office was twice during the year thrown into great 
confusion by the absconding of two successive chief clerks, who in each case appro- 
priated certain Government moneys to their own use, and, by the use of duplicate 
receipts, for a time evaded detection. This, added to the confusion already existing in 
the last year’s (1893) rent rolls, was very distressing. 


33. ‘When I took over the Department in May, I had to report that the 1894 rolls 
had not been very correctly prepared and that the backward condition of the settle- 
ment work was causing great inconvenience. I think the existing staff should have 
been able to attend to a large portion of the latter, but I regret that little progress has 


* Revenue Surveyor’s Report not printed. 
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since been made with it. On this subject both the District Magistrate and myself have 
already addressed the Government, and I trust the recommendations made will be 
approved, for it is little use attempting to push on demarcation without concurrent 
settlement. And to shew how necessary it is to push on demarcation in this District, 
one need only point to the number of native holdings which appear in the old book 
banchi, and which have existed now for many years without any very definite indi- 
cation of where they are situated. The consequence is that a large concession given 
out in the previous year (1893) undoubtedly included several of these old holdings, 
and their subsequent demarcation led many to believe that they had been given out 
subsequent to the concession. 


34. The progress of the demarcation itself has been satisfactory, and over 5,400 
acres have been demarcated during the year, and it only requires a little land settle- 
ment to enable the District to benefit by all this work. 


35. A block of 500 acres of agricultural land was taken up in this District during 
the year by Mr. F. Stephens for coffee planting, and the survey was quickly carried 
out by the Taiping Survey Office, with the result that, although the application was 
only received about the middle of the year, a large portion of the land was cleared 
and opened by Mr. Stephens before the end of December. 


36. There was a large increase in the revenue collected in this District by the 
Department, which exceeded the estimate by $10,523, and the actual receipts in 1893 
by $12,043. The principal increase was under the head of Licences, such as wood- 
cutters’ and other passes. 

37. Krian—The work of re-settlement and demarcation of the holdings in this 
District, with the inauguration of which I was entrusted in 1893, has progressed in a 
most satisfactory manner. At my urgent request the staff of the Land Office there was 
slightly increased, and it has proved of immense benefit both to the settlement work 
and the revenue. Of the Land Office staff proper, the Land Officer (Mr. Just) has done 
excellent work in both land settlement and the collection of rents, including the wiping 
off of those in arrears. In the survey branch, the Assistant Surveyor (Mr. Kemplen), 
under whose immediate supervision all the surveys and demarcation are carried out, 
has also done exceedingly well, and this District easily takes the premier position in 
the State for progress made; but then it is also the best-manned District Land Office 
in the whole State, so far as responsible officers are concerned, and I should like to 
press the point on the attention of the Government, for at the present time there is an 
exceptional strain placed on all Land Offices, and it is absolutely essential to keep the 
staff in each District up to its full strength, and assist others when unable to cope with 
the work. It will well repay the Government in the end, and when land settlement 
has been brought up to date the staff could no doubt be reduced. 


38. The revenue collected was $40,124 (of which $35,483 was Land Rents, nearly 
as much as in Kinta), against $24,557 in 1893, and it should be borne in mind that this 
was principally collected from small agricultural holdings averaging about $3 or $4 
each, and that the collection of the above sum means about six or seven times the 
amount of work entailed in collecting a similar sum in mining rents, which as a rule 
amount to $25 a block of the average size of 25 acres. 


39. A diagram (marked 4) in the Revenue Surveyor’s report so clearly shews the 
progress made with demarcation that I need not again refer to that question, which I 
have dealt with in paragraph 23 under “ Survey and Demarcation.” 


40. The influx of new settlers (principally foreign Malays) continues, and the 
large mukim of Bagan Serai is rapidly being brought under cultivation. This is in a 
measure due to the Penghulu in charge (Pandak Abdullah), who is a most excellent 
officer. It is to be hoped that the late bad season will not permanently interfere with 
the progress of the padi-cultivation in this mukim and district. I have not had an 
opportunity of asking the Malays there what they now think of the proposed irrigation 
scheme. ‘Their opinion on this point would now be of much more value than many of 
the opinions one hears on all sides from irresponsible persons who, in many cases, have 
no permanent interest in the District. 


41. Upper Perak.—In this District the demarcation was completed for the 
present under the supervision of the District Magistrate, and the demarcator trans- 
ferred to Selama for the latter half of the year. 


42. The Land Revenue in this District shewed an increase over last year's 
collections of $192, or about 11 per cent. ae 
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43. Selama.—The revenue of this District shewed a similar increase of $353. 


44. In consequence of my being able to send the Upper Perak demarcator to 
Selama (where there was none), the demarcation of that District was also brought up 
to date and the arrears cleared off. The Assistant Magistrate in charge has greatly 
interested himself in this work, and, with a few additions in the books kept in his 
office, which | suggested, his Land Office will be well up to date. 


45. The Land Revenue has increased as follows :—

46. One fairly large mine was opened during the year by Mr. Aylesbury, and 
now employs 200 coolies. The prospects of this mine appear to be better than 
anything yet attempted in Selama. It is deep, and will require a large and powerful 
pump. This, however, is being obtained. There are other small parties working in 
the vicinity, and it is to be hoped that the export of tin from the District will increase 
during the current year. 


47. Kuala Kangsar.—Although the estimated revenue was exceeded, this is the 
only District that shews a falling-off in actual receipts of $2,889 as against 1893 
(Return C), but this can more than be accounted for by one item in the 1893 re- 
ceipts—viz., $4,100 collected for sale of mining land at Tronoh, which portion of the 
District has now been entirely handed over to Kinta, with all its mining rents. 


48. Further, since April the collection of duty at Kuala Kangsar on pepper, 
coffee, and all exports other than tin was put a stop to, and since that date the Land 
Office there has apparently not received credit for the whole of these duties, amounting 
to about $1,129. 


49. The Land Rents exceeded the estimates (notwithstanding that the Tronoh 
rents were estimated under Kuala Kangsar but not collected by that office), and ex- 
ceeded the former year’s collections by over $1,000. 


50. The issue of titles for land lately demarcated, and settlement work, have been 
much delayed in consequence of the European Assistant Magistrate, who is also Land 
Officer, having to give nearly the whole of his time to Treasury work. The matter, 
however, has been brought to the notice of the Government, and further assistance is, 
I understand, to be given. 


51. The work that has been done is good, and it is to be regretted that so capable 
a Land Officer as Mr. Hose should have to devote so much of his time to Treasury 
work. As a consequence, the Land Office staff had constantly to work over the usual 
hours. 


52. The Assistant Surveyor surveyed 150 miles of traverses and connections 
(this it is which brings up the cost of demarcating and connecting scattered blocks) ; 
and 2,400 lots, comprising 4,925 acres, were demarcated. I trust the whole of this work 
will be utilised and titles issued during the present year, if satisfactory arrangements 
can be made. The Land Officer reports that in seven out of the fourteen mukims in 
the District the demarcation of land alienated before’1894 has now been completed. 


53. A special Surveyor, Mr. Koch, has been employed on the survey of mining 
blocks, which are now nearly up to date. The profit to Government on his work 
when leases are issued will be about $658. 


54. The survey of the Kamuning Estate has been a very lengthy work, in conse- 
quence of the cutting-out and connecting of certain mining blocks, in exchange for 
which a “‘ compensation block” had to be added to the estate. With the latter there 
appears to have been some difficulty in satisfying the Manager of the Estate, but I 
hope shortly to report when it will finally be completed. The survey of Waterloo 
Estate, Gapis Estate, and Padang Rengas Pepper Garden, which have been hanging 
over for some years, were completed, and the title-deeds will soon be ready. 


55. In accordance with an order given by the Secretary to Government (Mr. 
Birch), nearly all the agricultural rent-rolls will in future be kept in English. For this 
purpose further clerical assistance was very necessary, but the third English-writing 
clerk asked for has not Leen granted. 


56. Batang Padang.—The revenue collected amounted to $15,985, against an 
estimate of $8,075, being an increase over the actual collections of 1893 of $7,281, the 
sale of town lands in Témoh accounting for $4,026. The officer in charge reports :— 
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‘The amount estimated for agricultural land rents was $3,000. Of this $2,009.25 was 
collected, leaving a balance uncollected of $990.75. This is in a great measure due to 
the fact that there was not any officer in the Land Office who could visit the mukims 
and collect the rents.” There has been no District Magistrate resident in Tapah 
since May. Mining rents exceeded the estimate by $2,559. 


57. There were 19 applications made for prospecting licences, and 15 applications 
to work tin and gold lodes. 


58. In May an Assistant Magistrate was stationed at Tanjong Malim, and a 
branch of the District Land Office opened there for the mukims of Ulu Bernam and 
Slim. 


59. The Bukit Mas Gold Mining Company (the first to attempt work on a gold 
lode in the State) put up a small crusher of five heads early in the year, and have had 
satisfactory results. 


60. There was exported during the year :—Tin, 4,635°30 pikuls; tin-ore, 1,342°44 
pikuls. The duty collected was $24,228.95. 


61. Eleven hundred and forty pikuls of wolfram were also exported, the duty 
amounting to $942.90. The latter nearly all came from the Tapah Tin Mining 
Company’s land at Chumor. 


62. The surveys and demarcation of this District are under the supervision of Mr. 
McKenzie, Assistant Surveyor, and the mining surveys are done, under contract with 
the Government, by Mr. Bamforth, as mentioned in the Revenue Surveyor’s report. 


63. Lower Perak.—The total revenue collected was $26,316, against an estimate 
of $15,225, being an increase over the collections of 1893 of $13,507. 


64. The principal increase was, however, under premium, due to the sale of nipah 
land, of which 2,228 acres were alienated before the close of the year, at a premium 
of $4 an acre and a quit-rent of 60 cents. 


65. Over two thousand (2,163) applications for new land were received, compri- 
sing 4,585 acres, and a considerable area of padi land has been opened up in the 
neighbourhood of Teluk Anson. 


66. The Land Officer, however, reports that the Lower Perak Penghulus, with 
three or four exceptions (at Pulau Tiga, Sungei Durian, and Teluk Bharu), seem totally 
incapable of understanding land work. This is to be regretted. 


67. This District Land Office has also suffered for want of staff in the clerical 
branch during the year. 


68. The surveys and demarcation are under the charge of a most energetic officer, 
Mr. Shaw, the Assistant Surveyor. Two thousand two hundred and sixty-nine lots, or 
5,881 acres, were demarcated, besides the survey of many miles of traverse and circuit 
work, a great portion of the land demarcated being nipah land, which is exceedingly 
trying land to work in. 


The survey of Teluk Anson township was also brought up to date. 


69. A branch of the District Land Office has been established at Sétidwan, under 
the supervision of the Assistant Magistrate in charge, where the rent-rolls and registers 
of the land situated in that division are now kept. The officer in charge, Mr. Hill, has 
been giving much attention to the opening-up of some new padi land situated in the 
low-lying land three or four miles from the former settlement, which will be very 
beneficial to the division and encourage the settlers. 


qo. Atnta.—I have already dealt with the chief points of the revenue of this 
District, which exceeded the estimate by $30,785, the premium on new land amounting 
to $22,806 against an estimate of $12,000. 


71. The area alienated for mining purposes is 24,481 acres, as against 7,422 in 
Larut, but only 5,028 have been given out for agriculture, as against 16,060 in the 
Taiping division, or 28,915 ia Larut including Matang; but it is hopeless to look 
forward to agriculture at present in such a district as Kinta, where it so often pays the 
owners to turn beautiful gardens, over which much trouble has been expended, into 
mining land. 

72. I reported in the middle of the year, in conjunction with the District Magis- 
‘trate, on the successful way in which the Contract Surveyor, Mr. Baker, was dealing 
with the congested state of the applications for mining land in the District Land Office. 
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An experienced Government Surveyor, Mr. Pemberton, being now stationed at Batu 
Gajah, he is able to check the plans as issued by the contractor, and advise on all 
technical points where necessary. This has simplified matters considerably. 

73. The Land Office in Kinta is now an important branch of the Department, «nd 
it will always be necessary to keep an experienced officer in charge of it. 


74. I regret that I have as yet received no report from this office for the year, only 
the annual returns. 

GENERAL. 

75. As I have already mentioned, I only took over charge of the Department 
towards the middle of the year. The first matter which I found required serious 
attention was the question of the issue of the Kinta District leases under the contract 
survey, for I found a very large number of these blocked in the Central Office for want 
of the necessary information to check the title-plans. 


76. I immediately went to Kinta, and, with the assistance of the District 
Magistrate and the District Surveyor, matters were arranged and a co-ordinated map 
of a portion of the Kinta District has since been completed. I have now made further 
arrangements, with the consent of the Government, to facilitate the issue of these now 
numerous titles, which | hope will have a beneficial effect. 

77. The issue of titles in other Districts has not progressed as it should have 
done, owing, as I have already pointed out, to want of settlement officers in some 
Districts, and of clerical staff to prepare the titles in others. ‘This matter is now 
receiving attention. 

78. It is, however, I think, a great point that the collection of the revenue has in 
all cases received the attention it deserves, and I think all connected with the Depart- 
ment now thoroughly understand the importance of first of all getting in the revenue. 
I am, however, still of opinion that better results would have been obtained had a full 
staff been at work. The work all through the State has been exceedingly heavy. 

79. Iregret that during a portion of the time I have been in charge it was found 
necessary that I should give some of my time to the work of the Courts in Taiping, 
which necessarily, during the time the arrangement lasted, somewhat tied me down to 
headquarters. 

80. It is not necessary for me to draw attention to the manner in which the 
District Officers have supervised the work in the out-stations, for they are all deeply 
interested in and intimately connected with the administration of the Land Department 
in their Districts.

A draft Order, providing for the empanelling of Juries in the State of 
Perak, is passed, and becomes Order in Council No. 8 of 1895. 

2. <A draft Order, entitled “The Labour Code, 1895,” is passed, and 
becomes Order in Council No. 4 of 1895. 

8. <A draft Order regulating the rules for the Decrepit Ward Fund is 
passed, and becomes Order in Council No. 5 of 1895. 

4. A letter from Pandak Uthman is read; in it the former Penghulu 
of Sungei Tinggi asked for permission to commute his pension of $5 per 
mensem for $600. 

The Council decides that he may be offered $300 in full settlement. 

5. The Council decides that the Commissioner of Lands and Wan 
Mahomed Isa be appointed to deal with the land belonging to the Estate 
of the late Che Ngah Pura as they think best. 

6. The Council grants $76 to Penghulu Salleh of Kampong Selama, 
as a gratuity on his retiring from his Penghuluship. 

The Council appoints Penghulu Budin as his successor. 

The Council adjourns until the following day. 


WEDNESDAY, 3rp APRIL, 1895. 


The Council meets at 11 a.m. 


7. The Order in Council, No. 21, of 1889, is cancelled by the Council, 
and a new draft Order, to be cited as “The Vehicles Order of 1895,” which 
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includes registration of jinrickshas, and the rules regulating the ghari and 
bullock stables, etc., in the various Districts, is read and passed by the 
Council, becoming Order in Council No. 6 of 1895. 

8. A petition from the inhabitants of Matang, praying that Haji 
Amin Udin, Penghulu of Sungei Tinggi, be appointed Assistant Kathi for 
the District of Matang only, is brought forward. 

The Council decides that the work of both Penghulu of Sungei Tinggi 
and Assistant Kathi, Matang, cannot be satisfactorily performed by one 
and the same person. 

9. The Council confirms Syed Abdullah in the appointment of Assis- 
tant Kathi, Larut. 

10. The Council approves of the arrangement of boundaries between 
Kampong Gajah and Pulau Tiga, as settled by Raja Musa and the District 
Magistrate, Lower Perak. 

11. The children of Syed Mansur are allowed by the Council a pace 
of $5 each, per mensem, during the lifetime of their grand-uncle, Che 
Kulup Mahomed. The grant to be drawn from the Ist April, 1895. The 
Council declines to raise the allowance of Che Kulup Mahomed. 

12. The Council approves of the increase of the pension of Raja 
Muhamed bin Iskandar, brother of the Sultan, from $35 to $50 per mensem. 

13. <A letter from Haji Mahomed Yusof, Clerk to the Chief Kathi, 
Perak, in which he asks the Government to increase his salary, is then read. 

The Council decides to offer him the post of Assistant Kathi, Matang, 
instead of increasing the pay of his present appointment. 

14. The Council approve of a gratuity of $50 being granted to the 
widow and children of Che Ngah Ibrahim, late Ex-Méntri, Perak. 

15. A paper is read from the District Magistrate, Kuala Kangsar, 
asking the Council to decide what should be done with the Estate of one, 
Abubakar, of Kuala Kangsar, who suddenly disappeared about eighteen 
months ago and has not been heard of since. 

The Council issues directions as to how this case is to be dealt with. 

16. The British Resident informs the Council of the steps taken to 
deal with Malay lepers in Upper Perak, and the recommendation of the 
committee, and asks the Members of the Council if they have any other 
suggestions to offer with regard to this question. 

he Members declare that they are unanimously of the opinion that 
segregation on an island is the only feasible method of dealing with the 
lepers, but if no suitable island can be obtained for that purpose they have 
no other suggestion to offer. 

17. A letter from the Assistant Kathi, Kinta, is read, in which he 
asks for an increase to his salary. 

The Council calls for a report from the District Magistrate, Kinta, 
before deciding the question. 

18. The other Members of Council request the Resident to inform 
the Governor that they recommend that the salary of Raja Musa be 
increased to $200 per mensem. 

The Council adjourns sine die.

DECREPIT WARD FUND. 


Passed by His Highness Ipzis Mérsrp-eu-Aizam Swan, £.C.M.G., 
1pNI ALMARHUM IsKaNDER Snag, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 2nd day of April, 1895. 


F. A. SWETTENHAM, British Resident. 


\7HEREAS certain registration and other fees were assigned by 
Government to a committee of certain Government officials called 
the Registration Fees Committee, for the purpose of aiding sick and 
indigent Chinese, and whereas the said Committee have accumulated 
moneys and have become possessed of lands and buildings for that 
object, and whereas it 18 expedient to provide by law for the better 
control, management and supervision of the said moneys, lands and 
buildings, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council, as 
follows. 


1. The said Registration Fees Committee shall in future be called 
“The Decrepit Ward Fund,” and shall be by that name a body corporate 
with a perpetual succession and a common seal, having a capacity to 
acquire, hold and sell land, subject to the provisions of this Order in 
Council, and may by such name sue and be sued. 


2. The said body corporate shall consist of the officers respectively 
acting for the time being as Secretary to Government, State Surgeon, 
District Surgeon, Larut, Protector of Chinese, and of the Capitans China, 
and such other persons as the Resident may from time to time appoint 
to be members thereof. 


3. All the property, movable and immovable, belonging to, held by 
or under the control of the said Registration Fees Committee, shall be, and 
the same are hereby vested in the said body corporate, and shall be held 
by the said body corporate subject to the trusts and for the purposes in 
this Order in Council prescribed. 


4. There shall be paid to the credit of the Fund one-third of all the 
weighing fees annually collected upon tin and tin-ore throughout the 
State. 


5. All moneys belonging to or accruing due to the suid body 
corporate shall be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of the said 
body corporate. 


6. The State Treasurer shall make payments of moneys belonging 
to the said body corporate on vouchers signed by the Chairman and 
countersigned by the Secretary of the said body corporate. 


7. Moneys belonging to the Fund may be invested at interest by 
the body corporate in any manner and on any securities, subject to the 
approval of the Resident. All investments shall be made in the name of 
the said body corporate. 


8. The Fund shall be exclusively devoted to the following purposes: 


(i). To the erection and maintenance of a free hospital (to be called 
the Decrepit Ward) for indigent Chinese who, by reason of age or per- 
manent physical disability, have become incapable of earning their own 
livelihood. 
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(ii). To providing passages to China for such Chinese. 
(iii). To the protection of Chinese women and children. 


(iv). To any other charitable object in aid of Chinese which may be 
approved by the Resident. 


9. The said Decrepit Ward shall be under the medical charge of 
the District Surgeon, Larut, who shall forward to the Secretary an annual 
report dealing with all matters connected with the Decrepit Ward. 


10. The Secretary to Government shall be ez-officio Chairman, and in 
case of his absence from any meeting of the corporate body, a chairman 
for the occasion shall be chosen by the members present. The Protector 
of Chinese shall be ez-officio Secretary of the said body corporate. 


11. Meetings of the said body corporate shall be held at least once 
in every three months, at a time and place of which due notice shall be 
given to every member by the Secretary. At such meetings three 
members shall form a quorum. 


12. The Secretary shall keep the accounts of the Fund, which shall 
be audited at regular intervals by the State Auditor. The Secretary shall 
for this purpose retain all Treasury receipts and duplicates, and counter- 
foils of all vouchers. The Secretary shall also keep, in such form as may 
be required by the State Auditor for audit purposes, any additional 
accounts, as he may be thereto required by the State Auditor. 


13. The Secretary shall submit to the Trustees and to the Resident, 
an annual report upon the condition and administration of the corporate 
property and funds. 


14. It shall be lawful for the said corporate body to frame from time 
to time by-laws for the conduct of the duties of the various officers and 
servants employed in the said Decrepit Ward, and for the reception, 
treatment and discharge of the patients, and as to their food, clothing, 
medicine, and otherwise generally for the management of the said Decrepit 
Ward and the officers of the corporation. 


All such bye-laws shall be subject to the approval of the Resident, 
and when so approved shall be published in the Gazette, and copies in 
the English and Chinese languages posted in conspicuous places in the 
hospital. Any person infringing any of the bye-laws, when so published 
and posted, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 


15. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Decrepit Ward 
Fund Order in Council, 1895,” and shall have effect on the publication 
thereof in the Government Gazette.

LEAVE REGULATIONS, PERAK STATE RAILWAYS. 


No. 199.—Varation Leave.—Vacation leave on full pay may be granted 
to officers and servants of the Railway Department on the following scale if 
they can be conveniently spared :— 

2. To European officials on Agreement, whose domicile is in Europe, 
subject to the exigencies of the service, six weeks vacation leave annually, 
with accumulation for two years. 

8. To officers whose domicile is not in Europe, fourteen days full pay 
leave for each year of service, with accumulation for four years, and after- 
wards, three weeks full pay leave for each year of service, with accumulation 
for two years. 

_ 4. Half-pay Leave.—To officers whose domicile is in Europe, other 
than those on Agreement, whose cases will be considered separately, twelve 
months leave on half pay after a period of six years service in the State, 
provided their services can be conveniently spared. 

5. To officers whose domicile is not in Europe, six months leave on 
half pay after a period of six years service in the State, provided their 
services can be conveniently spared. 

6. Sick Leave-—Twenty-eight days leave on full pay may be granted 
in each year on medical certificate, for periods not exceeding ten days ata 
time, provided that illness be not caused by the officer’s own indiscretion. 

7. Railway servants injured by any accident while in the performance 
of their duties may, apart from any other leave which may be due under 
these regulations, receive half pay for such period as may be approved by 
the British Resident. 

8. General Conditions.—Officers of the Railway Department are not 
entitled to the Public Holidays recognised by Government, but leave may 
be granted to them if they can be conveniently spared. 

9. An officer returning from half-pay leave can only draw full salary 
from the date he assumes the duties of his office, and will not be entitled to 
claim as a right to resume his own appointment before the expiration of the 
leave granted to him. 


10. Any officer absent without leave is liable to loss of salary during 
such absence, and to dismissal. 

11. The Resident Engineer may grant leave of absence to any Railway 
employé for periods not exceeding seven days at any one time, and not 
exceeding fourteen days in one year, such leave to count under paragraphs 
2 and 3. 
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12. Officers who may be allowed leave under these regulations (para- 
graphs 2 to 6) are those whose names appear in the Establishment List of 
of the Railway.

A beacon, surmounted by a pyramid and painted green, has been 
placed on the right bank of the river opposite Teluk Anson to mark the 
position of the sunken railway tongkang; vessels should not pass inshore 
of this beacon.

No. 209.—MEDICAL DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1894, BY THE ACTING STATE 
SURGEON. . 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING, 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual roport for the year ending 
December, 1893. 


DISTRICT HOSPITALS—INDOOR DEPARTMENT. 


HospiTAL RETURNS.* 


1. In connection with the Report for 1893, I had to deal with the returns of ten 
District Hospitals. From the rst January, 1894, the General and Yeng Wah Hospitals 
were amalgamated and formed into one District Hospital, where all the indoor work 
for Larut is conducted. This will explain how the returns of nine District hospitals 
only are now considered. 


2. At the end of 1893, there were remaining 1,270 patients on the hospital 
books, and these were carried over for treatment in 1894. This represents an 
increase of 315 when compared with the remaining number (955) of 1892. 

3. Admissions amounted to 17,780, against 18,639 in 1893, being a decrease of 


859. Taken in detail, this decrease is distributed amongst the different hospitals as 
below — :

for 1893; but District Hospital, Larut, compared with Yeng Wah alone gives an increase of 185. 
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4. Total treated.—In 1893, 19,594; In 1894, 19,050; Decrease of 544 patients 
in 1894. 

5. Discharged —In 1893, 14,696; In 1894, 13,785; g11 less in 1894. 

6. Transferred, 74. 

7. Absconded.—As many as 705—a considerable number. In the year previous 
there were only 256 returned under this head. The majority of these (578) are from 
the Kinta hospitals. These figures are of interest, and are a fair measure of the extent 
to which we have to deal with the vagrant class of the population in our hospitals. 
They only come in when forced by disease or the police, and run away on the first 
opportunity, taking away some article of Government property. The iron fences 
round the compounds do not offer much hindrance to their escape when so disposed, 
and their object is to reach the nearest large town to beg. 

8. Died.—3,378 in 1894, against 3,122 during the previous twelve months (256 
more), the percentage for the year being 17°73 when calculated on the total deaths.

10. Out of the 3,378 deaths, 738 (that is, 21°84 per cent) occurred within 48 hours 
of the patients reaching hospital. On excluding these 738 cases, the rate of mortality 
is reduced to 13°85, and may be taken as a fair rate for District hospitals. 

11. Considered separately, the percentages of deaths at Larut, Batu Gajah, 
‘Tapah, and Selama, are satisfactory for hospitals serving chiefly a mining population. 
Having on different occasions already reported to Government in some detail on the 
causes which control the death-rate in the District hospitals, it is not necessary for me 
to enter into this question again and repeat the facts in this report. The results at 
Kuala Kangsar and Krian, where we have mostly to deal with agricultural coolies, are 
very satisfactory, and that at Teluk Anson is fairly good. 


12, Ipoh and Gopeng are, I consider, too high. I have throughout urged the 
necessity of having two Surgeons stationed in Kinta, and particularly one at Ipoh. 
Towards the lacter end of 1893, a second Surgeon, on my recommendation, was 
transferred to Kinta, but unfortunately he had shortly after to be removed to Tapah, 
and circumstances were such that the vacancy could not be refilled till December, 
1894. For the greater portion of the year, therefore, one District Surgeon had to be 
in charge of the three large hoxpitals, the care of the patients falling chiefly on the 
subordinate staff. Since a Surgeon has been resident at Ipoh an improvement has 
been effected, and it is a satisfaction to see a decrease in the death-rate. 


Gopeng hospital some years ago had, as will be remembered, a low rate of mort- 
ality, which was remarked on, but within the last two-years or so there has been a rise. 
It is greatly due to the fact that the mines are working steadily away from the hospital, 
and the sick have very long distances to travel before medical aid is obtained. This 
would particularly apply to Kampar, which is distant from Gopeng hospital 12 miles 
by cart-road, and this distance undoubtedly has a marked effect. There were 693 
deaths at Gopeng in 1894, and out of these 226 were patients from Kampar—that is, 
32°61 per cent. I have repeatedly brought this matter to the notice of Government, 


* For 1893, includes General and Yeng Wah Hospitals, 
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and it is a matter for regret that my recommendation has not been acted on and the 
necessary money allowed for building a reception ward and outdoor dispensary at 
Kampar. I can only hope and urge that the suggestions made will yet be carried out, 
and the Department be placed in a more favourable position for reducing the prevailing 
high death-rate. ?

(2.) The majority of the typhoid cases are from Krian. Lately, when I visited 
Parit Buntar hospital, four subjects of typhoid were under treatment. Considering 
the favourable conditions which exist in the sugar estates for the spread of a disease of 
this nature, too much care cannot be taken with the water supply of the coolies, which 
is mostly derived locally, and particularly as to the collection and disposal of the night- 
soil. 


(4.) Dysentery shews a falling off in the number treated by 85, and a small 
increase of 1°92 per cent in the death-rate. The rate of mortality for the year (38°05 
per cent) is, however, not high, but favourable, when the miserable condition of the 
patients, on admission, is taken into account. 


(c.) Beri-beri—3,527 treated, with 646 deaths—18°31 per cent. The greatest 
number treated (1,460), and also the most deaths, were at Ipoh hospital. Compared 
with the previous year there is a decrease in the number of cases treated by 196, but 
the percentage of deaths has risen by 5°61.

1g. I am again able to report very favourably on the condition of the gaols and 
police lock-ups. With the exception of one or two small lock-ups, I visited all these 
during the year, and invariably found them clean and well attended to. The food was 
of good quality and properly cooked. The health of the prisoners throughout was 
good, enabling a large percentage to turn out daily for work. The death-rate, as 
might be expected under such favourable conditions, was satisfactory. An abstract of 
the returns for the year is given below —

20. The District Surgeon, Larut, reports that the results for 1894 compare 
favourably with 1893. There were eight more cases under treatment, and the death- 
rate was reduced by 1°65 per cent. Dr. Fox has usefully employed those able to work 
in clearing and preparing the land at the back of the hospital and planting it out in 
coffee. Later on a good revenue may be expected from this work. 


PERAK LEPER WARDS AT PULAU JEREJAK. 


21. A total of 86 Perak lepers were treated at Pulau Jerejak, with 32 deaths— 
37°20 per cent, against 87 in 1893, and 22 deaths—z25'28 per cent. The mortality 
has therefore increased by 11°92. The death-rate amongst the lepers treated in 
Perak was only 16°78 per cent. 


22. Twenty-two new cases were sent to Pulau Jerejak from this State during 
the twelve months. A much larger number could, of course, have been easily trans- 
ferred, but the accommodation on the island was insufficient. 
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QUARANTINE HOspPIitTALs. 
23. Cholera was conspicuous by its entire absence from all parts of the State. 


24. Small-pox.—Only 36 cases were recorded, a considerable reduction when 
compared even with the return of 1893, when as many as 249 were attacked. Out 
of the 36, 22 were discharged cured, 14 died—38'8 per cent. The localities in which 
the disease manifested itself were Krian (21), Upper Perak (14), and Tapah (1). 
At Krian the disease was clearly traced by Mr. Perera to have been imported by 
foreign Malays who came into the District for the padi harvest. The District 
Magistrate, Upper Perak, ascertained that in his section small-pox was introduced 
by pilgrims returning from Mecca. Stringent measures were adopted, and proved 
successful in preventing a general spread. The steps taken in every instance were 
isolation and quarantine of those affected, combined with immediate vaccination 
of any found unprotected in the neighbourhood of the outbreak. In many instances 
a good number of those already vaccinated years ago willingly submitted to re- 
vaccination. 

25. There were a few cases of chicken-pox—In Larut (9), Kuala Kangsar (3), 
and Teluk Anson (2), but prompt isolation stayed further progress. 


VACCINATION. 

26. The Vaccinators, aided by same of the hospital staff, were steadily kept 
employed, and I am in a position to represent to Government that in 1894 a very 
much larger number of subjects were protected than in any previous year, as the 
subjoined abstract of returns from 1884 will shew.

No more striking evidence of the benefit the State has derived from vaccination 
need be adduced than the small prevalence of small-pox, and the results obtained 
should be a strong reason for enforcing the Vaccination Order throughout, especially 
the compulsory clauses. The success in inducing the natives to consent to be 
vaccinated depends in no small measure on the influence the District Magistrates 
have with their people, and the firmness with which they are dealt. Selama and 
Upper Perak are still exceptions ; vaccination has not been thoroughly carried out in 
these Districts, and whether they are to continue to be insufficiently protected centres, 
from which small-pox can start and threaten other parts of the State, entirely depends 
on their Magistrates. 

27. The lymph employed throughout was that supplied from Saigon, and there is 
every reason to be satisfied with the results. Out of the 7,815 subjects who were re- 
turned for inspection as many as 6,682 were found to be perfect—that is, 85°50 per 
cent; 733 failed—only 9°37 per cent. Under the head of “ Not seen” there are 1,457, and 
most of these may be considered as having succeeded. Besides being more evenly 
effective and cheaper, Saigon lymph has the great advantage over the English in that 
it enables arm-to-arm vaccination to be oftener done away with, and inoculations to be 
done direct from the tubes, on account of the large quantity of vaccine fluid they 
contain. I was thus in a position to discourage the collection or direct use of lymph 
from one subject to the other, and thus set aside one of the greatest objections to 
vaccination in the minds of all natives. 


MEDICAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 


28. The State Surgeon, Dr. Sheppard, continued on leave throughout the year, 
and the administration of the Department has remained in my hands.

35. Generally, I have had reason to be satisfied with the conduct and work of the 
subordinate staff. Their duties are not of a pleasant nature, they are employed for 
long hours during the day, and even have to attend the wards at night, and work every 
day in the week ; and it is pleasing to be able to report that as a body they cheerfully 
endeavour to do their best.

METEOROLOGY. 

37. Temperature of Air—The maximum temperature recorded in the shade was 
95°, on the 25th March, at Ipoh, and on the rgth May, at Kuala Kangsar. The next 
highest is 94°, registered at Taiping, Batu Gajah, Teluk Anson, Parit Buntar and 
Port Weld during various months of the year. The minimum temperature recorded 
was 61°, at Teluk Anson, on the 2nd December. At Gopeng and Kuala Kangsar 62°, 
on the gth and roth January, respectively. 

38. Rainfall.—The heaviest rainfall for the twelve months was at Tapah—155'57 
inches; Taiping follows with 120°66. The smallest was 58°61 inches, in Krian. The 
highest monthly rainfall was at Tapah, 29°40 inches, in October; the lowest for one 
month, at Krian, 1°94, in July. The highest for 24 hours was 5°50 inches, at Teluk 
Anson, on the 31st December. 

39. Achart of the monthly rainfall at Taiping for the four years ending 1894 is 
attached.* 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

40. As regards the health of the State, the most striking point to be noted is the 
remarkable freedom from epidemic disease, which I have already dealt with elsewhere 
in this report. Apart from this, there has been no great change, and, as in 1893, the 
health may be considered to have been fairly good. The decrease in both indoor and 
outdoor patients was, I consider, largely due to the proclamation which was in force 
for nearly three months, prohibiting the immigration of Chinese coolies at the time of 
the prevalence of the bubonic plague. New arrivals in the country, when set to labour 
in alluvial mines before being acclimatised, undoubtedly help to swell the numbers in 
our hospitals.

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41. Both mining and agricultural kongsis were frequently inspected by members 
of the Medical and other Departments, and instructions given for improving their 
sanitary condition and sending their sick coolies to the nearest Government hospital. 
-By subsequent visits I was able to satisfy myself that an improvement did result in the 
general surroundings of the coolies, particularly the agricultural. Some share in the 
decreasing of the actual number of the sick may therefore be claimed as having 
following on these inspections. On the other hand, I have reason to believe that it 
also had the the effect of preventing sick men being retained in their kongsis, and 
thus increased the number of deaths in the hospitals. These inspections should be 
steadily continued, and in time would no doubt lead to the coolivs being sent at an 
earlier stage of their disease, when it would be possible for the Medical Department to 
effect a cure and save more lives. 


42. Three Europeans, Government Officers, died during the year; death in two 
of these cases was due to climatic causes. 


43. Rinderpest from time to time broke out amongst the buffaloes in the Kuala 
-Kangsar and Lower Perak Districts, and serious loss was sustained by the Malays 
who owned these animals. 


44. A mild form of foot-and-mouth disease prevailed throughout the State, but 
-very few cases terminated fatally. 


45. Towards the latter end of the year sudden deaths of apparently healthy 
bullocks were reported from the Tupai section of Larut. The disease which caused 
this was recognised by the Veterinary Surgeon, Mr. Hunting, to be anthrax. The 
correctness of this diagnosis was subsequently confirmed by inoculation experiments 
on guinea-pigs and by microscopical examination of blood. 


46. During November, before the arrival of the Veterinary Surgeon, disease 
broke out amongst the extensive piggeries in the Larut District, and from the outset 
took a severely epidemic form. In about a month and a half it is estimated that about 

1,500 pigs were lost, inflicting a heavy loss on those who up till then had carried on a 
very remunerative trade by pig-rearing. One breeder in Kamunting alone had 400 
deaths amongst his animals. 


47. At the time I availed myself of numerous opportunities and went round 
to the different piggeries with the Assistant Protector of Chinese, and selected diseased 
animals and had them brought to the hospital and housed in an empty building. ‘lhe 
symptoms and other particulars were observed and many post mortem examinations 
made Two different diseases were identified. One was due to a worm, strongy/us 
paradoxus, which had its habitat in the bronchi. It accounted for a small portion of 
the deaths. The other was swine fever. The intestines in this case were the chief 
seat of disease, and it also caused inflammation of the lungs. ‘his was accountable 
for at least nine-tenths of the deaths, the pigs dying within three days of the symp- 
toms appearing. A guinea-pig inoculated with the blood of a pig suffering from 
swine fever died within eight to ten hours, and I was able to carry the disease in suc- 
cession from one guinea-pig to another. 


48. Strict quarantine was enforced, and the movement of pigs within the District 
prohibited. General cleaning out of the pig-sties was ordered, and after running its 
course for about two months the disease gradually died out, and since then no further 
reports have been received of its occurrence.

No. 210.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DISTRICT SURGEON, LARUT. 
To THE ACTING STATE SURGEON, 
TAIPING. 
Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for 1894. 


The number of admissions into hospital during the year was 3,566, with a death- 
rate of 15 per cent. 


As the conditions of the Hospital are now quite altered, no comparison can justly 
be made with the mortality of past years. 
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On January 1st, 1894, the General Hospital ceased to exist, and its inmates were 
transferred. to the District Hospital, Larut (late: Yeng: Wah), which from being 
exclusively a hospital for the Chinese, has now become the hospital for the District of 
Larut, and open to all nationalities ; no cases, however bad, being refused access. 


In 1893, 94 patients died within 48 hours of admission, while in 1894, 150 out of 
3,566, died within the same number of hours after being admitted. 


This increase of mortality is very marked, and would testify to the hopeless state 
of the patients on arrival. 


During the past year there has been some correspondence about the death-rate 
of the different hospitals, and there would appear to be a popular impression, especially 
in official circles, that comparisons of the mortality of the various hospitals in the 
Straits would afford a true index of their efficiency. Unless all the circumstances of 
each hospital are known, such figures would be most misleading, and nowhere more 
so than in the Native States, where from the nature of their work the native populations 
are compelled to live in most unsanitary conditions, undergo severe hardships, and 
when ill, often have to walk ten or more miles to the nearest hospital for relief. 


These abnormal conditions are well known to the Government, and year by year 
efforts are being made to mitigate them, and as a result a lower death-rate may be 
expected. 


Although the Hospital now admits all the various nationalities that inhabit the 
Peninsula, it cannot be said that the Malays take advantage of this privilege. Hospital 
discipline and regular diet are too much for them ; they do not understand being pro- 
hibited certain articles of food, and their confidence is also somewhat shaken by their 
‘not receiving medicine that will at once relieve their diseased condition. 


BERI-BERI.

OuT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The out-patient department of the District Hospital was transferred to the late 
General Hospital and is now called the Outdoor Dispensary. Whether this change is 
for the better I am not prepared to state. In 1894, 3,809 out-patients were treated, 
while the numbers for the three previous years were —

Why there should have been this large falling off in 1894, I cannot say. 


I have already addressed you on this subject, and I trust that something will be 
done to render this department as popular as in past years. 


It is by making outdoor treatment as agreeable as we can that any reduction can 
be made in the number of indoor cases, thereby lessening the hospital expenditure. 
It is also through this department that the prejudice against Western medicine which 
exists among the natives, can be overcome. 


SURGICAL OPERATIONS. 


During the year there have been comparatively few. There were three amputa- 
tions and one case of trephining. The amputations proved successful, but the 
trephined Chinaman died twelve hours after the operation. On removing the bone a 
large blood-clot was found immediately beneath, this was washed away carefully, but 
bleeding started again and the man died as before mentioned. 
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A Tamil railway coolie was terribly mutilated by a railway carriage running over 
his thighs. When admitted his limbs were in a very crushed state; both legs had to 
be amputated above the knee- joint, and the man sank from the great loss of blood he 
had sustained before admission. 


I have often in previous reports called attention to the severe injuries occasionally 
made by the bites of crocodiles on Chinamen living on the banks of the rivers, engaged 
as wood-cutters; the following description is a fair example of to what extent the 
crocodile will go. 


Lee Hin, a sinkheh wood-cutter on the Matang River, while bathing from a small 
dug-out at about 8 o’clock at night, was seized by the thigh by a crocodile. At the 
time of the attack the Chinaman was in a kneeling posture in the boat, and was pouring 
water from a bucket over his body in the usual manner. After getting a firm grip of 
the man’s thigh the crocodile endeavoured to pull the Chinaman into the water, but 
without success. The man’s cries brought four other wood-cutters to the spot, and 
they immediately seized hold of their unfortunate comrade by the head and arms, and 
the struggle resolved itself into a tug-of-war between the Chinamen on the one hand 
and the crocodile on the other, the tussle only ending when the crocodile had bitten off 
the man’s thigh and swam away with it. 


The clinical interest of the case is, that notwithstanding a large artery like the 
femoral had been bitten through, the hcemorrhage was controlled by the wound being 
bandaged with blankets, and when the man was admitted into hospital twenty-seven 
hours after the accident the injured stump was very foeted and as the femoral artery 
was exposed and pulsating very strongly, Apothecary Rogers, in my absence, liga- 
tured the vessel. A week after the accident the man was put under chloroform and 
the jagged end of the bone sawn off. The wound has now nearly healed, and the 
man is fit to be discharged from hospital. 


The largest number of admissions into hospital were for Ulcers—6o00. The 
Malarial Fevers (remittent and intermittent) are responsible for 17 and 393 res- 
pectively. Taking as a guide the records kept in the Hospital during the last four 
years of the different forms of fever met with in this State, the mortality may be con- 
sidered to be low. The only fatal case of a European ever chronicled (certainly for 
the last nine years), occurred in June last, when Mr. Morris, Assistant Surveyor in the 
Trigonometrical Survey Department, contracted fever while on duty in the Selama 
District, and succumbed suddenly, after having been ill ten days. 


LEPERS. 


During the year 22 lepers were transferred to Pulau Jerejak, but notwithstanding 
this, the daily average of lepers in the Leper Ward has never been below 17. This 
steady increase is of serious import, suggesting as it does a large influx from without. 


The only two places where examination of passengers is carried on are Teluk 
Anson and Port Weld, but it is easy (and no doubt large numbers do avail themselves 
of the opportunity) to get across the Krian boundary. 


Instances are not wanting where patients have escaped from Pulau Jerejak and 
returned to the District Hospital, v7 Krian, without being recognised or questioned 
by any one. 

Provision has been made in 1895 for the construction of a new semi-permanent 
Leper Ward. Where the site of this ward is to be, it is difficult to decide. Past 
experience has conclusively shewn that it is not very desirable to have these un- 
fortunates fenced in with other patients, and no doubt the most desirable way of 
dealing with them is to have a ward outside the Hospital precincts, but it must be 
surrounded with a fence, and they should be allowed enough ground to enable them 
to go in for gardening. This scheme is intended for Chinese only. 


The suggestion of using an island (Pulau Pangkor Laut) for the use of Malays 
exclusively, is still under consideration. 


VENEREAL DISEASE. 


There were 414 admissions for the different forms of venereal disease, out of a 
total number of 3,566. 


In 1893 there were 336 out of 3,733, shewing an increase for the past year of 
2°60 per cent. 
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Much has been written in previous reports about the appalling spread of this 
type of disease. There is probably no malady which could be so easily controlled 
and its ravages reduced, but, for reasons which are difficult to understand, the hands 
of those who are able to alleviate it are tied. It has often been remarked that vice 
must not be recognised. If disease were always the outcome of illicit intercourse, and 
if it were limited to the offenders only, nothing more could be said and the sinners 
would be considered as being justly punished. But this is not so: disease is not the 
natural product but the accidental accompaniment only, and its sequel are far- 
reaching, affecting the innocent and the unborn, and it is for these that the cry for 
protection is raised. 


To most medical men of Eastern experience, compulsory examination is only 
a question of time; the mass of medical evidence which has been collected during 
the past years cannot be for ever ignored, and must be sooner or later recognised. 


The suggestion which has been made in India of compulsory examination being 
conducted by lady doctors is an excellent one, and may bring about the desired 
change much sooner than is anticipated at present. 


LunaTIC ASYLUM. 
One hundred and forty-nine cases were treated in the past year.

Average stay of patients in the Ward, 63 days. 
These returns compare favourably with those of 1893. 


The revenue earned by the lunatics amounted to $166.88. This is not so much 
as last year, but most of the land available has had coffee planted on it, and so, until 
this comes into bearing, no increase in the earnings can be expected. 


A large number of violent cases were received, particularly a Malay from Kuala 
Kangsar, who for his size was terribly violent in his endeavours to get away from an 
imaginary 4antu that he said was always after him. 

A case of running amok was admitted last June. 


These amok cases are of great clinical interest, limited as they are to Malays, and 
they have been termed a“ peculiar and almost unique form of racial psychosis.” It 
has been suggested that they are the result of opium, the experience of the many 
cases which have occured in Perak is distinctly against this theory. 


The cases that have been chronicled have a very similar history. Suddenly, 
without any apparent warning, the man (it is never a woman, seizes a weapon, 
generally his kris, runs into a house or street and attempts to kill the first person, 
usually his best friend or his wife, who crosses his path, and this furious career is 
frequently ended by the man being killed, or by killing himself. Previous to the out- 
break he has generally been morose and brooding, and considers himself to have been 
wronged by his friends and relatives. 


The difficult point for a surgeon who is called upon to give evidence as to the 
mental condition of the man who has run amo is,—was he responsible for his action 
or not ? The similarity between a person who has run amoé and one who is subject to 
some forms of epileptic paroxysms is marked. In the latter case, where there is 
violent psychical and maniacal excitment, the mind is somewhat cloudy, and almost 
always the patient on recovering consciousness remembers nothing or almost nothing 
of what has happened. 


This description corresponds very much with the history of the case which was 
admitted on the 4th June, 1894. After having run amok and killed a Malay and 
wounded a Chinaman, when first seen after admission he appeared rather dazed, and 
replied, ‘I don’t know,” to every question put to him. He had a scalp wound for 
which he could not account, and for the first two days he refused food, and his temp- 
erature was about 101°F. There was no history, in this case, of previous epileptic 
attacks. 


There is no doubt that in a pure case of running amok the patient is not respon- 
sible for his actions, but occasionally there are feigned cases, and these are very 
difficult to distinguish, and the surgeon must be on his guard against them. 
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Expenditure—The expenditure for the Lunatic Ward for the past year amounted 
to $4,416.54, divided up in the ee manner —

GENERAL. 


The present European Ward is quite unsuited to its requirements. The objec- 
tions to it are, first the site, and secondly, the building itself. The site is unfortunate, 
because the position of the Ward is not more than fourteen yards away from one of 
the noisiest roads in Taiping. Large numbers of Chinese miners pass along this 
thoroughfare on their way to and from the town; they usually make their last journey 
at about eleven o'clock at night, when they are particularly rowdy, Also, during the 
year, a small colony of Klings has settled some way down this road, and their noise is 
more distracting than that made by the Chinese. The feelings of patients in the Ward, 
if very ill, are better imagined than described. 


The building itself is unsuitable, the wooden walls are too thin, and in the after- 
noon the Ward is hot and close; the want of a verandah is very much felt. These 
glaring defects were pointed out, and a new ward for the treatment of officers asked 
fof, but without success. 


An allowance of $50 per mensem has been provided in the 1895 Estimates for a 
European nurse. 


During the year Mr. Moreira, the Hospital Steward, started the idea of cooking 
the patients’ food by steam. This has been considerably improved on by the Acting 
State Surgeon, and by a simple process (without machinery of any sort) the rice, etc., 
for about 4oo patients, including Decrepits and Lunatics, is now daily prepared. The 
advantages claimed from this mode of cooking are, that there is no waste, like burnt 
crust, and after steaming, the bulk of the rice is considerably increased, and also that 
it is a very clean process. All this has been accomplished at a much reduced cost of 
firewood and number of servants. 
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WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 


There was only one of any note. The Lunatic Ward for men was begun in 1894; 
it is-a fine building, and when finished its imposing aspect will add considerably to the 
‘beauty of the grounds. 


There are usually 20 to 30 cases treated in the District Hospital in the course of 
the year who, from being under police supervision, have to be guarded by sentries. 
The changing of the guard at night generally disturbs the other patients. 


To do away with this inconvenience, both to the Police and Medical authorities, I 
would suggest that a block of three or four cells be built, where cases of this nature 
could be safely treated without requiring a sentry. I believe something similar to this 
is done in Singapore.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 235.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL, 1895. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


1. I handed over charge of the Audit Department to Mr. H. Vane, at Taiping, 
on the roth. 


2. Mr. F. W. Mais of the Trigonometrical Survey, visited the District on business 
connected with his Department. 


3. The Resident Engineer for Railways made a successful trial trip over the 
railway line between Kota Bharu and Kampar stations on the 3oth, preparatory 
to opening the through service from Teluk Anson to Ipoh on the 1st May. 


4. The survey for railway extension from Ipoh to Tanjong Rambutan (8 miles) 
is proceeding rapidly. Already about a mile of earth-work has been constructed, so 
that the whole work should be completed well within this year. 


5. Good progress has been made in laying the line for the much needed Ipoh 
water-works, and when the pipes arrive from England the completion should be 
rapid. 

6. On the 25th I visited Gopeng. I held a satisfactory inspection of the hospital, 
and have suggested that the several Malay patients who were in the various wards 
should, as for as possible, be kept together. I have also pointed out that the store 
would be cleaner and more tidy if not encumbered with the old clothes, etc., of 
patients who have long ago died or absconded. The police station lock-up, which has 
accommodation for a small party of ten convicted prisoners, who are kept there for 
general purposes connected with the upkeep of the Station, and for about fifteen men 
awaiting trial, in my opinion requires improvement as regards light and ventilation. 
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7. I turned out the Gopeng Fire Brigade. The manual engine was smartly run 
out to the scene of the supposed fire, and everything was ready within seven minutes 
of the alarm, but water could not be pumped up till the engine was moved further away 
from the base of supply. This caused delay which in case of a real fire might have 
proved disastrous. However, fifteen minutes after the alarm two strong jets of water 
were playing. Eighty-one volunteers (each house sends one) responded promptly to 
the call. During this practice the Chinese, of their own accord, brought out a 
privately owned small manual from which in a surprisingly short time they gave out a 
jet of water quite as strong as either of the two which the larger machine was 
throwing. : 

8. The new market at Gopeng is a very suitable building, but it is too closely 
surrounded by shop-houses for sanitary purposes, and in case of a fire breaking out in 
the neighbourhood it would be in considerable danger of damage. 


g. Assisted by the Deputy State Engineer, I selected sites for clerks’ quarters 
and police married barracks, and left for Kampar in the evening. 


10, The upkeep of Ipoh town roads and of the main trunk road between Gopeng 
and Kuala Dipang, near Gunong Mesah, requires attention. 


ir. On the 26th, at Kampar, I selected the site for the Court-house and inspected 
the new market, a fine building. The tram-line between the railway station and the 
town has been constructed and was being used. I consider that the construction has 
been made without any regard to damage caused to the public road alongside which 
the line runs, and I invited the Deputy State Engineer's attention to this. 


12. I proceeded by boat to Tanjong Toh Allang, where a large deputation of 
people met me to urge forward the survey of mining land in that locality, there being 
a considerable number of applications registered on which survey fees have been 
deposited for many months. I am arranging for the contract surveyor to put this in 
hand at once. The levelling of a site for laying out an extention of the town, and the 
selection of site for a rest-house, engaged my attention. The Straits Trading Company 
have now opened a branch here, and are doing a good trade, both to their own 
advantage and that of the place, which may soon grow into an important mining 
centre. 


13. We walked into Batu Gajah along the new bridle-path; it was completed 
about a year ago, and is 10 miles long. As it goes through fairly level country the 
grade is good and the line pretty direct, so that it could easily be converted into 
a cart-road if one is necessary later on. 


14. On the 4th Mr. Dykes reported his arrival for demarcation duties, the 
arrangement by which he has to visit the Kuala Kangsar District twice a month 
is unsatisfactory for Kinta work. 


15. The auction sales of mining land at Lahat and Ipoh, on the 26th and 27th, 
were not so successful as former sales. The Chinese are chary of the risk they incur 
in paying high prices for unprospected land, as their past experience has shewn them 
that high prices do not necessarily mean good, payable land, and though they did not 
mind throwing away large sums when the price of tin was better and they were all 
doing well, they realise the necessity of being more cautious now. 


16. In the Ipoh division there is a falling off in the number of men employed at 
the large and deep workings, the coolies seem to prefer working in small parties 
on easy surface work. 


17. Two large mines have proved successful at Kampar and the place is going 
ahead again. Many tile-roofed, plank shop-houses are being built on the new por- 
tions of the Kampar township. 


18. Floods have occurred in many parts of this District and have done consider- 
able damage to some mines—notably at Tanjong Rambutan and Kampar. 


1g. Mr. F. C. Langford has been granted permission to remove a quantity of 
rough stuff from his tin-lode concession at Siak, for the purpose of having its value 
tested in England. 

zo. In connection with the labour question (paragraph 13 of my March report), 
the Acting Protector of Chinese has taken steps to notify the Chinese Towkays of the 
protection which the law gives them, and I have instructed the Assistant Magistrates 
to use freely their powers to protect employers of labour against absconding coolies. 
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21. Steps have been taken during the month to work off the engrossing of a 
large number of land leases which had accumulated in the Land Office, and to 
generally expedite survey work and the issue of titles. 


22. Rinderpest was reported at Chendrong on the 17th. The apothecary visited 
the place and found one buffalo suffering; he was told that four had died. Necess- 
ary steps were taken, with the result that the disease has not spread. 


23. On the 13th a Chinaman was found dead on the road-side near Tronoh, the 
apothecary, Batu Gajah, certified that the cause of death was small-pox. No fresh 
cases have been reported in that division. 


24. On the rgth a Chinaman was found near Kangor, 25 miles away from Tronoh, 
also suffering from small-pox. He was taken into the small-pox ward at Gopeng and 
successfully treated. This man stated that he lived at Ulu Kangor, a very inaccessible 
place among the hills, six or seven miles away from Gopeng, and that his four com- 
panions were also ill. The Assistant Magistrate, Mr. Berkeley, accompanied by 
Dr. Lucy, at once proceeded there and destroyed some small huts where the patient 
and his companions had been living, but they failed to find the patient’s companions, 
and | am glad to state that up to the time of writing no fresh cases have appeared in 
that neighbourhood. 


25. On the 22nd instant I, with the Chief Assistant Magistrate, heard a charge of 
assault which was brought by a Chinese mine advancer against Inspector Ponsford 
of Papan. A full report, with recommendations, has since been forwarded to Govern- 
ment. 


26. The Chinese Interpreter attached to Batu Gajah Court was charged, early in 
the month, with receiving an illeged gratification, but the case broke down. 


27. On the evening of the 28th a Chinaman was shot on the road between 
Lahat and Menglembu by someone who was driving in a dog-cart. The injured man 
died the next morning, and three days later the police succeeded in finding the man 
who shot him; he is a Chinese tin-smelter who lives at Pusing Bharu: his story is to 
the effect that he and a friend were driving home with money when a gang of 
Chinese tried to stop them, they warned them off unsuccessfully and in self-defence 
fired the fatal shot. 


28. On the night of the 15th six bullock carts were stopped by a gang of armed 
Chinese near the 71st mile-post, between Gopeng and Kuala Dipang, and a thousand 
dollars-worth of opium (which was hidden amongst a lot of pig baskets) was stolen. 


29. The Senior Magistrate opened the Assizes at Batu Gajah on the 5th. 
* * * * * * * 


31. Eight inquests were held during the month. 


32. The time has, I consider, arrived for improving the supervision which is 
exercised now by the police over the weights and measures used in trade. The 
appointment of an Inspector for this purpose would be beneficial, and the cost might 
be somewhat met by an increased sale of scales, and by more fines from successful 
prosecutions. ; 


33. The registration of vehicles in this District has been stopped since the rith 
by the transfer of Inspector Rawlins to the Police Department before the appointment 
of the officer whose duty it is to do this work. The loss to owners, inconvenience to 
the public, and delay in collection of revenue is considerable. 


34. The people who own suburban lots between Batu Gajah village and the 
official quarters have petitioned to have the roads and paths, which were laid out ten 
years ago through these lots, cleared of “ bluker” jungle, and some of them stumped 
and re-formed; they undertake, if this is done, to clear their lands and to build suit- 
able houses thereon. I am arranging with the Public Works Department to do what 
is necessary. 

35. The Acting Senior District Surgeon, Dr. Wheeler, returned from leave on the 
27th and assumed medical charge of the Batu Gajah division. 
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36. A small “ Kubu” was made in the Dipang valley by the Penghulu of Kampar 
(with H.H. the Sultan’s permission), to re-take one of his tame elephants which escaped 
from captivity a year ago. The tame one and three others have been entrapped. 

37. At the close of the month there were 237 convicted prisoners in the District 
gaols, distributed as follows:—Batu Gajah, 200; Gopeng, 10; Papan, 3; Ipoh, 12; 
Lahat, 4; Teka Menglembu, 4; and Kampar, 4. 

38. The meteorological returns for the month are given below. A heavy storm 
of wind and rain was experienced at Batu Gajah on the 28th.

No. 236.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL 1895. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 
On the rst the British Resident and Senior Magistrate arrived in the evening. 
On the 2nd the State Council met at 11 am., and sat till 1 p.m. 


The Senior Magistrate opened the Kuala Kangsar Assizes and discharged 
Bhigella Singh, who had been committed for trial for the alleged murder of his brother, 
Chait Singh. 
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On the 3rd the State Council met at 11 a.m., and sat till 1.30 p.m. 

The Assizes were concluded to-day, the only other case being dismissed. 
On the 4th the Secretary to Government returned to Taiping. 

On the 6th the British Resident left for Taiping at 7 a.m. 


On the &th I visited Padang Rengas and inspected the school. This, like several 
of the schools in the District, appears to be falling off in the attendance of the boys. 
The Penghulu requires a new balei badly here, and should, I think, have the 
assistance of a clerk, on say, ten dollars per mensem. 


On the gth Penghulu Luakang, from Parit, reported that rinderpest had not yet 
broken out among the buffaloes in the Blanja mukim, and asked permission to send 
them to Kinta for sale. I wired to the Government Veterinary Surgeon, but the latter 
refused to allow the quarantine to be removed. 


On the i1th I inspected the books of the Penghulu of Kota Lama Kiri; they 
are very neatly kept, and reflect great credit on Abdul Shukor, the clerk. 


On the rath, left at 7 a.m. for Kuala Kenas in the Senggang mukim, and arrived 
there at Io a.m., with the Assistant District Magistrate. Saw Raja Mahadi, the 
Penghulu, regarding the making of a dam on the east side of the river, for irrigating 
some bendang land there. Returned to Kuala Kangsar v/a the bridle-path. This is in 
a very bad state, and does not appear to have been touched for six months at least. 
The road in some instances having sunk eighteen inches below the bridges, and being 
much overgrown. 


On the 15th, left for Senggong to enquire into a reported case of rape, and came to 
the conclusion that it was another case of Potiphar’s wife, and upheld the Penghulu’s 
decision. Returned to Kuala Kangsar at 5 p.m., by the bridle-path. 


On the 16th Mr. N. T. Gray, District Engineer, left for Europe, and Mr. Cosgrave 
replaced him. 


On the 17th left with Mr. Dykes for Katti, and inspected the mines, some of which 
appear to be doing fairly well. Returned to Kuala Kangsar at 1 p.m. 


On the 18th the Senior Magistrate came to Kuala Kangsar, back from Kinta. 


On the roth, engaged with Senior Magistrate in Court, looking through Court 
books, forms, returns, etc. Senior Magistrate left for Taiping at 2 p.m. 


On the 2oth left, with Datoh Sri Adika Raja, for Kuala Plus, va Kamuning 
Estate, at 7 a.m. Walked through this estate. The coffee is working very well within 
two miles of the main road. We struck the bridle-path that was made by the Datoh 
Sri Adika Raja last year from the Plus towards Si Puteh. There only remains abcut 
two and a half miles to complete this path, and as the trace passes through fair mining 
land, I hope the Government will see their way to completing it as soon as possible. 
This will put Si Puteh within two and a half hours of Kuala Plus. The bridle-path 
that has been made so far is about four miles in length and is quite good enough for 
what it is intended. 


We arrived at Kuala Plus at 1 p.m., and inspected the school. This school is in 
rather a backward state, but I hope, with the assistance of the Datoh, to see it rapidly 
improve. 

On the 2rst left Kuala Plus at 7 a.m., by boat, for Kuala Kangsar, stopped at 
Syed Musa’s pepper plantation on the way down. This is looking really splendid and 
is kept very clean and free from weeds. His fruit trees also look very promising. 
We reached Kuala Kangsar at 2 p.m. 


On the 25th visited Lubok Merbau school. This seems to be getting on fairly 
well, but all through the District the proportion of the Malays that avail themselves of 
the advantages that these schools afford them for their children is not at all satisfac- 
tory. During the months of March and April Teluk Anson credited this District with 
$122 as the duty on Kuala Kangsar tin. From the accounts kept by the clerk of 
Pulau Kamiri I find that $1,844 is as near as possible the amount that should have 
been credited to Kuala Kangsar. The difference, $1,722, being taken to Kinta, and 
there smelted and shipped as Kinta tin. This is no loss to the State, I admit, but 
still it is rather disappointing to the Kuala Kangsar officers, who would like to see 
the Kuala Kangsar revenue return as large as possible. 
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I have to report the very smart capture of two Malay burglars by the Datoh Sri 
Adika Raja during the month. These committed a robbery at Lasah on the night of 
the 20th. The owner of the house was aroused and jumped up and out of the house, 
and almost came up with the robbers. The latter, in their hurry, dropped a small 
bundle one of them was carrying, which the owner of the house picked up, the robbers 
gétting clear away then. 


In this bundle were two caps and some clothes. In one of these caps, the Datoh 
found a letter to a Malay lady who lived at Si Puteh, and with this as a clue, succeeded 
in arresting the two robbers, with most of the property, on the night of the 21st. 
The owner of the house that was robbed, narrowly escaped being severely hurt, as the 
robbers had placed 32 ranjaus at the foot of his steps, both at the back and the front 
of his house, and also rotan roots to catch his feet as he came (probably hurriedly) 
down the steps. His jumping clear of the trap set for him in the dark was most 
providential. I have to thank the Government for sanctioning, on my recommendation, 
the appointment of Mr. Koch, as Settlement Officer, Kuala Kangsar, and I hope to be 
able to get a great part of the certificates now lying ready for issue given out in ex- 
change for the permits now held by the owners of land in this District, by the end of 
the current year.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


No. 237.—THE CHINESE PROTECTORATE, PERAK, IN 1894. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward the annual report of the Chinese Protectorate 
for 1894. 

1. Séaff—i have acted as Protector of Chinese since October, 1893, Mr. Watson 
being upon long leave in Europe. 

2. Mr. Hii A Tak, the Chief Clerk, resigned at the beginning of the year. 
Mr. Tong Kwok In, the Second Clerk, who was appointed to succeed him, has given 
me great satisfaction. Other changes have also occured which will all, I trust, result 
in increased efficiency. 

3. In July I moved the headquarters of the Department from Taiping to Ipoh. 
I am not altogether satisfied that this experiment is a success. There is far more 
routine work in Kinta than in Larut, and it is consequently difficult for the Head of the 
Department, if stationed there, to get away on inspection duty as often as is advisable. 

Consequent upon the abolition of brothel registration, the Gopeng branch has 
been abolished from the beginning of February, 1895. This change compels me to 
visit Gopeng at least once a week, and still further ties me down to the istrict. 

4. Mr. Cowan has throughout the year given me the benefit of his long ex- 
perience in the State. 

PROTECTION OF WOMEN AND GIRLS. 

5. In Perak, as throughout the British Colonies in the East, the registration of 
brothels and prostitutes has, at the instance of the Secretary of State, been abolished. 
My own opinion—one which I share with everyone who has any knowledge of the 
darker sides of Chinese life—is that this step is a lamentable mistake. 

6. The case for the old Regulations stands thus :— 

(a). Chinese prostitutes are in constant and urgent need of protection against the 
mothers, ‘‘ pocket-mothers”’ and Brothel-keepers who live upon their earnings. 

This is not the place in which to enter into the somewhat unsavoury details 
necessary to prove this propusition, but a perusal of Mr. Pickering’s annual reports of 
the Straits Protectorate or of a book like Schegel’s De Prositutie een China will, 1 
think, suffice to impress the truth of it upon all to whom it is not a mere axiom of 
official experience. 

(4). This protection can only be afforded by some system which ensures that every 
woman shall be brought into personal contract with the officers appointed to protect 
her. 

The idea that a prostitute fresh from China will herself take the necessary steps 
to secure her own welfare is, with all respect, absurd. She is Chinese, which implies 
that she is to the last degree distrustfull, through ignorance, of Europeans, and’through 
experience, of officials; she is a Chinese woman, which means the same thing in an 
enhanced degree ; and she is in a brothel—ze., in a place from which, throughout her 
native country, the only means of escape are purchase by a wealthy lover, forcible 
abduction, disease, or death. 

(c.) Neither among natives nor among Europeans were the Regulations in 
any way regarded as either a State recognition, or a State regulation of vice. 

These Regulations were solely designed for and solely directed at the protection 
of the liberty and well-being of the women, and the fact that this was the case was 
recognised by all. 

7. Under instructions from the Resident, I drafted an Order repegling the old 
Regulations and enacting all that can now be allowed. This Order, which is practi- 
cally the Straits 14 of 1588, is now in force as Order in Council No. 1 of 1895. 
The difference between the new law. and the old is that whereas the latter took 
the protection of British law to the women, the former merely offers it to them 
if they can succeed in claiming it. It is a strange anomaly that the constant inspec- 
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tion which has been found the only true means of protection for coolies on estates 
should be now denied to helpless women in brothels. 

8. I append returns of work done under the old law, from which it will be seen 
that at the end of 1894, 1,038 Chinese prostitutes were registered in 92 brothels. 
The number of women who left brothels, on bond for their protection, to follow 
men was 43. 

IMMIGRATION AND CONTRACTS. 

g. Owing to the plague in China, and the consequent stoppage of immigration 
thence during the summer months of 1894, the figures of the excess of Chinese 
arrivals to the State over departures from it, at the two ports of Port Weld and Teluk 
Anson, are much lower than those for the last two years. Below are returns taken 
from the Harbour Master’s reports.

These figures, however, vary so widely, and in some cases so inexplicably, that 
it is difficult to believe in their accuracy for at least the first seven years on this table. 


10. During 1894, 6,167 contracts were entered into in Penang for service in 
Perak, as against 10,419 in 1893. The principal falling-off was in the Kinta District. 
Of these 6,167, only 3,253 were registered in Perak, and were consequently enforcible 
here. As employers of labourers under dond fide contracts always take care to secure 
the validity of their contracts by registering them, this means that 2,914 men were, 
according to the Straits law, compelled to pay in Penang a poll-tax of 50 cents 
per head before being allowed to enter the State, in return for which payment they 
received absolutely nothing in the way of protection or otherwise. Similar immigrants 
to Selangor vi@ Singapore escape this tax. I have already addressed the Resident 
upon the subject. 

11. The following are the figures for the last five years, shewing the number of 
contracts made in Penang for service in Perak and the number of them actually 
registered and enforcible here :—

12. A noticeable feature in the labour question is the steady decrease in the pro- 
ortion of immigrants who are sin-khehs in the narrower sense of the word—z.e., who 
in return for a free passage engage to work for a lengthy period at a low rate of 
wages. Unfortunately, owing to the way in which the returns are kept, I am unable 
to prove this decrease by statistics, but it is a well-known fact that annually the larger 
and constantly increasing proportion of new arrivals either pay their passage money 
or are assisted by their friends and relatives, and are consequently, on landing, free 
men but for a small and unsecured debt. This proportion is at present over 75 per 
cent of the total number of immigrants. 


13. The causes of this are:—(a.) Because mining employers are now afraid to 
risk large sums in bringing labourers from China, seeing that the temptations to 
absconding are, in the present development of the mining industry, so great, and the 
powers of preventing it so slight.

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(4.) Because of the extensive adoption of the chabut system—z.e., of the system 
o’ working mining land by men who are rather tenants paying a fixed proportion of 
gross output than labourers in the ordinary acceptation of the word. 


(c.) Because not only have Perak and the advantages to be gained by migrating 
thither become widely known among the districts in China from which we draw our 
labour-supply, but also because the facilities and cheapness of communication between 
China and Perak have been so largely developed that it is now no longer necessary to 
offer special inducements to invite immigrants to come here. 


14. Agriculture, however, has none of the attractions of mining, and the Krian 
sugar-planters are still dependent on s/z-kheh labour, despite its many disadvantages. 
In 1894, 1,130 stn-kheh contracts were made or registered for labour in Krian as 
against 1,879 in 1893. 

15. As regards the protection of labourers, constant inspections have been made 
of all labourers who are not in a position to seek for themselves the aid of the law. I 
inspected the Krian estates four times, and am glad to be able to report a most 
satisfactory improvement in their sanitary condition, due mostly to the energetic action 
of the Acting District Magistrate. Of physical ill-treatment I heard little or nothing, 
and believe that though cases may occasionally occur of a hasty-tempered mandor 
being too free with his rotan, nothing like systematic cruelty or abuses exist. 


16. Considerable attention has been directed during the year to the sanitary 
conditions under which Chinese labourers throughout the State are working. I have 
already reported on this subject to the Resident. 


SOCIETIES. 


17. The only law in Perak concerning Chinese Societies is that if secret or 
dangerous they are prohibited, and the managers and members of them are liable to 
heavy penalties. I have represented to the Resident the desirability of introducing 
here the Straits law and of making the test of illegality not the nature of a Society, 
which may be a matter of opinion, but the fact whether or not it has been registered. 
An order which I have drafted on the lines of the Straits Ordinance, 1 of 188g will, I 
trust, soon be brought into force. 


18. During 1894 there have been a large number of convictions of managing 
Secret Societies, the offence consisting in most cases of selling Gi Hin and other 
Society tickets. I do not, however, think that this points to any recrudescence of 
activity on the part of these Societies. The true explanation is that it has been dis- 
covered that a handsome profit can be obtained by procuring or forging a songs? chop 
and selling tickets of membership to ignorant coolies. At the present time, both in 
Perak and the Straits, it is not so much the old Triad Societies as the small local 
Societies, like that of the boatmen at Teluk Anson or of the gambling farm employees 
in Ipoh, or of the young clerks, etc., in Taiping, which may lead to breaches of peace. 


1g. In connection with the abolition of brothel registration, I may add that nearly 
every inter-society riot which has occurred in the Peninsula has begun by a row in a 
brothel. 
ARBITRATION COURT. 


20. The Ipoh office disposed of 133 cases during the year, ten of which were 
referred by Magistrates, and the rest by mutual consent of the parties. The total of 
the amounts in dispute was $25,561.63. The figures for the Taiping office are a total 
of 35 cases, eight referred by Magistrates, and $7,054.35 in dispute. 


21. This form of arbitration is popular among the Chinese, and the work is 
increasing. It is both cheap and speedy, and the Protector is in many instances able 
‘to satisfactorily dispose of cases involving questions of Chinese accounts or customs 
which a magistrate sitting in open Court would find it difficult or impossible to decide. 


REGISTRATION OF DOCUMENTS. 


22. A small number of miscellaneous agreements and other Chinese documents 
were filed in the offices of the Protectorate during the year. The fee is only 50 cents, 
and I think that in time more Chinese will avail themselves of the system. I am 
‘considering the possibility of considerably extending its operations by offering increased 
facilities for registering Chinese sub-leases of mining land for periods of not more than 
‘twelve months. These are not registered by the Land Offices, and being for the 
most part very carelessly drawn, are the cause of frequent disputes. 
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LaBour Law. 


23. The Discharge Ticket System was abolished at the recommendation of a 
commission consisting of Messrs. j. B. M. Leech, Watson and Cowan, at the Chinese 
New Year, 1894. Recently a new Chinese Labour Law, Order in Council No. 22 of 
1893, for ‘which Mr. Leech and myself are responsible, has been passed, finally 
repealing the heterogeneous and self-contradictory set of Labour Regulations which 
had grown up round the old system. Under these a coolie on a merely oral contract 
was practically compelled to serve his employer as long as he owed any money to him: 
a system, in fact, of debt-slavery tempered by wholesale abscondiny. Under the new 
Order a mining coolie commencing work, zpso facto enters into a contract (enforcible 
penally) to complete 30 days’ work, on the expiry of which he is free to leave, despite 
any debt which he may owe to any person. 


24. The old system had really broken down under its own weight. Its object was 
to prevent coolies from absconding, but while it failed hopelessly in securing this, in 
its efforts to do so it caused an amount of trouble to all parties concerned and an 
amount of real hardship to many innocent people which would hardly have justified its 
continuance if it had succeeded. The new law recognises the fact that in the present 
expansion of the population and development of the State, it 1s a practical impossibility 
to prevent labourers not under written contracts from seeking work wherever it pays 
them best, even though they abscond from their debts in doing so, and the State now 
no longer deceives employers into making large advances to their coolies by a promise 
(which it is impossible to fulfil) to restrain them from absconding until the money is 
re-paid. 

25. The new law is, as I expected, working without difficulty, despite the 
complaints of some of the smaller and more old-fashined employers, and it bids fair to 
materially reduce the great risk of Perak mining—v.e., coolies advances. 

26. Recently the Senior Magistrate and myself have prepared a Labour Code 
which will embody and repeal all existing labour laws with the exception of the Indian 
Immigration Order. I trust that this may soon become law, and that magistrates, 
police, employers and labourers alike may be at last enabled to know exactly what 
their respective duties, rights and powers are. 

LasouR Supply. 

27. The supply of mining labour in Perak is at the present moment very deficient. 
The Kinta District has been so widely opened up by the railway and by roads, bridle- 
paths, etc., that far more land has been applied for and taken up than there are 
labourers available to work. The result is that the coolies are the masters of the 
situation, and demand and obtain such high wages that but few advancers can afford 
to risk the money necessary to open up a big mine. Consequently the chadut system 
is becoming universal, and even under this no coolie will remain at work without a fair 
certainty of earning at least 35 cents per diem over and above his food. This means, 
of course, that the land is wastefully worked. When the “eyes’’ of a piece of land 
have been picked out the coolies will, unless it lies close to a town, with the consequent 
attractions of the brothels and a theatre, move on elsewhere, and the owner must wait 
for a rise in the price of tin or a fall in the cost of labour before it can be worked 
again. 

28. It is a noticeable fact that although thirty-five million dollars-worth of tin has 
been raised in Kinta in the last five years, there are certainly not ten really wealthy 
thauke’s in the District—by really wealthy I mean men who are prepared to risk, say, 
$20,000 in opening up a large mine. The Chinese population is uniformly well off, 
and the standard of living is very high, but there is as yet not nearly sufficient capital 
in the District to work the tin which is already, so to speak, in sight. 


2g. In this connection I would point out that it would be a misfortune for the 
State if at the present moment a rich alluvial tin-field were discovered in, say, Kuala 
Kangsar or Batang Padang. It would take some years for such a discovery to cause 
any considerable increase in the rate of influx into the State of either capital or labour. 
Both, therefore, would have to be withdrawn from Kinta. A great shrinkage, and 
consequent loss of capital, would take place in the value of all houses, theatres, 
markets, etc., in the District, whilst the possibility that the men and money withdrawn 
thence would be employed somewhat more productively in the new field could not 
compensate the State for the immediate outlay in roads, establishments, police, etc., 
necessary to develope and administer it. The State gains most when one District is 
fairly worked out before the centre of activity is shifted to another. 
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GENERAL. 


30. The New Year's settlement in 1895 has passed off without much difficulty ; the 
failure of chop Lai Sang, in Larut (caused by operations outside the State), being the 
only instance in which any firm of importance has failed to meet its liabilities. I have 
reason, however, to believe that many thawsés have carried forward their obligations 
rather than discharged them. The Straits Trading Company in Ipoh, gave out before 
the New Year more than twice as much in advances as they have ever done before, 
and but for them difficulties might perhaps have arisen. On the whole, although some 
few firms have done well, the year 1894 can only be called a fairly prosperous one. 
It was not a ‘booming’ one. 


INTERPRETERS. 


31. The Protectorate has certain responsibilities with regard to the Chinese Court 
Interpreters. I trust that all vacancies will soon be satisfactorily filled, but it is most 
difficult to get good men. At the beginning of 1894 an advertisement was inserted in 
the Singapore, Penang and Hong Kong papers offering a salary of $900 per annum 
to men who knew English and the Chinese character and could speak Cantonese and 
Kheh. During six months not a single man applied whose services I could recommend 
the Government to accept. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


32. At the beginnifig of 1894 a registration of firms which had been carried on 
by the Department for some years, was, at my suggestion, abandoned. The register 
was very incomplete, and it was not thought advisable to give the powers necessary 
to make it of any practical use. 

33. I have drafted a short Order which will, I trust, soon become law, placing the 
Decrepit Ward Fund upon a permanent and satisfactory basis. 

34. Ihave, since I have been in charge, submitted, at the request of the Resident, 
reports upon gambling, opium-smoking, immigrants’ contracts, the sanitary conditions 
of labour in Perak, and the brothel regulations. 


35. The Department has during the year translated a large number of Orders in 
Council, notifications, etc., required for the information of the Chinese public. 


36. In addition to the routine work of the office, the Protectorate has, I trust, 
satisfactorily discharged its very important duty of affording advice and counsel to the 
many Chinese who have requested its assistance.

HEREAS it is expedient to make further provision by law for the 

registration and control of vehicles of all descriptions in the State 

of Perak, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 


1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Vehicles Order 
in Council, 1895.” 

2. Orders in Council No. 6 of 1880, regarding tyres of cart wheels, 
and No. 21 of 1889, intituled “Regulations for the Registration and 
Control of Carriages and Carts and the Collection of Taxes thereon,” are 
hereby repealed, together with all orders, rules and regulations published 
under the said last mentioned Order in Council, provided that such 
repeal shall not affect the validity of any registration duly made under 
such last-mentioned Order in Council during the period occurring be- 
tween the date of publication of this Order in Council and the next 
ensuing date of registration as hereinafter declared. 

3. In this Order in Council, unless there is something repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 

“ Vehicle” includes all coaches, carriages, carts, waggons and jin- 
rikishas intended to be used for the conveyance of persons or goods on 
the public streets or roads. 

“ Registered vehicle” means a vehicle for the conveyance of persons 
or goods used or kept for hire. 

“Private carriage” means a vehicle for the conveyance of persons 
not used or kept for hire. ; 

“Hackney carriage” means a vehicle for the conveyance of persons 
used or kept for hire. 

“Driver” includes any person who drives, whether licensed under 
this Order in Council or otherwise, except where the context excludes any 
but licensed drivers, and shall include any person drawing or pushing 
a cart or jinrikisha. 

“Animals” includes horses, asses, mules, ponies, bullocks and 
buffaloes. 

“Hiring a vehicle” includes hiring a place for a passenger in a 
vehicle. * 

REGISTRATION, 


4. Every vehicle shall be registered at such place and time and in 
such manner as is hereinafter provided. 

5. There shall be appointed from time to time by the Resident, by 
notification in the Government Gazette, officers to act in each district as 
each of Vehicles, and such appointments may be in like manner 
cancelled. 
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6. Every Registrar shall keep a register in which he shall enter 
every vehicle registered by him under one of the denominations or classes 
thereof set out in the Schedule A hereto. 


No vehicle shall be registered until the amount of the tax leviable 
upon the same shall have been received by the Registrar. 


Vehicles being the property of the Government, or in respect of 
which an allowance is drawn by a Government officer, are exempted from 
registration or taxation. 


7. No vehicle shall be registered in the name of a person who is a 
minor or who is not resident in the town or district in which the appli- 
cation for registration is made. 


8. No cart shall be registered unless the tyres of its wheels are not 
less than three inches wide, if a single tyre, or not less than four inches 
wide if two half tyres. 


9. The following particulars shall in the case of registered vehicles 
be entered in the register, and shall be specified in the licence to be 
granted to the owner. 


(i). The class and number (if any) assigned to the vehicle. 


(ii). The number of animals (if any) to be employed in drawing the 
same. 


(iii). The number of persons it is licensed to carry. 
(iv). The name and residence of the owner. 


10. Registration of all vehicles shall take place half-yearly, within 
fifteen days from the first day of January and the first day of July in 
every year, and the owner of any vehicle required by this Order in 
Council to be registered who shall omit to have the same reyistered 
within the prescribed period, and any person being the owner of a vehicle 
the registration of which shall have been cancelled or refused by the 
Registrar who shall use the same or use or let the same for hire, shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, and the Registrar or his 
agent, or any police officer, may seize and remove to a police station 
or pound any such vehicle, together with the driver and animal or 
animals (if any) drawing the same, provided that such vehicle be not at 
the time of the seizure let for hire. 


11. If the vehicle so seized be not claimed, and if the penalty 
imposed be not paid within ten days, such vehicle, together with the 
animal or animals and harness seized with it (if any) may be sold by 
auction, and the proceeds applied to the payment of the penalty and of 
all costs and charges on account of the detention and sale, and the 
surplus (if any), if not claimed by the owner within a further period of 
sixty days, shall be forfeited. 4 


12. Any person wishing to use a vehicle not in use on the last 
preceding day of registration, shall make application to the Registrar, 
stating the denomination and class in which he desires that the same 
may be registered, and, except in the case of a private carriage, shall 
submit such vehicle, together with the animal and harness (if any) to be 
used in drawing the same, for the inspection of the Registrar, who may, 
after examination, refuse or grant'’such application. 


Vehicles may be registered any time between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m., except on Saturdays, Sundays and public holidays. 
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13. There shall be payable to the Registrar in respect of any vehicle, 
except a private carriage, registered under this Order in Council, a half- 
yearly tax at the rate set out in Schedule A hereto, together with the 
registration fee of one dollar, and except in the case of a private carriage 
or hackney carriage of the first class, the cost of 2 number-plate, as 
provided by Section 20 of this Order in Council, provided that where a 
vehicle is registered for a period less than six months a proportionate tax 
only shall be charged. 


14. Transfers of vehicles registered under this Order in Council shall 
be effected by renewal of registration in the name of the transferee, 
provided that no transfer shall be registered until all arrears of taxes 
have been duly paid. When there are no such arrears, the registration 
fee only shall be charged. 


15. The person in whose name any vehicle is registered under this 
Order in Council shall for the time being be deemed to be the owner of 
such vehicle for the purposes of this Order in Council, provided that 
in any case where there shall be more than one owner, it shall be 
sufficient, in any proceeding taken under the provisions hereof, to proceed 
against one of such owners as if he were the sole owner. 


INSPECTION OF VEHICLES. 


16. The Registrar may cause an inspection to be made, as often as 
he may deem necessary, of all registered vehicles and of all animals, with 
their harness used in drawing the same, and it shall be lawful for the 
Registrar or his agent or any police officer to require the driver or 
person in charge of any such vehicle which he may find in any street, 
road, stand, or other public place, to drive the same for inspection to the 
place appointed for that purpose, provided that such vehicle be not at the 
time let for hire, and any driver or person in charge refusing or neglect- 
ing to comply with such instructions shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding ten dollars. 


17. The Registrar may at any time summon the owner of any 
registered vehicle to produce the same for his inspection, together with 
the animal or animals and the harness (if any) used in drawing such 
vehicle, within seven days from the service of the notice upon him, and 
every owner who refuses or neglects to obey such summons shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day during which he 
is in default, and the registration of the vehicle may be cancelled by the 
Registrar. 


18. Whenever, on such inspection, it is found that any registered 
vehicle, or the animal or animals or either of them, or the harness used 
for drawing the same, is unfit for use, the Registrar shall give notice in 
writing to the owner thereof, which notice shall be served personally on 
him or left at the house or premises registered as bis place of residence, 
and if after service of such notice such vehicle, animal, or harness be 
used without the written permission of the Registrar, the owner thereof 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding five dollars for each day that 
the same shall be so used, and the registration of the vehicle may be 
cancelled by the Registrar. Harness proved to be unfit for use may 
be confiscated by the Registrar. 


19. Whenever the owner of any registered vehicle changes his place 
of residence, he shall give notice thereof in writing, signed by him, to the 
Registrar, and shall produce his licence, and the Registrar shall endorse 
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thereon a memorandum of such change and enter the same in the 
register, and every such owner who shall so change his residence and 
neglect for seven days to notify the same as hereby provided shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 


NUMBER-PLATES, 


20. The Registrar shall provide for every registered vehicle other 
than a hackney carriage of the first class, one or more number-plates 
bearing the number of such vehicle in the register, and shall charge the 
owner a fee of fifty cents for each of such plates. The owner shall cause 
such plate or plates to be affixed to the vehicle in such place and in such 
manner as the Registrar shall direct, and shall further cause the fittings 
thereof to be marked with such number, and the owner of any registered 
vehicle who shall allow the same to be used or let for hire not having 
such plate affixed and such number marked as aforesaid, shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


21. Upon the expiration of the period for which any vehicle may 
have been registered or upon cancellation of such registration, the owner 
thereof shall cause the plate or plates (if any) affixed thereto to be 
delivered to the Registrar, and any person who after the expiration of 
such period shall wilfully neglect for seven days to deliver the same, 
and any person who shall use or detain any plate affixed in respect of a 
registration which is no longer in force, shall, for every such offence, be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 


22. Every person who shall for the purpose of deception use or have 
any plate resembling or intended to resemble any plate affixed under this 
Order in Council, or shall use any plate for any vehicle other than that 
for which it was issued, shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty dollars. 


23. It shall be lawful for the Registrar to prosecute any person so 
neglecting to deliver up a plate, at any time within twelve months after 
the expiration of the registration in respect of which such plate was 
issued, and it shall be lawful for any police officer to seize and remove 
any such plate, or any plate used for the purpose of deception as afore- 
said, wherever the same may be found, and to deliver the same to the 
Registrar. 


24, Whenever the number on any plate shall become obliterated or 
defaced, so as not to be distinctly legible, the owner of the vehicle to 
which such plate was affixed shall deliver the same to the Registrar, and 
shall be entitled to have a new plate affixed upon payment of the cost of 
the same, and any registered owner who shall use or permit to be used 
any plate after the number thereon shall have become so obliterated or 
defaced, shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
twenty dollars. 


25. Whenever it shall have been proved to the satisfaction of the 
Registrar that any plate has been lost or destroyed, the owner of the 
vehicle to which the same was affixed shall be entitled to receive a new 
plate upon payment of the cost of the same, provided that if any plate so 
lost shall afterwards be found, the same shall forthwith be delivered to 
the Registrar, and any person having possession thereof who shall refuse 
to deliver the same shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding fifty dollars. 
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CARRIAGE STANDS AND STABLES. 


26. (i). The Sanitary Board of every town or district shall provide 
and set apart in such towns, villages and places as may from time to 
time be found necessary, certain spaces to be used as public stands for 
hackney carriages. 

(ii). Every public stand shall have a board affixed to it in a conspic- 
uous place, containing a table of the fares chargeable under this Order. 
Such board shall notify that the place is a public stand, and shall state 
the class and number of carriages which it is intended to accommodate. 

(iii). Any driver who shall station his carriage at a public stand 
already occupied by the maximum number of carriages may be required 
by any police officer or agent of the Registrar to quit such stand. 

Every hackney carriage occupying a position on a public stand shall 
be deemed to be plying for hire, and the owner or person in charge of 
any such carriage who shall without reasonable excuse refuse to let the 
same while plying for hire, or being in or upon any public street, road 
or place, shall for each offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, and his licence may be cancelled by the Registrar. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Sanitary Board of a district to grant 
to the owner or occupier of any stable or premises a licence to use the 
same for the purpose of housing hackney carriages of the second and 
third class, and stabling the horses thereto belonging, and such stables 
or premises, when so licensed, shall be deemed to be public stands. 
The Board may also license any owner of hackney carriages of the fourth 
class to use any premises or place as a public stand for his carriages. 
Premises may be licensed in the same manner for the stabling of 
bullocks. 


28. There shall be payable to the owner or occupier of such stable or 
premises, by the person in charge of every hackney carriage or animal 
making use thereof, fees for the use of the same at such rates as may 
from time to time be approved by the Sanitary Board. A table of such 
fees shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the front of such stables 
or premises. 

29. In the event of the owner or person in charge of any such 
carriage or animal neglecting or refusing to pay such fee, it shall be 
lawful for the owner or occupier of the stable or premises in respect of 
which the same became due, to detain the same therein until the amount 
due, together with all costs incident thereto, has been paid in full. 


30. It shall be lawful for the Sanitary Board to order that all 
hackney carriages of the second and third class being within the limits of 
any town or village, and the horses belonging thereto, and all bullocks 
being within such limits, shall be housed and stabled only at such places 
within such limits as by such order is declared, and any owner or person 
in charge of any such carriage, horse, or bullock who during the contin- 
uance of such order shall house or stable the same in any place within 
such limits otherwise than as by such order required, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


DRIVERS. 


31. No person under the age of seventeen years shall act as driver 
of any registered vehicle, and any owner or person in charge of such 
vehicle who shall knowingly permit any such person to act as driver 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. 
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32. No person shall act as driver of any registered vehicle other than 
a hackney carriage of the first class unless thereto licensed by the 
Registrar, and any owner of such vehicle who shall act as driver without 
being duly licensed, or who shall knowingly permit any person not sv 
licensed to act as such driver, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars, and any person, not being the owner, who shall act as driver 
of such vehicle without being so licensed as aforesaid, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


33. Every licence to act as driver shall remain in force until the first 
day of July next following, unless revoked as hereinafter provided. A 
fee of one dollar shall be payable in respect of every such licence. 


34. There shall be entered by the Reyistrar in every such licence the 
number and date thereof, and the name, place of abode, and apparent age 
of the person to whom it is issued. These particulars shall also be 
entered in a register to be kept for that purpose in the office of the 
Registrar. 


35. Whenever any licensed driver shall change his place of abode, 
he shall forthwith attend in person, with his licence, at the office of the 
Registrar, who shall thereupon enter on the licence, and in the register, a 
memorandum of such change of abode. Every driver omitting to appear 
and give such notice shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 


36. The Registrar shall, at the time of granting any licence to a 
driver, deliver to him a metal badge marked with a number correspond- 
ing to that inserted in such licence. A fee of fifty cents shall be payable 
for such badge. Every licensed driver while acting as such or attending 
before any Magistrate shall carry such badge strapped on to his left arm 
above the elbow in such a manner that the number of such badge shall 
be clearly exposed to view. 


37. Upon the expiration of any driver's licence granted under this 
Order in Council, he shall deliver his licence and badge to the Registrar, 
and every driver who after the expiration of his licence shall wilfully 
neglect for seven days to so deliver the same, and every person who 
shall use or wear or detain any badge without having a licence in force 
relating thereto, shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding fifty dollars. 


38. Every licensed driver who shall transfer, lend, or allow to be 
used or worn by any other person any licence or badge granted to him, 
and every person using such licence or badge, shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and every person who shall for the 
purpose of deception use, wear or have any badge resembling or intended 
to resemble any badge granted under the authority of this Order in 
Council, shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 


39. It shall be lawful for the Registrar to prosecute any person who 
neglects to deliver up his licence or badge, at any period within twelve 
calendar months after the expiration of the licence, and it shall be lawful 
for the Registrar or any police officer to seize and take away any such 
licence or badge, or any badge used for the purpose of deception, as 
aforesaid, wheresoever the same may be found, and to deliver the same to 
the Registrar. 


40. Whenever the number on any badge shall become obliterated or 
defaced so that the same shall not be distinctly legible, the person to 
whom the same shall have been granted shall deliver such badge and 
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produce his licence to the Registrar, and thereupon he shall be entitled 
to have a new badge delivered to him on payment of the cost of the same, 
and any person who shall use or wear the badge granted to him after the 
number thereon shall have become so obliterated or defaced shall, for 
every such offence, be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 


Lost badges. 41. Whenever any badge shall be proved, to the satisfaction of the 
Registrar, to have been lost or destroyed, the person to whom the same 
shall have been granted shall produce his licence to the Registrar and 
shall thereupon be entitled to have a new badge delivered to him upon 
payment of the cost of the same. Provided that if any badge which shall 
have been so proved to be lost shall afterwards be found, the same shall 
forthwith be delivered to the Registrar, and every person in or into whose 
possession such badge shall be or come, who shall refuse or neglect to 
deliver the same, shall for every such offence be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


OFFENCES BY DRIVERS. 


Conduct of 42. The driver of any vehicle registered under this Order in Council 

drivers, who shall be guilty of wanton or furious driving, or who by carelessness 
or wilful misbehaviour shall cause any hurt or damage to any person 
or property, or who during his employment shall be intoxicated, or 
make use of any insulting or abusive language, or be guilty of any 
insulting gesture, or of any misbehaviour, shall for every such offence be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars, or to imprisonment 
of either description for a period not exceeding three months, and in 
every case where any hurt or damage shall have been caused the Magis- 
trate may order the owner of the vehicle, the driver of which shall 

Compen- have caused the same, to pay compensation therefor, together with 

sation. all such costs as may have been incurred, and the amount thereof 
shall be recoverable from such owner in the manner provided for the 
recovery of fines under this Order in Council, and any sum so paid 
by such owner shall, upon proof of payment thereof, be recoverable 
by him from the driver through whose default the same shall have 
become payable. The amount of such compensation and costs shall 
rank as a first charge against the vehicle and animals (if any) by which 
such damage was committed, any prior lien on the same, by bill of sale 
or otherwise, notwithstanding. 


Offences. 43. The driver of any registered vehicle who shall commit any of the 
following offences, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars 
for each offence. 


(i). Every driver who while acting as such or attending before any 
Magistrate shall appear not properly dressed, or shall omit to wear ex- 
posed to view the badge delivered to lim by the Registrar. 


(ii). Every driver who shall suffer his vehicle to stand across any 
street, or alongside any other vehicle so as to obstruct such other vehicle, 
or who shall refuse to give way when he may reasonably and conveniently 
do so, or who shall nevligently or wilfully hinder or obstruct the move- 
ment or progress of any other vehicle, or who shall neglect or omit 
to drive his vehicle on the left or near side of the road, or who shall 
without reasonable excuse permit his vehicle to stand or loiter in or upon 
any public street, road or place not being a public stand set apart 
therefor, or who shall neglect to maintain efficient control over his 
vehicle. 
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(iii). Every driver who shall fail to carry lights of such description 
and in such manner and at such times as are prescribed by Section 48 of 
this Order. 


(iv). Every driver who shall demand more than the fare to which he 
is legally entitled. 

(v). Every driver who shall refuse to admit and carry in his vehicle 
the number of persons for which the same is licensed, or who shall carry 
more than such number of persons, or who shall refuse to carry a 
reasonable quantity of luggage, as provided by this Order in Council. 


(vi). Every driver who shall fail to drive the same at a reasonable 
rate of speed, or who shall fail to drive at a slower pace when required to 
do so by the hirer thereof. 


(vii). Every driver who shall ply for hire with a registered vehicle, 
horse or harness which is unfit for public use. 


(viii). Every driver of a hackney carriage of the second, third or 
fourth class who shall without reasonable excuse refuse or omit to drive 
the same to any place within the following limits, to which he may be 
required to drive by the hirer :— 


In the case of a hackney carriage of the second or fourth class, eight 
miles from the place of hiring. 


In the case of a hackney carriage of the third class, sixteen miles 
from the place of hiring. 


44. It shall be lawful for any Magistrate before whom any licensed 
driver shall be convicted of any offence, whether under this Order in 
Council or under any other law, to endorse a memorandum of such 
conviction on the licence of such driver, or to revoke or suspend such 
licence for such time as he may think fit, and for that purpose to require 
such driver, or any other person in whose possession such licence and 
the badge thereto belonging shall then be, to deliver up the same, and 
every person who being so required shall refuse or neglect to deliver up 
such licence and badge, or either of them, shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars. Every licence so revoked or suspended 
shall be forthwith forwarded by the Magistrate to the Registrar. 


45, Any driver, being in the employment of the owner of any 
registered vehicle, who shall without sufficient excuse refuse or neglect 
to drive any such vehicle on being required to do so by the owner or his 
agent, shall be liable for each offence to a penalty not exceeding ten 
dollars, and the whole or any part of such penalty may be paid as 
compensation to the owner, as the Magistrate may order. 


46. All property left in any registered vehicle shall, if not previously 
claimed by the owner, be immediately deposited by the driver at the 
nearest police station, and any driver who shall neglect or omit to so 
deposit such property shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars. Such property shall be returned to the person who shall prove 
to a Magistrate or to the chief police officer of the district that the 
same belonged to him, on payment of all reasonable expenses, including 


such reward to the driver as such Mayistrate or police officer may de-. 


termine. 


47, When any complaint is made to a Magistrate against the driver 
of any registered vehicle for any offence committed by him against 
the provisions of this Order in Council, the Magistrate may forthwith 
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summon the owner of such vehicle to appear before him and to produce 
such driver to answer the complaint. If such owner shall, without 
reasonable excuse, neglect or refuse to so personally appear or to produce 
such driver, he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars, and it shall be lawful for the Magistrate to proceed to hear 
and determine such complaint in the absence of the owner or driver, or 
either to them. 


LIGHTS TO BE CARRIED BY VEHICLES, 


48. The driver of every vehicle shall carry, between the hours of 6 
p.m. and 6 a.m., two white lights, enclosed in lamps or lanterns, one of 
which shall be affixed to each side of the front of such vehicle, in such 
place and in such manner that they may be clearly visible from every 
part of the road in front of the same. The face and outer side of every 
such lamp or lantern shall be of glass, and of a diameter not less than 
four inches. 


RATES OF HIRE. 

49. The owner or driver of every vehicle registered under this Order 
in Council, other thau private carriages or hackney carriages of the first 
class, shall be entitled to receive for the hire of the same only such fares 
as may from time to time be prescribed by the Resident and published in 
the Government Gazette, provided that nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed to prevent any owner or driver of such vehicle from being bound 
by any contract into which he may enter to receive payment at a rate 
lower than that so prescribed for the time being. 


50. The Registrar shall supply to the owner of every registered 
vehicle a table of distances and of the rates and fares authorised to be 
charged for the time being, and the owner of every such vehicle shall be 
required, under a penalty not exceeding ten dollars, to keep such table in 
legible condition, and exhibited in such manner as the Registrar may 
direct. 


51. In the case‘of any dispute as to the fare to be calculated accord- 
ing to distance, the table of distances published in the Government Gazette 
shall be taken to be conclusive evidence of the distance therein stated. 


GENERAL. 
52. (1). Subject to the provisions of this Order in Council, the 
Resident may from time to time make, and when made rescind and vary, 
rules in respect of all or any of the following matters :— 


(i). The control, management and good order of vehicles and drivers 
and the dates of payment of all fees and taxes. 

(ii). The rates of hire to be paid for the use of vehicles. 

(iii). Generally, in relation to any matters, whether similar or not to 
those above mentioned, as to which it may be expedient to make rules for 
carrying into effect the objects of this Order in Council. 

(2). In making a rule under this section the Resident may direct 
that any breach of it shall be punishable with a fine which may extend to 
ten dollars, and when the breach is a continuing breach, with a further 
fine which may extend to five dollars for every day after the first during 
which the breach continues. 

(3). Every rule made under this section shall be published in the 
Government Gazette and shall have the same force and effect as if enacted 
in this Order in Council. 
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53. The driver of every hackney carriage of the second, third or 
fourth class, and of every coach, shall carry in and by such carriage or 
coach the number of persons which the same is licensed to carry, or any 
less number, as may be required by the hirer thereof. 


54, The driver of every such carriage shall carry in or upon the 
same a reasonable quantity of luggage without any additional charge. 


55. If the owner of any vehicle registered under this Order in Council 
desires to remove the same to another district, he shall apply to the Reyis- 
trar of the district in which such vehicle is registered for a certificate 
authorising him to so remove such vehicle, and the Registrar shall there- 
upon grant to such owner a certificate of removal setting forth all registered 
particulars concerning such vebicle, and shall cancel the entry relating to 
the same in his register, provided that all fees and taxes relating thereto 
shall have been fully paid. Upon presentation of such certificate to the 
Registar of the district to which such vehicle is removed, he shall make 
an entry in his register accordingly, and thereupon it shall be lawful for 
the owner thereof to use such vehicle in such district in all respects as if 
it had been originally registered there. Nothing in this section contained 
shall be deemed to apply to any vehicle being temporarily absent from 
the district in which it is registered for a period not exceeding fifteen 
days. 


56. The owner or driver of every registered vehicle shall be re- 
sponsible for all offences against this Order in Council or any rules made 
thereunder. 


57. If£ any person hiring a registered vehicle shall refuse to pay the 
legal fare on demand at the end of the journey to the owner or driver of 
the same, he shall be liable, in addition to the amount of such fare, to a 
fine not exceeding fifteen dollars, and the Magistrate may order that the 
whole or any part of such fine be paid to such owner as compensation. 


58. Any person who shall through negligence cause any injury to 
any vehicle registered under this Order in Council, shall be liable to pay 
to the owner thereof such compensation as the Magistrate may determine, 
and if such injury be caused wilfully, the offender shall be liable, in 
addition, to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 


59. Any copy of or extract from the books of registry in a Registrar’s 
office, either as to the registration of a vehicle, or as to the licence granted 
to any person to act as driver under this Order in Council, and certified 
by the Registrar to be a true copy or extract, shall be admissible in evi- 
dence in every case in which the original would be admissible, and any 
person applying to the Registrar may be supplied with such certified copy 
or extract on payment of a fee of twenty-five cents for each of the same. 


60. In every case in which any complaint of any offence under this 
Order in Council is laid or made before any Magistrate, and is not further 
prosecuted, or in which it shall appear to the Magistrate that there was 
no sufficient ground for making the same, it shall be lawful for the 
Magistrate to award such amends, not exceeding twenty dollars, to be 
paid by the complainant to the person complained against, or to the owner 
of a vehicle, or to both, for loss of time and expenses, and such amends 
shall be recovered in the manner provided for the recovery of fines. 


61. All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this 
Order in Council or any rules made thereunder shall be recoverable, if 
necessary, by distress and sale of the property of the offender, provided 
that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant under the hand of 
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the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty is inflicted. In default of 
payment of such fine or penalty, or of the recovery of the same by dis- 
tress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to imprisonment of 
either description for a term proportionate to the amount of such fine or 


penalty. 


62. All fees levied and all moneys received by the Registrar under 
this Order in Council shall be paid into the State Treasury for the use of 


the Government. 


63. This Order in Council shall have effect from the date of the 


publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

No. 245.—An Agri-Horticultural Show will be held at Batu Gajah on 
Friday and Saturday the 12th and 13th July. It will be open from 10 a.m. 
to 12 noon and from 2 p.m. 6 p.m., the hours between noon and 2 p.m. 
being reserved for native ladies. Admission free. Below will be found 
the rules of the Show and a list of the prizes to be awarded for exhibits. 


RULES FOR THE PERAK AGRI-HORTICULTURAL SHOW. 

1. A Show will be held at Batu Gajah, to be called the Perak Agri-horticultural Show 
and will be only open to exhibits produced or owned by residents in Perak, its object. being to 
encourage the importation and breeding of good live stock and the cultivation and use of 
flowers, fruit, vegetables and all agricultural produce and implements, especially amongst the 
natives. 

2. The organization of the Show will be in the hands of the General Committee in 
Batu Gajah, assisted by Sub-committees in the different Districts, nominated by the District 
Magistrates. 

The General Committee will consist of the following gentlemen :—F. A. Swettenham, 
Esq., c.m.c., Chairman; Alma Baker, G. Bain, H. C. Barnard, W. D. Barnes, H. Berkeley,

3. A prize list will be published in Malay, Tamil and Chinese. 
aid hie The prizes may be in money or in such other form as the General Committee may 

lecide. 

5. With each prize a certificate will be given. 

6. All winning exhibits other than live stock will be marked by the Judyes before the 
opening of the Show. 

7. No exhibits can be admitted that have not been passed by the General Committee or 
by the local Committee of the District from which they are sent. Rare plants, even though 
not fine specimens, will be received. 

8. Local Honorary Secretaries must see that the labels, which will be forwarded to 
exhibitors, are attached to the exhibits before they are despatched, and in classes where lots 
of three or more exhibits compose one entry, each should have a label number written on it. 

9. Prizes awarded to exhibitors in Out-stations will be distributed by the various 
District Honorary Secretaries, to whom the prizes will be forwarded by the General 
Committee. 

10. All expenses of carriage to the Show of native-owned exhibits other than live stock 
will be considered by a sub-committee, but perishable exhibits will not be returned, except at 
the express wish and cost of the exhibitors. 

11. A record will be kept by the Honorary Secretary of all proceedings connected with 
the Show, shewing, amongst other matters, the names and addresses of exhibitors, the prizes 
awarded, and the amounts of such prizes. The Honorary Secretary will likewise keep the 
accounts connected with the exhibition. 


RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF EXHIBITORS. 

1. Three weeks before the opening of the Show the entries should be sent to the Local 
Honorary Secretary representing the District in which the exhibit is produced or owned. 

2. No entrance fees will be charged for any exhibits. 

8. All reasonable care will be taken of exhibits, and police protection afforded, but the 
Committee cannot hold themselves responsible for any loss or damage. 

4. All exhibits must be in the Show yard by 6 p.m. on the day before the Show. A 
member of the Committee will receive the same, and see that they are placed in their proper 
places ; live stock and cut flowers, however, will be received up to 8 a.m. on the morning of 
the Show, after which hour no exhibits will be admitted. 
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5. The Show will be open from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., the hours between noon and 2 p.m. 
being reserved for native ladies. 

6. When two exhibits in a class are awarded equal firsts, the first and second prize 
money shall be divided between them, the next receiving the-third prize; or an extra prize 
may be given on the recommendation of the Judges. 

7. In any case where a prize is offered for a group of two or more plants or articles, 
and an exhibitor of a single fine specimen of the same kind of plant or article is thereby 
excluded from receiving the award, the General Committee may, at their discretion, sanction 
a special extra prize. 

8. Exhibitors who may desire to sell specimens should, in forwarding their lists, notify 
their desire to the Honorary Secretary and inform him of the value put upon the exhibit. 
Such price shall be shewn with the specimen, and for any sale that may be effected the price 
shall be recovered by the Honorary Secretary of the General Committee for the exhibitor, 
and forwarded by him to the Honorary Secretary for the Local Committee of the District of 
the exhibitor for payment to him. 

9. Exhibits must be cleared within 24 hours after the closing of the Show, after which 
the Committee have the power to sell all uncleared exhibits. No person will be permitted to 
remove any specimen before the termination of the exhibition. 

10. The Judges may withhold prizes in cases where the exhibits are of an inferior 
character, or for other reasons that they may consider justify such a course, and extra prizes, 
on the recommendation of the Judges, may be given for fine specimens for which no special 
provision has been made in the prize list.

NOTIFICATION UNDER THE STAMP REGULATIONS, 1890.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 268.—-MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 
* * * * * * * 


3. On the 3rd I walked round the mukim of Sungei Tinggi with the Penghulu, 
and saw some new bendang land which is to be opened this year. 


Che Muntil, who owns a coffee garden near here, applied to me for 20 acres more 
land for the same purpose, and I hope more people will soon take up this cultivation. 


4. On the 4th two men came to see me, and stated that they wished each to 
bring in about 20 families of new settlers (Banjar and Kedah people respectively), 
provided that they could obtain the same terms as were recently granted to Haji Salleh 
of Sungei Jaram Mas. I said I would recommend their request to Government. 


5. On the 5th I walked to Klubang. The Padi is still being cut here, but has 
not turned out as well as it at one time promised, which is attributed to drought. 
* * * * * * * 


6. On the 7th I started early and, with some Malays, went to see the trace for 
the proposed new bridle-path to connect Sungei Tinggi with the new Trong-Bruas 
cart-road. We walked over the whole of it, and came out on the new cart-road at 
Padang Gajah at a new bridge over the Sungei Nior. From point to point the trace 
is two and a half miles. We then walked about a mile up the new cart-road to 
Mr. Gibson’s new house on a hill, which is not finished yet. We returned to Sungei 
Tinggi at 1.30 p.m., after a walk of seven miles. 
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7. On the oth I visited Trong and met the Acting District Engineer by appoint- 
ment, and I shewed him where I wished the extension of the cart-road to the jetty to 
be made. I also visited and examined several sites for the new rest-house, and 
selected a very good one, and at once discussed the terms of its acquisition with the 
owner. After discussing and settling several matters I left, and then visited Pasir 
Hitam, and inspected the Customs House Books, Trade Returns, etc. I returned to 
Sungei Tinggi at 6 p.m. 

¥ * * * * * * 


10. On the 12th I had an application for land for pepper cultivation. I left 
Sungei Tinggi at 8.30 a.m. and returned to Matang at 2. p.m. 


t1, On the 5th, at 7 a.m., I visited Padang Besar, Changkat Jering, which was 
brought under irrigation last aie when too late for planting. A good many irrigation 
ditches have already been cut over it, and there will be a large tract brought under 
padi cultivation this year. 
* * * * * * * 


13. On 23rd the Acting Commissioner of Lands came down to the Land Office. 
Mr. Voules took over charge of the Land Office from Mr. Rowley, having been 
appointed Acting Assistant Magistrate here. Mr. Rowley left in the evening for 
Taiping to take up his new appointment as Acting Superintendent Prisons, vice 
Major Tranchell. 


14. On Sunday the 28th I visited Sungei Lang, in the morning, re irrigation for 
the approaching padi season, and walked over a great deal of ground, returning at 
noon.

16. The month, which should have been a dry one, continued very wet for 
Matang.

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No. 269.—REPORT ON THE LOWER PERAK DISTRICT FOR MARCH. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of March. 


2. On the 1st I received a report that a fire had occurred the previous night at 
Pulau Tiga, resulting in the loss of two lives. One Alang Bedul went out in the 
evening to a Kendurt at a house a short way from his own, leaving his wife and two 
children behind. About 10 p.m. an alarm of fire was given and it was found that the 
house was in flames, and later on the charred remains of the unfortunate woman and 
her son were found. It appears that a lamp placed beside the bed set fire to the mos- 
quito curtain. Qne of the children and the mother escaped and then the woman, 
finding that the other boy was in the house, rushed back to save him, when the roof fell 
in and they both perished. An inquest was held by the Assistant Magistrate. 


3. Mr. F. De Mornay arrived from Europe on the 3rd and proceeded to Tapah. 
1 went there the following day, Monday, and handed over charge of the Batang Padang 
District to him, returning to Teluk Anson in the evening. 

4. On the 7th the Assistant Protector of Chinese arrived and had a long inter- 
view with me. The Acting Commandant Perak Sikhs arrived from Kinta and left 
again for Tapah the next day. The Inspector of Police, Mr. Symes, and the Assistant 
Protector of Chinese, left for the coast mukims to inspect the kongsis. 


5. On the 11th] went to Tapah and saw the Acting District Magistrate about 
the loan accounts and other matters, returning to Teluk Anson in the afternoon. At 
10 p.m. I left in the Aapid for Setiawan, where I arrived at 6 a.m. the next day. The 
Assistant Magistrate, Mr. Hill, took me round the settlement. 


6. On the 13th I went to the office about some land cases and, later, walked about 
the place, leaving in the Rapid for Bernham at 9.30 p.m. 


7. Since I last saw the place it is much improved as regards roads, etc. The 
roads to Lekir and Lumut are fine wide roads, but are unmetalled. 


8. A new house has been built for the Assistant Magistrate, and a new Court 
and Office have been erected, but the cultivation at Setiawan itself is very disappoint- 
ing. The coconut trees planted by the Penghulu and others are splendid, many five 
year old trees being full of blossom and fruit. The india-rubber trees, too, have done 
remarkably well, even on the poorest soil, but the coffee and pepper are very miserable. 
But several circumstances must be taken into consideration ; first that the soil is very 
poor, secondly that much of it was poisoned by the cultivation of #7/am, and that the 
Malays never could be brought to realize till too late the vital importance of keeping 
the land clear and the young coffee trees free from grass and weeds. They allowed 
grass to grow up and the coffee was permanently injured, besides which fires occurred 
and quantities of both pepper and coffee were burned. 

g. Further inland the soil improves and the gardens look much better. Where 
the coffee has been taken care of it is bearing heavily, and the fruit trees are very 
healthy. 

1o. I reached Utan Melintang before 6 a.m. on the 14th, and was met by the 
Penghulu and a number of Malays who own land along the banks of the Jenderata 
canal. 

11, We walked along the canal to the Jenderata river, and they pointed out to 
me the effects of stopping the drainage of the land into the canal. Over many acres 
the water was standing some inches deep, and in all the lower lying gardens the 
majority of the fruit trees have died, and several of what were flourishing plantations 
are now abandoned. 

12. The earth dug out of the canal, and which now forms a raised road on either 
bank, acts as a bund and keeps the rain-water on the land. 

13. For the whole length of the canal (3 miles, less a few chains) the land was 
taken up and planted, but it now bids fair to be deserted unless something is done to 
drain it. I am satisfied that it was a mistake stopping the drainage into the canal, it 
has flooded the land, and has had, I consider, much to do with the silting up of this 
(the Jenderata) end of the canal. ‘The drainage from the land always caused a certain 
wash on the bottom of the canal which tended to remove the sediment deposited by 
the previous high tide, whereas now when the tide is out the sun hardens (to a certain 
extent) the mud and prepares it to receive a fresh deposit. 
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14. From Jenderata I returned to Teluk Anson in the Speedy and found that the 
Acting Commissioner of Lands had arrived. 

15. On the 18th a number of persons responded to the invitation of the Resident 
Engineer for Railways, and went up to Kampar by the 8 a.m. train to witness the 
opening of the section from Talam to Kampar. They returned by the 12 o’clo. k 
train. The State Auditor, the Datch Panglima of Kinta, the Toh Laxamana and 
others also came down by it. In the afternoon the State Auditor held a surprise 
survey of the Treasury cash and found it correct. : 

16. I saw the I)atoh Laxamana on the subject of the estate of the late Haji 
Sleyman, Datoh Laxamana. 

17. The State Auditor and the Malay chiefs returned to Kinta and the Acting 
Commissioner of Lands went to Tapah the next morning. 

18. On the 20th Inspector Page, who was in charge of the police at Tapah, left 
with his family for England, having been compelled to retire from the service by ill 
health. 

a The following day the Senior Magistrate and the Curator and State Geologist 
arrived. 

20. The Senior Magistrate tried some cases in the morning and went on to Tapah 
in the afternoon. 

21. Early on the 27th Inspector Symes reported that a boat coming down river 
from Kota Bharu had been attacked and robbed at a place a little below Bander, and 
that in going up in the steam pinnace to the scene of the robbery the boat struck a 
snag which caused her to cant over. The engine driver lost his balance and fell into 
the water. The boat was stopped as soon as possible and search made, but no trace 
of the unfortunate man was found. He had been in the service for a long time and was 
thought much of. 

22. It is supposed that he was sitting on the gunwale of the boat and, as he had 
been on duty all night, was probably drowsy. He could not swim. 

23. The train from Kampar, which was due at noon, did not arrive till 1.30 p.m., 
having run off the rails near Chenderiang. 

24. The 28th was the Hari Raya and a holiday. Several officers left in the Mena 
for Larut to take part in the cricket match. The next day Raja Musa, some 
Penghulus, and several hundred people paid me a visit. 

25. On the goth the Vrurd left for Penang, leaving us without any steamer for 
the coast service. 

26. The usual returns are attached.

ANNUAL (REPORT. 


No. 270.—THE PuBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT, PERAK, IN 1894. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report on the work done by the Public Works 
Department during the year 1894. 


EXPENDITURE. 


2. The expenditure amounted to $953,453.71, exclusive of that for salaries, 
transport and other items included under the general term of Supervision, which 
amounted to $66,674.21, a statement of this expenditure is given in the Return of 
Salaries and Allowances attached * to this report ; the total expenditure, amounting to 
$1,020,127.92, and the cost of supervision being only six and a half per cent of that 
amount. 

WoRKS AND BUILDINGS. 


3. Under the heading “ Works and Buildings,” on which a sum of $353,047.53 
was spent, the most important items were the Teluk Anson Water-works, the Parit 
Buntar Water-works, the new Lunatic Ward, the completion and furnishing of the 
Taiping Rest-house ; new Barracks at Ipoh; Quarters for District Surgeon, Ipoh; Brick 
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Wall to Prison, Batu Gajah; Extension of Treasury, Batu Gajah; the Residency near 
Ipoh; new General Ward, Teluk Anson; Alterations to Railway Engineer’s Quarters, 
Teluk Anson; Police Station Married Quarters and Dispensary at Bagan Serai, and 
the new Club at Parit Buntar. 

4. The expenditure on Roads Streets and Bridges amounted to $541,062.88 ; 
the construction of the Bruas, Kota Tampan, ‘Tanjong Rambutan, Batu Gajah, 
Gopeng and Temoh railway roads, and the metalling of the Tanjong Piandang road 
being the principal items of extension and improvement. The upkeeps, with the 
exception of the Batang Padang roads, were well looked after, and included, in the 
Kuala Kangsar District, considerable permanent improvements. The mileage of the 
various classes of roads and paths in each District is given in the attached return* 
and shews a total of 9623 miles, the gain for the year having been, in Metalled Roads, 
30 miles 70 chains, Unmetalled Roads, 1 mile 54 chains, Bridle-roads 23 miles 41 
chains, and the loss in Paths, 30 miles 45 chains, this is due to the abandonment 
of certain agricultural paths in Lower Perak. 

5. The expenditure on Miscellaneous Services amounted to $46,343.59, and that 
on Revenue Services to $12,999.71. The comfort and well-being of the occupants of 
the towns and larger villages depends to a great extent on the careful supervision of 
the above mentioned expenditure and, with the assistance of the Sanitary Boards, 
considerable improvements have been effected. 

REVENUE. 

6. The Revenue collected was $9,141.87, a little less than half of that collected 
in 1893, the falling off was due to the transfer to the Sanitary Boards of the duty 
of collecting Municipal Rates with the Municipal Staff formerly attached to the District 
Engineers’ offices. The sale of stores and the collection of the bills for ‘‘ Hill 
Produce” swell the receipts of the Larut Office, which collects two-thirds of the whole 
amount. 

DisTRICTS. 

7. Kinta, which is under the special supervision of the Deputy State Engineer, 
ranks first in expenditure, with a total for the year of $310,978.90; Larut and Matang, 
come next with a total of $238,783.45; and the joint Districts of Lower Perak 
and Batang Padang are third, with a total of § 204,725.93; Krian is fourth, with a total 
of $110,560.30, and Kuala Kangsar fifth, with a total of $88,405.13. | The exceptional 
expenditure on Water-works in Lower Perak and Krian, making the totals for those 
Districts much higher than usual. 

: STAFF. 

8. The absence of Messrs. Wallich and Wilson for practically the whole of 
the year, and that of Mr. Brown Dixon for the greater part of it, has been partly 
compensated by the presence of Mr. L. J Baker, lent by the Colony for a period of 
two years. Had not much of his time been taken up by the Sanitary Board work 
and his health of late been less robust than usual. he would doubtless have been able 
to pay more attention to his own particular class of work; his assistance in other 
matters has been most valuable and his approaching departure is much to be regretted. 
Messrs. Trump and Gray will shortly take their well earned leave of absence. 
The thoroughly conscientious work of the first named officer is so evident as to 
require no special mention, and the way in which the latter has devoted himself to the 
special work of his District, the maintenance, improvement and extension of the roads, 
may be gathered from the fact that during the year under consideration he travelled 
three thousand four hundred and forty miles on duty; the savings effected by his 
special supervision enabling him to add four miles of bridle-road and eleven miles 
of footpath to the roads in his District. Mr. McGlashan’s special work has already 
been reported on and duly rewarded by the Government ; Mr. Bird has worked hard 
and well for the development of his District; Mr. J. Ward has done excellent work 
on the lesser irrigation schemes, and Messrs. Cosgrave, De Souza and Sabapathy have 
proved themselves thoroughly reliable and qualified for work of a higher class than 
that belonging to their respective offices.

No. 285.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR MAY. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
S1R,~I have the honour to forward my report for the month of May. 
2. I went to Gula on the 5th, and met the Resident there the following day, 
returning with him to Taiping by launch. I returned to Parit Buntar on the 8th. 


3. Inspector Mc Keon was transferred to Taiping on the 8th., Chief Inspector 
Buswell relieving in Krian. 


Mr. C. Campbell took up his appointment as Sanitary Inspector the same 
day, in place of Mr. Scott, whose services were dispensed with. 


5. On the oth the Assistant Magistrate held an inquest on the bodies of two 
Klings, a man and girl, the former of whom was found hanging, and the latter lying, 
with her throat cut, in a house near Bagan Serai. The man appeared to have 
murdered the girl and afterwards committed suicide, and a verdict to that effect was 
returned. 


6. Seven lepers were sent to Taiping on the 11th to be forwarded to Pulo 
Jerejak. ak! 

7. On the 15th I went to Bagan Serai with the Land Officer, and arranged for 
five new agricultural drains to be cut; the Malays whose bendangs they will benefit 
undertaking to pay an enhanced quit-rent of 25 cents an acre. 


8. On the 22nd the Forest Ranger prosecuted 16 Chinese for cutting timber in 
the Sungei Meah reserve. They were fined, and all their timber, amounting to some 
$500 or $600 worth, was confiscated, and will be sold by auction as soon as it can be 
brought dowa river to Bagan Serai. At present there is not sufficient water in the 
Sungei Meah to enable this to be done. 


Mr. Knaggs, Assistant Magistrate, left on the evening of the 22nd for Ipoh, 
to act as Assistant Magistrate there. The duties of his office devolve on Mr. Just and 
myself. 
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10. Excellent progress is being made with the demarcation work, 3,613 acres 
having been demarcated in May, and 2,067 during the previous month.

No. 286.—SELAMA REPORT FOR THE MONTH OF MAy. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of May. 


2. I proceeded to Ulu Selama on the 3rd May to collect Land Revenue, returning 
to Kuala Selama on Wednesday, the 8th. Three new irrigation dams are being 
erected in the Ulu, under the supervision of Krani Abdul Badf; these dams are being 
made by the raza¢s themselves without any assistance from Government. 


3. The State Engineer arrived on the roth, and on the 21st proceeded to 
examine two irrigation schemes on which I required professional advice. After two 
days of exploring and taking levels, one of the schemes was pronounced practicable, 
the other scheme requires a more minute examination of the country before it could be 
adopted, and would cost more money than I at present have at my disposal. 


4. On the 25th IT rode across to Ijok, and remained there, collecting Land 
Revenue, till the morning of Wednesday, the 29th, when I proceeded down river to 
inspect the work done by the new settlers at Sungei Sega. Accompanied by the 
Assistant Penghulu, Wan Omar, I landed at Sungei Bedarah, which is some distance 
above the settlement, and walked through the jungle to a point about three miles from 
the mouth of the Sega river, where the settlers have constructed a dam, subsequently 
following their water-course for about a mile and a half, to the bendangs. The 
bendang land here is excellent and, I may almost say, unlimited in extent. 


5. Penghulu Sellah, of Kampong Selama, retired on gratuity at the beginning 
of the month, and Budin was appointed in his stead. This new penghulu has already 
done good’ work by making a ¢a/i ayer more than a mile long to the bendangs at 
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Kampong Maidain; water is also to be brought from a place called Durien Burong on 
the north side of the Selama river on to a tract of land at present in lallang and 
bluker. 


6. On the 19th of the month the house of the schoolmaster at Sungei Bior, Ulu 
Sclama was burned down, one of his children being so badly burned that it died next 
day ; he himself is still laid up from burns received in trying to extinguish the flames. 
Carelessness in watching the dapor fire was the cause of the accident. 


7. The Yam Shin Kongsi smelted over a hundred pikuls of tin during the 
month, but it has not yet been exported. 


8. Mr. De Cruz, dresser-in-charge of the Selama hospital, returned from leave on 
the 31st. 1 was very glad to see him back, as during his absence the hospital had 
become very dirty. 

9. Up to date a good many new settlers have entered the District and more are 
coming before the padi planting season sets in, these are, for the most part, Patani 
people who have come from Baling and Kupang in Kedah.

No. 287.—REPORT ON THE LOWER PERAK DISTRICT FOR May. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward herewith my monthly report for May. 

2. On the rst Mr. Dixon arrived to take over charge of the Public Works 
Department from Mr. P. B. McGlashan. The Assistant Magistrate, Setiawan, came 
in with his accounts, etc. The Kinta Valley Railway was opened through to Ipoh, and 
the number of trains was reduced to one passenger train each way daily. 

3. The next morning I went with the Assistant Inspector of Schools to Teluk 


Bharu and selected a site for the new school. We inspected the present school, 
which is held in a small house rented for the purpose. We found 25 boys present.

4. On the 3rd the Assistant Magistrate and the District Surgeon left for Pulau 
Tiga; the former to settle two cases on the spot, and the latter to inspect the 
vaccinator’s work. 

5. They returned on the 5th, on which day Mr. P. B. McGlashan went to Kinta 
to take up his acting appointment there. The Collector of Land Revenue left for the 
up river mukims to collect rents. 


6. On Monday, the 6th, the Datoh Laxamana came from Ipoh and met Haji 
D’rao at my office to arrange for the settlement of the affairs of the late Haji Sleyman, © 
Toh Laxamana. 

7. Early on Tuesday I went up river with Raja Musa to Pasir Panjang, where 
we saw more of the people on the subject of a new penghulu. We returned 
at 6.30 p.m. 

In spite of the very heavy rains down here the Perak river has been very dry, 
shewing that there must have been an absence of rain in the interior. 


8. On the 8th the Acting District Engineer and the Harbour Master went down 
the river to decide on what was required at Pulau Katak. Bagan Datoh, etc. The 
buildings at the former place and the landing jetty and ladder up the face of the rock 
are in a very dilapidated state and require immediate attention. The Assistant 
Inspector of Schools went to visit the down river schools at the same time. 


9. The following day Towkay Leong Fee, of Ipoh, came to see me and applied 
for a grant of 1,500 acres of land between Teluk Anson and Changkat Jong. He 
proposes to plant Coconuts, Liberian Coffee, etc. 


ro. On the roth I received a report that a Malay had fallen out of a boat at 
Sungei Dedap and had been drowned. The Assistant Magistrate went there and held 
an inquest. 

The Collector of Land Revenue returned from up river, having succeeded in 
getting in a considerable sum for Land Rents. 


The Acting District Surgeon, Harbour Master, and Inspector of Schools also 
returned from down river. 


The Assistant Auditor and staff arrived by the Government Yacht Mena and 
commenced an audit of the District Treasury. 


tr. On Sunday, the 11th, the JZena left again, taking Inspector Symes and family 
to Larut on leave, Mr. Evans relieving him here. The Coroner and District Surgeon 
returned from down river. 


12, On the 13th I had a letter from the Chief Surveyor, dated from the Pulau 
Sembilan, saying that his launch had broken down and was drifting about helpless. 
I sent the Rapid to his assistance. I also received a report for the Assistant Magis- 
trate, Setiawan, that during a gale a house had blown down, and that one of the 
inmates, a Malay man, had been killed by a falling beam. 


The Harbour Master went to visit the up river mukims to register boats, and the 
Assistant Surveyor went to inspect the work going on at Pulau Tiga, Kampong Gajah 
and Pasir Panjang. 

13. The next day I received news that the Rapid had picked up the Survey boat 
and towed her to Pangkor, and was going on with her to Port Weld. 


The Collector of Land Revenue went to Changkat Jong to collect rents. 


14. On the 17th I went with Raja Musa to Pasir Panjong and took more votes as 
to the election of a penghulu. Met the Harbour Master on his way down river; he 
has registered a number of boats, many of which had not previously been on the regis- 
ae On my return in the evening I found that the Chief Surveyor was laid up with 
ever. 

15. On the roth I received a report that a Chinese trader had been robbed in his 
boat at Teluk Bharu; the Inspector of Police went to enquire into it. The State 
Auditor arrived in the afternoon. 


16. The District Surgeon and Inspector of Police went up to Pasir Panjang to 
enquire into a reported case of rinderpest on the 22nd, and the State Auditor and staff 
left for Penang. 

17. On the 26th a case of modified small-pox was discovered in the town: the 
patient was removed to the hospital and steps were taken to prevent the spread of the 

isease. ; 
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18, Attached are the meteorological and other returns.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 298.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of April. 

2. Arrangements were made early in the month to cut several new agricultural 
drains in the vicinity of Bagan Serai, the lessees of padi holdings benefited agreeing 
to pay an enhanced quit-rent to Government to cover the cost of the work. Several” 
other works of the same nature will shortly be undertaken, the Malays concerned 
having agreed to pay the enhanced rent. 

3. On the 12th I went to Bagan Serai, and on the 13th, accompanied by 
Penghulu Che Pandak, walked to Bukit Merah, and thence to Changkat Bharu, on the 
right bank of the Sungei Merah, where we stayed the night. The next morning we 
followed the right bank of the Sungei Merah to the Selama road and arrived at 
Pondok Tanjong about mid-day. On the morning of the 11th we went by boat down 
the Kurau River and reached Sungei Gedong, on the main road to Taiping, at 3 p.m. 

4. There is no path beyond the Ayer Itam, and the natives who have taken up 
bendang land in the direction of Bukit Merah have no means of transport except the 
Sungei Merah, which is made little use of by Banjer Malays, who are not used to 
river transport. The country from Bukit Merah up to within a mile of the Selama- 
Taiping road is dense jungle, and, with the exception of a few low hills, is well suited 
for padi planting. I have asked the Government to open up this country by a bridle- 
path from the Ayer Itam tract to the Selama road next year. As soon as a means of 
transport is provided there will be no lack of settlers to take up the land. 
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5. I found that a lot of timber had been felled in the Merah Forest Reserve ; 
most of the coolies employed in one kongsi which I visited were without passes, 
a few having obtained passes from the Larut Land Office. I gave information to the 
Inspector of Police at Kamunting and I understand that a number of coolies were 
arrested and brought before the Court, but were, however, discharged for want of 
evidence. The Merah river, for about a quarter of a mile below the kongsi, was 
blocked with rafts of chengai and miranti timber, sawn into squared logs ready 
for the market. There is a great deal of valuable timber yet left in this District and 
every effort should be made to see that it is preserved. 


6. On the 18th a Banjer Malay named Kalilan, near Bagan Serai, stabbed a 
fellow-countryman named Sakeh and two women while they were sitting in a house 
with several other Malays, and made good his escape. Salleh died from loss of blood 
through a wound in the arm, but the two women have recovered. The murderer has 
not been arrested. One of the women whose life he attempted to take was formerly 
his wife and had been divorced from him a few days before. Her late husband 
appears to have attacked these people in a fit of jealousy. 


7. An extraordinary feature of the case was that at tbe post mortem examina- 
tion held by the medical officer, the position of the heart, liver, and other internal 
organs was found to be reversed. I have forwarded the medical officer’s report to the 
Government. 


8. On the 2gth I accompanied the Acting Secretary to Government on an 
inspection of the station and left with him for Taiping in the afternoon of the same 
day. 

9. There was a good deal of rain towards the end of the month and a few of the 
Malays whose crops failed last season made a commencement of clearing their padi 
fields in the hope of getting an early crop. It will be interesting to see whether they 
succeed. 

to. I attach the usual returns. The Land Revenue will, I fear, be below the 
estimate for the year, as it will not be possible, owing to failure of the harvest, to get 
in the land rents, a large proportion of which will have to stand over and be collected 
as arrears next year.

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No. 299.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for May. 


2. On the 1st the District Engineer came down, and I was engaged in the office 
with him all the forenoon, ve Works, Roads, etc. The Assistant Magistrate was at 
Kampong Dew all day on Land duty. 


3. On the 2nd Mr. Hamilton, from Gula Estate, came (by appointment) to see 
me and left in the afternoon. He will probably come at the end of the month as 
Settlement Officer. 


4. On the 4th the dead body of a tigress which measured eight feet five inches 
from the tip of the nose to the tip of the tail, was brought in from Permatang Glugor 
(two miles off), having been shot by two Malays on foot. 


5. On the 6th the Assistant Magistrate collected rents at Matang Road railway 
station, and on the 7th at Simpang, and he left that evening for Trong for the same 
purpose. 


6. On the 8th I held an inquiry into the death of a Chinaman. A tongkong 
bound for Penang, with five men on board, capsized in a squall off Kuala Larut. Four 
of the men got on to the bottom of the vessel and, as it was, under water, stood on it 
for two nights and a day, when they were picked up by a boat. The fifth man they 
saw drift away holding on to an empty kerosine oil case, and he has not been heard 
of since. 


7. On the oth the Assistant Magistrate returned from Trong. 


8. On the 11th the Assistant Engineer and I, accompained by the overseer, 
walked over the bridle-path to Permatang Glugor, and then on to Sungei Jehar, 
which we crossed, and we then walked along the new trace which I had cut from the 
river to the Trong bridle-path to shorten the distance between Matang and Trong. 
We then walked back by a path to the same place at which we had previously crossed 
the river, and which we found to be very little (if any) longer than the new trace, and 
follows easier ground, and we agreed that this path should be put in order and the 
jungle opened on each side, in preference to the new route. We returned home wid 
Sungei Lang, at noon, having walked about seven miles. 


9. On the 13th the Assistant Magistrate left for Sungei Tinggi to collect rents, 
etc., and on the 14th I visited and inspected the Tanjong Krang light-house. 
Returning, I inspected the light at Kuala Sapetang. 


10. On the 15th the Assistant Magistrate returned from Sungei Tinggi and left 
again in the evening for Sclinsing to collect rent. 


11. On the 16th the Acting Secretary to Government arrived in the afternoon 
and inspected the Land Office, Treasury, etc., I then drove him down to see the Court- 
house, Market and Police Station, and we then went to Telok Kertang and walked 
round and inspected the buildings. 


12. On the 17th the Assistant Magistrate returned from Selinsing, and on the 
18th I visited Port Weld in the early morning and met the District Railway Engineer, 
by appointment, and discussed several matters with him. I went all round the place 
with the overseer, ve buildings, repairs etc. I then inspected the Mena, transacted 
some business at the Customs House, and returned at noon. 


13. On the 23rd I went in the morning, with the District Surveyor, to the sixth 
mile on the Kuala Kangsar Road, and shewed him the two irrigation channels opened 
last year (Mantri’s channel and that at Padang Besar), as it is desirable to survey them 
at once. After walking some distance up the latter we returned home. In the 
afternoon the Senior Magistrate came down and inspected the Court books, etc. 


14. The 24th was a general holiday, and on the 27th a Tamil man was reported 
as found dead at Port Weld. I sent the Assistant Magistrate to view the body and 
ordered a post mortem examination to be held. The Assistant Magistrate went to 
Sungei Tinggi in the evening and returned on 2gth. 


15. On the 3oth Mr. A. R. Hamilton reported his arrival to take up his appoint- 
ment as Settlement Officer. 
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16. On 31st, in the early morning, accompanied by the District Surveyor and 
Mr. Hamilton, I walked over the extension of the Mantri’s channel (which I made last 
year) to its outfall at Sungei Lang, to point it out to the Surveyor, who is about to 
survey it. We then walked on to the end of the path at Permatang Glugor, and then 
across to the bridle-path, and on through the old path (now grown up in lallng 
and jungle) to Jehar river. We walked back v/d@ the bridle-path and reached Matang 
at 10 a.m., after a seven mile walk. The audit of the Matang accounts commenced 
today. 


17. Great progress was made in Land Office work this month, $1,842.39 Land 
Rent was collected, and 311 new applications for land, amounting in all to 1,050 
acres, were received during the month, on which the boundary stone fees have all 
been paid. Most of this land is in Selinsing mukim, and pays §1 per acre rent. The 
Assistant Magistrate was also able to make a commencement at settlement work, and 
settled 225 lots during the month.

ANNUAL REPORTS. 


No. 300.—ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SURVEY DEPARTMENT, PERAK, FOR THE 
YEAR 1894. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to report on the work of my Department for the year 
1894, as follows. 
FIELD Work. 
Triangulations.—The work done was principally in breaking down the main 
triangles and completing observations from stations already established but not 
observed from, except by an inferior instrument for temporary purposes, but eleven 
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new main points were established, viz:—Jerai (Kedah), Changkat Briah, Kamuning 
Rock, Bukit Kamuning, (Plus Valley), Bukit Kantang, three coast line Trigonometrical 
Stations, Bukit Ganding, (Ijok River), Sa’Kaki Payong, (Krian River), coast end of 
Perak-Province Wellesley boundary. Six old stations were completely renewed and 
the tops of the hills cleared, etc., viz. :— 


Hijau ... Larut. 

Panchor pes: aaa 
Mertajam ... Province Wellesley. 
Peninjau 

Sayong ... Kinta. 

Bujang Malacca 


Twenty-two minor stations were established and fixed trigonometrically, and 9& 
G.T.S. stones were fixed by traverse surveys between “ Minor Trigonometrical” 
points. There were thus the following additions :—

This work necessitated the observing of 570 Bearings and 232 Zenith Distances 
to terrestrial objects. The corresponding numbers for 1893 being go07 and 926, 
respectively. The deficiency is due principally to the large amount of astronomical 
work done, and also to the field staff being more largely employed on traverse surveys 
of rivers, etc., where it was impossible to fix many points trigonometrically. But 
including the astronomical work, of which nothing was done in 1893, the number 
of instrumental readings compares favourably with the previous year, being 31,694 as 
compared with 32,171 of 1893. 

Topographical—One hundred and ninety-two miles of traverse surveys were 
made and co-ordinated during the year, and between 40 and 50 miles additional were 
surveyed, but the field notes were not returned to the office in time to be included in 
the year’s work. These surveys were made up as follows :— 


Forty-two miles of road and bridle-path surveys; 164 miles of river surveys 
including portions of the Perak, Batang Padang, Krian, Selama, and Ijok rivers and 
tidal estuaries, and 15 miles of coast survey. In connection with this work the launch 
Constance ran about 2,480 miles, almost identical with last year, and was under 
steam 888 hours, and consumed 38,368 pieces of fire-wood, the corresponding figures 
for 1893 being 856 and 32,627. The cost, including repairs, per mile run, was 83-84 
cents per mile as against 80-86 cents under the same conditions in 1893. Taking into 
consideration the extra cost of engine room stores, the figures compare favourably. 

Astronomical.—The principal feature of the year’s work was the determination of 
the Latitude and Azimuth at two stations specially selected for that purpose, viz:—Jerai, 
in Kedah, and Scott’s Hill Trig: Station, Taiping. 

Having obtained leave from H.H. The Sultan of Kedah to include Gunong Jerai 
in the Perak triangulation, I took a party, under the charge of Mr. Irby, there about 
the end of January. The astronomical observations were made first by Mr. Young 
and Mr. Irby, and secondly by the Chief Surveyor and Mr. Irby.

General mean accepted as the most probable, 5° 47° 15°22 N. 
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The instrument used, one of the eight inch micrometer theodolites, not being 
specially constructed for the most refined astronomical observations, gave somewhat 
erratic results, due to a tendency of the telescope object glass tube to slip at high alti- 
tudes, and hence a constantly changing Zenith point reading, which varied with the 
Zenith distance. The weather also, at the high elevation (4,019 feet) of the observatory, 
was unfavourable, being extremely windy and carrying heavy mist which much inter- 
fered with the facility of working the instrument. 


The absence of a masonry pillar also increased the range of probably errors of 
observation. ‘The agreement of the individual resultants were not therefore as good as 
might be expected but, as will be shewn later, the mean result cannot be far from the 
truth. An azimuth or true bearing was also determined at this station, the mean 
result of 12 sets of observations East of the Meridian and 13 West. The final value 
for the azimuth of the referring mark being N. 277° 7’* 45°70, with a probable error of 
+ 1”02. This probable error is within the average of those of terrestrial bearings. 


During my absence on leave Mr. Young, assisted by Mr. Wright, devoted his 
attention to determining the latitude and meridian at Scott’s Hill Trig: Station. For 
this work a temporary observatory was established and a brick pier erected to carry 
the instrument,—a similar instrument to that used at Jerai,—a special clamp, designed 
by Mr. Young, being used to deal with the sliding tendency of the telescope at high 
altitudes, and the contrivance acted very successfully. The operations extended over 
35 days and nights, and 159 observations were made, including 89 separate stars. 


The resulting Latitude, as shewn in the following table, being 4° 52’ 17°88 
with a probable error of $ 0”°20.

A comparison of the latitude of Gunong Jerai by observation with that deduced 
from Scott’s Hill through the preliminary computation of the triangulation, using the 
length of the base line uncorrected for calibration and temperature, gives a difference 
of one second of arc, which shews that the latitude determined by the observations at 
Gunong Jerai is not far from the truth. The application of the corrections referred 
would reduce the discrepancy.

The meridian of the R. M. at Scott’s Hill was determined, by 14 sets of stars East, 
and 14 West, as being 167” 19’ 34°53, with a probable error of # 0°57”. These 
observations may be considered as being highly satisfactory. 


On April 6th there was an eclipse of the sun which Mr. Young and the Chief 
Surveyor observed with a view to determining the longitude of Taiping astronomically, 
not as_ being of any great value, but rather for comparison with that determined at 
Port Weld by the Admiralty Surveyors. Unfortunately, through an error, the 
beginning of the eclipse was missed, but the emergence was noted with a difference of 
two seconds between the time as taken by the observers. 


Mr. Young, when at Scott’s Hill, made further observations for longitude, the 
mean of which gives a satisfactory result as compared with that at Port Weld, the 
difference being two seconds of “time.”

The corresponding value brought up from the Admiralty determination at Port Weld 
being 6°42°58. 

The Astronomical work and computations involved do Mr. Young the greatest 
credit, and I submit in an Appendix, marked A,* his very interesting report to me 
on the year’s work, which goes more fully into the details of the operations. 


FIELD Work. 

Chief Surveyor—During the year the Chief Surveyor visited all Districts in 
which work was being carried on, and also took an active part in the latitude observa- 
tions at Gunong Jerai, in completing the observations at the Hermitage Trig: Station, 
and in the selection of points in the Bernam District to complete the Perak triangula- 
tion, and was absent from headquarters 71 days in all. 


In connection with the work at Gunong Jerai, the Chief Surveyor visited Alor Star 
and had the honour of an audience with H.H. the Sultan of Kedah, to whom he 
explained the reasons why Perak wished to utilize Gunong Jerai in its survey. The 
Sultan took much interest in the subject, and was good enough to give instructions that 
every facility should be given by the local headmen, and during the whole period the 
Perak party was in Kedah territory, about two and a half months, these instructions 
were most faithfully carried out. 


On the return from Alor Star the opportunity was taken of making a rough survey 
of the course of the Kedah River to its mouth, and noting other information which may 
be useful in the future. 


Two copies of the map of Perak, shewing the corrections on the Kedah coast- 
line, were afterwards sent to H.H. the Sultan through his European Secretary. 


In connection with the Base of Verification, the Chief Surveyor visited Selangor in 
December, and after an interview with the British Resident and Chief Surveyor of that 
State, proceeded to Tanjong Malim. Here he selected the sites for the trigono- 
metrical points on the Perak side, it having been arranged that this work should be 
carried out at the joint expense of Perak and Selangor. The Chief Surveyor of 
Selangor also visited Tanjong Malim and arranged about the erection of signals on 
the necessary hills in Selangor territory. 


METEOROLOGICAL. 


Complete records for the whole year were kept, and published monthly in the 
Perak Government Gazette. 


I enclose with this report three diagrams—(a).* Barometric Curve. (4).* Maxima 
and Minima Temperatures. (c). Rainfall; also two returns—(a). Mean Monthly 
Meteorological Readings at the Survey Office; (4).* Comparisons of Thermometrical 
Observations at the Survey Office, the General Hospital, and Mr. Young’s Quarters at 
the northen end of Swettenham Road. 


The Mean Barometrical pressure, reduced to 32°F., at the Survey Office, 
Taiping, for the year, was —9.30 a.m., 29857, and at 3.30 p.m., 29"743. As the 
Barometer was only started on July rst, 1893, it is impossible to make any complete 
comparison with that year but the diagram in the Appendix shews that during the last 
six months of 1894 the mean barometric pressure was very much less than for that of 
1893.

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Temperature.—The mean Maximum Temperature was 86°5 against 85°48 for 
the last half of 1893, the mean Minimum Temperature for the year was 73°°6 against 
72°55 for 1893. 

‘The total rainfall was 121°67 inches, being 30°47 inches less than that for 1893 and 
51°41 inches below that accepted as the mean yearly average rainfall for Taiping, wide 
page 128 of the Perak Handbook for 1893. ‘This very considerable decrease of rainfall 
in 1894 on that of 1893 no doubt accounts for the higher range of the mean 
Maximum and Minimum Temperatures recorded during the year. 

The discrepancies between the observations recorded at the Survey Office, and 
those at the General Hospital, to which I referred in my report last year, were not so 
pronounced as in the previous year, and those in the returns for 1894 were, no doubt, 
due to local causes. ‘fhe maximum temperature recorded at the Survey Office for the 
year was 921, in September, the corresponding record at the Hospital being 94°. 


The minimum temperature at the Survey Office was 67°8, during February, and 
the corresponding temperature at the Hospital 66°. 

In April a check observatory was started at Mr. Young’s Quarters, Swettenham 
Road, where the mean Miximum Temparature registered was 3°3 higher than at the 
Survey Office, but the mean Minimum Temperature was 2°'1 lower. These differences 
are clearly shewn in the Return. 

{ would again draw the attention of the Government to the value of one central 
Meteorological Office for the whole State. 


FINANCIAL. 

The provision in the Estimates was $63,868, to which supplementary votes 
of $2,000 for General Expenses of Survey, and $1, oo On account of new launch 
were added, making a total provision of $66,868. The total expenditure under all 
heads was $54,154.99, there was therefore an under draft of $12,715, of which $7,000 
was due to the non-delivery of the new launch from Hongkong, and the balance to 
savings on Estalishments. The Revenue collected was very small, being $153.24 only, 
of which $106. bw was received for sale of maps, etc. 


GENERAL. 
The close of 1894 again saw the Field Staff reduced 25 per cent, and I 
resume that the deficiency will not be made good during 1895, as it appears imposs- 
ible to get any qualified men locally and, in the case of men recruited through the 
Crown Agents, it takes at least a year for them to get sufficient local knowledge to be 
of much use. At the present moment, with the exception of Messrs. Mais and 
Jayesuria, I have not a single assistant with three years experience in the Department. 
These periodical collapses, | believe, can be obviated only by some organization 
and classification of the Survey staff of the State, which shall ensure the following :— 
(a). A fairer distribution of jungle work, so that some men shall not be called 
upon to pass 250 days or more a year in an atap hut in the heart of the jungle whilst 
others are comfortably housed the whole year round and seldom or never, while in 
the field, are two days away from a village or rest-house. 
(4). A permanent flow of qualified recruits in the junior appointments, from 
amongst whom selections for the higher grades should be made as required. 


(c). A reasonable amount of vacation leave, every year, to each member of the 
Provisional and Temporary Field Staff, for recruitment of health. 


I submit that no man should be employed on work which necessitates such 
exposures as the members of my field staff have to individually encounter for such 
lengthened periods as three, four, and five years, or longer, without a long vacation 
leave, as has so often happened in this State, and which must result in foundering the 
constitutions of all but a few of the strongest. The sad cases of the late Messrs. 
Williams and Morris are instances in point, more especially so when it is remem- 
bered that during the last seven years the only Surveyors in State employment who 
have died from illness contracted in the field have been the two members of my staff 
referred to.

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OFFICE STAFF. 


15. The office staff is, in my opinion, amply sufficient, under ordinary circum- 
stances, for carrying on the current work of the l)epartment, but where, as at present, 
the whole District is in course of settlement and an expensive and rapid contract 
survey calls for a temporary Government field staff, costing nearly $10,000 a year, it 
is manifest that a substantial increase is also required in the office, to prevent a block 
in the work, and the surveys done in the field being subsequently stored away and 
pigeon-holed. 


16. On more than one occasion, and in the plainest language, I have called 
attention to this matter, and I am confident that, whereas a temporary field expenditure 
of $10,000 per annum now helps to produce over that amount of additional fixed rent 
every year, an addition of a couple of thousand for an assistant and a really good 
clerk would more than double the annual increase in the mining land rents. 


17. Iam sorry to say that, during the last half of 1894, the work of the office 
was much handicapped and thrown into arrears by, (i)., the employment, during some 
months, by the Acting District Magistrate, of Messrs. Ephraums, Seng Chye and other 
clerks, on an elaborate audit and balancing of the survey deposit account between 
Mr. Alma Baker and the Government, and (ii)., the absence of the second clerk, 
Mr. Arndt, on leave, and to no suitable provision being made to replace him. 


18. Up till then I had, with considerable difficulty managed to keep the work of 
the office up to date, but I am sorry to say that since then I have not yet succeeded in 
making up the ground lost. 

CONTRACT SURVEYS. 


19. The area (exclusive of town surveys) surveyed by Mr. Baker and taken over 
by the Land Department in 1894 amounted to 24,4434 acres. Three hundred and 
forty-one leases for 5,284 acres were issued, and 597 permissions for 7,890 acres 
granted, pending completion and issue of leases. 


TOWN SURVEYS. 


20. The townships of Papan and Kampar were surveyed during the year, and at 
the end of 1894 and beginning of 1895 the villages of Siputeh and Kuala Dipang, 
also. 

PROGRESS OF SURVEY, SETTLEMENT AND REGISTRATION WORK. 


21. attach herewith Return A’*, shewing the different stages to which the various 
contract land and mining surveys had advanced on the 31st December, 1894. The 
number of acres (first stage) (764), represents blocks just surveyed and in course of 


being taken over by the demarcation officers, many of them only just received from 
Mr. Baker. 


22. The A.Bs* (1,113) are those already taken over by the demarcation officers, 
and awaiting signature by the applicants. Some extra assistance is necessary for 
getting people to come in, and for attending to them when they come. I am now 
having books of notices printed calling upon applicants to come in, pay rent and sign 
their titles, which will be served on them as soon as the land has been taken over by 
the demarcation officers. 


23. A.B.Cs * (683) are those for which leases have been signed and rent collected ; 
those are either still in the office being engrossed, or in Taiping. Here also extra 
assistance for engrossing titles is required. I have had reason to complain of very 
serious delay in Taiping ; titles sent down to the Taiping Land Office for signature 
by the Resident and H.H. the Sultan have often been detained six or eight months 
before being returned. This delay has considerably reduced our output of leases. 


24. A.B.C.Ds* (249) are those in the Land Office and ready for issue ; the number 
of these is due to the fact that a very large number were returned from Taiping at the 
very end of the year. As the system of granting permissions to work, and of 
collecting all charges on the signature of leases, which I introduced at the end of 1893, 
covers all leases issued after that date, it is now possible to issue all such immediately 
they are returned from Taiping, without waiting for the applicants to come in and ask 
for them. 


25. A.B.C.D.Es* (666) are those for which leases had been issued up to the end 
of 1894.

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Co-ORDINATED Maps. 


26. 1am enabled to report a new and very welcome development in Mr. Baker's 
contract survey. He has at last produced his first co-ordinated map of parts of the 
Sungei Trap and Blanja mukims, containing about 800 blocks of 10,000 acres, and he 
is now begining another of the Ulu Kinta mukim. 


Town Surveys, ETC. 


a7. His town surveys, I consider now, as I have always done, require more 
details to be really useful. I have had to call his attention to the careless way 
in which his surveyors cut out either more or less than the areas asked for and very 
frequently thereby exceed the regulation limit of area. 


Pickinc Up AND REPRODUCING OLD BOUNDARIES. 


28. His surveyors often experience considerable difficulty in picking up and 
finding old boundary marks; this might, I think, have been to some extent obviated 
had he adopted a system of numbering his stones or of marking and shewing on his 
plans, trees and other prominent features, as is done in the Australian and other 
surveys. 


29. The suggestion of the Resident to at once cancel all titles where the 
boundaries of the land had been overlapped by a new survey does not appear prac- 
ticable and I have reported on this subject. 


THE CONTRACT SuRVEY SYSTEM IN KINTA. 


30. Our whole system of contract surveys in Kinta, though hardly the best 
imaginable, was the best obtainable when it was introduced, and has, considering all 
things, proved a great success, by rapidly opening up the country to mining and 
planting enterprise. The terms of ‘the contract should be rigidly adhered to, and now 
that a large area has been co-ordinated and put on the map, it might very well be 
checked by the Trigonometrical Survey Department in the manner recommended by 
Mr. Kelly. 


LITHOGRAPH MAps. 


31. Copies of Mr. Baker's maps might from time to time be sent up to Calcutta 
to be lithographed and lithograph copies of them sold by Government, at a moderate 
profit, to the public. 


THE Kinta LAND AND MINING Po.icy DIScusSED. 


32. On the policy which has been advocated during the year, of restricting 
applicants to one block of 28 acres each, and requiring special recommendations, 
entailing long correspondence, in other cases, I can only say that its effect is exactly 
the opposite of that aimed at, and I here take the liberty of quoting from a report 
I have written on the subject. 


33. ‘I submit that the best policy is that which has been pursued in Kinta for the 
last six or seven years (and has made Kinta what it is), viz:—to open up and get the 
District worked, no matter by whom. The least a man has to pay for a 25 acre block 
is about $too, including rent and survey fees, and it stands to reason that it is in his 
interest to get the land worked, failing which the Government have full powers to 
resume the land, make a clear profit of the $100 or its equivalent, and give out or sell 
the land to somebody else. 


34. ‘Whenever new applicants apply to Government for land that is not being 
worked the Land Office takes steps to resume it; meanwhile the Government gets 
rent for it and any dond fide miner can generally get it for the asking. When the 
survey and map of the District are completed and the Land Office has more leisure, 
nothing will be easier than to go through the map and resume all blocks where the 
regulations are not being complied with. 


35. ‘The alternative to granting mining land to the first applicant is a system 
having more or less the appearance of favouritism. . 


36. “The best course, in my opinion, would be—subject to the rule laid down by 
the Resident—to sell all land in the District except that far up in the Ulu, and let 
purchasers take out, at will, either Mining or Agricultural Leases for it.” 
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LAND SALES. 


37. Four hundred and thirteen and a half acres of Mining Land were sold by 
public auction during the year, and realised (exclusive of all fees and rent) $8,668,66, 
being at the rate of $21 (approx.) per acre. Other land sales brought up the premia 
on land to a total of $22,806.86 for the year. 


TANJONG TOH ALANG. 


38. A bridle-path has now been constructed to Tanjong Toh Alang, where there 
is a flourishing village of nearly too houses and which promises soon to be a very 
important mining centre. 

LopE AND ALLUVIAL MINING RIGHTS. 


39. Numerous disputes have raged round the question of lode and alluvial mining 
rights, and I am of opinion that the best and simplest policy is for Government to 
re-adopt the principle of the old form of title, by which lode and alluvial rights were 
granted by the same lease. If a lode miner really means business he will not stick at 
a few thousand dollars to buy out an alluvial miner, and, unless the latter complies 
with all the terms of his lease or himself works the lode, the former can ask Govern- 
ment to resume it and re-lease it to him. Failing this I would suggest extending the 
Resumption of Lands Order in Council so that alluvial mining land might be resumed 
for lode mining just as agricultural land is for alluvial mining. 


WATER LICENCES—MINING SUPERVISION. 


40. [have succeeded during the year in introducing the Water Licences I suggested 
in a former report, and have also got Government to publish a notification forbidding, 
except under certain conditions and proper supervision, some otherwise bad and 
dangerous forms of mining. 


SECONDARY SUBURBAN ZONES. 


41. The advisability or otherwise of establishing intermediate suburban zones on 
a reduced rental, appears worthy of consideration, as an arbitrary line now often 
separates a block paying $5 from one paying $50 an acre. 


SQUATTERS. 
42. Squatters on mining land give a great deal of trouble; these people form 
little villages all over the District and are very hard to dislodge. 


ORE AND SMELTING REGULATIONS. 


43. In my report for the year 1893 I called attention to the tin buying and smelt- 
ing regulations and recommended their revision. I have prosecuted and obtained 
convictions against several persons for cheating by false weights during the past year, 
and have cancelled their passes in consequence. 


FOREST RESERVES. 


44. I have, recommended that the Kledang range in Kinta should be declared a 
Forest Reserve under Order in Council No. 7 of 1891. Much revenue is lost to 
Government by the bad work necessarily done by the limited and inferior class of men 
we employ as forest rangers. 


PREMIUM ON LAND CONVERTED FROM AGRICULTURAL TO MINING PURPOSES. 


45. In my report for 1893 I suggested charging a premium on all land converted 
from agricultural to mining purposes, but no notice was taken of my suggestion. If 
no premium is charged, I consider that the Government should at least collect, in each 
case, the difference in survey fecs between the mining and agricultural rates. Many 
such blocks, in the neighbourhood of Batu Gajah, have recently changed hands for from 
$500 to $1,000 an acre. 

COFFEE PLANTING. 


46. Several large concessions for coffee planting have been applied for along the 
new road to Sungei Raia; the soil is good and some coffee and pepper planted by Raja 
Mahmud, a Mendayling Malay, in their immediate neighbourhood, shew the most 
favourable results. 

ROAD FRONTAGES. 


47. Owing to the way in which insignificant native holdings of from half an acre 
to two or three acres at once monopolize all the frontage along Government roads as 
soon as they are constructed, leaving many thousands of acres behind them isolated 
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and unapproachable, I have (pending further instructions from the Government) 
directed the demarcation officers to give out no new agricultural blocks of less than 
20 chains depth, and that where the frontage applied for exceeds six and a half chains 
the depth must be proportionately increased, till it is not less than 3 acres 1 rood. 


GENERAL. 

48. The work of the whole Land Office staff has been very heavy throughout the 
year under review. The second clerk, Mr. Arndt, had to go on three months leave to 
Ceylon for the benefit of his health, whilst others have also been invalided from time 
to time. A report on the third clerk, Mr. Manen, was called for during the latter half 
of the year; this officer, I believe, does his best, but is hardly equal to, or quick enough 
for the work he is required to perform. 

49. I regret that in the face of an increased revenue of $34,374.86, being about 
seventy per cent, the Government could not see its way to grant the increases of 
salary asked for, $5 a month to one very deserving clerk being its only recognition of 
the laborious services by which this huge increase was obtained. 

50. I attach a comparative return shewing the Land Revenue collected in Kinta 
since 1880, and a Return* M, shewing the Land Office expenditure for the years 1892, 
1893 and 1894 (including Demarcation Officers, Surveyors and Mining Inspectors). 


ESTIMATES FOR 1895. 


51. My estimate of $101,620 for 1895 is a very moderate one and should be very 
largely exceeded, indeed, by slightly strengthening the office staff, it might very well 
be doubled. 

52. I enclose Returns* C. D. £. and //., amended, other returns were sent in in 
February last.

8. The Order in Council dated the 16th day of June, 1884, and 
intituled, “ An Enactment for the Protection of Indian Immigration,” is 
repealed by the Council, and a new draft Order to be cited as “ The Indian 
Immigration Order of 1895,” is read and passed by the Council, becoming 
Order in Council No. 9 of 1895. This Order in Council is to come into 
force on the 31st of December, 1895. 


9. The Council sanctions the expenditure of $150 towards the restor- 
ation of the mosque in the mukim of Pulau Kamiri. 


10. In the case of Lee Kooi’s application for appeal to the Sultan 
in Council, since withdrawn (he applies for the return of the fee), the 
Council decides that there can be no possible claim to a refund of any 
portion of the fee, but agrees to grant him the return of $100 as a matter 
of grace. 

The Council adjourns sine die.

REGISTRATION OF FIREARMS. 


Passed by His Highness Ipris Mékrstp-ku-Aizam SHAH, K.C.M.G., 
Ipnrt ALMARHUM IskaNDER Swag, Sultan of Perak, in Council, 
on the 12th day of June, 1895. 


F. A. SWETTENHAM, British Resident. 


HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to the 
registration of firearms in the State of Perak, it is hereby enacted 
by His Highness the Sultan in Council as follows :— 


1. This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Firearms Order in 
Council, 1895.” 


2. The Order in Council dated March 12, 1886, is hereby repealed. 


3. All persons being in possession of any gun, rifle, pistol, or other 
firearm are required to register the same in the office of the Command- 
ant Perak Sikhs, in Larut, and of the District Magistrate in other 
Districts, not later than the 31st day of January in every year. 


4. A pass, containing a description of the firearm, will be issued in 
respect of every weapon so registered, and a fee of twenty-five cents will 
be charged for the same. SS ee 


Such passes will remain in force for the year of issue only. 


5. No pass shall be issued to any person under the age of eighteen 
years. 


6. It shall be lawful for the registering officer to issue a pass free 
of charge to any person who shall satisfy him that the firearm to be 
registered is to be kept solely tor the protection of his person or property. 


7. The registering officer may, for reasons of public safety to be 
duly recorded by him, cancel or suspend any pass when granted, or refuse 
any application for the same without assigning any reason therefor. 


8. The registering officer may, for reasons to be first recorded by 
him, authorise by writing an Inspector of Police to search any house or 
the houses in any locality within his district for any firearms, and may 
in like manner authorise such Inspector to require any person or the 
persons living in such locality to produce his or their pass and to pro- 
duce or account for the firearm described therein. 


9. Any person found in possession of a firearm without a pass 
shall, on conviction before a Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, and in default of payment of such fine to imprison- 
ment of either description for a term not exceeding two months, and 
such firearm may be confiscated. 


10. This Order in Council shall come into operation on the date 
of the publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

HEREAS it is expedient to provide for the registration of societies 

and for the suppression of all societies having objects incompat- 

ible with the peace and good order of the State, it is hereby enacted by 
His Highness the Sultan in Council as follows :— 


1. This Order in Council may be cited as the “Societies Order in 
Council, 1895,” and shall have effect from the date of the publication 
thereof in the Government Gazette. 


2. Orders in Council No. 24 of 1889 and No. 1 of 1892 are hereby 
repealed. 


3. In this Order in Council, ‘Society ” includes any association of 
ten or more Asiatics and every branch of such association, but does 
not include — 


(a). Any company, association, or partnership formed and main- 
tained for the sole purpose of carrying on any lawful business ; 


(b). Any society or class of societies exempted from registration 
by an order of the Resident, published in the Government Gazette ; 


(c). Any association established for a temporary purpose, provided 
that the same be not in existence for a longer period than one month, 
and provided further that the intent or object of such association shall 
not be incompatible with the peace and good order of the State. 


“ Resident” means the British Resident of the State of Perak, or the 
officer for the time being acting as such British Resident. 


4. It shall be lawful for the British Resident, by notification in the 
Government Gazette, to appoint by name or office one or more officers, to 
be styled Registrar of Societies. 


5. (i). A society, whether existing at the commencement of this 
Order in Council or formed after such date may, with the approval of the 
Resident, be registered under this Order by a Registrar of Socicties, but 
no society shall be lawful in any District unless it is registered for such 
District by a Registrar of Societies. 


(ii). Registration shall not render lawful any society formed or 
existing for any unlawful purpose or having among its objects purposes 
incompatible with the peace and good order of the State. 


(iii). The Resident may from time to time make, and when made 
amend, vary or rescind rules prescribing the manner in which societies 
may be registered under this Order in Council, and such rules when 
published in the Government Gazette shall have the force of law and 
may be amended, varied, or rescinded by publication in the same manner.

6. (i). Every society formed after the commencement of this Order 
and not registered under this Order shall be deemed to be an unlawful 
society. 

(ii). Every society existing at the commencement of this Order 
which shall not be registered thereunder within three months or within 
such further period as may be allowed for that purpose in any particular 
case by the Resident, shall, after the expiration of such period or further 
period, as the case may be, be an unlawful society. 


7. Any person managing or assisting in the management of an un- 
lawful society shall be liable, on conviction before the Residency or 
Senior Magistrate’s Court, to a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
and to imprisonment of either description for a period not exceeding five 
years, and to whipping not exceeding 30 strokes, and to deportation and 
confiscation of all property, real and personal, provided always that if such 
person can prove that such society existed for lawful purposes and had 
not among its objects purposes incompatible with the peace and good 
order of the State, he shall be liable only to imprisonment of either de- 
scription for a period not exceeding three years, or to a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, or to both. 


8. Any person being or acting as a member of an unlawful society, 
or attending a meeting of an unlawful society, shall be liable, on convic- 
tion before the Residency or Senior Magistrate’s Court, to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars, and to imprisonment of either 
description for a period not exceeding two years, and to whipping not 
exceeding twenty-five strokes, and to deportation and confiscation of all 
property, real and personal, provided always that if such person can prove 
that such society existed for lawful purposes and had not among its 
objects purposes incompatible with the peace and good order of the 
State, he shall be liable only to imprisonment of either description for a 
period not exceeding six months or to a fine not exceeding two hundred 
and fifty dollars, or to both. 

9. Any person knowingly allowing a meeting of an unlawful 
society to be held in any house, building or place belonging to or occupied 
by him, or over which he has control, shall be liable, on conviction before 
the Residency or Senior Magistrate’s Court, to imprisonment of either 
description for a period not exceeding six months, or to a fine not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars, or to both. 


10. (i). All prosecutions under this Order shall be instituted by a 
Registrar of Societies. 

(ii). In any prosecution under this Order it shall not be necessa: 
to prove that the society consisted of ten or more members, but it sh 
be sufficient to prove the existence of such society and that the same was 
not registered under this Order, and it shall then be incumbent upon the 
accused to prove that the number of members did not amount to ten and 
that the society was one which did not require to be registered under 
this Order. 

(iii). When any banners, insignia or writings of any society are 
found in the possession, custody or control of any person it shall be 
presumed, until the contrary is proved, that he is a member of such 
society. 

1l. Every register book of societies kept by a Registrar of Societies, 
shall be received in evidence in every Court of the State without further 
proof, and shall be primd facie evidence of the facts therein stated. 
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12. The Resident may at any time, if it appears to him necessary for 
the public safety or welfare, order any society, whether registered or not, 
to be dissolved ; such order shall be published in the Government Gazette, 
and thereupon such society shall become and be an unlawful Society. 


13. Upon the dissolution of any society under the last preceding 
section, the Resident may make such order concerning the disposal of the 
property thereof as may be necessary. 

14, The Resident may at any time, if it appears to him necessary for 
the public safety or welfare, order, by notification in the Government 
Gazette, that any society, whether registered or not, be suspended for such 
time as he may think fit, and the same shall thereupon become an un- 
lawful society and continue so to be during such period of suspension, 
and all buildings in the occupation of such society and used as meeting- 
places or otherwise for the general purposes of the same, may be closed 
during such period of suspension. 

15. It shall be lawful for any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace or 
Registrar of Societies, or a Police Officer, not being under the rank of an 
Inspector, to enter, with or without assistance, using force in either case, 
if necessary, into any dwelling-house or other building or into any place 
in which he may have reasonable ground to believe that a meeting of any 
unlawful society or of persons who are members of an unlawful society 
is being held, and to arrest or cause to be arrested all persons found at 
any such meeting, and to search such house, building or place and seize 
or cause to be seized all books, papers, documents, flags, insignia, arms 
and other articles which he may have reasonable cause to believe to 
belong to any unlawful society or to be in any way connected with the 
purposes of the meeting. 

16. It shall be lawful for any Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace 
or Registrar of Societies, or Police Officer, not being under the rank of an 
Inspector, to enter, with or without assistance, into any dwelling-house 
or other building or into any place in which he may have reasonable 


cause to believe that any books, papers, documents, flags, insignia, arms 


or other articles belonging to any unlawful society are kept or concealed, 
and to search and seize or cause to be searched and seized all such 
articles, and to arrest or cause to be arrested any persons in whose 
possession, custody or control such articles may be found. 


17. All persons arrested and all articles seized under the provisions 
of the two last preceding sections shall be detained in custody till they 
can conveniently be brought before a Magistrate, when they shall be dealt 
with according to law. 


18. (i). A Registrar of Societies may summon before him any 
person whom he has reason to believe to be able to give any information 
as to the existence or operations of any unlawful society or suspected 
unlawful society, or as to the operation of any registered society, and the 
person so summoned shall be legally bound to attend at the time and 
place in the summons specified, and to produce all documents in his 
custody, possession or power, relating to such society or suspected 
society, and to answer truthfully all questions which such Registrar may 
put to him. 


(ii). Every Registrar of Societies shall be deemed to be a public 
servant within the meaning of the Penal Code and may administer oaths 
to, and examine on oath, any person summoned before him under the 
provisions of this Order in Council.

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BYE-LAWS FOR THE PUBLIC STABLES, TAIPING. 


No. 327.—All stalls shall be flushed out by the coolie in charge every 
Saturday morning. 

2. The coolie in charge shall clean out the stables and drains at least 
three times a day, viz., 6 a.m., 11 a.m., and 4 p.m. 

3. Syces are prohibited from sleeping iu any of the stalls or the 
central passage. 

4. No bed or seat shall be permitted in the passage or the ghari shed. 

5. All gharis must be kept in the ghari shed. They shall on no 
account be left on the road side or in the yard. 

6. No horses or gharis shall be washed in the stable yard. 

7. No bedding for horses shall be dried in the stable yard. 

8. All litter from the stables shall be placed by the coolie in charge 
in the receptacle provided for that purpose. 

9. No lights will be permitted in the public stables, except those 
provided by the owner of the building. 

10. Kerosine oil lamps are strictly prohibited in the syces’ apartments. 
Coconut or bean oil can only be used for lamps. 
11. Syces are required to keep their sleeping apartments, verandahs 

and kitchen clean. 

There shall be payable to the owner of the public stables, or his 
authorised agent, the following scale of charges :—

For each stall, per mensem, not exceeding... w. 200 
For each stall, for periods less than two months, _... 10 each day 


For each apartment for syces, per head, per mensem, 2 00 
For each apartment for nares: pet head, Te baa ae or 
part thereof, an os 10 


The same charge of ten cents per day will be levied if the syce who is 
in immediate occupation of the apartment quits the same leaving the door 
locked.

No. 328.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL, 1895, 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of April, 1895. 

Haji Hawa’s place, which is one of the very few stockaded houses left in the 
country, looks very much neglected, and has been allowed to fall into disrepair since | 
saw it last, in 1890. The timber of the stockade is falling down and the earth-works 
inside are overgrown with trees. 

On the 17th I went with the District Engineer to Changkat Jong and inspected 
the water-works. There is a splendid supply of water and the turbines are working 
very well. 
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The Assistant Magistrate, District Surgeon and Inspector of Police returned 
from Sungei Dedap, where they had been to hold an inquest on the body of a Malay 
who had been killed by a crocodile. He was dragged out of his boat by the animal. 


On the 23rd I went up river to inspect the mukims. At Bander, Raja Musa’s 
plantation of fruit trees is looking very well. He has eight acres planted, chiefly with 
mangosteens. 


The -few cacoa trees at the penghulu’s house have grown a great deal and 
look very healthy and are full of fruit, but the nutmegs do not look very flourishing. 
Some vanilla brought from Mauritius looks well and flowers freely, but does not 
set any fruit, which is only to be expected, as the owner does not understand the 
cultivation of the plant. 


A great deal of new land has been applied for along the old road running through 
the mukim from Kampong Padang to Kota Lumut, and the people are anxious to have 
the road cleared and put in order. 


I went on to Bander Bharu and visited the cemetery, which is in good order. 


The penghulu has three splendid orange trees grown from seed given to him by 
the late Mr. F. W. Brewster some years ago. They are certainly the finest I have 
seen in the Straits. One of them, the largest, bore over 1,000 ripe oranges last year, 
and is now breaking down with the crop on it. 


The next morning, the 25th, I went on to Kampong Gajah and, at 7.30 a.m., 
went with Raja Musa, the penghulu and others to see the irrigation works which 
are being carried out by the penghulu and Pawang Jais. The work is getting on 
very satisfactorily and when completed will irrigate a large area of ground, w nicl has 
nearly all been taken up. 


I was glad to find that the small dam and water-course which was constructed 
while I was acting in Lower Perak in 188g and 18go, has proved very successful and 
the land irrigated by it (some 40 holdings) is under cultivation and yielding good 
crops. 

All the country in this and the adjoining mukim of Pulau Tiga suffered severely 
by the sickness amongst the buffaloes. One man lost 1g out of 20, and anothcr, 
eight out of nine. The disease also attacked the wild pigs and quite cleared them 
out. The rats, however, have been very destructive. 


We returned and went on up to Pulau Tiga, where I remained some time and saw 
a number of people about vaccination and other matters. 


The following morning a number of people came to see me about the penghulu- 
ship, and we recorded a number of votes. 


The s.s. Rosa, the only boat with any sort of accommodation, left for Penang 
yesterday and will not return, having been put by her owners on to the Achin run. 


Attached are the meteorological and other returns.

No. 329.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for May. 


2. On the 2nd instant I went to Padang Rengas and inspected the school ; the 
attendance here has increased considerably, I hope to see it rise to a daily average of 
100. This is in a great measure due to the penghulu, Mat Yatim, who takes a great 
interest in the school. 


3. Left Kuala Kangsar on the 4th instant for Kuala Plus, vé the bridle-path, 
inspected the school at Chigar Galah in company with Datoh Sri Adika Raja and 
Raja Ngah Abubakar, the penghulu. 
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4. On Monday the 6th, went up river with the Datoh and settled some land 
cases and slept that night on the river about five miles below Kuala Chigar. 


5. On the 7th inspected the bendangs between the river and the main road at 
the 17th mile. There are several hundred acres here, that only require irrigating to 
become very valuable padi land. The water can be brought from the hill opposite and 
under the road by means of a culvert at, I think, a moderate outlay. 


6. I visited the hill on the 8th. The Sungei Chegar takes its rise here and by 
diverting a portion of this and bringing it down in an open drain the whole of this land 
could be utilised. I returned to Kuala Kangsar the same evening. 


7. There is scarcely a mukim in the whole District where the Malays are not 
either irrigating the land themselves or where they are not very anxious to do so but, 
owing to their want of professional knowledge or money, the scheme cannot be put in 
hand. 


8. I would strongly urge on the Government the advisability of lending an officer 
of the Public Works Department to this District for a month or so, to report on these 
various schemes, and at the same time to draw up an approximate estimate of the 
probable cost of each, and the area of land that would be benefitted in each instance. 
The landowners in every case that has come under my notice have seemed most 
willing to pay an enhanced quit-rent in return for any outlay on the part of the 
Government in connection with improving their bendangs. 


g. Isaw Mr. Hunting, the Government Veterinary Surgeon, on the gth instant. 
He had returned from the down river mukims, where he had been engaged trying to 
stamp out the rinderpest which had broken out among the buffaloes. He informed me 
that the inoculating process which he had tried successfully on bullocks had turned 
out a complete failure as far as the buffaloes that he had treated were concerned. 


1o. On the 16th I inspected the Malay school in the Kota Lama Kanan mukim; 
this is one of the best in the District. 


11. Excellent progress has been made during the month in connection with the 
mukim settlement work; 1,210 holdings in the mukims of Kota Lama Kanan and 
Saiang being taken over. One hundred and thirty certificates were issued this month. 
I am glad to be able to report that the collection of the land revenue is well in 
hand. This is in a great measure due to H.H. Raja Mansur, who personally collected 
over $2,000 in the down river mukims during the month. As most of these payments 
are in very small sums, the amount of receipts that have to be written out is conse- 
quently very large. 


12. Throughout the whole District the fruit trees give promise of yielding a most 
wonderful crop, the durians more especially. This is most noticeable in the Kota 
Lama Kiri mukim. 


13. A smart capture was made by the police during the month. An old Chinese 
blacksmith took pity on a fellow countryman and took him in and clothed and fed him 
for nothing. ‘This went on for four days. On the morning of the fifth day this man was 
missing, and so was $640 in money and papers. The blacksmith left for Ipoh, as he 
felt sure the thief had gone there. However, the same day the police arrested a man 
at Padang Rengas in a rickisha with over $300 in silver in the well of it, and event- 
ually the whole of the money, with the exception of three dollars in copper, was 
recovered. 


14. On the 17th instant, near Kuala Chigar in the Perak river, a Malay and his 
child were fishing with a ja/a. The net got fast round something and the child went 
into the river to get it loose. He cried out that a crocodile had got hold of him, and 
just then the head of one appeared with the lower part of the boy’s body in its mouth. 
The father jumped into the water at once and beat the brute about the head until it 
let his son go. He then carried the poor fellow, who had been terribly bitten, home. 
I am sorry to say that the child, who was under ten years of age, died on the 3oth 
instant. 


15. Several tigers have been seen in different parts of the District during the 
month, and one was speared. 
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16. I attach the usual returns.

No. 330.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE, 1895. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
‘TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of June. 


2. A fire broke out at 3.30 a.m. on the rst at Parit Buntar and destroyed a block 
of atap houses in the main street. The owners of these houses had already received 
notices from the Sanitary Board to remove them within six months. The manual 
engine was turned out by the Chief Inspector and the fire was stopped in time to 
prevent the destruction of several houses in close proximity to the Government Clerks’ 
quarters. Five brick houses are already being built in place of some of the buildings 
destroyed. 


3. On the 5th there was a meeting of the penghulus in my office, and dates for 
padi planting were fixed, a notice being published throughout the District. Most of 
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the planters have now commenced to clear their fields (though in places there is not 
yet enough water) and a good many nurseries are ready for planting out. 


4. On the 8th a murder was reported at Kurau. A Chinese woman, the wife of 
the headman of a rumah kechil on the Jin Henk Estate, was left in the house, where 
three sinkehs were also living, her husband having some business to attend to. On his 
return he found the house empty and, on search being made, discovered the body of 
his wife in a well at the back of the house. From the position of the body and other 
circumstances attending the case it was evident that she had been murdered by being 
held head downwards in the well. Raja Chulan held an inquest on the body and 
returned a verdict of murder against the three sinkehs, two of whom have since been 
arrested and handed over to the police, who hope to secure the third. The case has 
not been investigated in Court at present for want of evidence, though the two men 
who are under remand plead guilty to robbing the house. 


5. There is a great improvement in the sanitation of the sugar estates in Krian 
since the question was taken up a year ago, and the owners of the estates were 
persuaded to provide better accommodation for their coolies. The hospital returns for 
the first five months of 1895 shew 239 admissions from these estates, against 567 
during the same period of 1894. 


6. The State Engineer and Superintendent of Prisons visited the District during 
the month. 


7. The area of agricultural holdings demarcated during June was 4,400 acres. 


8. The new gaol is making good progress. A contract has been let to build 
quarters for the Engineer in charge of the irrigation works, and a site for the building, 
near Bagan Serai, has been purchased. The hospital at Bagan Serai is progressing 
slowly. 


g. The attached statement of revenue for the first six months of the year shews 
an excess of 400 odd dollars over the estimate which, considering the recent failure of 
the harvest, may be considered very satisfactory. 


1o. The assessment of the houses in Parit Buntar and Kurau has been completed 
and the list has been open to inspection. It has been decided to exempt the village 
of Bagan Serai from assessment, as nearly all of it was destroyed by fire a few months 
ago. Most of the houses have now been rebuilt, a better quality of building taking 
the place of those destroyed. The assessment in Parit Buntar has been fixed at seven 
ad cent, and in Kurau at three per cent on the rental value of the houses. In the 

tter place twenty-five per cent of the houses are unoccupied, though after a good 
harvest there would not be an empty house in the place.

No. 331.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON THE INDIAN IMMIGRATION DEPARTMENT, 
PERAK. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my report on my second quarterly inspection 
for the current year. 


2. On the roth June I visited Gula Estate. I found the sick coolies were again 
located in the new hospital. 


3. There were two very bad cases of debility owing to dysentery, but the others 
were the ordinary light cases. The deaths on the estate have been fewer of late, so I 
hope for improvement still further in that line. 


4. Ithink if a gardener were temporally attached to the hospital grounds they 
might be planted up, which would give the surroundings a pleasanter appearance, 
groups of crotons and palms would grow well. The coolies were mustered and had 
no complaints. Seven hundred and seventy-eight males and 279 females. There were 
309 free working coolies. Forty men and two women were in gaol and a number of 
these made statements which have gone to you under another cover. One statute 
immigrant deserted from the General Hospital, Penang. He arrived too ill to be sent 
to the estate and was sent to the Penang hospital. It is exceedingly hard on the 
estate authorities if they have to bear a loss of this kind, and the Straits Government 
should, I consider, refund the passage money and recruiting expenses, which are 
probably $20. This is the second case of this description which has happened. Con- 
sidering that a planter has to pay depdt fees of $1 per man he should have redress 
when his men are not delivered to him. 


5. The manager had raised the rate of wages by two cents a day, since April, last 
to all immigrants. A short time ago all field tasks were reduced 20 per cent, therefore 
a coolie gets 19} cents for what he formerly received 14 cents for, or an increase of 
35 per cent. 


6. The next day I visited Sungei Bogah, where I mustered the coolies, 60 males 
and 18 females. There were three cases in hospital and one in the Government 
hospital at Parit Buntar ; three in gaol, one of whom made a statement forwarded to 
you under another cover. 


7. There were 34 free working Tamils. I discharged one man who had met 
with a broken arm which was so badly re-set that his hand was almost useless to him. 


8. The lines were clean. The coolies apparently prefer the old tumble down 
lines to the new ones, which are the best I have seen on an estate. 


The hospital diets were scarcely up to the standard, and the manager has 
been addressed officially on the subject.

ANNUAL REPORT

REVENUE. 


FOR THE YEAR 1894. 


1. The Revenue of Perak for the year 1894 amounted to 
$3,542,114, an increase of $508,020 over the revenue of the previ- 
ous year and $417,114 in excess of the estimates. Every District 
but Kuala Kangsar contributed to the increase, and every item of 
revenue except Licences. 


By a rearrangement of boundaries, part of the Kuala Kangsar 
revenues were credited to Kinta, and this accounts for the apparent 
deficiency on the estimates in the former District. 


The reason the actual revenue from Licences failed to reach 
that estimated was because the amount of arrears to be recovered 
on account of an expired Farm rent was over-estimated. 


The most remarkable and satisfactory points about the revenue 
are—(i.) that Land Revenue yielded $235,666, against an estimate 
of $155,635, (ii.) Customs gave $1,669,286, against $1,416,860 
estimated, and (iii.) the Railway Receipts (which amounted to 
$244,446), while just exceeding the estimates, gave an increase of 
$122,352 over the receipts of the previous year. 


EXPENDITURE. 2. The Expenditure of the year under review amounted to 


$3,587,224, exceeding the estimates by $387,320 and the Revenue 
by $45,109. This expenditure included, for—

—this is to say, not very far short of half our total expenditure was 
capital invested in useful and (for the most part) profitable works 
that, directly and indirectly, add to the revenue. 


The cost of Establishments, including the compensation granted 
to Europeans ($62,525), amounted to $864,817—that is, less than a 
quarter of the revenue.

The Pahang debt to Perak has, by arrangement, been trans- 
ferred to Selangor, and the loan from Perak to Selangor is thus 
reduced from $200,000 to $105,707. There is still another $30,000, 
advanced by Perak to Pahang last year, to be transferred to 
Selangor. 


5. The Trade Returns for 1894 give the following result :-—

As usual, these figures make a record. The tables in the 
appendix to this report give all particulars, but it may be noticed 
that the tin and tin-ore exported in 1894 weighed 395,681 pikuls, 
or—calculating tin-ore as equivalent to 65 per cent of smelted tin, 
—about 23,552 tons. As compared with the previous year the 
export shewed an increase of 53,693 pikuls, or nearly 3,200 tons. 
Padi and sugar shew a greatly increased production. 

The value of Imports is less than that of the previous year by 
$926,052, but the decrease is only apparent, for the specie imported 
in 1894 was $1,231,424 less than was received in 1893. There was 
a fair increase in opium, provisions, tobacco, and piece-goods, and 
a falling-off in railway material, spirits and liquor. 


6. There were seven meetings of the State Council during

7. No administrative changes of any importance were made 
during the year; there were the usual absences on leave and 
returns to duty. Dr. H. H. Sheppard, State Surgeon, retired from 
the service at the close of a term of leave, but I regret to say that 
he died in England early this year. 


Raja Musa and the Orang Kaya Sri Adika RAja were appointed 
members of the State Council, as was also Che Husein, who suc- 
ceeded to the office of Orang Kaya Laksdmana. 


8. The Land Revenue collected amounted to $235,666, ex- 
ceeding the estimates by $80,031 and the collections of 1893 by 
$85,144. - It isa result on which the Commissioner of Lands and all 
the officers of the Department may be sincerely congratulated. 
This increase is general throughout the State, and is the result of 
larger expenditure in settlement work, of keener and more intelli- 
gent supervision, of collection of rents by European officers, and of 
a great improvement in the quantity and quality of the allotment 
surveys, whether done by the Government or by contract. Generally 
it may be said that the extraordinary improvement made during the 
last five years in this most important Department is due to the 
fact that the Government has increased the staff to something more 
nearly approaching what was necessary, and that a real effort has 
been made to enforce the Land Regulations in all their details. 


g. The collection of revenue’ has been greatly assisted by a 
series of good harvests, and the land rents alone yielded $120,806, 
an increase of $31,334 over the receipts of the previous year. The 
premia on lands sold amounted to $39,542 (chiefly for mining lands), 
while the revenue derived from the issue of passes to cut timber 
and collect jungle produce amounted to $50,391, an increase of 
$28,031 over the receipts of the previous year. This last is ac- 
counted for by a considerable increase in the scale of fees for cut- 
ting timber. 


10. An examination of details will shew that the survey fees 
received by Government amounted to only $2,906, and the explan- 
ation of that fact is that in Perak no charge is made for the 
survey of native holdings unless the owner prefers to take out 
a lease rather than a certificate of title. The result is that, as a 
rule, leases are only desired for large areas held by Europeans or 
Chinese. 


11. The cost of the whole Department of Lands and Surveys 
was $132,578, a sum $103,088 less than the revenue collected, or 
little more than half. A considerable amount of the expenditure, 
however (for Inspectors of Mines, Overseers, Demarcation Officers, 
etc.), is really incurred not on account of the land but the mines, 
and cannot properly be looked upon as a legitimate charge against 
the Land Department, which gets no credit for any portion of the 
large revenue derived from the exports of tin. 


12. The returns shew that at the close of 1894 the total area 
alienated for agricultural purposes throughout the State was only 
157,209 acres. The number of town and village building lots taken 
up was 4,842. To give some idea of the work done in the Depart- 
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MINES.

ment beyond the mere collection of revenue, issue of passes and 
registration of documents, I may mention that 42,695 acres were 
demarcated, against 27,517 in the previous year, at the average 
cost of 58 cents an acre including all expenses. In the Krian 
District, where there was the strongest and most capable staff and 
where the land is most get-at-able, 18,145 acres were demarcated 
at an average cost of 27 cents an acre including all expenses. If 
the Government had had the courage to spend money freely on 
settlement work, the results throughout the State would have been 
even better. Parsimony in this respect is abortive as well as 
unwise, for the work has to be done, and the result of spending in 
driblets is that there are always arrears, confusion, delay, dis- 
satisfaction, and in the end an increased expenditure, for which, of 
course, no one can be made responsible. Land settlement (that 
is, the demarcation, survey, and registration of lands applied for 
or occupied) is an investment which pays fairly well when the ex- 
penditure of $132,578 gives a return of $235,666 within the year; 
to hesitate to increase an expenditure which will secure a return 
proportionate to that given by the above figures would be a short- 
sighted policy. 


13. As usual, the production of the mines in Perak has 
exceeded all previous records. In the face of falling prices the 
amount of tin and tin-ore exported in 1894 was 395,681 pikuls, or 
about 23,552 tons, exceeding the export of 1893 by nearly 3,200 
tons. The duty paid in 1894 was $1,649,596, and $1,281,813 of 
this came from the Kinta District alone. 


It is satisfactory to be able to say that while the work in 
Larut is not nearly so extensive as it used to be (though the export 
shews a slight increase over the figures of 1893), it was never so 
well done as now, and that the coolies are better paid, better fed, 
and altogether better treated than formerly. One reason, perhaps 
the greatest,, why the production of tin goes on ever increasing as 
the price falls ever lower is that the employers of labour do not 


- now make the large advances to their men which used to be given 


only a few years ago. The result is that the coolies do not abscond 
to the same extent, because they have not the same inducement, 
and people with even a very small capital can now go into mining, 
either as employers or in partnership with the labourers. 


14. Small quantities of wolfram and of gold were exported 
from the Batang Padang District in 1894, and it is highly probable 
that the mines of these minerals will in the next few years shew a 
considerable extension. There have already been a good many 
applications for leave to work gold, and this industry should get 
beyond the prospecting stage in the next twelve months. 


15. The strength of what is called the Police Force, but which 
is really a regiment of Sikhs and some Malay water-police, was in- 
creased by 75 non-commissioned officers and men during the year, 
and on the 31st December, 1894, the numbers were, exclusive of 
commissioned officers,—

The cost of the whole Force for the year on all accounts was 
$289,430, and the amount of revenue collected, chiefly for cart and 
carriage taxes, was $64,587. 


16. The returns of crime committed and discovered shew that 
there were 20,089 cases reported in 1894, against 21,114 in 1893; 
of these 10,804 are returned as discovered, but no very useful 
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PRISONS. 


conclusion can be drawn from these figures, as they include such 
“crimes” as breach of contract (z.e., absconding coolies), 6,575 cases, 
with 1,126 discoveries; breach of Government orders, 615 cases 
and 615 discoveries ; breach of municipal rules, 1,201 cases and the 
same number of discoveries, and so on through a list of similar 
offences, such as criminal force, 781 cases ; cruelty to animals, 171 
cases; drunk and disorderly, 296 cases ; vagrancy, 1,253 cases,—in 
all of which the “discoveries” are equal to the offences. Of the 
273 cases of public nuisance there were, however, only 272 “ dis- 
coverles” ; of gang robbery, 38 cases, there were 16 discoveries; 
highway robbery, 45, with 26 discoveries; house-breaking, 672, 
with 127 discoveries; theft in a dwelling (serious), 198, with 36 
discoveries ; theft in a dwelling (minor), 2,693, with 691 dis- 
coveries. On the other hand, of 13 cases of murder, 10 are returned 
as discovered; in one of them (to which special reference is made 
in paragraph 23) the detective branch deserves great credit for the 
capture of most of the perpetrators of the crime. 


17. The conduct and discipline of the men of the Force were 
good; the artillery practice was satisfactory, and the musketry 
returns are up to the standard of former years, though not as good 
as they should be for a military force. 


A detachment of Perak Sikhs under the Commandant, Colonel 
Walker, C.M.G., and Captain Talbot went on service to Pahang 
during the year. Captain Talbot was severely wounded, two men 
were killed and three others wounded. I have no official knowledge 
of the operations of the detachment while absent from Perak. 


18. From the beginning of 1894 a tailoring establishment for 
clothing the Force was undertaken, and it has proved a great suc- 
cess, convenience, and economy. The work produced is decidedly 
superior to that obtained when given out on contract, and costs less.

—an increase of nearly 1,000 over the numbers of 1893. The 
numbers for Kinta (2,136) were even greater than in the Prison at 
Taiping (1,873), while Krian accounted for 552 and Lower Perak 
for 348.

There were six escapes in Taiping, three from parties working 
outside the Prison and three from the District Hospital, where they 
had been sent as incurables. The health and conduct of the 
prisoners were good, and the Superintendent speaks highly of his 
European staff, but the native warders still leave much to be desired.

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COURTS. 


Although the Kinta District Prison (at Batu Gajah) was ex- 
tended and enclosed by a brick wall there was, at one time during 
the year, considerable overcrowding, both there and in Taiping. 
It will, I think, be necessary to erect another ward of separate cells 
at Taiping next year. Last year I gave full particulars of this 
institution. 


20. As regards industries, the extramural labour of convicts 
at Taiping alone is valued at $10,945, and they did a great deal of 
very useful work. Inside the prison the stone-breaking gave a

The demand for the products of prison industries is becoming so 
great that to meet it more work-shed accommodation would be 
necessary, and I question whether there is room within the gaol 
walls for such extension. Of course it is a question whether it is 
desirable to mcet a large public demand for prison manufactures. 


21. The tables in the Appendix give every information about 
the Judicial work of the State. The Court work, and the revenue 
received therefrom, continue to increase; the records are now care- 
fully kept, and I believe the general standard of work done is very 
much better than it used to be, though I do not pretend that it is 
entirely satisfactory. It would probably be idle to expect such a 
result under any circumstances, but, with few exceptions, a higher 
legal knowledge is required by the Perak Magistrates and generally 
more care in dealing with the cases that come before them. 


22. The Senior Magistrate, Mr. H. C. Belfield, besides fulfilling 
the very important duties of a post that includes the trial of capital 
cases and civil suits where the moncy consideration has no limit, 
has again been of the greatest assistance in drafting legislative 
measures for the consideration of Council. Messrs. Logan and 
Ross, of Penang, advise this Government in legal matters and also 
undertake the drafting of Council Orders, but it is almost impossible 
that they should be able to do all the work that we require in this 
direction, and the consequence is that the drafts of most measures 
of the highest importance, such, for instance, as the Land Code, 
the Mining Code, the Pension Order, and the Labour Code, were 
prepared in Perak by officers who have had no special training for 
such difficult work. 


23. A somewhat curious case may be mentioned. A Chinese 
was arrested in 1888, and, in conjunction with a fellow-countryman, 
was tried for a murder in Kinta and convicted. Both men were 
sentenced to death, but while one was executed the sentence of the 
other was commuted to a term of six years rigorous imprisonment. 
That term duly expired and the convict was released, but within 
a few months he collected some companions and amongst them 
they murdered a Chinese shopkeeper under circumstances of ex- 
traordinary brutality and cold-blooded design. The crime was 
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committed in a lonely and isolated house, and the murderers left no 
trace. A detective, however, got on their track, and making ex- 
cellent use of his information, succeeded in arresting four of the 
culprits, one of them being the Chinese on whom sentence of death 
was passed in 1888. He was again convicted, sentenced, and duly 
executed, but the case of a man being twice sentenced to suffer the 
extreme penalty of the law is probably unusual here. The reprieve 
appears to have been an instance of mistaken clemency. 


24. The Courts revenue for 1894 amounted to $68,260. The 
number of inquests held in all the Districts was 278. 


25. The amount spent upon Works and Buildings in 1894 was 
353,047, a sum $20,000 in excess of the similar expenditure in the 
previous year. 

The most important Works were —Teluk Anson water-works 
($65,496 spent during the year, work almost completed) ; the Parit 
Buntar water-works, whereby the town and outskirts of the Parit 
Buntar station are supplied with drinking-water brought, by the kind 
permission of the Sultan of Kedah, from a hill in His Highness’s 
territory to the northern bank of the Krian river and thence, by 
means of a syphon, across the bed of this tidal river to the Perak 
bank. The total cost of the work was $39,000. Surveys were 
made and estimates prepared for a scheme to supply the town of 
Ipoh with drinking-water; and Mr. Vincent, of the Indian Public 
Works Department, reported on the scheme prepared by the State 
Engineer for the irrigation of 50,000 acres in the Krian District at 
an estimated cost by $350,000. Both these works will be com- 
menced this year and money has been provided for them. 


As regards Buildings, a new Lunatic Ward was built in 
Taiping, and a Hospital Ward in Ipoh, with Quarters for the 
District Surgeon stationed there. At Teluk Anson a new Ward 
was also constructed, and some Hospital Buildings were erected at 
Bagan Serai, in the Krian District. 


A brick wall was constructed (at a cost of $11,000) to enclose 
the Prison yard and buildings at Batu Gajah, and new Police 
Barracks were built at Ipoh. New Rest-houses of an improved 
type and permanent materials were erected at Taiping and Ipoh. 
The Residency Cottage at Ipoh was completed. 


26. The expenditure on Roads and Bridges amounted to 
$541,062, and covered the further construction or commencement 
of the following roads. The Coast Road from Taiping to Bruas, 
which will eventually be extended to Setiawan and so put the 
Dindings Settlement in communication with the Perak road system. 
The Kota Tampan Road, which will join by a first-class cart-road 
our most northern station, at Janing in Upper Perak, with Kuala 
Kangsar and Taiping. The Tanjong Rambutan Road, an exten- 
sion of the Kinta Road system to open the valuable tin-fields to 
the north of Ipoh. The Batu Gajah - Gopeng Road, to join the 
important mining town of Gopeng with the headquarters of the 
Kinta District. The Temoh Road, to connect Temoh, in the Batang 
Padang District, with a station on the Kinta Valley Railway. 


In Krian, the Tanjong Piandang Road, which connects the ex- 
tensive rice-fields of Tanjong Piandang with Parit Buntar, the head- 
quarters of the District, was metalled. 


Thirty-one miles of metalled cart-road and 23 miles of bridle- 
road were constructed during the year, and all existing roads were 
maintained in a high state of excellence. The road mileage in the 
State at the end of the year was 963 miles.

OPEN LINES. 


27. The total sum expended by the Department was $953,453; 
not including the provision for salaries, transport, etc., which 
amounted to $66,674, a sum equal to less than seven per cent on 
the outlay for work performed, a result which is very satisfactory. 
What the work means may be gathered from the fact that the 
District Engineer of Kuala Kangsar travelled 3,440 miles on duty 
during the year. 


28. Sanitary Boards have been appointed at all the principal 
centres of population in the State, and the experiment has proved 
decidedly satisfactory. The sanitation of all towns and villages has 
been improved, and municipal affairs are no longer neglected, as 
used to be the case when no one was specially responsible for 
them, The thanks of the Government are due to the gentlemen who 
have accepted seats on the Boards and give their gratuitous services 
for the public benefit. 


29. The Railway Department spent the following sums during 


1894 :—

The expenditure in 1893 was $909,349. The total Railway earn- 
ings in 1894 amounted to $248,515. 


30. The Larut Open Line earned $92,943, a decrease of $5,210 
against the receipts of the previous year, accounted for by the 
closing of mines at Kamunting and the opening of sections of the 
Kinta Valley Railway which diverted some of the traffic. 


The working expenses amounted to $1.83 per train mile, and 
the gross receipts to $2.43. | The percentage of working expenses 
to receipts was 75'5, and the net profit realised, $22,772, which 
gives an interest on capital invested of 2°94 per cent. The $5,987 
spent on capital account was the cost of diverting the Sungei 
Drahka and substituting an embankment for the bridge which had 
grown to be a cause of anxiety. 


31. His Highness the Sultan formally opened the Ipoh-Batu 
Gajah section of the Kinta Valley Railway on the 7th February. 
Another section of six miles (from Batu Gajah to Kota Bharu) was 
opened on the 27th April and immediately gave a great increase in 
the traffic receipts. On the 29th September, another section of 
seven miles, from Tapah Road to Talam, was completed and opened, 
and this has just (March, 1895) been extended to Kampar, another 
three miles. 


32. The total receipts on the Kinta Railway amounted to 
$151,590; the working expenses were $102,138 and the profit 
$49,451. | The receipts give $1.98 per train mile and the working 
expenses $1.34, a percentage of 67} to the gross earnings. 


33. There were two fatal accidents on the Larut line and three 
on the Kinta line. An elephant charged and derailed a passenger 
train near the Bidor Bridge, Teluk Anson, on the evening of the 
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17th September. The driver and fireman were thrown into the 
jungle, but no one on the train was injured. The elephant, a large 
male with tusks seven feet long, was killed. 


34. As already stated, a very large sum was spent on this 
account in 1894, and the Kinta Valley Line might have been opened 
to traffic throughout its length had not unexpected trouble been 
encountered in a cutting at the twenty-fifth mile from Teluk Anson. 
The sides of this cutting have constantly fallen in, and a spring 
was discovered in the bottom, the consequence being an enormous 
increase on the amount of earth estimated as necessary to be re- 
moved and a corresponding increase in expense. 


The principal work done during the year was 220,066 cubic 
yards of earthwork in banks and cuttings, 12} miles of platelaying, 
10} miles ballasted, and 63 bridges and culverts completed, of which 
the principal were—one with two spans of 100-feet each, one of 150- 
feet span, one of 200-feet span, two of 65-feet span, six of 40-feet 
span, one with two spans of 4o-feet each, and eleven of 20-feet span. 


A great quantity of station buildings, sheds, and quarters were 
constructed. Five locomotives and 151 vehicles were erected, and 
21 miles of telegraph were completed. 


35. The trace of the line from Taiping to Kuala Kangsar was 
cleared. A preliminary examination of the country between Ipoh 
and Chémor was made in September, and the survey of this ex- 
tension (12 miles) has since been completed and the work of con- 
struction commenced. 


In November a rough examination of the country between 
Taiping and Parit Buntar was made and a full report furnished 
on the Perak section of the proposed Taiping - Kuala Prai Railway. 
This scheme now only awaits the consent of the Secretary of State 
to allow the promoters, who ask for neither guarantee nor land, to 
form a company and raise the necessary capital for the construc- 
tion of the Province Wellesley section. 


36. The work of the Trigonometrical Survey is not one of 
which much idea can be given in a report of this kind. The Chief 
Surveyor writes that eleven new main stations and twenty-two 
minor ones were established, and the work of the year consisted 
chiefly in breaking up the main triangles and completing obser- 
vations from stations already in existence. 

Two hundred and twenty-two miles of traverse surveys were 
made, of which 192 miles were also co-ordinated. The surveys 
comprised 42 miles of road and bridle-paths, 1624 miles of river, 
and 15 miles of coast surveys. 


A large amount of astronomical work of a severely technical 
type was done in the determination of the latitude and azimuth 
at two stations specially selected for this purpose—viz., Gunong 
Jerai, in Kedah, and Scott’s Hill in Larut. 


By permission of H.H. the Sultan of Kedah, who is ever ready 
to give us his cordial assistance, leave was. obtained to include 
Gunong Jerai (Kedah Peak) in the Perak triangulation, and careful 
observations were conducted there by various officers of the Depart- 
ment. The mean result accepted gives the latitude of Gunong 
Jerai as 5° 47’ 15°22” North. The approximate height was 4,019 
feet above sea level, and the instrument used an 8-inch micrometer 
theodolite. 


The final value obtained for the azimuth or true bearing, the 
mean result of twelve sets of observations east of the meridian and 
thirteen west, was 277° 7’ 45°70” North, with a probable error of 1°02 
seconds. 
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Similar observations at Scott’s Hill gave a latitude of 4° 52’ 17°88” 
North. 


The latitude of Gunong Jerai, by a preliminary computation 
of the triangulation, based on the above determined latitude for 
Scott’s Hill, is 5° 47’ 14°20”, and shews a difference of only o1-02 
seconds against the latitude calculated on astronomical observations 
made on the spot. 


Mr. Young, the able Chief Computer of the Department, 
also took further observations at Scott’s Hill for longitude, with a 
mean result of 6h. 43' East, whereas the longitude of the same 
point calculated from that of Port Weld (as determined by the 
Admiralty Surveyors in 1884) was 6h. 42' 58”, a difference of two 
seconds in time. 


38. In connection with the work at Gunong Jerai the Surveyors 
made a very curious discovery—namely, that the top of the moun- 
tain was covered by a sort of masonry hearth, about sixteen feet 
square, formed of blocks of hewn granite with a hole in the centre, 
near which was lying a cover-stone of sandstone. Other somewhat 
similar hearths were discovered close by, but the most careful en- 
quiries failed to throw any light on the origin or uses of these floors. 


The discovery was the result of an accidental fire which burned 
away a covering of peat two feet in thickness which was growing 
on the top of the hill and had effectually concealed the stonework 
beneath it. The Malays of the neighbourhood exhibited great 
curiosity at the discovery and went in large numbers to see the 
place, but none of them could offer any reasonable solution to 
account for what they saw, and none of them had ever heard any 
tradition of the occupation of the top of the hill by Malays or people 
of any other race or faith. 


It is extremely unlikely that, whatever the uses of these hearths, 
they were constructed by Malays. It is suggested that they have 
been intended as places for cremating bodies in connection with a 
monastery or some such religious house on the hill. It seems, how- 
ever, strange that bodies should be carried to a height of 4,000 feet 
for such a purpose, and the country at the foot of Gunong Jerai 
does not appear to have ever been thickly populated. 


It is also suggested that the hearths were used as places on 
which to build beacon-fires for the use of vessels sailing to and 
from Acheen. That, also, is a suggestion which has not much to 
recommend it. 


The Chief Surveyor and Mr. Irby (of his staff) have taken 
photographs and made some careful plans of what has been laid 
bare, but further explorations will probably be necessary if the real 
meaning and uses of these remains are to be ascertained. 


39. The health of the State during 1894 was fairly good, and 
the year is chiefly remarkable for the entire absence of any case of 
cholera and the fact that there were only 36 cases of small-pox, 14 
of which proved fatal. 


40. There was a decrease in the number of hospital patients 
as against the figures of the previous year, but the death-rate was 
considerably higher. 


The total number of cases treated was 19,050, against 19,594 
in 1893. The death-rate rose from 15°93 in 1893 to 17°73 in 1894. 
The explanation given is that an unusual amount of inspecting was 
done in the various mining and agricultural coolie lines, and that 
this resulted in a number of serious cases being sent into the hos- 
pitals which might otherwise have been left to die outside. In one 
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hospital alone 150 patients died within 48 hours of admission. In 
all the hospitals as many as 738 patients died within 24 hours of 
admission and may be regarded as beyond hope when admitted. 
lf these cases were excluded, the death-rate would be reduced to 
13°85, a figure which the Acting State Surgeon considers to be not 
excessive. 

I wrote at some length on this subject last year, and there is 
nothing to be gained by repeating what I then said; moreover, 
special enquiries have been made during the year and special re- 
ports furnished, and the great consensus of qualified opinion is to 
the effect that Chinese labourers in Perak are fairly well housed and 
very well fed, but their water-supply is often indifferent or bad, and 
the conditions under which they work, especially in the mines, are 
so excessively trying that weakly subjects especially cannot stand 
them. 


In our hospitals the accommodation is excellent, though some- 
times overcrowded, the food is all that could be desired, and the 
attendance up to a certain point good, but the supervision of quali- 
fied surgeons is only partial, and unless the services of a surgeon 
resident on the spot can be secured for every hospital with an 
average number of between 200 and 300 patients the best results 
will not be obtained. There are seven surgeons provided for the 
staff of the Perak Medical Department, and as I write the post of 
State Surgeon is vacant, while two of the District Surgeons are 
absent on leave, one on account of a most severe illness and the 
other after a residence of six years in the State. 


The question of attendance has been provided for by the pro- 
vision of a sum to meet the cost of supplying male nurses to the 
hospitals, but it will take time to engage and train a staff of this 
kind. 


41. As regards outdoor patients, I regret to say that, for some 
cause which I cannot now explain, their numbers fell off by 4,408 
as compared with the year 1893. Further enquiries will be made 
on this subject, for we can only look to the outdoor work to relieve 
the strain on the accommodation of our hospitals, the endurance of 
the staff, and the resources of Government, which already devotes 
so large a sum to the Medical Department. It is also through the 
dispensaries and outdoor treatment that we hope principally to 
break down the prejudices of Asiatics to the use of European drugs 
and methods. 


42. It is a source of satisfaction to be able to say that the 
vaccination returns for 1894 are by far the best ever yet recorded. 
Nine thousand two hundred and seventy-two subjects were vacci- 
nated, and of these 6,682 are returned as perfect, 400 modified, 733 
failures, and 1,457 not seen. The lymph used was that obtained 
from Saigon, and has given much better results than that received 
from England. 


43. The health of the prisoners in all our prisons has been 
decidedly good. At the two large establishments in Taiping and 
Batu Gajah the percentage of deaths was respectively 2°23 and 
2°46. In Teluk Anson there were two deaths, giving a percentage 
of 2°53, and in the six other district or divisional prisons there was 
not a single death. 


44. The Perak Government maintains a Leper Ward at Pulau 
Jerejak. A total of 86 lepers were treated there, and 32 of these 
died, a percentage of 37:20. In Taiping we have a local leper 
ward, where the death-rate was 16°78, but probably the cases treated 
at Pulau Jerejak were further advanced in the disease. 
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A committee on leprosy sat during the year and furnished a 
valuable report with recommendations for the segregation of our 
Malay lepers, but I understand the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies is not in favour of compulsory segregation. 


45. Rinderpest was prevalent during the year, and a mild form 
of foot-and-mouth disease attacked the buffaloes in the villages on 
the Perak River. “Towards the end of the year there were several 
undoubted cases of anthrax in Larut, and something like 1,500 pigs 
were carried off by an epidemic of swine fever. 


Just before the close of 1894 a Veterinary Surgeon arrived from 
England, and his services will be greatly appreciated and ought to 
prove of much value to the State. 


46. I regret to say that during the year the Government lost 
three European officers, and in two cases (Messrs. Morris and 
Parkes) death was due to climatic causes. It is specially sad to 
record the death of Dr. H. H. Sheppard, the late State Surgeon, 
under whose direction the Department had grown to its present 
importance and creditable position. Dr. Sheppard had found it 
necessary, owing to the state of his health, to resign his appoint- 
ment, and he died in England even before the question of his 
pension had been finally settled. 


47. The meteorological returns shew that the highest temper- 
ature registered during the year was 95°F. on the 25th March at 
Ipoh, and the same at Kuala Kangsar on the 19th May. The lowest 
recorded temperature on the plains was 61°F. at Teluk Anson on 
the 2nd December. The greatest rainfall was at Tapah, with 155 
inches, and the lowest at Krian with 58°61 inches, an abnormally 
low figure that means an entire failure in the rice harvest over the 
greater part of the District. The heaviest rainfall for 24 hours was 
5°50 inches at Teluk Anson on the 31st December. 


48. Eight new schools were opened during the year, making 
a total of 85 schools throughout the State: 8 English, 75 Malay and 
2 Tamil, with a register of 3,924 scholars, an increase of 566 on the 
enrolment of the previous year. The average attendance was 73 
per cent, and the passes obtained by those presented at the annual 
inspection were 82 per cent of those possible. The results obtained 
at the Tamil schools were specially satisfactory. 


49. Of the English schools, the Central School at Taiping 
gave very satisfactory results, no fewer than 73 boys passing in 
every subject. The attendance was regular, the discipline excellent, 
and the school maintained in all respects its good reputation. 


The Taiping English School for Girls gave almost equally satis- 
factory results. 


The Malay schools, whether for boys or girls, are fulfilling their 
objects and amply justifying their existence and the expenditure of 
the comparatively small sums devoted to their maintenance. In the 
girls’ schools needlework and weaving receive special attention, and 
it is interesting to find that eight married women are amongst the 
pupils at one school. 


50. The Inspector of Schools reports: “ The year has been one 
of progress, both in the extension of education and in the general 
results obtained at the annual inspection, as well as in an improved 
attendance and more satisfactory discipline.” 


The cost to Government per pupil in average attendance is 
$16.28, per pupil in average enrolment $11.86, but if the cost be 
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during the year (for many leave annually) the amount would be 
only $8.40, equivalent to about 16s. per head. 


In November the Inspector of Schools furnished a most in- 


teresting report.on the subject of vernacular education in Perak 
which was published in the Government Gazette. 


POSTS AND 51. The revenue collected by the Post and Telegraph Depart- 

TELEGRAPHS, ment amounted to $39,081, an increase of $7,189 over the receipts 
of the previous year. There was an incrcase on every item of 
revenue. 


After the unfortunate experience of this Government in having 
to pay $135675 for loss on exchange when the Government of the 
Straits Settlements (with whom the matter rested) came to settle 
its 1893 money order accounts with India and Ceylon, it was 
necessary to make an arrangement whereby Perak interests would 
be safeguarded, and this has now been done, with the assistance of 
the Chartered Bank, in such a way that the public benefits while the 
Government is absolutely protected against loss. 


The number of letters and parcels which passed through the 
post offices was 1,751,706, shewing the enormous increase of 
724,540 over the numbers of the previous year. The number of 
telegrams dealt with was 221,378, against 186,461 in 1893. 


Money order facilities have been extended, so that now an 
order can be drawn at any money order office in Perak on any 
country with which the Straits Settlements have money order deal- 
ings. The value of the orders issued was $248,549, and of those 
paid $77,481, in both cases largely exceeding the figures of the pre- 
vious year. 


The Taiping - Panag overland mail service has proved an 
entire success and worked most satisfactorily, the mails having 
on one occasion been delivered in Taiping in seven hours from 
Penang. That is worth recording, considering how lately there 
was no road connection between Taiping and the Krian District. 


Many improvements were made during the year in the way 
of extending and duplicating telegraph lines, and telephones have 
now been supplied to every police station where a telegraph wire is 
available. 


POPULATION 52. The following figures shew the number of Arrivals and 
AND Departures at two ports in the State, Teluk Anson and Port Weld, 
IMMIGRATION during the year. The arrivals have exceeded the departures by 
14,669, and that number may be added to the population as the 

result of immigration.

The Births shew an increase of 507, and the Deaths an increase of 
963 over the figures of 1893, and that increase is in both returns 
found divided amongst all nationalities, except in the case of the 
Tamils, where the Deaths are 29 fewer than in 1893. 


54. There were 1,206 Statute Indian Immigrants in the State 
on the 1st January, 1894, and 530 new hands were imported during 
the year, nearly all of them for the Gula Estate. The percentage of 
deaths was 6°18, against 2°01 in the previous year, which had the 
lowest death-rate ever recorded. The explanation of this increase - 
is that a large number of the 1893 immigrants came late in the 
year, and, with those imported during 1894, made an exceptional 
number of unacclimatised labourers, who more easily contract and 
succumb to disease than those who have been some time in the 
country. 


CHINESE PRO- 55. The Acting Protector of Chinese, Mr. Barnes of the Straits 
TECTORATE, Settlements Civil Service, has furnished a very interesting report, 
especially as regards two subjects of the greatest importance,— 
z.e., the protection of Chinese women and girls and the labour 
question. On both these subjects I am in accord with the opinions 
expressed by Mr. Barnes, and am glad to think that the Labour 
Code to which he alludes has an early prospect of becoming 
law in Perak. 


56. Referring to the labour question, Mr. Barnes writes :— 
“The old system had really broken down under its own weight. 
Its object was to prevent coolies from absconding, but while 
it failed hopelessly in securing this, in its efforts to do so it caused 
an amount of trouble to all parties concerned and an amount of 
real hardship to many innocent people which would hardly have 
justified its continuance if it had succeeded. The new law recog- 
nises the fact that in the present expansion of the population and 
development of the State, it is a practical impossibility to prevent 
labourers not under written contracts from seeking work wherever 
it pays them best, even though they abscond from their debts in 
doing so, and the State now no longer deceives employers into 
making large advances to their coolies by a promise (which it is 
impossible to fulfil) to restrain them from absconding until the 
money is repaid. 


“The new law is, as I expected, working without difficulty, . 
despite the complaints of some of the smaller and more old-fashioned 
employers, and it bids fair to materially reduce the great risk of 
Perak mining—z.e., coolies’ advances. 


“Recently the Senior Magistrate and myself have prepared 
a Labour Code, which will embody and repeal all existing labour 
laws with the exception of the Indian Immigration Order. I trust 
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that this may soon become law, and that magistrates, police, em- 
ployers and labourers alike may be at last enabled to know exactly 
what their respective duties, rights and powers are. 


“ Labour Supply.—The supply of mining labour in Perak is at 
the present moment very deficient. The Kinta District has been 
so widely opened by the railway and by roads, bridle-paths, etc., 
that far more land has been applied for and taken up than there are 
labourers available to work. ‘The result is that the coolies are the 
masters of the situation, and demand and obtain such high wages 
that but few advancers can afford to risk the money necessary 
to open up a big mine. Consequently the chabut system is be- 
coming universal, and even under this no coolie will remain at 
work without a fair certainty of earning at least thirty-five cents 
per diem over and above his food. This means, of course, that the 
land is wastefully worked. When the ‘eyes’ of a piece of land 
have been picked out, the coolies will, unless it lies close to a town, 
with the consequent attractions of the brothels and a theatre, move 
on elsewhere, and the owner must wait for a rise in the price of tin 
or a fall in the cost of labour before it can be worked again. 


“It is a noticeable fact that although thirty-five million dollars- 
worth of tin has been raised in Kinta in the last five years, there 
are certainly not ten really wealthy thawkés in the District—by 
‘really wealthy’ I mean men who are prepared to risk, say, $20,000 
in opening up a large mine. The Chinese population is uniformly 
well off and the standard of living is very high, but there is as yet 
not nearly sufficient capital in the District to work the tin which is 
already, so to speak, in sight. 


“Tn this connection I would point out that it would be a 
misfortune for the State if at the present moment a very rich 
alluvial tin-field were discovered in, say, Kuala Kangsar or Batang 
Padang. It would take some years for such a discovery to cause 
any considerable increase in the rate of influx into the State of 
either capital or labour. Both, therefore, would have to be with- 
drawn from Kinta. A great shrinkage, and consequent loss of 
capital, would take place in the value of all houses, theatres, 
markets, etc., in the District, whilst the possibility that the men and 
money withdrawn from it would be employed somewhat more pro- 
ductively in the new field could not compensate the State for the 
immediate outlay on roads, establishments, etc., necessary to develop 
and administer it. The State gains most when one District is 
fairly worked out before the centre of activity is shifted to another.” 


57. In reference to these remarks on the system of mining, 
I may say that we have for long been anxious to provide a complete 
set of mining regulations for our peculiar circumstances, a Mining 
Code in fact, and such a measure was drafted more than a year ago, 
but it has been waiting for the approval of an even more important 
piece of legislation, the Land Code, which left Perak in August, 1893. 


58. The work .in the Museum has consisted chiefly in fur- 
nishing the new wing of the building and arranging the immense 
quantity of exhibits which the Curator had not been able to show 
for want of space. 


A great deal of useful prospecting was done in Selama, in Ulu 
Kurau and in the Matang District, but it was only in the first that 
really good prospects were obtained. 


59. The Printing Office has, as usual, done an ever-increasing 
quantity of work with great efficiency. It will be necessary next 
year to increase the staff and the supply of type, and the machinery 
must be thoroughly overhauled. 
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The cost of the establishment for the year was $23,302 (a 
saving on the expenditure of the previous year), and the value of 
the work done was $24,443, of which $1,734 was received for 
private printing. The time has probably now arrived for shutting 
out private work, and this should cause no inconvenience as there 
is in Taiping a privately-owned printing business. 


60. In many of the departmental reports that I have received 
this year the figures of the quinquennial period 1890-94 are quoted. 
A comparison of the results of these five years may be of interest; 
the figures are certainly striking. 


In the first place, I am glad to say that nothing now remains of 
the $1,800,000 balance (mainly accumulated by the efforts of my 
predecessor, Sir Hugh Low) which was standing to the credit of 
this Government on the 1st January, 1890. Not only has that sum 
been far over-spent on a single work, the Kinta Valley Railway, 
which is now all but completed and will have cost over two and 
a half million dollars, but the annual surplus of revenue over ordi- 
nary expenditure, which has averaged little short of $900,000 a 
year, has also been spent in railway and road extension, water- 
works, and telegraphs, as will hereafter be shewn. 


61. The revenue and expenditure of these last five years, with 


the estimates of the current year, are as follows.

Before leaving this question of railway construction, it is only 
fair to remark that, as a criterion of the price at which our public 
works have been executed, the cost of the Kinta Valley Line has 
been £5,804 per mile. As far as I can gather from the Colonial 
Office List, 1894, the cheapest colonial railway (the Cape) has cost 
about £9,000 per mile—and yet the Perak Railways are admittedly 
well constructed, on severe conditions, and well furnished.

qo. Since 18g0 the revenue has increased forty per cent, and 
by the end of this year the increase will probably be seventy-five 
percent. The production of tin has increased by over fifty per cent; 
the export of padi is nearly twenty times what it was in 1890, and 
that of sugar is more than double. The value of the Customs 
revenue has doubled, and of the Land more than trebled. The 
Railway receipts last year were three times, and this year will be 
nearly eight times, as large as in 1890. The Postal business has 
increased fourfold, and that of the Telegraph offices has more than 
doubled, while the Trade of the State has increased from a value of 
seventeen million dollars to nearly twenty-seven million dollars. And 
this is not quite all. With the progress and prosperity of the State 
the well-being of its people has kept pace. | have already said that 


r 
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the position of our Chinese labourers—the bone and sinews of the 
body politic—has vastly improved. There are very few Europeans 
who are able to compare the condition of the Malays now with 
what it was when Sir Andrew Clarke signed the Treaty of Pangkor 
in January, 1874. The change for them has been certainly remark- 
able. I have no desire to enlarge on the greatness of their gain, 
but it is evident enough to those few who knew the Peninsula then 
and can see it now; moreover, the Malays themselves are conscious 
of their altered condition and grateful for it. It would hardly be 
an exaggeration to say that the position of all classes of Malay 
society, and all individuals has been bettered. The power of the 
governing classes is, in one sense, far less than it was when British 
assistance was invoked, but their influence is certainly wider. As 
a class they are better housed, better clothed, wealthier, and in 
every sense more comfortable. The same is the case with the 
lower classes: they have gained exactly in proportion to that power 
which their chiefs have lost. Their lands, which were valueless 
and in many cases abandoned, are now cultivated, fenced, cared 
for, and acquiring a value which in some cases is considerable 
and in all appreciable. The wealthiest Malays in the Peninsula 
are the Perak Malays. It is for them that the richest silks of 
Tréngg4nu and Batu Bara are woven, it is they who vie with 
each other in the building of expensive houses and the possession 
of horses and carriages, while many of them own residences in the 
Sacred City of Mecca. The richest man in Malaya is a member 
of the Perak State Council and made all his fortune in this State. 


71. The lesson to be learnt from these facts and figures is, | 
think, a very plain one. It is that in the administration of a Malay 
State, revenue and prosperity follow the liberal but prudently- 
directed expenditure of public funds, especially when they are 
invested in high-class roads, in railways, telegraphs, waterworks, 
and everything likely to encourage trade and private enterprise ; 
and in this the Malay State is probably not peculiar. The Govern- 
ment cannot do the mining and the agriculture, but it can make 
it profitable for others to embark in such speculations by giving 
them every reasonable facility, and that we have tried to do. If 
we had kept our funds in Indian securities, or if we had simply 
devoted our energies to building up large balances for the pleasure 
of looking at and talking of them, the progress of the State would 
have been a good deal less marked, and it is impossible to say 
whether, hereafter, our funds might not have been diverted to some 
other purpose, and Kinta, years hence, be still no nearer the 
immense boon of a railway to the port of Teluk Anson than 
Singapore is to-day to that railway across the Island which was so 
strongly advocated nearly five-and-twenty years ago. 


72. 1 confess that I am inclined to carry this principle of the 
value of liberal expenditure on well-considered objects into almost 
every department of the public service of this State. The money 
that is spent is only invested, and comes back in increased revenue, 
while the State gains in palpable benefits like roads, railways and 
other works, or in the increased efficiency of the administration. 
Both add to the revenue. A new road or an additional officer 
equally proves this truth, if the road is in the right direction and 
the officer does his work. That, at least, is the experience of the 
past, and it may be peculiar to the opening of new countries, es- 
pecially when they are so rich in resources as the Malay States. 


73. lam not personally anxious to see the mineral wealth of 
Perak exported in ever-increasing quantities when the price of 
tin has dropped in two years from 490 to £63 a ton and is stil 
falling; and yet we are to a large extent responsible. The enor- 
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mously improved facilities of transport that we have provided enable 
the miners to work great mineral fields so much more economically 
that they can now, even at the present price of tin, afford to turn 
over ground that ten or fifteen years ago would have been negleced 
as unpayable, and the enormous quantities of the metal expotted 
from the Malay States have no doubt brought down the price. 
Perak alone has contributed £16,500,000-worth in the last twenty 
years. It is true that our capital (in the shape of tin) is leaving 
the country, but what has gone is probably only a fraction of what 
remains, and, beyond imposing a high export duty, there is no 
special reason to try to control the production. The duty that is 
paid to us is exceptionally high (if the price of the metal continues 
to fall, it may be necessary to reduce it), and as it is the revenue 
derived from this source that has enabled us to construct our roads 
and railways, we are building up a capital of another and better 
kind. Our lines of communication do something more than enable 
the miner to get his rice cheaply and transport his produce to a 
market at particularly low rates; the railways, besides their other 
advantages, yield a large and direct revenue—this year in Perak it 
will amount to nearly $700,000, of which probably more than half 
will be profit, giving a return of about ten per cent on capital 
invested ; the roads feed the railways and themselves indirectly 
contribute largely to the revenue. But the main point is that both 
roads and railways will open up the agricultural capabilities of the 
country and give us the best thing we can hope for: a settled 
agricultural population and a body of Europeans who will bring 
their brains, their energy and their money to convert our jungles 
into extensive estates of permanent cultivation, a form of enter- 
prise such as no Asiatic has hitherto had the ability, experience 
or determination to attempt. 


74. If the falling price of silver is helping the miners of the 
Malay Peninsula to crush all rivalry in Cornwall or Australia, the 
same cause will give a manifest advantage to the planter who sells 
his coffee, tobacco or spices in a market where payment is made in 
gold. The conditions of soil, of climate and rainfall that he requires 
are here, the transport facilities are good and improving yearly, 
labour is cheap and may be made plentiful, and all that remains is 
that the Government should be liberal in the terms on which it 
alienates the land. It is the opportunity of the planter, and it is also 
the opportunity of the Government ; it would be a serious blunder 
if the fact were not grasped that the interests of both are identical. 


Failures cannot benefit the Government, and at this moment, 
when European planting in the Malay Peninsula is still in its 
infancy, the man who brings us his capital, invests it in agriculture 
and loses it, can only serve as a scarecrow to frighten away intend- 
ing planters. 


Mining is and must ever be surrounded by risks; it is an | 
unfortunate fact that many Europeans have invested considerable 
sums in mining ventures in the Malay States and have lost them, 
and yet it is not and has not been urged that the Government has 
placed difficulties in the way of acquiring mining land. When the 
British Government undertook to advise the Malay Chiefs in the 
Government of their countries there were no alluvial tin-mines in 
any British territory nearer than Australia, and no objection has 
therefore been raised to the regulations framed in the Malay States 
for the conduct of an industry that has now no rival in the world in 
the magnitude of its operations. We give to the miner what is 
often fine land covered with magnificent forest, and when he has 
destroyed the timber he turns the soil upside down and after a 
few years abandons it, leaving huge stretches of country a sightless 
waste of water-holes. 
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Whilst the operations last the Government secures a large 
revenue, and, as I have already explained, that revenue has been 
very usefully employed. 


75. The case of the planter is the exact reverse. He converts 
the jungle into produce-yielding fields, he se¢¢/es on the soil, it is 
to his interest to foster to the utmost a property which will only 
give him a fair return after the investment of capital and years of 
toil. His object is to keep the land in cultivation, and when one 
product fails (as coffee failed in Ceylon) he immediately turns his 
energies to the introduction of another. 


Here also there is a permanent revenue to be gained from the 
export duty on produce, and it wants no great effort of imagination 
to see a day when the duty on agricultural exports may exceed that 
on minerals. The returns in the latter case are much more rapid; 
but to make it easy to mine successfully and difficult to plant with 
profit may be good shop-keeping, but seems indifferent adminis- 
tration. 


76. I feel very strongly that the Government cannot pursue a 
wiser policy than the encouragement of the planter. I have been 
told that the terms on which land has been granted to planters in 
the Malay States under the regulations which I drafted are too 
liberal, that they are thriftless, and I have failed to safeguard the 
future interests of the Government and retain the power to share 
in the rising value of alienated lands. The revenue returns of the 
last five years given in paragraph 63 ante are some indication of 
the result of the policy hitherto pursued in Perak, a policy which 
was endorsed by the great experience and sound judgment of Sir 
Hugh Low. Up to the present time planting in Perak has been 
contined, with very few exceptions, to small native cultivators, but 
while the Government retains the power to determine the amount 
of the export duties and while there remain millions of acres of land 
available for planting, and the total area granted is only 157,209 
acres, I do not think the interests of the State can be said to have 
been greatly neglected in the past or seriously endangered for the 
future. 


77. The Native States have not, so far, suffered from want of 
initiative. Of what has been done (and that can best be seen on the 
spot) little is due to outside influence, but local efforts have not 
always been unhampered. Sometimes, no doubt, we may have been 
inclined to think we know our own needs best, and the excuse for 
that impression is to be found in the result of the last twenty years’ 
administration and the fact that those responsible for the initiative 
are not working for their personal profit but in the interests of the 
Malay States, interests which may be lost sight of when viewed 
from a distance.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for the year 1894. 


REVENUE. 
1. Enclosure A*¥* is a comparative statement of the Actual and Estimated 
Revenue for 1894, and the Actual Revenue for 1893. 
2. The Revenue of 1894 was $110,583.26, an increase of $18,886.53 on the 
1893 collections, and $20,260.26 more than the estimate for 1894. 


3. The most pleasing feature in the return is the increase of $15,449.40 on the 
Land Revenue of 1893. 


4. All other items of importance shew an increase, except Fines and Fees of 
Court, under which there is a small deficit of $44.40. 


EXPENDITURE. 


5. Return B shews the expenditure for the year, which amounted to $175,390.29, 
a saving of $8,286.21 on the estimate. 


6. The chief items under which a saving was effected are :—Establishments, 
$2,259.77; Marine, $2,693.47, and Works and Buildings, $4,844.47. 


7. The saving under Marine was due to the money provided for fitting up the 
steam launch Constance not being spent. 


8. There was an excess of $2,528.31 over the estimate for Roads and Bridges. 


TRADE. 


Enclosures C and D shew the quantity and value of Exports and Imports of 
1894, and the Returns £ and F shew the comparison between the years 1893 and 
1894. 
10. The padi exported in 1894 amounted to 4,322,983 gantangs, an increase of 
1,754,408 gantangs on the export of 1893. The quantity imported was 10,742 gan- 
tangs, considerably less than half the quantity brought into the country in 1893. 


11. The amount of rice exported was 411,030 gantangs, or more than half as 
much again as in 1893, while there was only a small increase on the quantity imported 
during the previous year. 


12. There was a large increase in the production of brown sugar, the amount ° 
exported being 149,761 pikuls. The white sugar exported was nearly all produced 
on the Gula Estate, where its manufacture has been considerably increased. 


13. There was a falling off in the export of ataps, and more were imported than 
in 1893. This is probably due to a greater demand in the District, and is not 
necessarily a sign of falling off in the atap trade. 


14. A large amount of mangrove jungle has been cut down for firewood, and the 
supply is gradually diminishing while the demand increases annually. The sugar 
estates in Krian consume a large quantity of firewood and a great deal of that shewn 
in the return as having been exported is really brought back again into the District 
for use on the estates. 


15. The export of salt fish increased to nearly double the quantity in 1893; but 
there was a falling off in the production of blachan, owing, it is said, to the scarcity of 
prawns compared with former years. 


16. The quantity of rattan exported was nearly double that of the previous year. 
This is probably due to the number of new settlers who took up land to the east of 
Bagan Serai, where there is a large supply of rattans.

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LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


22. The progress made, both in the settlement work and collection of revenue, is 
most creditable to the Land Officer, Mr. Just, and the Land Office staff have 
worked well. 

23. The land rents amounted to $40,166; an increase of 70 per cent on the 
actual revenue ($22,927) collected in 1893. The estimated revenue for 1894 was 
$23,000. 

24. The following figures shew the rents due and amounts collected during 
the year :—

25. The arrears, which had accumulated for several years, have thus been reduced 
from $27,000 odd, to a little over $13,000. Of this amount over $800 has since been 
collected or written off during 1895. 


26. A further reduction was not practicable, as most of the money is due on 
temporary permits, the lessees of which cannot be proceeded against until settlement 
has taken place, for the holdings cannot at present be identified and most of the 
owners are not to be found. With these exceptions, notices were served on all lands 
on which arrears were due; but, owing to the complete failure of the 1894-95 crop, 
extreme measures have not been resorted to, except in a few of the. worst cases. 


27. Altogether 2,275 notices to pay rent were issued, most of them during the 
last quarter of the year. These notices were followed in 600 cases by warrants to sell, 
but only 59 lots were put up to auction, of which 54 had to be bought in, the land not 
fetching the amount due to Government. 


28. The question of enforcing payment by sale of the land is a somewhat delicate 
one, and while in some cases landholders who have the means take advantage of the 
leniency of the Government and evade payment, in others, the poorer lessees whose 
crops have failed have no other resources on which to fall back, and often have to 
leave the country to make a living until the next planting season comes round. 
Harsh measures in such cases would seriously injure the interests of the Government, 
and it is therefore better to err, if anything, on the side of leniency. 


2g. During the year 7,467 acres of padi land were alienated to new settlers 
in Bagan Serai and Kuala Kurau, the only two mukims where land is available, and 
$6,372 rent on this land collected. In some cases the land had been occupied during 
1893. 

30. Penghulu Haji Abdulraliman, the headman of the Banjer Malays in Krian, 
obtained permission to erect a bund, enclosing some 2,500 acres of land, below the 
coast road. The land was given at a rental of 25 cents an acre, and has all been taken 
up. The new coast road, which is to be commenced this year, will enclose this land. 


31. A noticeable feature of the land taken up in recent years is, that instead of 
being given, as in the early days of Krian, to men of capital, who live out of Perak 
and sub-let their land to others, it is now taken up by Malays who do not already own 
land in the Peninsula and come from Banjer Massim and other places in Dutch 
territory to settle permanently. It is a matter of congratulation that these new comers 
have, owing to the favourable position of their land and the proximity of forests, 
suffered comparatively little from the drought of the present season. 

32. Mr. Vincent, whose services were lent to Perak by the Indian Government, 
visited Krian in January, to report on the proposed irrigation scheme, and his report 
is in the hands of the Government. 
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33. To ascertain the general feeling of the razats on the proposal to introduce 
water, I held meetings at the most important padi planting centres and discussed the 
scheme fully with the natives. 


34. Perhaps a more unfavourable time for obtaining a verdict in favour of the 
scheme could not have been chosen, as three successive good harvests had been 
reaped ; but, in spite of that, the proposal was generally received with favour, provided 
that the taxation imposed in return for the water supplied should be in proportion to 
the capacity of the land to grow crops, and not a fixed rate on good and bad land 
alike. 


35. Since then the failure of the 1894-95 crop has quite decided the natives 
in favour of the irrigation and drainage of the country on a proper system, and nearly 
every planter would gladly pay the tax and make his crop an almost certain success. 


36. There can be no doubt that the road drains and gradual disappearance of 
forest have combined to seriously lessen the capacity of the soil to retain moisture, 
and the increasing necessity of artifical drainage is manifest. 


37. The rainfall registered at Parit Buntar hospital shews a difference of 21°31 
inches between 1893 and 1894; the total rainfall for the two years being :—1893— 
79°96 inches ; 1894—58°61 inches.

38. Taking into consideration the fact that the 1893 planting season was, with 
the exception of an abnormally heavy rainfall in October, as good a year for the 
planters as could be desired, a better illustration of the necessity for irrigation could 
hardly be given. The attached Return G, which gives the rainfall at Parit Buntar for 
each month during the past ten years, shews how very uncertain is the supply all the 
year through. 


* * * * * * * 


SuGAR. 


40. About 31,000 acres have been alienated for sugar planting in Krian, of which 
13,000 acres are under cultivation, and employ permanently 7,500 Chinese and 2,000 
Tamil labourers, besides Javanese and Malays. 


41. The price of brown sugar, which is the chief product of these estates, averaged 
between $4.35 and $4.85 from January to September, and fell in October to $4.10, in 
November to $3.40 and in December to $3.10, since which it has gone as low as 
$2.60 a pikul, a price that will barely cover the cost of production. The price of 
white sugar also fell steadily, till at the end of the year it had reached a figure the 
sterling value of which is lower than has been known before. 


42. The Gula Estate, which is the largest in Krian, is the only one under Europen 
management. I am indebted to the manager for furnishing me with a review of the 
year’s progress. 


43. At the close of the year considerably over 2,000 acres were under cultivation ; 
the area actually yielding a crop being over 1,600 acres. 


44. Owing to the difficulty of obtaining a supply of Tamil labour, part of the 


estate has been sub-leased to Chinese on what is known as the rumah kechil 
system. 
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45. The whole labour force at the end of the year was :—

excluding women and children who are not labourers but who reside on the estate and 
number between four and five hundred. 


46. A new hospital was built on the estate; a steam still for manufacturing rum 
was erected, and sugar store, office and laboratory added to the plant, at a total cost 
of $45,000. 


47. The number of desertions amongst the indentured coolies has increased 
enormously of late years, no less than 594 having absconded in 1894. Of these 314 
were captured, the remaining 280 leaving their employers the losers of about $5,000, 
paid for the cost of their importation. Ninety per cent of these runaways were 
coolies who had not yet completed the first year of their engagement. 


48. The causes of these desertions and the remedies suggested have been the 
subject of special inquiry, and it is hoped that something will soon be done to protect 
the employers against this increasing evil. 


49. The death-rate amongst the indentured coolies was higher than usual, owing 
to the number of new coolies imported during the end of 1893 and beginning of 1894. 


50. The treatment that these coolies receive is, I am satisfied by personal 
observations, as good as could be reasonably desired, and neither the deaths nor 
desertions can be traced to that cause. 


51. A concession of 5,000 acres adjoining the Gula Estate has been taken over 
by the same Company from the concessionaries, Messrs Kennedy & Stewart. The 
concession is now being demarcated ; no work, except a little jungle felling having been 
done up to date. 


DEMARCATION AND SURVEY. 


52. The enclosed map, H, shews the progress made in demarcation of land, which 
was commenced in 1893. The work done in 1894 is as follows :—18,198 acres com- 
pleted by chain survey; 14,144 acres completed by theodolite; 116 miles of minor 
circuit traverse ; 32 miles of main circuit surveys, done at a cost of $6,515.40. This 
does not include the salaries of the Land and Settlement Officers, nor the cost of 
plotting the work in Taiping. 


53. The staff for the first six months of the year consisted of one Assistant and 
one Sub-Assistant Surveyor and four Demarcators ; the number of demarcators was 
subsequently reduced to three, owing to want of funds. 


54. The demarcators were employed on monthly wages. Had they been paid by 
results, according to the scale introduced at the commencement of the year, the work 
would have been far more costly. 


55. I regret to say that, although good progress has been made in the field, the 
plotting of the work is several months in arrears. This will cause considerable delay 
in the issue of certificates in exchange for the old titles, a work that must in any case 
take considerable time, owing to the care necessary in the preparation of the certi- 
ficates, and the difficulty experienced in obtaining the surrender of the old titles, ° 
which are preferred by many of the landowners to the new. 


56. It should be explained, that of the total area surveyed in 1893, 4,194 acres 
consisted of large estates, while the holdings surveyed during 1894 are of comparatively 
small average area. 


57. Mr. Koch, a private surveyor, surveyed 7,455 acres of sugar land during the 
first four months of the year, in addition to the work done by Government. 
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POLICE AND CRIME.

59. Inspector Mc Keon reports that the conduct of the police during the year has 
been good. 


60. The total number of cases reported to the police during the year was 1,900; 
of these 1,079 were discovered, leaving 821 cases undiscovered. 


61. Two murders were committed during the year; one of which was discovered, 
and the murderer, Tek Oh Heng, was sentenced to death on the 2gth May. 


62. Out of 106 cases of house-breaking 12 only were discovered, and 57 cases of 
theft of various descriptions were discovered out of 236 reported. This is a poor 
average, but it should be remembered that breaking into atap houses of the character 
that are usually found here is a comparatively easy matter, and the position of the 
District, bordered as it is on two sides by the Province and Kedah, and on another by 
the sea, affords excellent facilities for criminals to escape. 


63. There were in all 1,230 prisoners brought before the Court during the year. 


64. The number of prisoners remaining in the lock-up on the 31st December, 
1893, was 25; the number admitted during 1894 was 527, making a total of 552. 
These were accounted for as follows :—

of these, 164 were Chinese, 30 Malays, and 358 Tamils. 
65. The general conduct of the prisoners undergoing sentence was good, but it 
is impossible to maintain a high state of discipline under existing arrangements, and 
the new gaol which is now to be built will cause a great improvement in that respect. 


Courts. 

66. The usual returns of judicial work performed and revenue collected by the 
Courts has been forwarded to the Senior Magistrate. 

67. Altogether, 1,389 Criminal and 276 Civil Cases were disposed of during the 
year, against 1,250 Criminal and 318 Civil Cases in 1893. 

68. The probate and administration cases numbered 133; of which 31 were 
brought forward from 1893, and r1o2 instituted during the year. Probate or Letters 
of Administration were granted by the District Magistrate in 46 cases. 

69. The Court of the Assistant Kathi decided 100 cases, of which 55 were offences 

. against Mahomedan law and the rest civil suits relating to Mahomedan law. 

70. There were 39 inquests held during the year. 

71. The revenue collected by the Criminal Courts was $2,311.75, against 
$2,768.22 in 1893. The collections in the Civil Court amounted to $1,810.95, against 
$1,382.98 received during the previous year. 

72. Krian is the only District in which the penghulus exercise no judicial powers. 
In my opinion it would be far more satisfactory for all concerned if petty cases were 
settled by the penghulus here, as in other Districts of Perak. The native chiefs are 
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uite capable of relieving the Court of petty cases, which at present occupy a good 
dei of the Assistant Magistrate's time. As a rule their decisions are well weighed 
and often based on a fuller knowledge of the facts than it is possible for an European 
to obtain. 
WorKS AND BUILDINGS. 


73. The total sum spent on Works and Buildings was $48,480.53, a saving of 
$4,844.47 on the estimate. All the works for which provision was made were carried 
out except the construction of a cook-house and store for the gaol, which was deferred 
when it was decided to erect a new gaol at Parit Buntar, a work that will be taken in 
hand this year. 


74. Nothing was spent on the irrigation works, for which $5,000 was provided, 
except the expenses of Mr. Vincent's visit to Perak, which amounted to $1,975.30. 


75. The most important work was the completion of the Parit Buntar water 
supply from Bukit Panchor, which cost $39,862.08, of which $18,710.21 was spent 
during the year under review. This work was delayed through various causes, and 
water was not laid on till the end of September, but it has been well done and the 
head works, which were severely tested by a heavy flood in December, have proved 
capable of withstanding any strain that is likely to be put on them. 


76. A new club was built in Parit Buntar at a cost of $2,450; the old club was 
converted into a Court-house; and the old Court-house thrown into the Land Office, 
which was much in need of the extra space thus alloted to it. 


77. Amongst other works were :—Police Station and Married Quarters, Bagan 
Serai; Dispensary, Bagan Serai; Dispensary, Parit Buntar, and Post Office, Bagan 
Sens P : if P y g 

erai. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES. 


78. A-sum of $57,758.31 was spent under this heading, or $2,528.31 more than 
the amount estimated. 


The following shews the mileage of roads in the District at the end of 
1894 :—Metalled cart-roads, 34 miles 3 chains; Unmetalled cart-roads, 34 miles 
31 chains; Bridle-paths, 22 miles 46 chains. 

80. In addition to these are numerous drains made for the benefit of the padi 
planters, who in most cases are supposed to keep them in order, but as a rule this is 
not done unless considerable pressure is brought to bear upon them. The Government 
spent $1,379.36 in upkeeping and repairing these drains during 1894. 

81. The cart-road from Parit Buntar to Tanjong Piandang, 5 miles and 36 chains 
long, was metalled departmentally, at the very moderate cost of $11,499.88. Had it 
not been for the severe drought, which prevented tongkongs bringing metal up the 
Tanjong Piandang river to the coast road, a considerable saving in cartage could have 
been effected. 

82. Some permanent iron bridges were erected on the main road at a cost of 
$4,915.95 and 11 wooden bridges at various places, costing $1,411. ‘The total spent 
on the upkeep of roads was $30,079.55. 

83. The Krian roads are, I think, admittedly as good as could be wished, and the 
moderate cost at which they are kept in order points to the advantage of departmental 
work when properly supervised. The total cost of supervision in Krian amounted to 


4:28 per cent on the cost of the works carried out, which will compare favourably with 
other Districts. 


84. Todo such work departmentally entails a vast amount of trouble and super- 
vision, which would be saved by letting it out on contract. The Assistant Engineer, 
Mr. Bird, has spared no pains since he took charge of the Public Works Department 
in Krian, in getting his department in order and obtaining a good value for the moncy 
expended, and is to be congratulated on the success which has attended his efforts. 


* * * * * * * 


HEALTH. 


86. There was a marked increase in cases of fever during the year, the number 
admitted to the hospital being 485 against 164 in 1893. 


87. Altogether there were 1,991 patients treated in the hospital during 1894, an 
increase of 823 over the admissions of 1893. 
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88. This large increase is partly accounted for by the importation, during 1893 
and 1894, of Chinese and Tamil labourers, many of whom find there way into the 
hospital within a few days of their arrival, and partly by the more frequent inspection 
of the estate hospitals and kongsis, owing to which a number of patients who were 
formally detained on the estates when ill are sent to the Government hospital. 


89. The abnormally small rainfall probably accounts also to some extent for the 
amount of sickness. During the dry months water was sent in carts round the coast, 
which proved a great boon to the natives. 


go. There were 14o deaths in the hospital, or 7:03 per cent of the cases treated. 
The most fatal diseases were dysentery, remittent fever, diarrhoea and phthisis. 


gt. An outbreak of small-pox occurred in January at Sungei Chinam, and 21 cases 
were reported, of which six proved fatal. The disease was stamped out at the end of 
May. ; 

g2. Vaccination was carried on with success, 3,320 cases being vaccinated, against 
495 in 1893. 

93- The outdoor patients numbered 1,660, an increase of 235 over the cases 
treated during the previous year. 


94. An office and dispensary, bath-house and attendant’s quarters were added to 
the Parit Buntar hospital during the year, and four stand-pipes laid on from the town 
water supply. 


. Great improvements were effected in the estate hospitals, of which there are 
three; at Gula, Jin Heng and Sungei Bogah estates. A temporary ward was opened 
at the Ban Hok Heng Estate for ulcer cases. 


96. The hospitals on the Chinese estates are visited weekly by the District 
Surgeon, and no cases are allowed to remain there except such as do not require 
special diet. Provided that this rule is enforced these hospitals will prove of benefit 
to the coolies and prevent the overcrowding of the Government hospital, but constant 
supervision by a medical officer is necessary, for the dressers in charge are far from 
competent, and there is a tendency on the part of the towkays to sacrifice a good deal 
to economy. The Gula hospital is in charge of a competent apothecary, and the new 
hospital buildings, which have been occupied since the beginning of this year, leave 
nothing to be desired. 


97. Asite for a new hospital at Bagan Serai was selected, and the dispensary, which 
was commenced last year, is now built. This hospital is being built for the con- 
venience of the estate labourers on the Kurau River. 


98. A Sanitary Board, consisting of the Assistant Magistrate, who is president, 
the Assistant Engineer, District Surgeon and two other members, was appointed ; and 
a little was done towards improving the sanitation of the villages, the boundaries of 
which were fixed and approved by Government, but it was not possible last year 
to organise a separate department, which will be done now. As soon as a Sanitary 
Inspector is appointed, the municipal duties, which were formerly carried on by the 
Public Works and Police Departments, will be undertaken by the Board. 


EDUCATION. 

99. There are seven vernacular schools for boys, and three for girls in Krian, and 
one school, at Parit Buntar, where English is taught, in addition to which is the Tamil 
Mission School at Bagan Serai, which is supported by Government. The Khoran is 
taught at each of the Malay schools. The record of work done during the year and 
result of the examinations held will be furnished by the Inspector of Schools. 


Posts AND TELEGRAPHS. 


too. A new Post and Telegraph Office was opened in February at Kuala Kurau, 
and in April at Bagan Serai. The mail service during the year was satisfactory. 


CHINESE PROTECTORATE. 


to1. The total number of sinkeh contracts registered during the year was 1,130, of 
which 1,111 were for service as sugar planters. Of these men, 1,066 were Teh Chins, 
53 Hakkas, and 11 Puntis. The number registered in 1893 was 1,879, or 749 more 
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than during 1894. The plague in China and the fall in the price of sugar were no 
doubt reasons for this decrease in the number of new arrivals. 


102. Special attention was paid during the year to the sanitation of the estate 
buildings in which these coolies are housed, and the suggestions made for their improve- 
ment were met in a magnanimous way by the Chinese sugar planters who, with a very 
few exceptions, did all that they were asked, in some cases at no inconsiderable 
expense. These improvements, and more frequent visits to the estates by the 
Protector of Chinese, District Surgeon and District Magistrate, have done a great 
deal towards rendering the estates more healthy. 


103. I think that the Government should refuse to register any contract labourers 
who are not first examined by a medical officer in Penang and passed as fit for labour. 
An order to this effect would be of benefit to the employers, and would also save the 
Government the expense of providing accommodation for a number of men who literally 
live in the hospital till they leave the country or die. The Manager of Gula Estate, 
who is now introducing Chinese labour, pays a medical practitioner in Penang a small 
fee for each coolie examined, and there is no doubt that the money is well spent. 


104. The work of registration of sinkehs and brothels was carried on by the Chinese 
Interpreter under supervision of the District Magistrate until a clerk was appointed 
in July. This clerk has since left the service and it is not intended to fill the vacancy 
again, as the registration of brothels has been abolished. - 


GENERAL. 


105. The usual returns have been forwarded to the various heads of departments 
in Taiping, and I have therefore omitted them from this report to avoid repetition. 


106. The Governor, accompanied by H.E. Major General Sir Charles Warren» 
visited Krian on the gth March, and left with the Resident for Taiping on the roth. 


107. The British Resident visited Parit Buntar on the 24th November, and formally 
declared the water-works open. 


108. Three fires occured at Parit Buntar during the year. The first was on the rst 
February, when ro atap houses were destroyed, the damage being estimated at $4,000; 
the second, which was on the 27th May, destroyed 39 houses, doing damage to the 
extent of some $16,000; and the third occurred in a sugar mill, belonging to Wong Ah 
Kong, the estimated loss being $2,000. Since the commencement of this year the village 
of Bagan Serai has been almost totally destroyed by fire. 


tog. At the Agri-Horticultural Show in Taiping, which was held in July, the Krian 
exhibits obtained 44 prizes, the economic products gaining 13 First, 13 Second and 2 
Third prizes. 


110. Foot and mouth disease has been prevalent, and it was necessary to maintain 
quarantine on the boundary for a great part of the year. 


111. Mr. Hooper, of Messrs Kerr, Stewart & Co., visited Parit Buntar in November 
in connection with the proposed railway through Krian from Kuala Prye to Larut. 
Nothing has yet been decided, I believe, about this project which, if undertaken, will 
be of great benefit to the District. 


112. There is, I think, no doubt that the most urgent need of Krian is the irriga- 
tion and drainage of the padi fields, which is now about to be undertaken on a large 
scale. The development of the District, which was practically all jungle fifteen years 
ago, has been rapid; but at the same time progress would have been quicker had it 
not been for the uncertainty of the padi crop, which is entirely dependent on the 
quantity and period of rainfall, and the fact that after one bad season two or three 
good harvests must take place before the District can recover itself. 


113. Large sums have been spent in opening up the District, and most of this 
money has been obtained from the richer mining Districts, the expenditure of Krian 
far exceeding the revenue every year. 


114. That this money has been wisely spent there can be uo question, for a large 
area of agricultural land has been opened and populated, but when the additional 
money necessary to ensure an annual crop has been expended the Government should 
insist on obtaining a sufficient return to unable the District to support itself, and even 
to have funds in hand for further improvements. 
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115. A fixed tax per acre, giving a moderate percentage on the cost of irrigation, 
cannot be sufficient for this purpose ; and taxation ought, it seems, to take a form that 
will bring in a revenue proportionate to the benefits conferred, not only by the 
irrigation works, but by other expenditure that has already taken place to improve 
means of communication, and raise the value of land. 


116. If this course, the justice of which is fully acknowledged by the landowners, 
be adopted, there is every reason to hope that the Krian District will, in the course of 
a few years, not only pay its own way, but contribute a considerable sum annually to the 
general revenue of the State.

INDIAN IMMIGRATION ORDER. 


Passed by His Highness IDRIS MERSID-EL-AAZAM ‘SHAH, ,KiC.M.@, 
IBNI ALMARHUM ISKANDER SHAH, Sultan of Perak, in Council, 
on the 12th day of June, 1895. 


F. A. SWETTENHAM, British Resident. 


Preamble. HEREAS it is expedient to make further and better provision 
by law for the protection of natives of India now and 
hereafter to be employed in the State of Perak as labourers, it is 

hereby enacted as follows. 


PART I. 


PRELIMINARY. 


Short title. 1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Indian Immi- 
gration Order in Council, 1895.” 


Repeal. 2. The Order in Council dated the 16th day of June, 1884, and 
intituled “ An Enactment for the Protection of Indian Immigrants,” 
is hereby repealed, but this repeal shall not affect — 


(a). The past operation of the said Order in Council; or any 
thing done or suffered thereunder ; nor, 


(4). Any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired, ac- 
crued or incurred under the said Order in Council. 


Interpre- 3. In this Order in Council, unless there be something re- 
tation. pugnant in the subject or context — 
“Immigrant.” “Immigrant” means an Asiatic native of British India, and 


for the purposes of this Order in Council every Asiatic of Indian 
descent shall be deemed to be a native of British India until the 
contrary be proved. 


“Certificated “Certificated Immigrant” means an Immigrant who holds a 

Immigrant.” certificate in the form prescribed in Schedule A to this Order in 
Council, issued under the authority of the Indian Government or 
under this Order in Council. 


“Statute “Statute Immigrant” means an Immigrant who is bound by 
Immigrant.” the provisions of a contract under this Order in Council. 


“Contract.” “Contract”? means a contract under this Order im Council 
entered into by an Immigrant, in accordance with the provisions 
thereof, to labour on an estate where agricultural operations are 
carried on, or to labour elsewhere at such work as shall from time 
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to time be specified by His Highness the Sultan in Council under 
the power in that behalf given by Section 31 hereof. 


“Estate” means a place where a contract isto be performed. 


“Employer” means the person for whose service a contract of 
labour is entered into, and, in his absence from the estate, includes 
his agent or manager or other person in charge of the business on 
the estate. 


“Medical Officer” means a Medical Officer appointed or 
acting under this Order in Council. 


“Agent” means the Indian Immigration Agent, and includes 
the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent, and Deputy Assistant 
Indian Immigration Agent. 


The expression “a day’s work,” means either work for a day 
of nine hours or a task which is approved by the Agent, under 
Section 37 (i), for the estate on which the labourer is for the time 
being working, as being equivalent to such work, and a labourer 
shall be deemed to have done “a day's work” who has laboured for 
nine hours in a day or has performed such a task as aforesaid. 


The expressions “India” and “ British India,” mean the terri- 
tories in India which are or may become vested in Her Majesty 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, and includes the Native Indian States which are 
for the time being under the protection of Her said Majesty. 


“Advances” means any sum or sums, not exceeding five dollars 
in all, advanced in cash to the labourer before he enters into a con- 
tract by an officer of the Indian Immigration Department, and 
entered in the contract. 


PART II. 
IMMIGRATION OFFICERS. 


4. It shall be lawful for His Highness the Sultan to appoint 
officers, to be styled Indian Immigration Agent, Assistant Indian 
Immigration Agent and Deputy Assistant Indian Immigration 
Agent, and such other officers as may be necessary for carrying 
into effect the provisions of this Order in Council, and to incur 
such expense as may be necessary for the purpose. 


5. The Agent shall have the powers of a Magistrate of the 
Second Class so far as may be necessary to enable him to perform 
the several duties imposed on him by this Order in Council. 


6. The Agent, Medical or other officers, appointed or acting 
under this Order in Council, are hereby declared to be public 
servants within the meaning of the Penal Code.

7. The Resident may from time to time frame rules and 
orders for the conduct of the duties of the officers under this Order 
in Council. 


PART III. 


CERTIFICATED IMMIGRANTS. 


8. Every Immigrant holding an unexpired certificate to the 
effect stated in Section 10 hereof, issued by the proper authority in 
British India, shall have all the immunities given in this part to 
Immigrants holding certificates issued in the State. 


g. Any Immigrant may apply to the Agent for a certificate 
declaring that the person named and described therein is not a 
labourer or of a labouring class. 


10. The Agent shall, if he is satisfied that the applicant is not 
a labourer or of a class ordinarily employed in agricultural work, 
issue forthwith, under his hand and seal, free of charge, a certifi- 
cate in the form or to the effect of Schedule A hereto. 


11. Every certificate issued under this Order in Council shall 
contain the names of the holder thereof, and of his or her father, and 
shall specify his or her place of abode in India, age, sex, religion, 
caste (if any) and calling. A general description of the holder of 
such certificate and of any marks on the portions of the body ordi- 
narily unclothed, by which he or she may be more certainly known, 
shall also be written therein. The certificate shall be dated on the 
day of its issue and shall have force for one year from the date of 
issue or until the holder, previous to the expiry of such period, 
enters into a contract. 


12. A Certificated Immigrant shall, upon production of his 
certificate, be wholly exempted from every restriction imposed upon 
Immigrants by this Order in Council. 


13. Every Certificated Immigrant shall be bound to produce his 
certificate when required to do so by a Magistrate or police officer, 
or by an officer of the Indian Immigration Department, or by the 
master or officer of a ship in which such Certificated Immigrant is 
or proposes to be a passenger; and if he shall refuse or fail to do so 
when so required, he may be treated in all respects as an uncertifi- 
cated Immigrant until such time as he shall produce such certificate. 


14. A Certificated Immigrant whose certificate shall have 
expired or been lost or destroyed may apply to the Agent for 
a fresh certificate, and the same shall be issued accordingly ; pro- 
vided that it shall be lawful for the Agent to require the production 
of the former certificate or satisfactory evidence of its loss or 
destruction before issuing a new certificate. 


15. Any person belonging to any class of Immigrants which 
the Governor of the Straits Settlements, with the consent of the 
Government of India, may have declared to be not a labouring class, 
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shall be entitled to a certificate without enquiry, and any person 
belonging to any class of Immigrants which by the like authority 
may have been declared to be a labouring class, shall not be entitled 
to a certificate. 


PART IV. 
ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE OF IMMIGRANTS. 


16. Nothing in this part shall apply to— 

(a). Certificated Immigrants. 

(4). First class cabin passengers. 

(c). Second class cabin passengers arriving or departing in 
certain ships or lines of ships in respect of which the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements has declared that 
second class cabin passengers conveyed thereby shall 
be exempted from the operation of Part IV. of the 
Indian Immigration Ordinance, 1884.

17. No Immigrant shall land in the State at any ports other 
than those authorised by His Highness the Sultan in Council except 
by permission of the Agent, and any master causing or permitting 
any Immigrant to land contrary to the provisions of this section 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars for each Immi- 
grant so landing. A master from whose ship an Immigrant shall 
land contrary to the provisions of this section shall, in the absence 
of proof to the contrary, be deemed to have caused or permitted 
him so to land. 


18. Ships having any Immigrants on board shall, on arrival 
at any of the authorised ports of dis-embarkation, hoist the signal 
“D.K.W.,” together with a flag or flags denoting the number of 
Immigrants on board, other than those exempted under Section 16 
hereof, and shall keep the same flying until the arrival on board of 
an officer of the Immigration Department. A master omitting to 
comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars. 


19. On the arrival of the ship the Harbour Master shall give 
immediate notice to the Agent. who shall forthwith proceed on 
board. 


20. It shall be lawful for the Resident to establish examin- 
ation depéts at each of the authorised ports of disembarkation for 
the examination and detention of Immigrants, and also to license 
depéts for the detention of Immigrants, and to frame rules for the 
management and regulation of such depéts, and to frame tables of 
fees and charges to be paid for the use thereof and for the main- 
tenance of Immigrants detained therein.

31. Every contract or engagement in writing made or entered 
into after the coming into operation of this Order in Council by an 
Immigrant, to labour on an estate where agricultural operations are 
carried on, or to labour elsewhere at such work or labour as next 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be void and of no effect unless it shall 
have been made in accordance with the provisions of this Order in 
Council. 


His Highness the Sultan in Council may from time to time, 
by Order in Council, declare with respect to any particular kind of 
work or labour that no contract shall be made with an Immigrant to 
labour thereat except in accordance with the provisions of this 
Order in Council. 


32. Except as hereinafter mentioned in Section 33 hereof, 
every: contract made by an Immigrant must be made before the 
Agent.

executed on his behalf by a duly authorised agent. Before the 
Immigrant executes the contract the Agent shall personally explain 
it to him and shall, after the same has been executed by all parties, 
certify at the foot thereof that he has personally explained it to the 
Immigrant.

33. Any contract with an Immigrant other than one made on 
his first arrival in the Colony of the Straits Settlements may be 
made before a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, provided that 
it be confirmed within three months of its execution by the Agent 
who, before such confirmation, shall personally ascertain that the 
Immigrant is fully aware of the terms to which he has agreed, and 
shall certify at the foot thereof accordingly. 


34. Every contract shall be in writing or in print, or partly in 
writing and partly in print, and shall be executed in duplicate, the 
one part being in English and the other in the vernacular language 
of the Immigrant by whom it is executed, and shall be in one of the 
forms provided by Schedule B hereto, or in such other form not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Order in Council as may 
from time to time be sanctioned by the Resident. 


Every such contract shall be exempt from stamp duty. 


35. The English part of the contract shall, when executed, be 
given to the employer or to his agent, and the vernacular part to the 
Immigrant. An entry of the terms of the contract shall at the same 
time be made in the register to be kept in the office of the Indian 
Immigration Department and shall be initialled as correct by the 
Agent. 


36. (i). The contract to be entered into by an Immigrant 
may be for an indefinite period, determinable by either the employer 
or the Immigrant on a month’s notice, either oral or in writing, or 
may be for a definite term not exceeding three years, and in the 
case of an Immigrant who has received a free passage from India 
under a promise to enter into a contract, shall be for a term not 
exceeding three years; but any such definite term shall be exclusive 
of— 


(a) Every day spent by the Statute Immigrant in prison or 
in going to or returning from prison. 

(4) Every day spent by the Statute Immigrant in going to, 
attending before, or returning from a Court in or 
about a case in which he is convicted of an offence. 


(¢) Every day during which the Statute Immigrant has been 
absent from the estate as a deserter and in respect 
of which absence he has been convicted by a Magis- 
trate. 


(d) Every day in respect of which the Statute Immigrant 
has been convicted by a Magistrate of neglect to 
labour under Section 69. 
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(e) Every day in respect of which an endorsement is made 
on the contract by the Agent or a Medical Officer 
under Sections 54 and 93. 


(ii). For the purposes of Clauses (a) and (4), any part of a day 
shall be counted as one day. 


(iii). No day shall be excluded under Clauses (4), (c), and (d) 
in calculating the term, unless it be endorsed on the contract by 
the Judge or Magistrate by whom the case is tried, or under Clause 
(a) unless it be endorsed on the contract by the Agent. 


(iv). If the contract is for a term of three years it shall be 
determined whenever the Statute Immigrant has done seven 
hundred and twenty days’ work. 


37. (i). The Agent may approve for any estate a schedule of 
tasks equivalent to work for a day of nine hours. Such schedule 
shall be written in English and Tamil and signed by the Agent, and 
copies thereof shall be fixed up in conspicuous places in or about the 
estate and in the coolie lines, so that the same may be made known 
to the Statute Immigrants labouring on the estate. 


(ii). The employer may, whenever he thinks fit, direct the 
Statute Immigrant to perform a task instead of working by the day, 
and the performance of such task shall, for the purposes of this 
Order in Council or of any contract thereunder, be equivalent to 
working for a day, but so that no Statute Immigrant shall be com- 
pelled to work for more than nine hours in any one day. 


(iii). The employer shall, within the first seven days of each 
month, post up in a conspicuous place on the estate a list of the 
number of days’ work which has been performed by each Statute 
Immigrant on the estate in the preceding month, together with the 
total number of days’ work which have been performed by such 
Statute Immigrant under his contract up to date. An employer 
neglecting to comply with the provisions of this sub-section shall 
be liable to a fine of twenty-five dollars. 


38. (i). It shall not be lawful to contract with a Statute Immi- 
grant for wages at less than the rates following :— 


(a2) In the case of a contract for a term less than three years: 


For a male—16 cents a day. 
For a female—12 cents a day. 


(4) In the case of a contract for a term of three years: 


For a male—16 cents a day for the first 480 days of 
actual labour or tasks performed; 18 
cents a day for the remainder of the 
term.

(ii). The wages of a Statute Immigrant shall be payable 
monthly, on or before the fifteenth day of the month next following. 


39. No Statute Immigrant shall be bound to work on more 
than six days in one week or more than six consecutive hours or 
(subject as hereinatter mentioned) more than nine hours in any one 
day. If he works for and at the request of his employer at work 
other than factory work more than nine hours in one day, he shall be 
paid for such extra work at the rate of one cent for each half-hour’s 
work, provided that the cleansing of houses and grounds surrounding 
the houses in which the Immigrants reside shall not be considered 
as work under this section. 


And provided also that any Statute Immigrant who is employed’ 
exclusively in factory work may be lawfully required by the em- 
ployer in case of need to work for any time not exceeding three 
hours in one day over and above the nine hours hereinbefore men- 
tioned, and shall be entitled to receive for such extra work the extra 
pay of one cent for each half hour’s work. 


40. The Statute Immigrant shall not be bound to labour out- 
side the limits of the State for which the contract is made, but his 
contract may, with his own consent and the approval of the Agent, 
be transferred to any other employer in the State. 


41. If a Statute Immigrant whose contract is for a definite 
term shall be able and desirous to redeem the unexpired portion of 
such contract, such Immigrant may request his employer to take him 
or allow him to go before the Agent who, upon receiving from such 
Immigrant a sum equal to the value of the unexpired portion of 
his contract, together with any sum which may be due from him to 
his employer under such contract, shall forthwith give notice of such 
receipt to the employer of such Immigrant, and unless such employer 
shall within one week from the date of such notice satisfy the Agent 
that there is some sufficient reason why such Immigrant should not 
be allowed to redeem such portion as aforesaid, the contract shall 
determine as from the date of such receipt. The Agent shall 
endorse a memorandum of such determination on the employer's 
part of the contract, which shall be given up to him for that purpose, 
and shall pay the amount so received by him as aforesaid to the 
employer. Ri 

The value of the unexpired portion of a contract shall be 
calculated in the following manner :— 


The number of days’ work which the Statute Immigrant has done 
will be deducted from the number of days’ work which are required 
by the contract as provided by Section 36, and the remainder shall 
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be deemed to be the unexpired portion of the contract and shall be 
valued at the rate of one dollar for every thirty of such days during 
the first year, and at the rate of two dollars for every thirty of such 
days during the second and subsequent years. 


If the value of the unexpired portion of the contract calculated 
as above does not amount to twelve dollars, the sum of twelve dollars 
shall be deemed to be such value for the purposes of this section. 
In no case shall such value exceed twenty-four dollars. 


42. Any contract with a Statute Immigrant may be determined 
with the consent of such Immigrant and of his employer, and with 
the approval of the Agent, but such determination shall not operate 
to relieve the employer from any liability under this Order in Council 
for the space of three calendar months from the date of the determi- 
nation of the contract. Every such consent and approval shall be 
endorsed on the contract by the person giving such consent or 
approval. 


43. Every Statute Immigrant who has completed his contract 
shall be entitled to appear forthwith before the Agent in order that 
the completion of the contract may be registered, and all wages due 
to the Statute Immigrant shall be paid within forty-eight hours of 
such completion. Any employer who in any way obstructs such 
Statute Immigrant in appearing before the Agent or fails or neglects 
to pay such wages within the time hereinbefore mentioned shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


44. Every discharge from a contract made under this Order in 
Council or under the Order in Council hereby repealed, and given by 
the mutual consent of the Statute Immigrant and his Employer, 
must be executed before a Magistrate and be sent to and confirmed 
by the Agent within three months of its execution. The Agent 
shall personally ascertain that the Statute Immigrant is fully aware 
of the terms to which he has agreed, and shall certify at the foot 
of such discharge accordingly, provided that in cases in which it is 
practically impossible, on account of distance or other cause, for the 
Agent to so certify, a memorandum in writing is to be prepared 
and signed by the Magistrate before whom the Statute Immigrant 
is brought for discharge, setting forth the circumstances of the case 
and his reasons for giving his assent thereto. 


This memorandum is to be forwarded by the Magistrate to the 

ent, who, if he is of opinion that all requirements have been 

fulfilled and that it is a proper case for discharge, will endorse the 

memorandum accordingly and return it to the Magistrate, who will 
declare the Statute Immigrant duly discharged. 


Should the Agent be of opinion that further enquiry is desirable, 
or that he should personally superintend the discharge, such dis- 
charge is in no case to be executed until such further enquiry has 
been held, or until the Agent has had an opportunity of personally 
examining the Statute Immigrant.

tions. (a) The kinds of rations to be provided in accordance with 
Sub-section (d) of the preceding section. 

(4) The kind of hospital accommodation to be provided in 
accordance with Sub-section (/) of the preceding 
section, having regard to the number of Immigrants 
employed on the estate and the distance of the estate 
from the nearest Government Hospital. 

(c) The description of medical attendance to be provided in 
accordance with Sub-section (g) of the preceding 
section. 

(d) The kinds and quantities of medicines to be kept on the 
estate by the employer. 

Powers of The Agent may, with the sanction of the Resident, from time 
Agent. to time prescribe— 


(e) The times and manner of the issue of rations to be pro- 
vided under Sub-section (@) of the preceding section. 


(f) The quantity of any kind of rations which a Statute 
Immigrant may purchase at one time. 


(g) The price to be accepted as the wholesale current 
market price. 


(4) The price of cooked rations to be provided under Sub- 
section (e) of the preceding section. 
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47. A Medical Officer or the Agent may at any time require 
the employer of a Statute Immigrant to provide for him, in lieu of 
uncooked rations, cooked rations, which shall be in accordance, as 
to quantity and quality, with the scale for native patients for the 
time being in force in Government Hospitals. 


48. Ifa Statute Immigrant be received for medical treatment 
in a Government Hospital, the expenses attending the feeding and 
medical care of such Immigrant shall be paid for by his employer at 
such rate as the Resident may from time to time prescribe by noti- 
fication in the Government Gazette. Such expenses, whatever the 
amount, shall be recoverable from the employer in a Court of 
Requests at the suit of the Agent, and the certificate of the Agent 
shall be prima facie evidence that the amount therein specified is 
due from the employer. 


49. Every estate hospital which is not in charge of an 
Apothecary or Dresser holding a certificate under Section 50, shall 
be under the supervision of a Medical Officer, who shall visit it 
periodically ; every such Medical Officer shall be appointed and 
paid by Government and shall be the servant of the Government. 
All the estates served by such Medical Officer shall contribute in 
proportion to the number of Immigrants employed thereon, subject 
to a maximum payment of twenty-five cents per annum in respect 
of each Immigrant. 


50. Every Apothecary or Dresser in charge of an estate hos- 
pital must be certified by a Government Medical Officer to be quali- 
fied for such charge, and every such Apothecary or Dresser shall 
be a Government servant, appointed and paid by Government, his 
salary being recoverable from the owner of the estate. 


51. All medicines and other necessaries shall be supplied by 
the Government, and the cost thereof recovered from the owner of 
the estate. 


52. If it shall at any time appear to a Medical Officer or the 
Agent that a Statute Immigrant is suffering from a contagious or 
infectious disease, or that it is otherwise proper for his health that 
he should be attended to in hospital, such Statute Immigrant shall 
forthwith be placed in such hospital as such Medical Officer may 
direct, and shall be detained therein for treatment until discharged 
by order in writing under the hand of the Medical Officer. 


53. Any Statute Immigrant who is declared by a Medical 
Officer to be incapacitated for work by sickness, pregnancy, or 
other sufficient cause, shall be entitled to be received into and kept 
in hospital, where he or she shall be fed and clothed at the ex- 
pense of the employer during such incapacity, but shall not be en- 
titled to any wages for such period. 
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54. If such incapacity extends over a period amounting in all 
to 30 days in any one year, or 60 days during the continuance of 
the contract, and is certified by a Medical Officer to be the direct 
result of the Statute Immigrant’s intemperance, immorality, or other 
fault, the Agent may make an endorsement on the contract to that 
effect. 


PART VII. 


LOCALITIES UNFIT FOR RESIDENCE AND EMPLOYMENT OF 
IMMIGRANTS. 


55. Ifthe Agent shall at any time have reason to believe that 
any estate or portion of an estate on which Immigrants are living 
or employed is from any cause unfit for their residence or employ- 
ment, he shall report his opinion in writing to the Secretary to 
Government who shall forthwith summon a committee of enquiry. 


Such committee shall consist of the District Magistrate, a 
Medical Officer, and one or more employers of Immigrants, when 
such persons are available. 


If the Secretary to Government is unable to procure the service 
on such committee of any employer of Immigrants, he may appoint 
one or more persons whom he may deem qualified. 


56. Such committee shall proceed, with as little delay as pos- 
sible, to enquire into the condition of the estate or portion of estate 
to which the order appointing the committee has reference, and shall 
hear such evidence on the subject as the Agent and the owner of 
the estate or portion of estate or the employer may desire to place 
before it; and if such committee, or the majority of the members 
thereof, is of opinion that such estate or portion of estate is unfit 
for the residence or employment of Immigrants, it shall report 
accordingly, and from and after the publication of a notification in 
the Government Gazette that such report has been confirmed by 
the Resident it shall be unlawful to employ, or permit to reside, any 
Immigrant on such estate or portion of estate. 


57. The Resident may, by notification, in the Government 
Gazette declare any estate or portion of estate unfit for the resi- 
dence or employment of Immigrants without the appointment of any 
such committee, or notwithstanding any report of such committee 
to the contrary, if the number of Immigrants who have died on such 
estate or portion of estate during the preceding twelve months bears 
a larger proportion to the whole number of Immigrants residing or 
employed thereon during such period than seven per centum; or 
if the average annual number of Immigrants who have died on such 
estate or portion of estate during the preceding three years bears a 
larger proportion to the whole number of Immigrants residing or 
employed thereon during such period than five per centum. 


A notification under this section shall have the same effect as a 
notification under the preceding section.

58. On subsequent proof being made to the satisfaction of the 
Resident that an estate or portion of estate found or declared unfit 
under Sections 56 and 57 hereof has been altered or improved in its 
sanitary condition and has again become fit for the residence or 
employment of Statute Immigrants, the Resident may publish in the 
Government Gazette a declaration to that effect, whereupon the 
estate or portion of estate may be used again for the residence or 
employment of Immigrants. 


59. In cases of exceptional mortality arising from epidemic 
diseases, not attributable to circumstances peculiar to the locality, 
the ratio of deaths shall, for the purposes of this part, be calculated 
as far as possible exclusively of such exceptional mortality. 


PART VIII. 
INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT’S INSPECTIONS AND REPORT. 
Inspections. 


60. Every employer shall in the months of January and July 
in each year, and at such other times as the Resident may direct, 
make out in writing, and deliver to the Agent, in such forms as 
may from time to time be prescribed, a return of the number of 
Statute Immigrants employed by such employer during the pre- 
ceding six months or other period which has elapsed since the 
last previous return, and a return of the sickness, births, deaths, 
discharges, unlawful absences, desertions, and arrests among them 
during the same period. 


61. If any employer shall omit duly to send in any such return, 
or shall send in an incorrect return, he shall, in the absence of proof 
that such omission or incorrectness was occasioned by accident ora 
bond fide mistake, be liable to a fine not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars; and a certificate under the hand of the Agent stating 
that such return has not been sent, or is incorrect, shall be sufficient 
prima facie evidence of the truth of the facts stated in such 
certificate. 


62. The Agent, accompanied by a Medical Officer, unless he 
be himself a Medical Officer, shall once within each of such periods 
as may be fixed for such purpose by the Resident, visit all estates 
on which any Statute Immigrants shall reside or be employed, and 
inspect every house, hospital, tent, camp, or building in any way 
used by any Statute Immigrants, and enquire into the condition of 
such Statute Immigrants, and investigate the books of account of 
their wages; and for such purpose the Agent may require the 
employer to produce before him any Statute Immigrant, together 
with his contract and the books of account of his wages, and to 
answer such questions relating thereto as he may think proper to ask, 


63. The Agent shall keep books in which from time to time 
shall be entered the number and names of all the Statute Immi- 
grants then under contract with each employer, the number and 
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names of all who shall be sick or missing, or incapacitated for 
labour, or who shall have complained of ill-treatment, with the par- 
ticulars of such complaints. 


Notice shall be given by the Agent to the employer of every 
entry in such book affecting Statute Immigrants employed by him. 


64. The Officer from time to time deputed, with the concur- 
rence of the Governor of the Straits Settlements, by the Govern- 
ment of Madras, to examine and report to such Government the 
condition of the Immigrants in the State, may exercise, under this 
Order in Council, all or any of the powers of entry, inspection, 
enquiry and investigation which are hereby conferred on the Agent. 


65. If any employer or other person wilfully obstructs or 
impedes any entry, inspection, enquiry, or investigation made under 
this Order in Council, or commits any offence described in Chapter 
X. of the Penal Code relating to such entry, inspection, enquiry, or 
investigation, he shall be punished as provided in Chapter X. of the 
said Penal Code. 


66. The Agent may, whenever he thinks fit, enter upon and 
inspect any plantation, estate or other place on which Immigrants 
are employed or reside to the number of 20 or upwards, for the 
purpose of enquiring into the condition of such Immigrants, and 
may inspect any house, hospital, tent, camp or building in any 
way used by Immigrants, and investigate the books of account of 
their wages, and for such purpose may require the employer of any 
Immigrants to produce before him all or any of them, together 
with all contracts with such Immigrants and books of account of 
their wages and to answer such questions relating thereto as he 
thinks proper to ask. 


Reports. 
67. The Agent shall make such reports to the Resident 
relative to the conduct of the duties of his office in such form and 
with such particulars as the Resident may from time to time direct. 


68. So much of every such report as relates to the Statute 
Immigrants under any particular employer shall, at all reasonable 
times, be open to the inspection of such employer or any person by 
him appointed in writing in that behalf, and the person so inspect- 
ing shall be entitled to take a copy of the report so far as it relates 
to such Statute Immigrants, and the Agent shall send to any 
employer mentioned in any such report a copy of so much of 
the report as relates to such employer. 


PART IX. 
OFFENCES COMMITTED BY STATUTE IMMIGRANTS. 


Neglect to Labour, and Disobedience. 


69. Any Statute Immigrant who shall, without reasonable 
excuse, neglect or refuse to do as required by his employer twenty 
days’ work in any one calendar month, such work being reason- 
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able and proper shall, on conviction before a Magistrate, be liable 
to imprisonment of either description not exceeding seven days, 
and the Magistrate shall endorse on the contract the number of 
days’ work short of twenty that the Statute Immigrant has so neg- 
lected or failed to do. 


jo. Any Statute Immigrant who, without reasonable excuse, 
disobeys any lawful order given by his employer, or wilfully and 
knowingly omits to do any duty necessary to be done by him for 
the management, discipline, and good order of the estate, shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding fifty cents for a first offence, and for 
a second or subsequent offence shall be liable to imprisonment of 
either description for any period not exceeding one month. 


Unlawful Absence. 


71. A Statute Immigrant who is unlawfully absent from the 
estate of his employer shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty 
cents. : 


A Statute Immigrant is unlawfully absent from the estate of 
his employer who, without reasonable excuse, goes or is beyond the 
boundaries of the estate during working hours. 


72. Provided that, upon the commission by a Statute Immi- 
grant of any of the offences described in Sections 69, 70 and 71 
hereof, the employer may, instead of proceeding against him before 
a Magistrate, make deductions from the wages next coming due to 
such Statute Immigrant in manner following, that is to say :— 


In cases of neglect to labour or unlawful absence, one day’s 
wages may be deducted for every day or portion of a day on or 
during which such neglect or absence may occur or continue. 


In case of disobedience to a lawful order, half a day’s wages 
may be deducted. 


Every such deduction shall be subject to the confirmation of the 
Agent upon his next visit; and, unless then endorsed upon the 
contract and attested by his signature, shall be deemed to be un- 
lawful and of no effect under this section. 


Desertion. 


73. Every Statute Immigrant who deserts or attempts to 
desert from his employer's service shall be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for a period not exceeding one month; and 
every Statute Immigrant who, atter having been convicted of 
desertion, shall again desert from his employer’s service, shall be 
liable to imprisonment of either description for a period not exceed- 
ing two months; and every Statute Immigrant who, after having 
been twice convicted of desertion, shall again desert, shall be liable 
to imprisonment of either description which may extend to three 
months. The Magistrate by whom any Statute Immigrant is con- 
victed of desertion may, in addition to any imprisonment which he 
may impose, order the Statute Immigrant to pay to his employer 
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such reasonable sum, not exceeding two dollars, as may be proved 
to the satisfaction of such Magistrate to have been expended by 
: the employer in effecting the Statute Immigrant’s arrest. 


Detined. A Statute Immigrant deserts from his employer’s service when 
he is continuously absent from his employer's estate for more than 
twenty-four hours, exclusive of any Sunday or authorised holiday, 
without leave from his employer or without reasonable excuse, or 
when he is absent from the estate under such circumstances as 
shew that he does not intend to return to perform his contract. 


A Statute Immigrant shall be deemed to attempt to desert from 
his employer's service if he is found either on or off the estate 
under circumstances from which it may be reasonably inferred that 
he intends to desert. 


Proviso 74. Ill-treatment of any Statute Immigrant by his employer, 
in case of ill- or the neglect of the employer to fulfil any condition of the contract, 
euchear °r may be deemed a reasonable excuse, under this Part.

78. Any Statute Immigrant who, without the consent of his 
employer, sells, barters, or disposes of for profit any ration, cooked 
or uncooked, purchased by him from his employer under Section 45 
hereof shall be liable to imprisonment of either description for a 
period not exceeding seven days; and 


any person who without such consent as aforesaid, knowingly 
buys, takes in exchange, or otherwise receives any such rations 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, or to im- 
prisonment of either description for a period not exceeding one 
month, 


79. Any Statute Immigrant guilty of wilfully disregarding 
any sanitary regulation which has been approved by the Agent 
and publicly notified for observance on the estate on which such 
Statute Immigrant is employed shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing five dollars or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding one 
week.

94. If upon enquiry as aforesaid the Agent is of opinion that 
the complaint is well founded, he shall institute such proceedings, 
civil or criminal, for and in the name of the Statute Immigrant, as 
he shall deem necessary under the circumstances. 


The Agent shall have a right to appear in and be heard before 
all inferior Courts, civil and criminal, on behalf of any Statute 
Immigrant for whom he shall institute any proceeding under this 
Order in Council. 


Cancellation of Contract. 


95. If any employer or any person placed in authority over 
any Statute Immigrant by such employer shall be convicted before 
the Court of the Senior Magistrate of any offence against the person 
or property of such Statute Immigrant ; or 


if any such employer or other person as aforesaid shall be a 
second time convicted before a Magistrate of any such offence ; or

general costs of the proceedings. 


PART XI. 
GENERAL. 


Notices of Deaths, ete. 


97. Notices of deaths of Statute Immigrants and births of 
children of Statute Immigrants shall, in the case of deaths, be given 
by the person in whose service the Statute Immigrant may have 
been at the time of his death, or in whose premises he may have 
died, or by the person in charge for the time being of such pre- 
mises; and in case of births, by the person in whose employment 
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the mother may have been at the time of the birth or by the person 
in charge for the time being of the house or place in which the 
birth occurred. Such notices shall be sent, within fourteen days 
after any birth and two days after any death, to the Agent. 


Any person without reasonable excuse making default under 
this section shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding ten dollars. 


98. All convictions and penalties for offences under this Order 
in Council may be had and recovered before a Magistrate or the 
Court of the Senior Magistrate on complaint by any person 
aggrieved, or by the Agent or any person authorised by him in that 
behalf. 


99. His Highness the Sultan in Council may from time to 
time make rules providing generally for the carrying into effect the 
provisions of this Order in Council and in particular prescribing— 


(a) The manner in which, and the officers to whom, applica- 
tions are to be made by persons who wish to engage 
Immigrants to labour. 


(6) The payments to be made by the applicants in respect 
of such applications and how and to whom and at 
what times the same are made. 


100. This Order in Council shall have effect from the 31st 
December, 1895.

Now these presents witness that it is hereby mutually agreed 
as follows :— 


1. The labourer will labour for the employer as 
in the State of Perak from the date hereof for the 
term of three years, or until he shall have done seven hundred and 
twenty days’ work, whichever period shall be the shorter, provided 
always that if at the expiration of the said term of three years the 
labourer has nct done seven hundred and twenty days’ work the 
said term of three years may be extended by— 


(a) Every day spent in prison or in going to or returning 
from prison. 

(6) Every day spent in going to and attending before or 
returning from a Court in or about a case in which he 
is convicted of an offence. 


(c) Every day during which he is absent from the estate as 
a deserter and in respect of which absence he is con- 
victed by a Magistrate.

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2. The employer will pay to the labourer wages payable 
monthly at the rate of sixteen cents for each day’s work* for the 
first 480 days and at the rate of eighteen cents a day for the 
remainder of the term [tprovided always that the employer may 
deduct from such wages a sum not exceeding fifty cents a month 
until the said sum of dollars has been thereby repaid. ] 


3. The labourer shall not be bound to labour for more than 
six days in any week or for more than twenty days in any month, 
nor for more than six consecutive hours, or, except as hereinafter 
mentioned, for more than nine hours in all in any one day, but if 
the labourer, at the request of the employer, works more than nine 
hours in any day the employer will pay to the labourer one cent for 
every half hour over nine hours during which he shall labour in 
any one day.

HEREAS it is expedient to make provision for the postal matters 
of the State and for the punishment of offences against the Post 
Office, it is enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as follows. 


PRELIMINARY. 


1, This Order in Council shall come into operation on the date of 
publication thereof in the Government Gazette, and may be cited as ‘‘ The 
Post Office Order in Council, 1895.” 


2. In this Order in Council, unless there be something repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 


“Fine” includes a penalty or forfeiture, or a sum of money due 
upon a forfeited recognizance ; 

“Clubbed packet” means a packet containing a collection of letters 
not made by an agent of the Post Office, transmitted through the Post 
Office with the view of the enclosed letters being delivered to more than 
one person through the agent of the person by whom the packet was 
made up; 

“Mails” include any letter, parcel or other article, conveyed under 
the provisions of this Order in Council, as well as any box, bag or 
other article, or any carriage, horse, messenger or other person employed 
or used by the Post Ottice for the conveyance or safe custody of the 
mails. 


ESTABLISHMENT AND POWERS. . 
8. There shall, as heretofore, be a Postal Department in Perak. 


4. (i). Wheresoever within the State posts or postal communica- 
tions are or shall be established, the Government shall have the exclusive 
privilege of conveying by post, from one place to another, all letters, and 
of performing all the incidental services of receiving, collecting, sending, 
despatching, and delivering all letters, except in the following cases, that 
is to say :— 

(a). Letters, net exceeding three in number, sent by private friend on 
his way, journey or travel, so as such letters be delivered by such friend 
to the person to whom they shall be directed, without hire, reward or 
other profit or advantage for receiving, carrying or delivering the same, 

(b). Letters solely concerning the affairs of the sender or receiver 
thereof, sent by a messenger on purpose, 

(c). Lettters solely concerning goods or other property, sent either 
by sea or land to be delivered with the goods or property which such 
letters concern, without hire, reward or other profit. or advantage for 
receiving, carrying or delivering such letters, provided that such letters 
are open to inspection and have superscribed thereon the words “con- 
signee’s letter” or other words to the same effect. 
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(ii). Nothing herein contained shall authorise any person to make a 
collection of such excepted letters for the purpose of sending them in the 
manner hereby authorised, or be deemed to affect the provisions of Order 
in Council No. 2 of 1892, as amended by Order in Council No. 4 of 1893. 


5. Wheresoever within the State, posts or postal communications 
are or shall hereafter be established, the following persons are expressly 
forbidden to collect, carry, tender or deliver any letter or letters, or to 
receive any letter for the purpose of carrying or delivering the same, 
although they shall not receive hire or reward for so doing,—that is 
to say :— 


(a). Common carriers of passengers or goods, and their drivers’ 
servants or agents, except letters solely concerning goods in their 
carriages ; 


(6). Owners, commanders and chinchews of ships, steam-boats or 
other vessels passing on any river or canal, or to or from any port 
in the State, and their servants or agents, except such letters as are de- 
scribed in Section 4, Sub-section (c). 


(c). Passengers or other persons on board of such ships. 


6. For carrying on the service of the Post Office. it shall be lawful 
for the British Resident to appoint or to authorise the appointment of 
such officers, with such official styles or designations, and to invest them 
with and delegate to them such powers ‘not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Order in Council as may from time to time be deemed expedient. 


7. The present Superintendent of Posts and Telegraphs and al 
other officers of the Post Office are hereby continued in their offices, and 
shall have all the powers and privileges hereby conferred upon the holders 
of their respective offices. 


8. It shall be lawful for the British Resident to establish Post 
Offices at such places as he may deem expedient, and to discontinue any 
such Post Office. 


RATES AND REGULATIONS, 


9. It shall be lawful for the British Resident at any time to direct 
that all or any letters or other articles shall not be forwarded by post 
unless the postage thereof shall be fully prepaid by means of a proper 
stamp or stamps; or that on all or any letters or other articles on which 
the postage shall not be fully prepaid by a stamp or stamps, or otherwise, 
as shall be directed, there shall be charged such higher rates of postage 
as from time to time may be deemed expedient, not exceeding double the 
rates for the prepayment of postage of letters and other articles under 
this Order in Council. 


10. The British Resident may from time to time, by order under his 
hand, determine the rates of postage to be charged upon all letters and 
other articles sent by post from Post Offices of the State, or received therein 
from places outside the State; and the scale of weights according to 
which such rates are to be charged, and may revoke, alter or add to any 
such order, but so that no such order be inconsistent with any instructions 
on the subject transmitted from His Excellency the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements. 
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1l. The British Resident may, subject to such instructions as above, 
from time to time make, alter and repeal in relation to letters and other 
articles sent by post, such regulations for times and modes of posting and 
delivering, prepayment, late fees, fines on unpaid correspondence, the 
franking of official correspondence, the registration of correspondence, 
money orders, parcel posts, insurance, the sale and affixing of postage 
stamps, the dimensions, weights and contents of packets, and other such 
similar regulations as may be necessary for the better execution of this 
Order in Council. 


12. It shall be lawful for the British Resident from time to time to 
fix and order any rate of postage to be charged for the conveyance of 
letters or other articles by express within the State in addition to or 
instead of any other rates of postage chargeable on such letters and 
articles under this Order in Council. 


13, All such orders or regulations as affect the public shall be 
published in the Government Gazette and shall have no effect until so 
published. 


RE-DIRECTION AND RETURN. 


14. On every letter or other article which shall be re-directed by any 
Post Office, or forwarded by post from any place to which it shall have been 
conveyed by post, there may be charged, for the postage thereof from the 
place ‘at which the same shall be re-directed, or from which it shall be 
forwarded, in addition to all other postage paid or due thereon, the rate 
of postage to which it would be liable if posted and prepaid by a si se 
or stamps at the place where it shall be re-directed, or from which it shal 
be forwarded. 


15. When any packet is delivered to the Post Office and has thereby 
become liable to postage, and evidence is adduced to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Posts or his deputies that such packet has been 
delivered to the Post Office by mistake, the Superintendent of Posts or his 
deputies may cause such packet to be opened in the presence of an 
officer of the Post Office, and may return the same without charge to the 
person interested unless such packet shall contain any letter or manu- 
script liable to postage, in which case the Superintendent of Posts or his 
deputies shall retain the packet until he is paid the full rate of postage 
upon such letter or manuscript. 


16. After any letter or other article has been delivered to the Post 
Office, no person employed by or under the Post Office shall, except in the 
cases mentioned above, open or return the same to any person, or procure 
or suffer the same to be opened or returned, unless he is authorised by 
express warrant in writing under the hand of the British Resident or 
other officer appointed by him. 


REGISTRATION. 


17. Any person posting a letter or other article shall be entitled to 
require that it shall be registered at the receiving Post Office, and that a 
receipt shall be granted for such registered letter or article; and it shall 
be lawful for the British Resident to direct that in addition to any rates 
of postage payable under this Order in Council a fee shall be charged on 
any letter or other article which the sender thereof shall require to be so 
registered, and such registration fee shall be paid by means of a stamp 
or stamps affixed to the letter or other article, provided that no registra- 
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tion fee shall be in excess of any sum which may have been approved by 
His Excellency the Governor of the Straits Settlements. 


18. It shall be lawful for the British Resident from time to time, by 
order, to declare in what cases registration shall be compulsory, and 
to direct that a double registration fee shall be levied on the delivery of 
any letter or other article which ought under such order to have been 
registered at the time of posting, and on which the registration fee shall 
not have been prepaid. 


UNPAID, UNCLAIMED, AND REFUSED LETTERS. 


19, The person to whom any letter or other article, the postage 
of which has not been paid, shall be delivered, shall not be bound to pay 
the postage if he forthwith return the same unopened ; but if he open 
the same, he shall be bound to pay the postage due thereon. If he 
forthwith return the same unopened, the sender of the letter or other 
article shall be bound to pay the postage thereof. If any person shall 
refuse to pay any postage which he is legally bound to pay for any letter 
or other article, the same may be recovered for the use of the Government 
by the Superintendent of Posts, in the same manner as a fine may be 
recovered under this Order in Council; and it shall be lawful for the 
officer in charge of any Post Office to withhold from the person so 
refusing, until such postage be paid, any other letter or other article 
addressed to that person, not being on Government Service: Provided 
always, that if a letter or other article shall appear, to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Posts, to have been maliciously sent for the purpose 
of annoying the person to whom it is addressed, the Superintendent of 
Posts may remit the postage. 


20. (i). A list of all letters and other articles posted and addressed 
to persons who cannot be found shall be prepared weekly in every Post 
Office, and exposed for not less than two weeks in a conspicuous part of 
such office; and all such letters and other articles which shall have 
remained three weeks unclaimed in any office shall, if the sender’s name 
and address are written on the cover, be returned to the posting office 
to be delivered to the sender. All letters and other articles of which the 
sender’s name and address cannot be ascertained unless they be opened, 
shall, after remaining unclaimed for three weeks as aforesaid, be for- 
warded to the Superintendent of Posts. 


(ii). The Superintendent of Posts, or some person duly appointed for 
the purpose and bound to secrecy, shall immediately open all such letters 
or other articles, and if the addresses of the senders can be discovered, 
shall enclose them in deud letter covers, and return them to the senders. 
All letters and other articles of which neither the person addressed nor 
the sender can be found, shall, after they have remained unclaimed in the 
office of the Superintendent of Posts for one year, be destroyed. 


(iti). All money found in any unclaimed letter or other article shall be 
paid into the public Treasury ; and all other valuable property found as 
above shall be sold by the Superintendent of Posts, or by some one duly 
authorised by him for that purpose, and the proceeds of the sale shall be 
paid into the public Treasury for the benefit of any person who may have 
a right thereto, after deducting all sums due from such person for 
postage. 

21. Every letter or other article rejected unopened by the person to 
whom it is addressed shall, if any postage is due thereon and if the 
sender’s name and address are written on the cover, be returned to the 
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posting office, in order that the postage due may be recovered from the 
sender ; in all other cases, or when the sender’s name and address are not 
on the cover, such letter or other article shall be forthwith sent to the 
Superintendent of Posts, who shall open the letter or other article and 
take measures to recover the postage from the sender, or shall, at his 
discretion, destroy the letter or other article; and all money or other 
valuable property which such letter or other article may contain, shall be 
disposed of in the manner prescribed in the preceding section with respect 
to such money or property contained in unclaimed letters. 


MAILS ON BOARD INWARD AND OUTWARD BOUND VESSELS. 


22. When any vessel arrives by sea at any place within the State at 
which there is a Post Office, the commander of such vessel shall, as 
speedily as possible, cause every letter, mail bag, box and packet on board 
of such vessel which is directed to that place and not excepted from the 
exclusive privilege of the Post Office, to be delivered either at the Post 
Office or to some officer of the Post Office authorised to receive the same; 
and if there be on board any letter, mail bag, box or packet, directed to 
any other place and not excepted from the exclusive privilege aforesaid, 
the said commander shall as speedily as possible report the same to the 
Postmaster of the place at which he has arrived, and shall act according 
to the directions he may receive from such Postmaster, and the receipt of 
such Postmaster shall discharge such commander from all responsibility 
in respect of such letter, packet, mail bag or box. Every commander of a 
vessel who shall wilfully disobey any of the directions contained in this 
section shall be punished with a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 


23. Every person being either the commander of a vessel inward 
bound, or any one on board such vessel who shall knowingly have in his 
possession any letter not excepted from the privilege of the Post Office, 
after any part of the letters on board the said vessel shall have been sent 
to the Post Office, shall forfeit for every such letter a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, whether the letter be in the baggage or on the person 
of the offender, or otherwise in his custody; and every such person who 
shall detain any such letter after demand made for the same by an officer 
of the Post Office, shall forfeit for every such letter a sum not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 


24, For every letter delivered by the commander of any ship not 
being a contract vessel in conformity with the directions of Section 22 of 
this Order in Council the officer in charge of the Post Office shall pay to 
the said commander a gratuity of one cent; provided that no gratuity 
shall be payable— 


(i). For a second transmission of any correspondence. 


(ii). On correspondence delivered to any Post Office to be then trans- 
mitted by contract vessel. 


(iii). On correspondence the gratuity on which is certified by the 
despatching officer to have been made. 


(iv). On official correspondence. 


(v). Unless application be made for payment within four mouths of 
the delivery of such correspondence to the Post Office. 


(vi). If there has been unreasonable delay on the part of the master 
in delivering his mails to the Post Office. 
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25. The Superintendent of Posts may, if he thinks fit, pay like (Gratuities to

27, Every owner or agent of a ship proposing to despatch such ship Notice of

28. The Superintendent of Posts, or Postmaster, or any officer of the Making up 
Post Office duly authorised, may attend on board any vessel after the muils on 
time for closing the mail by such vessel and receive all fully prepaid >°#*4- 
letters or other articles which are brought on board up to the time of 
departure, to be transmitted by such vessel.s The master of every such 
vessel shall give all proper facilities to such officer uf the Post Office to 
enable him to discharge his duties and to leave the vessel on her departure. 

In the absence of any such officer of the Post Office, the commander of the 
vessel may receive such letters or other articles, provided he shall deliver 
the same at the Post Office at the first port of call. 


29. Every owner, agent or commander of a vessel who shall wilfully Penalty for

POSTAGE’ STAMPS. 


30. His Highness the Sultan may from time to time provide proper Postage stamps 
postage stamps for the prepayment of postage, and proper stamps, dies or ne re rea 
other implements for denoting the rates of postage payable under this tes of postage 
Order in Council on unpaid or insufficiently paid articles. pe be 

31. All letters and other articles having a stamp or stamps affixed Stamped 
thereto (such stamp or stamps in every case being aflixed on the outside, letters to be 
and being equal in value to the rate or rates of postage to which such considered ad 
letters or other articles are liable) shall, provided the stamp or stamps es 
shall not have been used before, or torn, or shall not be discoloured, be 
considered as prepaid. Such stamps may, however, be minutely perfor- 
ated to indicate the initials of a firm or person posting the article to 
which the stamps are affixed. 


32. Postage stamps, provided as aforesaid, shall be under the care Postage 
and management of such officer or officers as the British Resident shal] stamps to be 
from time to time direct. Postage stamps shall be considered as stamps ™"4¢r 
issued by Government for the purpose of revenue within the meaning of Puanemement 
the Penal Code, and all sums of money realised by the sale of such appointed by 
ae shall be carried in the public accounts to the credit of the Post Government.

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33. The British Resident may from time to time make rules for the 
appointment and government of vendors of postage stamps, and thereby 
direct how and under what terms and conditions postave stamps may be 
supplied to them for sale, and whether any and what security shall be 
given by such vendors, and whether any and what remuneration or 
discount shall be allowed to them, and how and in what manner, and at 
what time or times, such vendors shall keep and render their accounts 
and pay over the proceeds of any sales made by them, or re-deliver the 
stamps entrusted to them. 


34. Government vendors of postage stamps shall be bound by such 
rules, and in case of any wilful breach thereof, shall be punished with a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars in addition to any other proceed- 
ings to which they may be liable. 


35. Any Government vendor of postage stamps convicted of refusing, 
or unnecessarily delaying, without reasonable excuse, to furnish postage 
stamps to any person desiring to purchase the same, and tendering in 
lawful currency the full value thereof (the stamp vendor having in his 
possession for sale sufficient stamps of the description and value required) 
shall be punished with a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 


36. Any Government vendor of postage stamps convicted of taking 
from a purchaser a higher price than the value denoted on the stamps 
sold, shall be punished, on conviction, with imprisonment of either de- 
scription, as defined in the Penal Code, for any term not exceeding six 
months; or shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars; and shall 
also be liable to refund to the purchaser the amount proved to have been 
taken in excess, which amount may be recovered by such purchaser 
in the same manner as any fine under this Order in Council. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE POST OFFICE. 


37. No person shall knowingly post or send or tender or deliver, in 
order to be sent by the post, avy letter, parcel or packet containing any 
explosive or other dangerous material or substance, nor any article having 
thereon, or on the cover thereof, any words, marks or designs of an inde- 
cent obscene or grossly offensive character, nor any noxious or deleterious 
matter, nor any filth, and any person contravening this prohibition shall 
he punished for every such offence with a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 


38. Every person who shall, for the purpose of defrauding the Post 
Office revenue, wilfully certify by writing on any official or other letter or 
packet delivered at any Post Office for conveyance by post that which is 
not true in respect of such letter or packet or in respect of the whole of 
its contents, or shall knowingly send or deliver, or attempt to send or 
deliver, for conveyance by post, any letter or packet with any such false 
certificate thereon ; and every person who shall knowingly send or permit 
to be sent. by post, under colour or pretence of an official communication, 
any letter, paper, writing or other enclosure of a private nature shall, for 
every such offence, be punished with a fine not exceeding two hundred 
and fifty dollars. 


39. It shall not be lawful for any person, unless acting by express 
order of the Government, to detain, except for a criminal offence, a Post 
Office messenger whilst carrying the mails, or to detain any carriage or 
horse upon which the mails are being carried, or on any pretence to open 
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a packet or mail-bag or box in transit from one Post Office to another, 
and every person who shall be guilty of any of the offences mentioned in 
this section shall be punished with a fine not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 


40. Every person who shall fraudulently retain or wilfully secrete 
or make away with, or keep or detain, or, being required to deliver up by 
an officer of the Post Oftice shall neglect or refuse to deliver up a post 
letter or other article which ought to have been delivered to any other 
person, or a mail-bag, box or packet contaiuing a letter or other article 
which shall have been sent by the post, shall be punished, on conviction 
before a Mavistrate, with imprisonment of either description, as defined 
in the Penal Code, for a term not exceeding two years, and shall also be 
liable to fine. 


41, (i). Every person who shall convey, otherwise than by the post, 
a letter not excepted from the said exclusive privilege conferred on the 
Government by Section 4 of this Order in Council, shall, for every letter 
so conveyed, forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


(ii). Every person who shall perform, otherwise than by the post, 
any services incidental to conveying letters from place to place, whether 
by receiving, taking up, ordering, collecting, carrying, tendering or 
delivering a letter or letters not excepted from the said exclusive 
privilege, shall forfeit for every such letter a sum not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars. 


(iii). Except as hereinbefore provided for, every person who shall 
make a collection of letters for the purpose of transmitting them through 
the post in a clubbed packet, and every person who shall knowingly 
- tender or deliver a letter to be sent in a clubbed packet, shall forfeit for 
every such letter a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 


(iv). Every person who shall send a letter not excepted from the 
said exclusive privilege, otherwise than by the post, or shall either tender 
or deliver a letter not so excepted, in order to be sent otherwise than by 
the post, shall forfeit for every such letter a sum not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars. 


(v). Every person who shall make a collection of excepted letters 
for the purpose of sending them otherwise than by the post shall forfeit 
for every such letter a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


(vi). Every person who shall carry, receive, tender or deliver a letter, 
or collect letters contrary to the provisions of Section 5 of this Order in 
Council, shall forfeit for every such letter a sum not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars. 


(vii). Every person who shall be in the practice of committing any of 
the acts mentioned in this section shall, for every week during which 
the practice shall be continued, forfeit a further sum not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty dollars. 


42, Every person who forges, alters or imitates, or assists in forging, 
altering or imitating any postage stamp, whether issued under this 
Order in Council or by any other Government :— 
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Every person who uses, offers, utters, disposes of, puts off, or has 
in his possession, without lawful excuse, any forged, altered, imitated or 
fictitious postage stamp, and— 


Every person who makes any die or other implement for the manu- 
facture of any such stamp, or counterfeits any die or other implement for 
denoting the rate of postaye payable under this Order in Council, or has 
in his possession, without lawful excuse, any such die or other implement, 
shall be guilty of an offence and shall be punishable by imprisonment 
of either description, as defined by the Penal Code, which may extend to 
seven years. 


43. Every person employed to convey or deliver any mail-bag or 
box, or any letter or other article sent by post, who shall be guilty, while 
so employed, of drunkenness, carelessness or other misconduct whereby 
the safety of any such bag, box or letter or other articles shall be 
endangered ; or who shall loiter or make delay in the conveyance or 
delivery of any such bag, box, letter or other article; or who shall not 
use proper care and diligence safely to convey or deliver any such bag, 
letter or other article, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars ; and any person employed to deliver a letter or other article sent 
by the post, who shall not duly deliver the same, shall, within a 
reasonable time, not exceeding twenty-four hours, report the fact at the 
Post Office where he received such letter or other article, and return the 
same ; and if any such person shall wilfully make a false report, he shall 
be liable to a tine not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 


44, Whoever, being in the employ of the Post Office Department. 
shall steal, fraudulently appropriate. or wilfully secrete, destroy or throw 
away any letter or other article sent by post, or anything contained in 
any such letter or other article, or shall mutilate or break open any such 
letter or other article, or any mail-bag or box, with the intention of 
fraudulently appropriating anything therein contained, shall be punished, 
on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment of either description, 
as defined in the Penal Code, for a term not exceeding seven years, and 
shall also be liable to fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 


45. Whoever being in such employ as last aforesaid shall fraudulently 
put any wrong mark on any letter or other article, or shall fraudulently 
alter, remove or cause to disappear, any mark or stamp which is on any 
letter or other article, or shall fraudulently use or place with or upon 
any letter or other article, any stamp which shall have been removed from 
any other letter or other article ; or, being entrusted with the delivery of 
any letter or other article, shall knowingly demand or receive any sum of 
money for the postage thereof other than the sum duly chargeable for 
such postage, shall be punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with 
imprisonment of either description, as defined in the Penal Code, for a 
term not exceeding two years, and shall also be liable to fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 


46. Whoever being in such employ as last aforesaid and being 
entrusted with the preparing or keeping of any document shall, with a 
fraudulent intention, prepare the document incorrectly, or alter that 
document, or secrete or destroy that document, shall be punished, on 
conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment of either description, 
as defined in the Penal Code, for a term not exceeding two years, and 
shall also be liable to fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
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47 Whoever being in such employ as last aforesaid, shall send by 
the post, or put into any mail bag or box, any unstamped letter or other 
article upon which postage has not been paid or charged in the manner 
prescribed in this Order in Council, intending thereby to defraud the 
Government of the postage on such letter or other article, shall be 
punished, on conviction before a Magistrate, with imprisonment of either 
description, as defined in the Penal Code, for a term not exceeding two 
years, and shall be liable to fine. 


48. Whoever abets, within the meaning of the Penal Code, or 
conceals any offence made punishable by this Order in Council, shall be 
punished with the punishment provided for such offence. 


49. Any person who shall be guilty of any offence for which, accord- 
ing to the provisions of this Order in Council, he shall be liable to a fine 
only, shall be punishable for such offence by any Mayistrate upon sum- 
mary conviction. 


50. No conviction, order or judgment of any Magistrate shall be 
quashed for error of form or procedure, but only on the merits ; and it 
shall not be necessary to state on the face of the conviction, order or 
judgment, the evidence on which it proceeds, but the depositions taken, 
or a copy of them, shall be returned with the conviction, order or judg- 
ment, and if no jurisdiction appears on the face of the conviction, order 
or judgment, but the depositions taken supply that defect, the conviction, 
order or judgment, shall be aided by what so appears in such depositions.

No. 346.—THE UPPER PERAK DISTRICT IN 1894. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report on the Upper Perak 
District for the year 1894. 

REVENUE. 

2. The revenue estimated for the year was $3,615, and that actually collected 
was $4,443.51, giving an excess of $828.51, and one of $2.2 228.51 over the estimated 
revenue for 1893. 

A return is given below shewing the revenue received for the five years 1890 to 
1894; also one giving the collections received under the different items as against the 
estimated amounts,

WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 


4. A considerable amount of work was put through during the year, all the 
Government buildings in the District being given a thorough overhaul and repaired, 
while the Magistrate’s house was re-floored and other improvements made. A new 
set of married quarters for the police detachment stationed at Janing was built, prov- 
ing far more comfortable than those in use before. 


At Lenggong, out-houses were built for the rest-house, while the new settlement 
of Ayer Mengong was given a strongly built rest-house. 


ROADS, STREETS AND BUILDINGS. 


5. Besides the upkeep of 66} miles of bridle-path and the repairing of bridges 
therein, 2} miles of the new cart-road from Janing towards Kuala Kenering were 
completed, including the construction of 201 feet of bridging. 


A new bridle-path, 6} miles long, was opened from near Lenggong to Ulu 
Sumpitan, to give access to the mines there and facilitate the transport of provisions, 
etc., for the miners, who much appreciate the construction of this path. 


LAND. 


6. The revenue collected under Land exceeded the amount estimated by 
$312.04. 

In August I irrigated, more or less, about 60 acres of bendang land at Lenggong. 
Some of this land had already been taken up but, owing to the insufficiency of water, 
the holders were handing back their titles, when by examining the country I found 
that water could be brought in plentiful quantity from the waterfalls at Ulu Sungei 
Lenggong, with the result that on the land being irrigated there was quite a rush for 
the spare lots which, selling at $5.60 an acre, will not only cover the expenditure on 
the irrigation but leave a big sum as profit. 


By damming up Ayer Rambutan, a considerable bit of land has been brought 
under irrigation at very small cost. This land has not yet been given out, but I will 
do so this year. 


In January, Mr. Fernando, Sub-Assistant Surveyor, was sent to me, and he 
carried out the demarcation work most satisfactorily and quickly. With the exception 
of a few disputed lots, all the holdings have been demarcated. 


MINES. 


7. Ulu Temelong offers a bright prospect. The tin-ore secured by prospecting 
is of very good quality, and about twenty pikuls have been taken out. Applications 
for land have already been received. 


The Temangoh mines, supplied with capital by a Chinese trader of Janing, have 
produced 8g pikuls 2 katis, and at the easy rate of chabut, $6 a bhara, gave a revenue 
of $178.04 under Duty on Tin. 


The Kenering mines are still being worked, but the number of coolies employed 
is so small that the output of tin is such as demands little notice. 
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A great portion of the District still remains unprospected, no officer of the Mines 
Department having been detailed to do so. Consequently, although the District is a 
very extensive one, little is known of its mining resources. If Chinese capitalists 
were induced to turn their attention this way, definite information to assist them in 
their selection of mining land could be given were this District advantaged by the 
services of an Inspector of Mines. 


GOVERNMENT CATTLE. 


8. The upkeep of Government cattle cost $242.65, while a revenue of $413.33 
was obtained by the sale of goats, cows and milk, and this without decreasing the 
stock in hand on the rst January, 1894. 

The sheep are thriving exceedingly well, and I am sorry I failed in obtaining 
a few from the Kuala Kangsar Experimental Farm. I hope, however, to purchase a 
few more from Taiping for breeding purposes. 


IMPORTATION OF CATTLE. 


g. During 1894 about 1,910 head of buffaloes were brought into the State, wid 
Bukit Naksa, from Réman and Kedah, giving a revenue of $477.85 for cattle passes. 


The trade in buffaloes is increasing largely, and great care has to be exercised in 
order that no sick cattle are permitted to enter the State. A quarantine of fourteen 
days duration is held at Padang Jereh, north of Kampong Kenering, after which a 
certificate of health is granted, when the buffaloes can pass on their way to Kinta. 

Foot and mouth disease broke out at Kampongs Lenggong and Temelong ia 
November, undoubtedly introduced by natives smuggling in diseased cattle from 
Raban, in the Kuala Kangsar District. The disease continued till the first week of 
January, 1895, and besides entailing a loss to the owners was a source of great incon- 
venience and expense to the traders, owing to the prolonged quarantine it was 
necessary to establish at Kenering, where more than 350 head of buffaloes, all in 
healthy condition, were kept waiting for more than a month; the road to Kinta being 
that passing through the affected mukims; but I am glad to say that though a good 
many buffaloes were attacked, the percentage of death amongst them was very small. 

An attempt was made to open an old track from Piah to the Kuala Plus, but 
owing to its passing through very rough country, and the expense to do so being too 
heavy, it had to be given up. If this could have been accomplished, healthy cattle from 
Reman and Kedah could have been taken direct to Kinta without passing through 
any of the down river mukims, which are often under quarantine. 


RINGAT SETTLEMENT. 


to. Iam very glad to be able to report that at Ayer Mengong good progress has 
been made, and that what was formerly dense jungle, inhabited only by Sakais, is now 
a promising little settlement. The expense in opening up this place has been very 
trifling, being confined to the payment of a small monthly allowance to each family of 
settlers. Land is granted them free while Government supplies the poorer members 
with padi seed and plants of economic value. 

The year under review has produced a very satisfactory crop of hill padi, and I 
have every reason to hope that a heavier crop will be gathered in during 1895. 

The difficulty in connection with this and the Kampong Jah settlement, nine 
miles farther east, has been to find employment for the settlers during such time as 
elapses between the planting of the padi and other crops and the gathering of the 
same. Some employment, it is true, is afforded by the collection of jungle produce, but 
there is no demand for labour and so the people find no opportunities. However, 
this will all be changed for the better this year. The felling and clearing away of the 
jungle on the low-lying tract of land between the Sungei Tengah, Ayer Mengong, 
Ayer Dalah and the Perak River, admirably suited for éendang (wet padi) planting, 
will remove this disadvantage, whilst offering inducement for others to settle there. 

At Kampong Jah the hill padi for three consecutive years has not done well, 
owing to the poor soil, but with irrigation and the raising of water by means of a 
kinchah or Sumatra water-wheel, in use in many parts of the State, the settlers will 
get a far more satisfactory crop this year. 

At this settlement, owing to its elevation, many of the European vegetables could 
be grown, and the experiment I made was a success, but owing to the indifference on 
the part of the settlers this culture was discontinued. 

* * * * * * * 
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HEALTH. 


12. In September, small-pox broke out in the, lower part of the District at Kam- 
pong Temelong, and fortunately being at Lenggong I was able personally to establish 
a strict quarantine of the village, placing police to guard all approaches by land, 
while boats ascending and descending the river were ordered to keep the opposite 
bank, and on no account whatever to touch or camp at any part of the village. 

A Medical Officer and Vaccinator were sent up from Taiping, the former to 
tend the cases, the latter to vaccinate the people throughout the District up to Janing. 
This outbreak I distinctly attribute to the return of certain 4aj7s from Mecca, one 
of whom died of it shortly after arrival, and his death was kept dark. The parties on 


whom it devolved to report the death will be shortly dealt with under the regulations 
enacted by Order in Council No. 15 of 18go. 


Excepting this outbreak of small-pox, the District has been free of any serious 
sickness. :

GENERAL. 


13. In the beginning of the year, a very sad accident occurred on the river, one 
of my best Chinese carpenters being drowned by the swamping of a boat in going 
through one of the rapids. 


We experienced most unusually dry weather during the year, having hardly any 
rain from December, 1893, to about June 1894. 


The fruit trees in the Government gardens have suffered much by the ravages of 
a small green insect, known to the Malays as Gaja Minah, but, by an appliance used 
every morning before sunrise, I have been able to destroy on an average more than 
one thousand eight hundred a day, and the garden is now in blooming condition, 
producing the sweetest oranges, the most luscious pomeloes, mangoes of rare quality, 
and sukuns of delicious flavour. Limes and lemons are in such abundance that I even 
send them for sale to Kinta. By the sale of fruits a sum of $59.44 was obtained. 


A noticeable feature in Janing is the increasing number of Sakais who come in 
without shyness and make themselves very useful in felling jungle and making ataps 
for the buildings.

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REPORTS. 


No. 367.—REPORT ON THE AGRI-HORTICULTURAL SHOW HELD AT BATU 
GAJAH ON THE 12TH AND 13TH JULY, 1895. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report on the Agri-Horticultural Show, 
held at Batu Gajah on 12th and 13th July. 


2. The Show, as a whole, I consider, was a success and, in some respects, better 
than any previous one. Although in others it was not nearly so successful as those 
held in Taiping. 

3. The success of a show of this kind is, I consider, first the exhibits and 
secondly the attendance. As regards the former I will take the sections in order. 


4. SEcTIONS I., II, I]]—P/lants, Flowers, etc. These were not a success, 
although the exhibits of Chinese plants were much better than at any previous Show. 
Batu Gajah being a new settlement and nearly all who reside there come one day and 
move on tomorrow, it was as good as could have been expected. In Taiping we have 
more permanent residents, hence better plants and flowers, and we have the benefit 
of the gardens and the hill plants and flowers to swell the show. 


5. SECTION IV—Padi—was, I consider, the best show we have ever had—-one 
thousand seven hundred and fifty-five exhibits were shewn against about 1,000, of 
less, last year. I am pleased to say the decision of the judges gave very general 
satisfaction in this section, which I was very glad of as it was left to H. H. Raja Chulaa 
and the Sri Adika Raja, the European judge not appearing at all. 


6. SECTION V.—Vegetables—was very poor. No less than ro out of 23 classes 
not being represented at all, or only by Government exhibits from the hill. Fourteen 
classes got no second prizes. Five extra exhibits, not on the list, got awards. 


7. SECTION VI.—Fruzts—was a good show. The Government alone shewing in 
20 out of 28 classes, but they got no prizes, not being allowed to take them. I have 
reason to believe a great deal of Government produce got prizes in the names of 
people who bought fruits for a few cents from the Government gardens and shewed it 
as their own produce. As it is impossible to prevent this I see no reason why 
Government employees and gardeners should not compete; they are paid for their 
work, but outsiders can, on the other hand, get paid for what they sell and grow. 


8. SECTION VII.—Economic Products—was a poor show compared with last 
year. A sugar cane from Matang 35 feet long getting one of the first prizes. 
Coconuts were very fine, the best coming from Setiawan. Coffee had 12 native 
exhibits. Copra was exceedingly fine. Seven lots of oils were shewn. Rattan was 
well represented, so was pepper, 20 lots being exhibited, Gapis Estate being first, 
Syed Musa second. Tapioca flour had 16 exhibits, but tapioca only one. Waterloo 
and Kamuning each won first prize for Arabian and Liberian Coffee, respectively. 


g. SECTION VIII—Miscellaneous—This had a very good show but the judging 
was not all one could wish. The judges who promised to come were Messrs. J. B. M. 
Leech, F. St. G. Caulfcild and F. DeMornay. The first named did not come to judge 
at all, the second only arrived at 9.40 a.m., although the advertised time was from 8 
to 10 a.m. The last named only arrived at gam., ; and as the others had not come I 
asked the Datoh Kinta to help, which he kindly did, the consequence was the judging 
gave discontent and the opening of the Show was delayed for some time. A Kelantan 
sarong got first prize for needlework when many very valuable and artistic Perak 
productions got no prize or even notice taken of them. Other exhibits which wanted 
care and time to judge were apparently judged in a hasty manner. First prize for 
mats was given to a very inferior production when many much better ones were 
alongside it. The show of native weapons was decidedly better than any previously 
shewn, Mr. C. Wray’s being a splendid collection. Some very good bird cages from 
the Larut gaol were shewn, also some good coconut mats and trifles. Earthenware 
pots were in great variety and some were exceedingly handsome. Mr. Faithful 
deserves great credit for the number of exhibits of mats which he collected from 
Upper Perak, these being a decided feature of the Show. 
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10. SECTION VIIIA.—Af‘nerals—This was a new departure and a number of 
valuable collections of Ore and Minerals were shewn—Mr. C. Wray’s being the best, 
then came Mr. Fincham’s, Mr. Plumbe’s and others also being good. A very good 
working model of a mine was erected and the whole smelting operations for tin 
were shewn. 

11. SECTION IX.—Evlephants—About forty animals were shewn, a very handsome 
spectacle—only about five elephants were exhibited at our ‘laiping Show. The 
elephant race was very amusing and a close finish witnessed; the elephants were 
afterwards put over some obstacles. 

12. Horses and Pontes—All these classes were well represented. Seven turns- 
out paraded before the judges for the ‘‘ Pony and Trap” turn out. The driving com- 
petition was not on as good a piece of ground as I could have wished but it had the 
advantage of being exceedingly difficult to hit the pegs. 

13. The hack ghari competition was poor, only three in one class and two in the 
other coming before the judges. 

14. The show of Cattle was disappointing. There was a good show of wild 
animals. A splendid Black Panthar, a Long-snouted Crocodile and a beautiful Deer, 
dividing the prize. 

15. Fowls, Pigeons, Monkeys, etc., were well to the fore. 

16. The Larut gaol sent three railway truck loads of rattan and wood-work 
exhibits of furniture, and they were so much admired that not a single article remained 
unsold and H.H. the Sultan of Kedah wished to buy the whole lot as they stood. 

17. The gentlemen who took charge of the different sections worked hard to 
make their divisions a success. Messrs. Metcalfe, Berwick, Cox, Harfleet and 
Fincham working exceedingly hard, and to the last named is due all that was shewn 
in the Mining Department. Mr. Hanson gave me a great deal of assistance, and to 
him I owe the wire fencing which gave such a finished appearance to the buildings 
generally. Mr. Marks did a great deal of hard work and was always ready and willing 
to push on everything, and to him a great deal of the success of the Show is due. 

18. For the outside districts, as far as one could judge by results, I would 
mention Mr. Voules first, then Mr. Berkeley, who managed the elephants, etc., so 
well, and then Mr. Bowen, who if he did not win many prizes, tried hard. Lower 
Perak and Krian sent a great number of handsome and valuable exhibits, Upper 
Perak, Batang Padang and Larut sent very few exhibits. Kuala Kangsar had most 
of the fruit exhibits and got the prizes for them. 

1g. I must thank Captain Metcalfe for the admirable police arrangements he 
made, Inspector Rawlins worked his men well, and only one exhibit, a coconut, was 
lost. 

20. As regards the attendance it was decidedly poor, it was only when the heavy 
rain fell on the first day that there was any real crush in the buildings, whereas in 
Taiping, all day long, there was an enormous crowd. 

21. The balance sheet will be forwarded when all the accounts are finished.

No. 368.—ANNUAL REPORT ON THE GOVERNMENT SAVINGS BANK. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward the annual report of the State Savings Bank 
for the year ending the 3oth April, 1895, with returns 4 to £* attached. 


2. On the rst May, 1894, the Bank’s credit was $52,402.60, and on the 3oth 
April, 1895, $63,101.64. 

3. Since the Bank was instituted, in January, 1889, to 30th April, 1894, 933 
books had been opened and 373 new accounts have been added during the past 
twelve months; total 1,306. During the same period 544 and 257 accounts were 
closed, respectively, leaving 505 accounts open on the 1st of May, 1895, against 389 
as shewn in last annual report. 
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4. The actual cash transactions, in deposits and withdrawals alone, aggregate 
$94,464.43, against $82,755.78 in the year previous. 

5. The number of deposits is greatly in excess of any past year, being 1,788, 
against 988, an increase on the past 12 months of 80°87 per cemi, but large as this 
increase is, it may appear strange that the actual amount, viz: $52,031.25, is less, by 
$212.87, than the amount deposited in 1893-94. This is explained by the fact that 
large sums of money were then placed by several individuals in one lump sum, in the 
“Officer's Guarantee Fund,” whilst during the period now under review the deposits 
in the same Fund are chiefly small monthly sums regularly paid in until the full 
guarantee has been received. 

6. That this “ Officers Guaranteed Fund” has formed no inconsiderable portion 
of the work done in the Bank during the past year is shewn by the fact that the 
deposits made were 921, with 49 withdrawals, $8,931.17 and $2,373.67, respectively. 

7. The same rate of interest continues. 

8. I find that there is too much inclination on the part of many depositors to 
treat this institution more as a convenience to run a current account rather than for 
the purpose for which it was intended, and I have (using my own discretion), with due 


warning, closed the accounts in question. ’ 
g. Therule in the Government Savings Banks, India (Clause’ 2, page 2), provides 
as follows :—“ That the object of Government in establishing savings banks is to pro- 


vide a ready means for the deposit of savings, and so to encourage thrift. The 
Savings Bank is not to be used for the purpose of keeping a current account and the 
Comptroller is empowered to close an account should he have reason to believe that 
the depositor has used the Bank for a purpose for which it was not intended.” I 
much desire to see this clause embodied in our Perak Savings Bank rules and 
regulations. 

10. Many and repeated applications are made to me to receive more than the 
fixed limit of $250 in one year, and I have previously referred to this matter, vide 
paragraph 8 of my last annual report. I believe that this has since been allowed in 
the Savings Bank, Singapore and elsewhere. 

11, The accounts have been audited on two occasions during the past year. 
This generally takes a considerable time owing to the many hundreds of pass books to 
be checked with the cash book, ledger, etc. 

12. With so large a balance in the Chartered Bank here, I have already taken 
steps, under instructions from Government, to further invest a sum of $10,000. The 
amount at present invested is $25,870, in the Singapore Municipal Loan, 5 per cent, 
and $20,475 as a Fixed Deposit in the Chartered Bank, Penang. 

13. The Savings Bank makes no profit on these investments so far as regards 
the “ Officers Guarantee Fund,” as the same amount of interest is paid at present as 
is realised. 

14. It will be seen from the attached returns that the work done has been 
considerable and has largely increased, justifying my application for clerical assistance, 
which was given me during the latter half of the year, prior to that I was obliged to 
do the work single handed in addition to my other duties.

The several Ordinances of the Colony of the Straits Settlements 
be adopted. mentioned in the schedule to this Order in Council are hereby adopted 
as law in the State, provided that in construing such ordinances they 
shall be read with such formal alterations as to names, localities, offices, 
persons, and otherwise as may be necessary to make the same applicable 
to the circumstances of the State.

HEREAS it is expedient to render unlawful the sale, by retail, of 

opium, chandu, or opium dross, elsewhere than in duly licensed 

places, and to provide for the proper management of such places, it is 
hereby enacted as follows :— 


From and after the coming into operation of this Order in Council, 
it shall not be lawful to sell by retail or to offer for sale by retail any 
opium, chandu, or opium dross elsewhere than in a place duly licensed in 
that behalf by the Sanitary Board of the district in which such place is 
situate, or if there be no such Sanitary Board, by the Chief Police Officer 
of the district. 


A fee of $2 per month shall be paid for such licence. 


The Resident may from time to time make, and when made rescind 
and vary rules for the control, management and good conduct of such 
licensed places. 


If any person sells or offers for sale any opium, chandu, or opium 
dross in contravention of this Order in Council he shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding two hundred dollars, and the article so sold shall be seized 
and forfeited. 


Any person committing a breach of the rules made under this Order 
in Council shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
and the Magistrate imposing the fine may cancel or suspend the licence. 


All convictions, fines and penalties under this Order in Council may 
be recovered in a summary way before a Magistrate, who may also 
suspend or cancel any licence.

The duties at present 
levied are $2 a case for whisky and brandy and $4 a case for gin. 


3. The Coast Chandu Farm gives the lessee an exclusive right of 
manufacturing and selling, and of licensing others to manufacture and sell, 
chandu and chandu dross in the Coast District of Sungei Ujong, at prices 
not exceeding $1.70 per tahil or 19 cents per chee. The proprietors of 
certain tapioca, gambier and pepper estates are entitled to import opium by 
the chest and to prepare chandu solely for the use of estate coolies and not 
for sale, and to purchase opium by the ball from the Farmer on payment of 
a duty not exceeding $9 a ball. 


Advancers to mines having more than 25 coolies are entitled to pur- 
chase opium from the Farmer as above and to prepare chandu for use in the 
mines only and not for sale. 


4. All monopolies granted on the Sengkang Concession (to Eng Siew) 
cease on the 30th of September, 1886. 


5. All opium imported into the State is subject to a duty at the rate 
of $8 a ball or $320 a chest. 


The importation of chandu and opium dross, and of opium in quantities 
less than one chest, is prohibited.

PERAK STATE RAILWAYS. 


No. 393.—The following Bye-laws and Regulations of the Perak State 
Railways are published for general information. 


1. The Perak Government hereby gives public notice that it will not be accountable for 
any articles unless the same be signed. for as received by its clerks or agents, nor will it be 
responsible for the loss of, or damage done to, money in cash, or bills or promissory notes, or 
securities for money, or jewellery, trinkets, rings, precious stones, bullion, gold and silver 
(manufactured or unmanufactured), gold and silver plate, or plated articles, clocks, watches, 
time-pieces, opium, marbles, lace, furs, silks (in a manufactured or unmanufactured state, and 
whether wrought up or not wrought up with other materials), writings, title-deeds, prints, 
paintings, maps, engravings, pictures, stamps, or other valuables; nor for damage done to 
china, glass, wearing apparel, musical instruments, furniture, toys, castings, or any other such 
hazardous or brittle articles, in packages ‘or otherwise, unless the value and nature of such 
articles shall have been declared by the sender, and an insurance rate of five per cent on their 
value, over and above the railway charge for carriage, shall have been paid to, and accepted 
by, some person duly authorised to receive the same on behalf of the Government; nor for 
loss or damage arising from fire, the act of God, or civil commotion, nor for the loss of, 
or damage done to, goods put into returned wrappers or boxes, or packages described as 
empties; nor of any goods left until called for, or to order, or warehoused for the convenience 
of the parties to whom they belong, or by or to whom they are consigned; nor of any goods 
remaining on the railway premises beyond 48 hours after their arrival; nor for the loss of, or 
damage to, any packages insufficiently or improperly packed, marked, directed, or described, 
or containing a variety of articles liable by breaking to damage each other or other articles ; 
nor for leakage arising from bad casks or bad cooperage, or from fermentation ; nor for loss 
or damage as to any goods whatsoever, by reason of accidental or unavoidable delays in trasit 
or otherwise. 

2. Rates—The rates for goods do not include collection and delivery, but are only 
station to station charges, and include conveyance by railway, loading from or to the railway 
warehouse or platform and the wagons, except in cases of third class traffic, long timber, etc., 
which must be loaded and unloaded by or at the cost of the owner. The rates are exclusive of 
the cost of removal to and from the conveyance by which the goods are brought to or taken 
from the station. 


3. Undercharge—The Government claims the right to correct any charges made on 
goods that may be undercharged in the railway invoice. 


4. Consignment Notes.—Every consignment of goods must be legibly addressed in 
English, and must be accompanied by a consignment note written in English. 


Undeclared goods will be charged first class rates. 


5. Notice of Arrival of Goods.—For the convenience of consignees and to ensure quicker 
delivery of goods, notice of arrival of goods is generally issued at the principal stations to 
consignees whose addresses are known, but it is to be distinctly understood that the non-receipt 
of such notice by consignees in no way effects the charges for warehouse rent or demurrage. 


6. Railway Receipts—Before goods can be delivered, the railway receipt granted to the 
sender at the despatching station must be duly endorsed by the consignee, and given up at the 
receiving station. The Goods Delivery Book must also be signed before the goods are 
removed. 


7. Indemnity Note—When the railway receipt is lost, the Government reserves the 
right to demand an indemnity note. 


8. Undelivered Goods.—The responsibility of the Government for goods will be con- 
sidered to have terminated when 48 hours have expired after arrival at the station to which 
they are consigned, and goods not tuken away within one month after their arrival will be sold 
by public auction to defray charges. 

9. Return Empties—All return empties not taken away within one month after their 
arrival will be sold by public auction to defray charges. Freight om return empties must be 
prepaid. 

10. Warehouse Rent.—All goods left on the railway premises above 48 hours after their 
arrival, either for the convenience or by the desire or neglect of the consignor or consignees, 
will be at the owner's risk, and will be subject to a rent charge of two cents per pikul per 
diem, if unloaded in the warehouse, or one cent per pikul per diem if unloaded in the yard. 

11. Demurrage on Waggons.—All waggons loaded with third class goods, long timber, etc., 
which are not unloaded within 24 hours after their arrival will also be liable to a demurrage 
charge of $2 per diem, exclusive of Sundays. 
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Nors.—No less charge than for a whole day will be made for warehouse rent and 
demurrage. ‘ 

12. Wharfage—A charge of 10 cents per ton per diem will be charged on timber, etc., 
stacked oa the railway ground for the convenience of owners, if not loaded and forwarded by 
railway within six days. 

13. Perishable Goods.—Goods of a perishable nature refused by consignee or not claimed 
within 24 hours after their arrival at the receiving station, will be sold by public auction at 
the risk of the owner. 

14. Third Class Goods—The third class rates do not include the cost of loading into and 
unloading from the railway waggons. 

15. Bulky Articles —When two or more waggons are required for the conveyance of boilers, 
engines, girders, machinery, shafts, masts, rails, timber, and such articles as, from their great 
length, cannot be carried in one waggon, a charge of 20 cents per truck per mile will be made, 
the minimum charge per truck being $3. 

The risk and expense of loading and unloading must be borne by the owner. 


16. Small Articles—The Government do not undertake the counting of small articles’ 
such as coconuts, bricks, tiles, etc. 

17. Horses, etc., Conveyed in Cattle Waggons—The following animals carried in cattle 
waggons by goods or passenger trains, conveyed together for the same sender or consignee, will 
be charged at the following rates, which include free carriage of an attendant with each 
consignment or truck load, extra attendants being carried at third class fare. Acceptance by 
the owner of all risk whatever will be enforced on the Consignment Note before despatch. 
The Government will not be responsible for the animals carried at the rates quoted. 

Horses and ponies declared as of less value than $100 each.—Four animals or less, 
25 cents per truck per mile; more than four animals, 35 cents per truck per mile. 

Horses conveyed in Horse Boxes.—The Perak Government hereby gives public notice that 
it will not be responsible for any animal of a greater value than two hundred dollars, unless 
the value shall have been declared by the sender and an insurance rate of five per cent on its 
value over and above the Railway charge for carriage shall have been paid to and accepted by 
some person duly authorised to receive the same on behalf of the Government. 

18. Gunpowder, Lucifer, or Congreve or other Matches, Gun-Cotton, Naphtha, or similar 
articles of an explosive or highly inflammable nature, if securely packed in cases and contents 
legibly marked in English on the outside of the package, will be conveyed at owner's risk in 
small quantities not exceeding one pikul, at the rates specified. Larger quantities can only be 
conveyed on payment of the minimum charge for a special van of twenty-five cents per mile, 
at owner’s risk. 

19. Despatch of Goods—The Government do not guarantee the despatch of goods by the 
train succeeding the receipt of them, nor will they be responsible for their arrival at ay 
station by any specified date or train. 

20. Hours of Business.—Goods offices are open for the receipt and delivery of goods at all 
goods stations from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily (Sundays and Christmas Day excepted), after which 
hour goods can neither be received nor delivered. 

21. Breach of Rules—If any person shall wilfully do any act, or wilfully omit to do any 
act, contrary to the provisions of the rules, as already provided, he shall be guilty of an offence 
and be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars. 

Single and separate parcels under 100 katis in weight will be accepted as goods, and 
charged for as one pikul. 

As respects goods in quantity, the fractional part of half a pikul shall be reckoned as 
half a pikul. 

The minimum distance on which a mileage charge shall be made is 8 miles. 

As respects goods and passengers, the fractional part of 1 cent will be charged as 1 cent, 
and the fractional part of a mile will be charged as a mile. 

22. Rates and Conditions for the Conveyance of Live Stock by Goods Train.—Cattle, sheep, 
goats, etc., are carried at owner’s risk, and must be loaded and unloaded by owners. Ani 
attendant with each truck-load will be carried free. 

Pigs, poultry, pigeons, and live animals generally are carried at owner’s risk. Dogs are 
carried at owner’s risk, unless provided with a chain and collar }and given in charge to the 
Station Master. 

Perishables, such as fresh fish, ice, fresh meat, vegetables and fruits, in small quantities, 
will be conveyed by passenger trains at goods rates at owner’s risk. 

28. Definitions of Class.—Cuass I.—Furniture, pianos, or other musical instruments, 
wine or other liquors in bottle, groceries, oilmen’s stores, millinery, textile fabrics, glassware, 
crockery, meat, fish and game. 
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Cuass II.—Coffee, grain of all kinds, in bags or packages or in bulk; oil, wine, or other 
liquid, in cask ; jute, horns, jaggery, sugar, coconuts, tobacco, cinnamon, vegetables, plants, seed, 
and agricultural produce generally, refined salt and saltpetre, bales of cotton, cordage, machin- 
ary not included in special rates, manufactured metals, coir matting, castings, soap, hardware, 
tools, and agricultural implements and ice. 


Cuass III.—Coke, coal, building materials, manure and firewood. 


The minimum charge for any single consignment of goods is 20 cers, except in the case 
of fresh fish, meat, fruit or vegetables carried at owner’s risk, when the minimum charge is 
10 cents. 


24. Time.—Taiping time will be observed on the Larut Line and Ipch time on the Kinta 
Valley Line. 


25. Arrival and Departure of Trains.—The Government does not guarantee that the trains 
shall arrive and depart at the times specified in the Time Bills, nor will it be responsible for 
any loss, inconvenience or injury which may arise from delay or detention, but it will 
endeavour, as far as possible, to ensure punctuality. 


26. Inquiries—The Government will not be responsible for information given by others 
than the principal officers in charge of the different stations, of whom inquiries should always 
be made. 

27. Incivility—Passengers are requested to report direct to the Traffic Superintendent 
any instances of incivility, want of attention, or misconduct on the part of persons employed 
on the Railway. Complaints should embody the name and address of the complainant. 


28. Gratuities.—The Railway servants are forbidden, under pain of dismissal, to ask or 
receive from the public any fee or gratuity. 

29. Tickets and Change.—Passengers are requested to examine their tickets and change 
before leaving the Booking Office counter, as errors cannot afterwards be rectified. 


39. Lugqage.—Passengers having a large quantity of liggage should be at the station 15 
minutes before the time of the departure of the train. Each adult passenger will be allowed, 
free of charge, the following weight of luggage :—First Class Passengers, 60 katis; Second 
Class Passengers, 40 katis; Third Class Passengers, 30 katis. 

Passengers’ luggage more than the above-mentioned quantities will be charged for at the 
rate of 4 cents for each additional 10 katis or portion of 10 katis. 

Luggage in bulk can be sent by goods train at a charge of 20 cents per truck per mile, 
minimum charge for truck $4. 


Passengers may place their luggage in charge of a Station Master for temporary custody, 
payiny a charge of 10 cents per package for the first 24 hours or part of 24 hours, and five 
cents per package for each subsequent day or part of a day. A ticket will be given when the 
luggage is deposited, and the luggage will be delivered on presentation of the ticket, after 
which the responsibility of the Government ends. 

Only small articles of luggage which can be placed under the seats will be allowed in the 
carriages, all packages which are intended to be carried in the Guard’s Van should he distinctly 
marked with the owner’s name and address in English. 


The Government is in no way responsible for passengers’ luggage unless it has been signed 
for as received by Railway Clerks or Agents. 

Passengers are requested to remove all old labels from their luggage and to see it labelled 
with the name of the station to which they are travelling. : 


31. Property left in Railway Carriages or at Stations will be restored on the applicant des- 
cribing the property ; a charge of 20 cents will be made on the restoration of any article found, 
which, if not claimed within three months after being so left, will be considered as abandoned, 
and be sold or otherwise disposed of by the Government. Lost or unclaimed luggage is 
subject to a charge of 50 cents per packet per month or part of a month, for storage. 

32. Theatrical troupes, cricket. teams, concert parties, or other performers, if not less than 
six in number, may be conveyed first and second class at single fare for the double journey. 
The whole party must travel by the same train. The tickets will be available (for the return 
journey) for fifteen days from the date of issue. No reduction will be made in the charges for 
luggage, nor will any other privilege be granted. 

33. Tickets given to passengers on payment of their fare are available only to the station 
named thereon, and are not transferable, and must be produced or delivered up whenever 
demanded by the Railway servants. 


The single journey tickets are available only on the day of issue. Passengers are not 
allowed (having once booked) to change their tickets for those of a lower class. The second 
halves of return tickets are not transferable. 


First and Second Class Return Tickets are available for 7 days inclusive of date of issue. 
Third Class Return Tickets are available for 8 days inclusive of date of issue. 
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Should a passenger with a return ticket travel in a higher class carriage than that for 
which the ticket was issued, he will be required to pay the difference between the fare of the 
two classes respectively by the single journey; should the passenger travel in a higher class 
both journeys he will have to pay such difference for each journey. 


No passenzer will be allowed to re-book at an intermediate station by the same train. 


A passenger leaving at a station short of that to which he has booked must deliver up his 
ticket, and cannnot be allowed to resume his journey except by obtaining a fresh ticket. A 
passenger found travelling with a torn or mutilated ticket, so that the date and numbers 
cannot be deciphered, shall be liable to be charged the fare from the station from whence the 
train originally started. 


No passenger is allowed to use a ticket on any day for which such a ticket is not available. 
Passengers who have taken tickets at a station, but who, from want of room in the train, or 
from sudden cause cannot commence their journey, should, before leaving the station, apply to 
the Station Master, who will refund the fare on the tickets being given up. If, through want 
of room in the class for which tickets are held, passengers are compelled to travel in a lower 
class the difference in fare will be refunded at destination, provided the guard of the train is 
informed before commencing the journey. 


34. Cheques will not be accepted in any payment made to the Railway. 


35. Claims for Refund.—All claims for refund of excess charges must be made within 
one month after date of payment, or otherwise they will not be entertained. Claims should 
be addressed to the Traffic Superintendent. 


36. Claims for Compensation.—All claims for loss or damage to parcels and luggage 
must be immediately made to the Station Master of the station to which they have been 
booked, also a written statement of the nature of damage received, and a list of articles 
missing must be forwarded to the Traffic Superintendent within 24 hours. 


37. Right to Correct Charges.—It must be distinctly understood that the Government 
reserves the right to correct any charge that may. have been incorrectly entered in the Railway 
Receipt or Ticket. 


38. Prepayment of Freight—Freight on luggage, horses, dogs, and all live stock and 
perishables must be prepaid. 3 


39. Excess Fare.—Every passenger who pays excess fare shall be entitled to demand 
or receive a receipt for the amount paid. 


40. Season Tickets—First, Second and Third Class—may be had on application to the 
Traffic Superintendent. 


41. Lost Tickets—Passengers who allege that they have lost or mislaid their tickets, and 
apply for a return of the fares, are hereby requested to take notice that the Government 
is not liable to make any return to passengers who, from neglect or any other cause, fail 
to produce their tickets, and in the event of a return ticket being lost, mislaid, or not 
used, the Government does not undertake to return any portion of the fare. 


42. Special Trains, on not less than six hours’ notice being given to the Traffic Superin- 
tendent, can be provided at a charge of $2.50 per mile for single, and $3.50 per mile for 
return journey, plus fares, and luggage at ordinary rates for the passengers and luggage 
conveyed. The minimum charge for running a special is $20. 


43. Children—Infants under twelve months old will be carried free. Children above 
that age and under 4 feet in height will be charged half fare. 


44, A Female Servant will be allowed to accompany her mistress in‘a first class carriage 
on payment of a second class fare, provided such an arrangement does not interfere with the 
comfort of other passengers in the same compartment. 


45. Free Telegrams.—Telegrams for lost luggage will be sent free by Station Masters 
for passengers who have lost their luggage through circumstances over which they have no 
control. 

46. Platform.—No person is allowed to go on to the platform at a station except 
passengers going by the train, but Station Masters may use their own discretion in allowing 
respectable persons on the platform when accompanying friends proceeding by train. 


47. Horses and Carriages should be at the station at least an hour before the departure of 
‘the train by which they are intended to be despatched, and, to prevent disappointment, 
24 hours’ notice should be given to the Station Master where the horse-box or carriage-truck 
may be required. 

48. Passengers are not allowed to take any dog into a passenger carriage except with the 
permission of the Station Master at the starting station, and also with the consent of their 
fellow passengers, and then only on condition that it shall be removed if subsequently objected 
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to. This prohibition does not apply to dogs conveyed in reserved compartments or carriages, 
or in private special trains. 


49. Bicycles and tricycles will only be conveyed by passenger trains provided there is 
room to spare in the Guards’ Van. 


All Bye-laws, Rules and Regulations not in accordance with the above and with Order in 
Council No. 12 of 1893 are hereby cancelled and revoked.

No. 395.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


1. Mr. A. B. Stephens, arrived on the 14th to take up his duties as Honorary 
Secretary of the Agri-Horticultural Show, and the work in connection with the Show 
was energetically pushed on. 


2. The boys attending the Government Vernacular Schools in Ipoh and Batu 
Gajah divisions were mustered at Ipoh on the 22nd, where they had athletic sports 
and other amusements 


3. On the 12th and 13th heavy rains fell, causing considerable damage. The 
top of the railway embankment at Sungei Bacup was washed away along a length of 
500 yards. Toh Muda Wahab’s costly dam, at Pingei, for irrigating bendang land, 
burst under the heavy strain thrown on it. Some large mines in the District were 
also flooded. 


4. I inspected the Government Vernacular School at Batu Gajah on the 12th. 
Fifty-six boys were present out of 72 names on the register. It is impossible for one 
teacher to satisfactorily deal with so many boys, he should have an assistant. 


5. Mr. W. D. Barnes, the Acting Protector of Chinese, left the District on six 
months’ leave of absence prior, as | understand, to taking up duties as Warden under 
the new Mining Code. 


6. Mr. McKenzie, Inspector of Mines, Gopeng, disappeared from the District 
about the 14th and has not since been heard of; he was traced as far as Teluk Anson, 
whence it is believed he went to Penang and took passage to England. 


. On the 18th Chin Ah Kwi was executed in the Batu Gajah gaol for the 
murder of the Sikh policeman at Tanjong Toh Allang on the roth March last. 


8. There was a disturbance at Menglembu on the 21st amongst some miners 
over water rights and one man died afterwards from injuries received. 


g. On the 3rd a Chinaman named Loh Tin was found murdered at Jelentoh; two 
persons were committed to take their trial at the assizes in connection therewith. 


10. Onthe roth a Chinese named Wong Woo was attacked and mortally wounded 
on the Kota Bahru road, about one mile from Gopeng, by some person or persons 
unknown. 


11. A Chinese named Toh Jin was killed at Guntong, on the 4th, by one Gog Bee, 
who has been committed to the assizes. 


12, The police sentry (Awang, No. 1,969) on duty at Gopeng Police Station on 
the 6th, absconded with two cash boxes entrusted to his care; he was subsequently 
arrested driving into Ipoh. 


13. A fire occured at Batu Gajah village on the 26th, destroying ten small Malay 
atap houses. I have brought to the notice of Government the necessity for providing 
a manual fire engine for this village. 


14. Now that Tanjong Toh Allang is growing in importance it should be 
brought into telephonic communication with Batu Gajah.

No. 396.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward herewith my report for July. 
2. On the rst the Tamil and Hindustani Interpreter was arrested on various 
charges. 


3. The Acting Superintendent of Prisons arrived early on the 6th and inspected 
the gaol. We discussed the Estimates for next year and he quite agreed with the 
Gaoler and myself as to the importance of replacing the present atap roofs of the 
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various gaol buildings by roofs of some more durable and less inflammable material, 
such as iron or shingles. 


4. On the 8th and gth the exhibits for the Agri-Horticultural Show were brought 
in and arranged and they were sent up to Batu Gajah in charge of Messrs Radcliffe 
and Shaw on the roth, on which day His Excellency the Deputy Governor arrived, in 
the Government steamer Horsburgh, just before 1 p.m. His Excellency landed later 
in the afternoon, and on the arrival of the British Resident from Ipoh by the afternoon 
train, a visit of inspection was made to the chief public buildings. 


The water-tower, gaol, hospital, post office and police station were inspected. 


5. At 6 o'clock the following morning, the Deputy Governor and the British 
Resident, accompanicd by the State Engineer, went to Changkat Jong to inspect the 
water-works. 


6. His Highness the Sultan of Kedah was expected early in the morning but he 
did not arrive till past 1 p.m. Soon after his yacht, the Good Luck, came alongside 
the jetty His Highness the Sultan landed and was received by the British Resident, 
a guard of honour being drawn up on the jetty. At 2 p.m. His Highness the Sultan 
of Kedah, His Excellency the Deputy Governor, the British Resident, Raja Musa of 
Perak and several Perak officials left by special train for Batu Gajah. 


At Batu Gajah, His Highness the Sultan of Kedah and the Deputy Governor were 
received by His Highness the Sultan of Perak and a number of Malays of high rank, 
the District Magistrate of Kinta and most of his staff. A guard of honour was on 
duty at the station and His Highness of Kedah drove off to the quarters allotted 
to him attended by an escort of troopers. 


7. The following day the Show was opened. Lower Perak secured over thirty 
prizes, which was better than last year. 


8. 'On the 14th I accompanied His Highness the Sultan of Kedah and His 
Excellency the Deputy Governor to Teluk Anson. On arrival, at about 4 p.m., the 
Sultan of Kedah and suite, and the Honourable J. M. Vermont, M.L.C., went on board 
the Good Luck and left for Penang, the Deputy Governor remaining in Teluk Anson till 
noon the next day, when he left for Singapore in the Government steamer Horsburgh, 


g. On the 16th the Tamil Interpreter who was arrested on the 1st was tried and 
convicted of receiving illegal gratifications. 


to. On the 23rd and 24th and part of the 25th I was engaged hearing the case 
against the Public Works Overseer; the case was in the end dismissed. 


11. The Superintendent Intelligence Department arrived in the Government 
yae@ht Mena on the 24th in connection with some departmental matters and left again 
the same evening. 


12. On the 26th Mr. Davidson, the Assistant Superintendent, Posts and Tele- 
graphs arrived to superintend the laying of a cable across the Bernam River at Utan 
Melintang. He left for Bernam the following day in the Rapid. 

r 


13. Accompanied by the Harbour Master and the Inspector of Police I went, 
early on the 30th, to Utan Melintang, wd Jenderata. From Utan Melintang we sailed 
down to Bagan Pasir at the Kuala Bernam and inquired into the complaint that had 
been made against the penghulu of pulling down seven houses at that place, but it 
appeared that the penghulu was acting under written instructions from the Collector 
of Land Revenue. 


I marked out a space round the light-house as a reserve and then returned to 
Utan Melintang. 


14. Mr. Davidson, who is staying there superintending the laying of the cable, 
reported that the work was getting on well and that he hoped to finish it by Thursday. 
While here, a fire broke out in the dry grass in the padi fields behind the holdings 
on the Jenderata canal. One house and over 40 young coconut trees were destroyed, 
another house was only saved by the exertions of Mr. Symes who got some Malays to 
help him beat out the advancing fire with branches of trees, 


15. On the 31st the Chief Surveyor arrived and left again the same day. 


16. Penghulu Toyok, of Pasir Panjang Ulu, handed over charge of the mukim to 
Raja Mohamed Yusuf who has been appointed to succeed him in the penghuluship, 
Penghulu Toyok retiring on a pension.

No. 397.—STATE RAILWAYS.—KINTA VALLEY LINE PROGRESS REPORT FOR 
JUNE. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for second quarter, ending 
30th June, 1895. 

KINTA VALLEY LINE. 

Earthwork.—26,464 cubic yards of earthwork were removed during the quarter. 

Bridges and Culverts——Work was in progress on the following bridges and 
culverts during the quarter :—1o-feet bridge at peg 710, 20-feet bridge at peg 716, 
40-feet bridge at peg 750, 5-feet culvert at peg 840; pipe drains at peg 793, 810, 832, 
837, 843, 850, and 877. 

Permanent Way.—Two lines of rails were laid into the carriage shed, Ipoh, and a 
new siding laid at Teluk Anson, and one at Temoh; the sidings at Kampar were 
completed. The line was lifted and packed from Kampar to Kota Bharu and 5,856 
cubic yards of ballast run out and spread. 

General.—The line was opened for through traffic between Ipoh and Teluk 
Anson on the rst May and traffic has been carried on regularly since that date except 
for a period of seven days, in June, when the line was blocked by heavy slips in 
Talam cutting. 

The railway telegraph was connected through to Kampar. 


Temoh passenger station was nearly completed. The station buildings at 
Kampar were completed. Two sets of Platelayers’ lines were in hand. 

Extension to Chumor.—The earthwork between pegs 37 and 370, about six and 
a half miles, nearly completed, the work done during the quarter being 97:375 cubic 
yards of earthwork in banks and cuttings and 930 cubic yards of rock cutting. 
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Jungle felling was completed to peg 370, and was in progress in Tanjong 
Rambutan station yard. 


Eight hundred and thirty cubic yards of stone were broken into two inch metal 
and a double 3-feet culvert at peg 65 was in progress. 


One set of staff quarters was nearly completed. An extension to engine running 
shed was completed. 


Four thousand two and eight sleepers were delivered.

No. 398.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1rR,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British Resident, the 
enclosed summary of School Returnst for the quarter ending 30th June, 1895. 


2. The returns shew 8g schools, with an average enrolment of 3,973, and a daily 
attendance of about 70 per cent. At the end of June the enrolment was 4,166. 


3. New schools were opened, in rented houses, during the quarter at Sungei 
Akar, Raban and Senggang, and the people of Sungei Bogak, Sungei Trap, and 
Kuala Teja petitioned for the establishment of schools in their kampongs. 


4. The building of several new schools was put in hand, and the removal of the 
Lekir school to a more central site was sanctioned. 


5. Visits of inspection were paid during the quarter to the schools in Larut, 
Matang, Kuala Kangsar, Lower Perak and Krian. 


6. A loom was fitted up and the teaching of weaving started at the Taiping 
Malay Girls’ School. 

7. Anumber of changes took place in the teaching staff of our Malay schools, 
and the Assistant Visiting Teachers, Krian and Lower Perak, changed places during 
the quarter. 

8. The annual Malay scholarship examination was held in Taiping on the rst 
June, 34 boys from different Districts competing for the six scholarships awarded. 
The successful candidates are now employed as monitors in our schools on $5 a 
a each until the end of the year, when it is proposed to increase the remuneration 
to $10. 

g. Mrs. Hounslow, Principal of the Taiping Girls’ School, was granted four 
months’ leave, and left on the 6th June, Miss Legge, Assistant Mistress, assuming 
charge of the school. On the 22nd June, the Assistant Inspector of Schools, Mr. 
Wrench, went on leave for 19 days. 


1o. A proposal to forma Teachers’ Guarantee Fund was submitted during the 
quarter and favourably considered. Every teacher, in addition to signing an agree- 
ment, will now be required to pay in to the Government Savings Bank—in easy 
monthly instalments—the amount of a month’s salary, to be forfeited in the event of 
his leaving the service without giving the month’s notice required by his agreement. 


11. It is very desirable to encourage thrift amongst our teachers, and I entertain 
the hope that the above proposal may lead many of them voluntarily to deposit small 
sums in the Savings Bank from time to time on their own account, when the advant- 
ages of it come to be understood. With a Savings Bank in every District this would 
certainly, I imagine, be easy of accomplishment. 

12. The sum of $344.38 was collected and paid into the Treasury during the 
quarter.

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No. 399.—EDUCATION IN 1894, BY THE INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on Education for the year 1894, and 
I must express my regret at having been unable to complete it sooner. 


2. At the close of the year there were 85 schools of all kinds in the State— 
8 English, 75 Malay and 2 Tamil—with a register of 3,924 scholars, as against 77 
schools—8 English, 67 Malay and 2 Tamil—and a register of 3,358 scholars at the end 
of 1893. Eight Malay schools have thus been added to the list—6 for boys and 2 for 
girls—and they account for 379 of the 566 scholars in excess of the enrolment of the 
previous year. The new girls’ schools are in Taiping and at Janing, and the boys’ 
schools at Sungei Pinang, Kota Lama Kiri, Laiang-Laiang, Bangul Belimbing, 
Menglembu and Pasir Panjang Ulu—a very fair distribution. The average age of the 
children attending our schools is about ten years. 


3. The general average enrolment of these 85 schools for the year was 3,775, 
and the average daily attendance 2,751, or, roughly, 73 per cent, as against an enrol- 
ment of 3,177 and an attendance of 2,275, or about 72 per cent, in the preceding year. 
The following statement shews the position of each District in regard to enrolment 
and attendance.

4. The average enrolment at the English schools is 419, at the Malay schools, 
3,246, and at the Tamil schools, 110, the attendance averaging 79, 72 and 75 per cent, 
respectively. The Central School has over 150 pupils, and three Malay boys’ schools 
in the Kuala Kangsar District have over 100 each, whilst twenty others in different 
places have each over 50 in attendance. The children attending the English schools 
consist, for the most part, of Chinese and Tamils, with some few Europeans, Eurasians, 
Malays and Bengalis. 


5. There are 76 schools for boys—7 English, 68 Malay and 1 Tamil—and g 
schools for girls, viz:—1 English, 7 Malay and 1 Tamil. The girls’ schools have a 
register of 237 children only, or 1°47 per cent of the number of girls in the State of an 
age to attend school. This leaves 3,438 to the credit of the boys’ schools, or about 
six per cent of those returned at the recent census as of a school-going age. 


ANNUAL INSPECTION. 


6. The work of inspection and examination was begun in October and completed 
on the 2oth instant. Table A* appended shews the number of schools examined and 
the general results in each case. On the day of inspection 3,165 scholars, or 349 
more than in 1893, were present at all the schools, or about 84 per cent of those in 
average enrolment, and of this number 1,329 were presented for examination, as 
against 1,226 in the previous year. The passes obtained amount to 82 per cent of 
those possible, the percentage in 1893 having been 87. The following statement 
shews the average percentage of passes obtained in reading, writing and arithmetic 
by the three classes of schools.

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The passes in reading and adevnene at the English schools are not so satisfactory 
as those of the previous year, but there is an advance in writing ; the percentages in 
the three subjects at the Malay schools are slightly lower this year; whilst the results 
at the Tamil schools are extremely satisfactory. ‘The results, in detail, of the examina- 
tion of the various schools will be found in Tables B, C and D, appended. 


ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 


7. On the day of inspection 399 scholars were present, or 95 per cent of those 
in average enrolment, and 189 were presented for examination in Standards I.-VL., 
the passes obtained amounting to 85 per cent of those possible, or 3°07 passes 
per pupil. 

8. The Central School presented 106 boys in Standards I.-VI., and obtained 
87 per cent of the passes possible. The examination throughout was of a searching 
character, and the results may be regarded as very satisfactory. No fewer than 73 
boys passed in every subject. This, and the fact that Standard VI obtained 92 per 
cent of passes, testifies to the care with which the boys are taught; and the general 
order and discipline shew that the schvol is in most capabie hands. The attendance 
during the year was very regular, averaging go per cent of the enrolment. The boys 
are instructed in musical drill, and due attention is paid to the encouragement of out- 
door games. During the year a number of boys have been given employment in the 
public service of the State, and in the firm of Howarth, Erskine, Tate & Co., Taiping. 


g. The Taiping Girls’ School continues to be very successful under the able 
management of Mrs. Hounslow. Nine children were examined in Standards I.-VL., 
the passes amounting to 94 per cent. The average daily attendance is not quite 
satisfactory, but this is accounted for by the great prevalence of sickness during the 
year. Needlework receives every attention, and musical drill is very satisfactorily 
taught. Liberal provision has been made in the current year's Estimates for a new 
school. 


10. Of the other English schools, under native teachers, very little need be said. 
The Anglo-Tamil school, Taiping, has always a good enrolment and attendance. It 
teaches up to the Fourth Standard, and a number of the scholars find their way to the 
Central School. The late Acting Secretary to Government, Mr. Rodger, was much 
pleased with this school on the occasion of a visit which he paid to it. The Kamunting 
school teaches as far as the Fourth Standard, maintains a very regular attendance, and 
is altogether a satisfactory institution. It serves as a feeder to the Central School, 
where many of its pupils have been very successful in the higher standards. The 
school at Kuala Kangsar is made much use of by Malays and Chinese. It teaches up 
to Standard IV., and at the recent inspection obtained 87 per cent of passes. The 
attendance is not up to the mark, however. The school at Bagan Serai is in a satis- 
factory condition, but the schools at Parit Buntar and Teluk Anson by no means come 
up to expectations. The post of teacher in these schools is a very poorly paid one, and 
it is hard to secure the services of good men for the salaries offered. 


MALAY SCHOOLS. 


11. The number of scholars present on the day of inspection was 2,678 — 83 per 
cent of the enrolment — of whom 1,057 were examined, the passes obtained amounting 
to 84 per cent, or an average of 2°8 passes per pupil. Thirty boys were examined in 
Romanised Malay, one-half obtaining a pass and the others doing very creditably. 
The best schools are those of Taiping, Kuala Kangsar, Batu Gajah, Tapah, Teluk 
Anson and Kuala Selama (boys’ schools). With the exception of the one at Matang, 
all the girls’ schools are doing well, particularly that of Kuala Selama, where there are 
two Standards, needle-work and weaving receiving special attention. The Kordn and 
needle-work are taught at all of them. The school at Janing enjoys the distinction of 
numbering 8 married women among its pupils—half the present register. 


12. At the end of December there were 56 KorAn classes, with a total attendance 
of 1,343 pupils, 58 of whom passed in the KorAn during the course of the year. The 
Visiting Teacher (Sheik Nasir) gives these classes his special attention, and from time 
to time examines them; and it does not appear to me to be at all necessary to 
appoint any special man for the work of supervision. 

13. The attendance at these schools, as already stated, averaged for the year 72 
per cent of the enrolment, and, when everything is considered, this can only be 
looked upon as satisfactory. Looked at from the percentage point of view, the 
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attendance at some schools can hardly ever be good, and when they are all considered 
together, the better schools do not appear to advantage. Not a few schools during 
the past year had an average daily attendance of over 80 per cent, whilst the percent- 
age in some cases was under 60. 


14. Better order and discipline are apparent at many schools, and I can speak 
favourably of the drill at some of them. ‘The children are well-behaved, and corporal 
punishment, if allowed, would seldom be necessary. 


TamIL SCHOOLS. 


15. There are two schools at which Tamil alone is taught, and two others at 
which instruction is given in this language as well as in English. These four schools 
have an average enrolment of 222, and an attendance of 166, or about 75 per cent of 
the register. At the inspection 83 scholars were examined, obtaining 92 per cent of 
passes, or 28 passes per pupil. The best of these schools are those in Krian, belong- 
ing to the French Mission. 


16. One of the schools is for girls, who are taught Tamil only, and needlework. 
The boys’ school in Taiping is in a fairly satisfactory condition, and the school on the 
Gula Estate promises well. The majority of the pupils at the two distinctively Tamil 
schools are the children of coolies, and it perhaps suffices to teach them Tamil only. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 


17. For the past year the revenue, derived from fees and sale of books, etc., 
amounted to $1,913.93, which is $323.60 more than was received in 1893. 


The sum voted for education was $59,155, which includes buildings and upkeep 
of school grounds. The amount actually spent during the year—adding cost of 
printing ($383.69), and deducting reimbursements and a saving of $8,741.59 under 


different services—was $48,883.17, or 1°56 per cent of the estimated revenue of the 
State. 


GENERAL. 


18. The year has been one of progress, both in the extension of education and in 
the general results obtained at the annual inspection, as well as in an improved 
attendance and more satisfactory discipline. The two English schools in Taiping, 
under European management, have done excellent work, the Malay schools in general 
are in a more healthy condition, and the Tamil schools have been more than ordinarily 
successful. 


1g. The cost to Government per pupil in average attendance is $16.28, and that 
per pupil in average enrolment is $11.86; but if the cost be computed on the total 
number of scholars who during the year received instruction in our schools it is only 
$8.40. For various reasons, but chiefly owing to poverty, some 1,402 pupils left school 
during the course of the year, and this gives a total of 5,326 pupils who between 
January and December were under our charge in the several classes of schools. 


20. In my annual report for the year 1892 I referred to the difficulty experienced 
in keeping good assistant teachers at the Central School, and I urged the advisability 
of introducing the Straits system of small annual increments to the salaries of such 
teachers, up to a certain maximum, but unfortunately it has not been found possible 
to take any further action in the matter, and in the meanwhile the difficulty continues. 
A teacher’s work is certainly not attractive, there is but little chance of promotion for 
him, and he seizes the first opportunity that offers elsewhere of bettering his position. 
I would again respectfully invite attention to this subject. It cannot be said that any 
of our teachers, anywhere, are well paid, and I thing the case of all of them is deserving 
of consideration—English, Malay and Tamil teachers alike. 


21. Much has been said and written lately about technical education, but it seems 
to me that the time has not yet come for inaugurating the system here ; conditions are 
so different from those obtaining in England or India, and it would be a waste of time 
and of money to attempt at present what would probably very speedily end in failure. 
What would be of more immediate and practical use would be the establishment of a 
good normal school for the training of teachers. 


22. During the year correspendence took place regarding the establishment of an 
English school at Ipoh in connection with the Methodist Episcopal Mission of 
Singapore, and the school was opened in January of the current year. 
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23. In that month also the appointment of Mr. W. T. Wrench to the vacant post 
of Assistant Inspector of Schools was sanctioned, and Mr. Wrench assumed his duties 
at the beginning of February. He is stationed at Teluk Anson, and has charge of the 
schools in the Lower Perak, Batang Padang, and Kinta Districts. This will relieve 
me of a considerable amount of work, but when the area of the State is considered, 
and the absolute necessity of close and constant supervision for the maintenance of 
our Malay Schools in a state of efficiency, it will be seen that the travelling still 
involved will take me away for too long periods from headquarters, where there is 
always a considerable amount of correspondence and other business to engage my 
attention. 


24. It is often necessary to make changes among the teachers by transferring 
them to other schools, and for the sake of greater convenience I think this might be 
done in all cases departmentally—between this department and the Audit Office— 
without reference to the Secretariat. I would ask the British Resident to kindly 
sanction the suggested arrangement. 


25. Before I proceeded on leave an attempt was made to establish Malay night 
schools, and one was started in Taiping and another at Teluk Anson, but they did not 
enjoy a long existence, I regret to say. The night school is not yet for Perak, I am 
afraid. 


26. Attention has been drawn to the number of boys, apparently under the age of 
16 years, and who, it seems to me, ought to be attending school, to be seen driving 
bullock carts in different parts of the State, and the question arises whether the 
practice ought not to be stopped. 


27. During the year scholarship examinations for English and Malay school boys 
were held in Taiping. Two scholarships of the value of $10 per mensem each, were 
awarded to boys from the Central School, the successful competitors being taken as 
apprentices into the firm of Howarth, Erskine, Tate & Co., Taiping ; and seven scholar- 
ships fell to Malay boys, who were appointed monitors in Government schools. It is 
hoped that we shall thus be able to train our own boys as teachers. It is hardly 
necessary to say that these scholarships are a very great encouragement to the boys. 


28. Malay school athletic sports were as usual held in different Districts during 
the year. Everything is done to encourage healthy exercise, and the sports grow in 
popularity every year. A sum of $250 is provided in the Estimates for this purpose. 
‘The amount is very little for so many schools, but parents and others freely contribute 
when asked to do so. 


2g. As the result of correspondence during the course of the year, a number of 
our Malay schools in the more out-of-the-way places are to be supplied with simple 
medicines, which will be kept by the teachers, and given out as required. 


30. Towards the end of the year I submitted a special report on Vernacular 
Education in Perak (a copy of which I enclose*) at the request of the British 
Resident. From the account there given of our system, and of the work and organi- 
sation of our Malay schools, it will be seen that we are following closely in the foot- 
steps of the Colony, and that it is our aim to make our schools as thoroughly efficient 
as those to be found there. That some progress has been made in this direction, I 
think the present report will shew. Given time and a fair chance, | believe education 
in the State will not lag behind, but will advance with the times and be a useful aid 
as well as a source of gratification to the Government. 


31. My acknowledgements are due to the District Magistrates and Penghulus for 
the valuable help rendered the Department during the year, and I have to thank Mr. 
Voules for the very able manner in which he carried on the work during my absence. 


32. ‘The usual statistics * are enclosed, together with a copy of a Manual for the 
Teaching of Romanised Malay, a Teachers’ Manual, and a copy of the Extension 
Motions in Malay.

The Council meets at 2 p.m. 

1. The Resident lays on the table a draft Order for the Adoption of 
Certain Ordinances of the Straits Settlements. 

The Order is passed and becomes Order in Council No. 12 of 1895. 

2. <A draft Order providing for the Collection of a Licence Fee on 
Opium Shops is passed and becomes Order in Council No. 13 of 1895. 

3. <A draft Order amending the Trials by Jury Order in Council, 
No. 3 of 1895, is passed and becomes Order in Council No. 14 of 1895. 

4. A draft Order amending Order in Council No. 5 of 1891, and 
providing for the Payment of Duty on a Liquor called Port Wine, is passed 
and becomes Order in Council No. 15 of 1895. 

5. The Resident having explained the objects and reasons of a draft 
Mining Code which has been long under consideration, it is discussed and 
passed, the said Code becomes Order in Council No. 16 of 1895. 

6. The case of Penghulu Muhammed Saleh of Utan Melintang having 
been considered, the Council agrees to allow the penghulu to continue in his 
appointment if he engages a clerk at $10 a month, failing which he is to be 
retired with a gratuity of $75. 

7. Nakhoda Teruna, who retires from the Penghuluship of Jebong, is 
granted a pension of $105 per annum. 

8. The work in the Plus District having increased, the Council agrees 
to the appointment of a Penghulu at Pulau Kamiri on $300 instead of an 
Assistant Penghulu at $180, and of an Assistant Penghulu at Kota Plus 
on $180. 

9. The application of Indut, Assistant Penghulu of Kota Lama Kanan, 
asking that he be allowed to draw a share in the chabut on tin duty collected 
in the mukim of Kota Lama Kanan, is considered and refused. 

10. A complaint by the Assistant District Magistrate, Selama, as to 
the misconduct of ex-Penghulu Muhammad Dahari is read and the Council 
authorises a letter of warning to be written to the ex-Penghulu to the effect 
that he will lose his pension if he is again reported. 

11. Petitions from prisoners Abu Aris, Chin Meong and Meong Pow, 
praying for release, are refused. 

12. The Sultan informs the Council that he has written to Wan Mat 
Isa to inform him that he will appoint him to be Mentri of Perak from the 
1st January, 1896. 

The State Council agrees to a salary of $100 a month being allotted to 
the appointment of Mentri, the pension of $25, now drawn by Wan Mat 
Isa, to be continued. :

Passed by His Highness Ipris MEérstp-en-Aizam Suau, K.¢.M.G., 
1pNI ALMARHUM IsKANDER SuHau, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 20th day of August, 1895.

HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 

to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 

which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 

worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 

mining the same, and to give to the Government and its officers such 

powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 

working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 

minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 

occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— 


PART IL. 
PRELIMINARY. 
1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Mining Code, 1895.” 


2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 
extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 
the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 


“State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 
hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 
have not been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 

“ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for 
agricultural purposes. 

“Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 
of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“ Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 
ne Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part ITI of this 

‘ode. 

“Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 
visions of this Code. 
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“Court.” “Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 


“ Lease.” “Lease” means an instrument of title granted un ler this code and 
ratified by the signatures and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, which shall confer upon the lessee the exclusive right to 
occupy and work such portion of mining land as is therein described 
for the period therein mentioned. 


“Certificate.” “Certificate” means a temporary title issued by the District Magis- 
trate conferring upon the holder the exclusive right to occupy and work, 
pending the issue of a lease, such portion of mining land as is described 
therein, the same having been demarcated to the satisfaction of such 
District Magistrate. 


“ Gazette.” “Gazette” means the Perak Government Gazette, or such other 
official Gazette as may be published under the authority of the Govern- 
ment. 

“ Prescribed “ Prescribed fee” means all fees included in Schedule B hereto, or 

fee.” in any rules published by the Resident under this Code. 

PART II. 


AUTHORITY TO WORK MINING LANDS.—CERTIFICATES AND LEASES. 


Application 4. Any person desiring to acquire a title to any State land for the 
for mining purpose of mining must file in the office of the District Magistrate an 
land, how application in the form of Schedule C, setting out the position and 
made. approximate area of such land. Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of money sufficient to cover the prescribed fees. 


How appli- 5. The District Magistrate shall thereupon register such application 

cation to be in the district Mines Application Book, which shall be in the form of 

dealt with. — S¢hedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby. All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the same are received. 


It shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every application for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


Procedure 6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 

upon receipt be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 

ofapplication. a Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
marks. 


Authority to 7. Should the applicant desire to commence mining operations 

mine before before the survey can be completed and the lease issued, it shall be lawful 

issue of lease. for the District Magistrate to issue to the applicant, after the land has 
been demarcated, a certificate in the form of Schedule E, and such appli- 
cant may then enter upon, occupy and work the land therein described. 


Preparation 8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
ofleasein be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
duplicate. the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan 
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delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 


When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 


(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 


(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a2). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 


(2). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12 
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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
covlies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12 months, within a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule H, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 


Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the band of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so duing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 


(vii). That all Government officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
a conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 


(ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 


(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender su-h portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 
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(xii). That the lessee will t#ke all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 


(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, and 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such examination, and that should the lessve derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual cost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 


(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any mineral deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 

(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 


The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original 
lessee. 


12. Every person in lawful possession of a certificate shall be Rights and 
deemed to be’ vested with the rights and privileges and to be subject to oblieations. 
f y 

the obligations mentioned in the two preceding sections. certificate, 


13. Every lease or certificate issued under the provisions of this Lease or certi- 
Code shall, subject to the conditions thereof, be valid and effectual feat vale 
against all persons. persons. 


14. Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall Renewal of 
make a written application for renewal to the District Magistrate at lease, how 
least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of °Ptained. 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shal] thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 


15. It shall be lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to How lease 
surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District may be 
Magistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect surrendered. 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so to be surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Magistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 

Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessee 


shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of 
such land. 
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Exceptions. 


16. When any lease is forfeited or expires, the District Magistrate 
shall, by a notice in writing to be served on the lessee, require him to 
deliver up such lease, and the lessee shall thereupon be legally bound to 
so deliver it. 


17. Every lease and certificate issued under this Code shall be 
subject to the Land Laws of the State for the time being in respect of 
the following matters :— 


Registration and Validity of Title—Demarcation and Survey—Pay- 
ment of Rent—Transfers and Charges—Sub-divisions of Lands—Loss of 
Title — Certified Copies of Titles— Acquisition of Land for Public Pur- 
poses. 


18. Nothing in this Code contained shall be held to invalidate any 
title to occupy State land for mining purposes, lawfully granted under 
any Land or Mining Regulations published prior to the date of operation 
of this Code, or to abrogate any of the rights or privileges expressly 
conferred thereby, provided that such title, right or privilege shall be 
limited to the extent prescribed by the order or regulation under or by 
virtue of which the same was granted or conferred and, provided further, 
that save as by such title, order or regulation is expressly provided, it 
shall be incumbent upon a lessee or occupier of the same to hold and 
work the land in accordance with the conditions set forth in this Code, 
and in all respects as if his title to occupy the same were a lease issued 
under this Code. 


19. The lawful owner of any title to occupy State land for mining 
purposes, granted prior to the date of operation of this Code, shall be 
entitled to make application to the District Magistrate to surrender the 
same and to receive in lieu thereof a lease under this Code and, save as 
hereinafter mentioned, upon payment of all fees and charges due in 
respect thereof, the District Magistrate shall accept such surrender and 
shall issue in lieu thereof a lease under this Code, but such surrender 
shail not be accepted if there be vested in any other person any concurrent 
right or privilege to work any metal or mineral in or upon the land the 
subject of such surrender. 


ANCESTRAL MINING LANDS. 


20. “Ancestral mining lands” shall mean such ascertained areas of 
mining land as have been specially granted by the State, prior to the 
date of operation to this Code, to persons who have established an 
ancestral claim thereto. 


21. No ground rent shall be payable in respect of any ancestral 
mining land. 


22. The right of a holder of ancestral mining land shall be limited 
to the working of alluvial tin only. 


23. Such land shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Code, with the following exceptions :— 
(i). No person shall be registered as the holder of such land unless 
he be a member of the family of the original grantee. 
(ii). The right to such land shall be liable to forfeiture if not exer- 
cised for a period of two consecutive years. 
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MINING LICENCES. 


24, It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. 

25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges:— 

(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 
any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 

(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him tu remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 

(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by sueh means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26, Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved. by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 


controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART II. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 


all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


81. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 500 acres shall also be signed by the Resident, 


32. Every prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metalliferous qualities of the land. 


33. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospecting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34. A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District © 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions : — 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence free of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have been placed at his disposal for such purpuse by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land, not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 


(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 


(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribe:l 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 


WATER LICENCES. 


40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in 
any special case have been limited by any express grant made before the 
date of operation of this Code. 


41. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 
working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 


Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


42. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 
period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be 
legally bound to comply with such notice. 


43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 
have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 
land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44, It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of an: 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be serra for the 
pups of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 

icence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 

alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives or 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon , 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid. 
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PART V. 


THE REGULATION OF WORKINGS IN MINES. 


50. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issut to the lawful occupier 
of any mining land a notice calling upon him to clear the boundaries 
thereof within a period to be specified in such notice, and thereupon such 
occupier shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


51. No gunpowder, dynamite, kerosine, or other inflammable oil in 
bulk, or other substance of an explosive or dangerous nature shall be 
stored or placed in or near any mine or building, except in such places, in 
such quantities, and on such conditions as shall be approved by the 
Warden. 


52. It shall be lawful for an Inspector to give to any person who may 
be working or may be about to work any mining land, such orders as may 
be necessary to ensure the effectual and economicial working of the same. 
Any such order shall, if so required by such person, be in writing, and an 
appeal therefrom shall be to the Warden. 


OPEN WORKINGS. 


53. Except so far as may be necessary in order to make the first 
opening to work any mining land, the occupier thereof shall not deposit 
any overburden or tailings upon any unworked land without the permis- 
sion of an Inspector. 


54. The occupier of any mining land may be directed by an Inspector 
to deposit his overburden or tailings upon any other land denoted by him. 


55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 


56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 


58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 
necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
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Shafts, etc., 59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 

to be tim- and support all shafts, adits, levels, galleries and underground passages 

pared. and in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
re “or passing through the same. 

Ladderways. 60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 

Ventilation. 61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden.

DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 
Appointment 66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the

Warden and following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of 
Inspector, Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 


The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 


Warden to 67, Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
have powers and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
om Magerae and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
Class. the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 


Perak. 
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68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but so 
that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 
which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes 
between occupiers of mining lands, either amongst themselves or in rela- 
tion to themselves and third parties, and shall have power to make any 
order which may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to this 
decision :— 


(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 
occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries ; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any right, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
peraon, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 


Assessors, And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him, to assist him in such inquiry. 


Case Book. 72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sufficient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


Appeal. 73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


Warden to be 74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 

apartyto | Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 

appeal from be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 

his decision. to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


When no 75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
appeal from Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 


Wantens loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 

Ncearigt from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 

Warden may 76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 


requireowner owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
of mining such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
jane to give require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 
~ he may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 

shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


Power of 77. _ In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
Warden of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
whero works appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
baits serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
property. power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 


manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 


which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same. 
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73. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79. It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi fields as may be likely 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of such 
cultivation. 


THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(iii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 


(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions m all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 


(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be ‘given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby. 
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(ii). To arrest in a summary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breach of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justice may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Magis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 


TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 


83. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84, Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 42, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
350, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same. 


87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be lable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as prescribed by Part III 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 43, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable, 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue. 
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91. Any person who shall fail to comply with any lawful order made 
by a Warden or an Inspector shall, in cases where no penalty is specifically 
provided, be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250, and in 
cases where such default may be continuing, to an additional penalty not 
exceeding $10 for every day during which such default may continue. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 

92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made, 
rescind, vary and amend rules under this Code in such manner as may be 
necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the 
various purposes, provisions, and powers in this Code contained, and such 
rules, when published in the Gazette, shall have the force of law. 


93. The Resident may direct that the breach of any such rule shall 
be punishable with fine not exceeding $100 and, when the breach is a 
continuing one, with a further fine not exceeding $10 for every day during 
which such breach continues. 


94, The production of the Gazette in which shall be published any 
notification or rules under this Code, shall be deemed and taken to be 
prima facie evidence in every Court of Justice in the State, of the fact and 
date of such publication and of the contents of such notification or rules. 


95. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause any State land to be 
sold by public auction for the purpose of mining. Notice of such sale 
shall be published in the Gazette and shall be posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the district in which the land is situated for a period of not 
less than ten days before the day of sale, and shall specify the place and 
time of such sale, the lots in which the land will be offered, and the upset 
price (if any) which will be placed on each lot. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prejudice any application 
for a lease made prior to such notice of sale if it can be proved by the 
applicant, to the satisfaction of the District Magistrate, that it was in 
consequence of his practical prospecting operations that the value of the 
land was discovered. 


96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 
mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 
value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case of disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 

97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
ident. Notice of such forfeiture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
published in the Gazette and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and per 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
employed on the land in respect of which such breach has been committed, 
the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such 
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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


NO. 423.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for July. 


On the 2nd instant H.H. Raja Indut, the daughter of H.H. the Sultan and wife of 
H.H. Raja Mansur, gave birth to a daughter. The child died on the 14th instant. 


On the evening of the 5th I left for Kuala Plus and on the 6th went over the 
trace for the bridle-path between Kuala Plus and Trosoh. This follows the left bank 
of the Plus and, with the exception of the first 23 chains, goes through very easy 
ground. This path will be completed very shortly and will prove of great convenience ; 
it brings the main road at Kamuning Estate within a two hours and a half walk of the 
Kuala Plus. Along this path several small kongsis of Chinese are already at work, and 
when it is completed I have every hope of seeing many more small mines commence. 


I returned to Kuala Kangsar on the morning of the 8th, having visited Syed 
Musa’s pepper plantation on the way. ‘The new vines suffered greatly owing to the 
drought. Picking has commenced. A rough estimate of the crop puts it at about 200 
pikuls. This, at the present rate (about $10 per pikul), will bring in $2,000 less 
ten per cent for transport, etc., to Penang, leaving about $1,800. I hope to be able 
to get $750 out of this sum to go towards paying off part of the Government loan. 


The British Resident arrived in Kuala Kangsar on the evening of the 8th instant 
and left for Ipoh on the morning of the gth. 


I left for Teluk Anson, v/a Taiping, on the gth, on special duty, in attendance on 
H.H. the Sultan of Kedah. Returned to Kuala Kangsar, véa Ipoh, on the 15th instant. 


On the 2oth I sentenced one Mat Yakook, to nine months’ rigorous imprisonment 
for hamstringing and otherwise mutilating two bullocks belonging to a man who lived 
next door to him. It was a most brutal case. The tail of one of the poor brutes was 
cut off. They both died. It was done out of spite. 

I attach a six months’ return,* sent in at my request by Mr. Dykes, shewing the 
amount of tin really exported from the Salak and Plang side of this District, and the 
amount of duty that should be credited to Kuala Kangsar. From this you will see

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that 2,300 pikuls of tin-ore were exported, on which $6,375 of duty was due. The 
amount shewn in the Treasury books is $292.34, the rest having gone to Kinta and 
there been smelted and exported as Kinta tin. A clear loss of $6,183.66 to the 
District revenue although no loss to the revenue of the State. 


I attach a return of the settlement work done by Mr. Koch during July. From 
this you will see that during the month 1,000 holdings were taken over in the mukim 
of Saiang and 2,210 since Mr. Koch commenced work. This would have been con- 
siderably more but during the month of June Mr. Koch has been entirely engaged on 
surveying mining blocks.

No. 424.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

1, The annual Agri-Horticultural Show was held at Batu Gajah on the 12th and 
13th, the arrangements were a perfect success and the exhibits were, on the whole, 
fairly good, but the small attendance of Malays, Chinese and Tamils testified to the 
little interest these people take in such exhibitions. The visitors included H.E. the 
Deputy Governor, H.H. the Sultan of Perak, H.H. the Sultan of Kedah, the British 
Resident and the Hon. J. B. M. Vermont, M.L.C.S.S. 
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2. The State Council sat at Batu Gajah on the 15th; this is the first of its 
meetings held in Kinta. 

3. The site for Kampar hospital has been approved by the Resident ; it is on ‘he 
western side of the railway line near Kampar station. If the Assistant Magistrate or 
I had been consulted we would have suggested a site nearer the town. 

4. I visited Tanjong Rambutan and arranged for the primeval jungle on the site 
of the new township to be felled and cleared. 

5. The villages of Tekka Menglembu and Lahat are in a very unsatisfactory 
state as regards drainage ; to put this right it is necessary that brick drains should be 
laid along the village roads, but the Sanitary Board understands that this expenditure 
cannot be incurred where atap houses exist. 

6. Ihave asked the Public Works Department to include in the 1896 Estimates 
provision for a cart-road from Tanjong Toh Allang to Megat, near Tronoh, it will give 
axcess to mining land. 

. A Tamil girl about 14 years old was murdered by her husband within three 
hundred yards of Pusing Bharu village, at 4 p.m. on the 31st, in the presence of her 
mother and a Kling man. The scene was an open bathing place on the side of 
an old mine pond which is overlooked from huts surrunding it, yet the murderer, a 
well known man, got off scot free and is still at large.

g. I paid a surprise visit to Batu Gajah gaol on the night of the 31st. 

to. Five deaths occurred through land slips of mines; three at Peti Bharu and 
two at Tanjong Rambutan. The Inspectors of Mines do their utmost to prevent 
dangerous mining, but it is quite impossible for the small staff to keep an efficient 
watch over such a large district. 

11. The hill workings (for tin) at Lahat are on the decrease, about 120 men are 
employed as against 700 formerly. 

12. There is a very marked depression of trade throughout tke District; but, on 
the other hand, the output of tin for the seven months of this year is greater than in 
the corresponding period of last year.

No. 425.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sik,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of July. 

2. [returned from Taiping on the 1st and found Mr. Just, the Land Officer, ill 
with dysentery, Mr. Just was on the sick list until the 22nd, when he returned to duty. 
Raja Chulan came in to Parit Buntar to assist in the Land Office during Mr. Just’s 
absence. 

3. Court is now held weekly at Kurau instead of once a fortnight as hitherto. 
This arrangement is for the convenience of the sugar estates at Gula and Kurau. I 
hope that next year there will be a Court-house at Bagan Serai, so that Court may 
also be held there weekly. 

4. On the roth the Gula launch, which had been kindly lent for the occasion by 
the Manager of Gula Estate, left for Teluk Anson with the Krian and Selama exhibits 
for the Kinta Show. 

5. On the 13th I tried a case in which a sergeant of police, named Lah, in 
charge of the Bagan Serai station, was charged with extortion. The prisoner was 
acquitted and four Malays who had been concerned in making the charge against him 
were arrested and subsequently convicted, on the 17th, and sentenced to imprisonment 
for making a false charge and giving false evidence in Court. One of these men was 
a detective in the force, a native of Kedah, who have got up the case with the help of 
his three relatives, out of spite, because the sergeant had prosecuted one of their 
relations for theft. 

6. On the 24th I commenced the preliminary inquiry into a case of murder of a 
Chinese woman on the Jin Heng Estate, Kurau, and remanded the case until the 2gth, 
when the prisoner, a sinkeh on the estate, was committed for trial. Of the other two 
sinkhes who were living in the house, one, who took no part in the murder, is a 
witness for the prosecution, the other has escaped. The three sinkhes were living for 
some days close to the spot where the murder was committed, but where not 
discovered till one of them was caught while asleep, by a Kling, and the other arrested 
by a Chinaman in whose house he was pilfering. 
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7. A concession of land for padi planting at Alar Pongsu has been grante/ to 
Mr. W. H. Tate, in consideration of his undertaking to errect rice mills in Krian. It is 
to be hoped that this venture, which should be of great benefit to the rice industry in 
Krian, will prove a success. 

8. Rain gauges have been erected at Bagan Serai and Kurau, and a commence- 
ment was made during the month to record the rainfall at those places. I attach the 
return received from the medical officer, from which it will be seen that though the 
number of rainy days during the latter half of the month is the same in both places, 
the dates on which it fell and the quantity recorded are different. It will be interest- 
ing to watch the difference in the monthly rainfall at Parit Buntar, Kurau and Bagan 
Serai now that a regular record is to be kept. 

g. On the 28th I accompanied the Assistant Engineer and Mr. Tate, who has 
the contract, over the new Ijok trace, as far as Briah. The Jungle has been felled 
over the greater part of the trace to Briah and a good deal burned and cleared. 
Since the beginning of this month I have been over the whole trace to Selama. The 
country beyond the Briah River is swampy most of the way and will require draining 
to make is suitable for padi planting. The Assistant Engineer has provided money 
in the 1896 Estimates for clearing the Briah River and if this work is carried out it 
will open up a large tract of country that is at present inaccessible in wet weather. 

to. During the month 3,362 acres of land were demarcated, making a total of 
11,375 acres during the Jast three months. With the exception of the land taken up 
last year by Banjer Malays below the Coast Road, which is now being prepared for 
survey, and some Malay holdings at Tanjong Blanak, on the coast between Kuala 
Kurau and Kuala Gula, the work to the west of the mein trunk road is all but finished. 
All the holdings on the other side of the road from Parit Buntar to Bagan Serai have 
been demarcated and rapid progress is being made south and east of Bagan Serai. 
The demarcation of the whole District should be practically finished this year, but the 
setting up and plotting of the work is seriously in arrears for want of staff in Taiping.

TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of August. 


2. The water-race from Kuala Mengkuang to the bendangs at Gua Petai was 
completed by the end of the month, this will irrigate about five or six hundred acres of 
good land, the quit-rent on which will be 75 cents an acre. 


I am experiencing great difficulty this year in collecting the land rents and 
I am afraid that in a great many cases I shall be compelled to issue attachment 
warrants before the money is forthcoming. 


4. Three lots of coffee land, ammounting in all to forty acres, have been applied 
for by Javanese. The headman has gone to Kamuning to buy seed and, returning vid 
Penang, will bring in about a hundred followers; he has had experience in coffee 
planting at Klang in Selangor. If these men settle permanently, and succeed, others 
will soon follow; the opening up of the new bridle-path from Alor Pongsu in Krian 
to the Ijok river ought to help the development of this District considerably and will 
open up a considerable area of bendang land for settlement. 


5. The people of Ijok and Ulu Selama are now busy preparing their bendangs.

HEREAS, by “The Foreign Marriage Act, 1892,” Her Majesty 
the Queen in Council is authorized to make Regulations for 
the purposes therein specified ;

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the powers 
conferred bygthe said Act, or otherwise, enabling her inthis behalf, is 
pleased, by afid with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows :— 


1. A British Consul, or person authorized to act as British Consul, 
shall not, under the provisions of Section 18 of “The Foreign Marriage 
Act, 1892,” or Article 8 of the “The Foreign Marriage Order in Council, 
1892,” register any marriages solemnized in accordance with the local 
law of a foreign country, unless he is a Marriage Officer, or is, for the 
time being, authorized by a Secretary of State to register such marriages ; 
and no Consular Officer shall be required jg attend at the solemnization 
of any marriaye so solemnized unless he is by, or in pursuance of, this 
Order authorized to register such marriage. 


2. This Order may be cited as “The Foreign Marriages Order in 
Council, 1895.” 


And one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State is to give 
the necessary directions herein.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 453.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for August. 


2. On the rst the Acting Commissioner of Lands arrived and visited the Land 
Office to interview the petitioners ve the Stewart-Kennedy concession, and the whole 
question was discussed at great length. I sent in my Estimates for 1896. I received 
a letter from Mr. F. A. Toynbee of Selangor, in which he stated that he should 
probably take up five or six blocks of land of 640 acres (a square mile) each, adjoining 
Jebong Coffee Estate, and asking for terms on which he would be allowed to do so. 
It is, I understand, proposed to plant all this land with Liberian Coffee. I forwarded 
his application to Government. 


3. The 2nd was a general holiday. 


4. On the 6th the Assistant Magistrate went to Selinsing to collect rents and 
issue certificates, etc., certificates for all land on the roadside between Kampong 
Dew and Simpang Ampat being now ready. He returned on 1oth instant. 


On the 7th I visited Changkat Jering. A slight commencement has been made 
at preparing the ground for padi planting. 


On the 15th the Assistant Magistrate collected rents at Matang Road. 


On the evening of the 21st I visited Port Weld. I returned at g p.m. The 
Assistant Magistrate went to Pasir Hitam to visit the fishing villages and collect the 
rent (annual licences). 


On the 22nd I walked some miles up the Mantri’s Channel to inspect the progress 
being made in clearing it out ready for the coming padi season. I found the work 
getting on very well. The Assistant Magistrate returned from Pasir Hitam in the 
evening. 


On 25th (Sunday) I again inspected the Mantri’s Channel and walked to within a 
short distance of its end at the 5th mile, Kuala Kangsar Road, and back again, a 
distance of about seven miles. 


On the 2oth the Acting Superintendent of Prisons (Mr. Rowley) visited the Land 
Office to report on some land matters which occurred whilst he was Assistant Magis- 
trate here. A part of the new recreation grounds, viz:—two tennis courts, were 
opened this afternoon and all the Government Officers living here, European and 
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Native, except the Assistant Magistrate, were present, about 20 in all, including two 
former officers of the District, Messrs. Rowley and Hughes. The cricket see | will 
also soon be finished and these grounds will, I believe, be much appreciated by the 
residents here. I commenced the work about 14 months ago, but to form such 
grounds out of a deep swamp covered with jungle and with only a grant from Govern- 
ment of $150, is naturally a slow process. It is to be hoped that my efforts to provide 
suitable recreation here will be completed next year by the erection, by Government, 
of a Club-house, in response to the petition of the residents. 


On the 31st, at 8 a.m., a surprise survey of the Treasury was made, the committee 
I appointed to do so being the Assistant Magistrate and the District Surveyor. 


During the month lists containing the names and particulars of all landholders 
who have not paid rent for two years were issued to all penghulus, who were 
instructed to fill up a form stating :—(a). The nature of the land (kampong or bendang.) 
(4). The approximate value of the trees, etc., on it. (c). Whether the land is aban- 
doned or not. (d). Whether the owner is willing or able to pay. 


The Trong list has already been returned by the penghulu, who visited all the 
holdings on the list. Asa result of this visit a few have paid up the arrears and 71 
Warrants and 109 Notices of Sale were issued. In most cases the land is abandoned 
and valueless. 


Arrangements have been made to sell up all these lots and, as there will 
probably be no bidders, the land will revert to Government and the rent arrears 
will be cancelled. é 


Most of these holdings were abandoned several years ago, and the increasing 
arrears have been brought forward each year, so that there is at present a large 
amount of irrecoverable arrears which I hope will all be cancelled this year; 
they only spoil the appearance of the rent-roll and give a false impression of 
the amount of rent to be collected and the percentage already collected. 


Since the Land Office was established here, an enormous amount of irrecoverable 
arrears, mostly a legacy left us by the Larut Land Office, have thus been wiped out of 
the rent-rolls. 


During the month 170 lots, including about 700 acres, were settled, and 56 
applications for new land, amounting to 168 acres, were registered. 


I attach the usual comparative return of revenue collected, which is, I submit, 
satisfactory.

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No. 454.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for August. 


The fruit season, which is just over, has been one of the finest on record. 
Morning after morning, during the season, between 30 and 40 carts left the Kota Lama 
mukims for Kinta. These carts used to carry about 500 durians each, which sold for 
10 cents a piece at least in Ipoh. When it is remembered that there are two or three 
other mukims, such as Blanga and Kampang Buaia, in the Kuala Kangsar District, 
which grow quite as much fruit as Kota Lama, the value of the annual fruit crop 
appears to be considerable. The greater part of the quit-rent for the whole District 
is paid for out of the fruit sold. 

During the month I visited the down river mukims. The mortality among the 
buffaloes has been terrible; whole herds destroyed by rinderpest. The Blanja 
mukim has suffered the most, about 1,500 having died during the year there alone. I 
think that at least 3,000 have died in these mukims during the last outbreak of the 
disease. These animals are all owned by padi planters who use them for turning over 
their bendangs before planting them. Big and small, the average value of one of them 
is about $20. It will be seen that if my figures are correct, and I have obtained them 
from the penghulus on the spot, $60,000 has been lost to the poor padi planter in the 
first instance, in addition to which he is at his wits end to known how to cultivate his 
bendang land without his buffaloes. Only three buffaloes died from rinderpest in the 
up river mukims. A great deal of trouble was taken by the Sri Adika Raja in 
preventing the introduction of foreign buffaloes into his mukims; to this fact I at- 
tribute the merely trifling loss incurred by the people in the northern part of the 
District. 

I am glad to be able to report that the collection of the land rent for the District 
is well in hand. There is only a balance of about $1,000 to collect. The settlement 
work is progressing well. Over 3,000 holdings have been taken over and the tracings 
sent in to the head office, Taiping, to have the certificates prepared. 


It is quite time, I think, that the road from the 37th mile-stone on the Kuala 
Kangsar—Ipoh road toward Lasah was commenced. It is to this part of the District 
that I look to for bringing up the tin revenue. 

Tan Oon Peng is doing very well there and I think it only requires this road to 
open a really rich strip of country which is at present closed to miners owing to the 
difficulties of transport. 

The attendance at the various Malay schools throughout the District is not nearly 
as good as it should be, I am not referring to the average daily attendance, which in 
most cases is good, but to the number of children who do not attend at all, the 
reason being that their parents prefer letting their children, in most cases, do their 
work, and not valuing the advantage that their children will reap later on by having 
been educated. I would suggest that H.H. the Sultan be asked to write a letter ex- 
pressing a desire that all parents should send their children to school and that a copy 
of this letter be sent round to each penghulu, who would cause it to be read aloud 
after prayers at each mosque in his mukim. I think this would have the desired effect. 


A terrible case of amok occurred in the Lambor Kanan mukim, at a place called 
Kampong Tanjong, on the 28th instant. It appears that about the 5th instant a man 
‘of about 28, called Kulap Wahid, began to behave very strangely. He used to get up 
at all hours of the night and talk and mutter incessantly. This got so bad that his 
relations, one of whom was a Pawang called Ngah Mat Sah, tied him up in his house 
to one of the main posts of the building and fed him. The Pawang said he would 
cure him. At the end of about a fortnight the Pawang said Kulap Wahid was cured 
and released him. The man, so the people said, appeared quite sane. All went well 
until Friday, the 28th, at noon, when the people were at mosque, then Kulap Wahid 
got a spear and a tumboh lada and went to the house of the Pawang. He got 
inside and the Pawang got out, and as the latter was standing on the ground, he, 
Kulap Wahid, stabbed him through the bertam wall with the spear. He then picked 
up two spears belonging to the Pawang, who had run about a hundred yards and 
fallen down dead. Wahid then went to his own house but found no one there but 
saw his wife shutting the door of a neighbour's house close to. He rushed to the door 
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and stabbed at his wife but, luckily, the spear went between her legs, piercing her 
sarong through on both sides. He then ran to the house of Yajid, the Pawang’s son, 
whose wife and child were there, these two he killed with his ¢mboh /ada, and also 
a small boy, another child belonging to the Pawang. He then proceeded south, along 
the side of the river, and chased a boy called Anjang Endah, came up with him and 
knocked him down and stabbed him through the right forearm. A man named Kulap 
Majaloh came up just then and Wahid, leaving the little fellow alone, chased the new 
comer, who took to his heels and escaped. Wahid then retraced his steps to the house 
of Yajid, who had in the meantime returned and found his wife and child murdered. 
Wahid called to him to come outside as he wished to kill him, Yajid declined, Wahid 
then set a light to the house, and shortly afterwards went and burnt down another 
house belonging to the Pawang in which there was fortunately no one. Wahid then 
took to the jungle, having chased one or two more Malays. He then had with him 
three spears and the ¢uméoh lada. I arrived there on Sunday, viewed the bodies, which 
were a very shocking sight, the dead woman having been terribly burnt as well as 
stabbed in several places, and ordered them to be buried, I then, with some of the 
Malays, set out after Wahid. We were not successful in catching him but we drove 
him towards Tanjong Toh Allang where he was eventually caught and he is now in 
the Kuala Kangsar gaol. Wahid does not appear mad, only very sleepy. 

Altogether four persons were killed and one wounded, the latter is doing well. 

A case of small-pox was reported to me on 2gth instant which terminated fatally. 
The brother of the deceased shewed signs of having contracted the disease and he is 
isolated and strict quarantine maintained. He is progressing favourably. No other 
cases have occurred. These two brothers came from Ipoh. Vaccination is being 
pushed on. 

I attach the usual monthly returns and a small return shewing the settlement 
work done during August*.

Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for August. 


2. On the 2nd I walked over the trace of the new bridle-path from Alor Pongsu 
to Kuala Ijok, and arrived at Selama about 2 p.m., returning to Parit Buntar on the 
5th. 

3. A temporary police station has been provided by the Manager of Gula Estate 
at Kuala Gula, and a non-commissioned officer and three constables were stationed 
there on the 12th. It is proposed to build a permanent station there next year. 


. A sad gun accident occurred at Kampong Kedah on the 18th. Saminathen 
Pillai, a clerk in the Public Works Department at Krian, was shot dead by a Kling 
with whom he was out pig shooting. The two men, who both carried guns, were 
standing close together in some high lalang grass when they were charged by a boar, 
and, in the excitement of the moment, the deceased, who was slightly in advance of 
his companion, appears to have collided with the latter, whose rifle went off, shooting 
the deceased through the back and abdomen and killing him almost instantaneously. 


5. During the month I inspected the more important sugar estates on the Krian 
and Kurau rivers, and the rumah kechils at Gula; and, with the exception of one 
estate on the Kurau, found everything in a satisfactory condition and no complaints 
against the coolies. The hospital on the Jin Heng Estate has greatly improved, and 
the coolie accommodation, both there and at the Ban Hok Heng Kongsi, is excellent. 


6. There was an abundant rainfall during the last few days of the month and the 
padi prospects, so far, are good. The following return of rainfall registered is of 
interest :—

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No. 456.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
a) R,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of August. 
2. The 2nd was a public holiday. 


3. On the 6th and 7th I was engaged hearing a case of house-breaking and 
several other cases arising out of it. A Chinaman’s shop was broken into at Bander 
and nearly a hundred dollars-worth of property was stolen. A good deal of it was 
subsequently recovered, being found in a house at Ulu Sungei Dedap. 


4. During the afternoon of the 7th a man was in a large sagor at Kuala Sungei, 
Batak Rabit, when a crocodile -got into the boat ; the man called for assistance and his 
friends came and beat the crocodile till they killed it, they then all came to 
Teluk Anson. The crocodile was only eight feet long but very thick and stoutly 
built. It was also much darker than the majority of those found here. The head is 
being prepared for the Perak Museum. 


5. On the evening of the rgth, I caused an alarm of fire to be given, and in four 
minutes the firemen had turned out and fixed the hose to the hydrant at the corner of 
Market Street and Queen Street, but it was then discovered that no water was avail- 
able. It appears that the Public Works had emptied the tank on the tower but had 
not thought it necessary to inform either the police or myself. 


The Chinese and Malay firemen from the shops turned out very well, there were 
probably 40 of the former and about 20 of the latter. 


6. The Inspector of Police left about 11 p.m. for the coast. 


7. On the 21st and 22nd the tides were very high, and on the 23rd the water 
was higher than I have seen it since I have been here. The garden of my quarters 
was almost wholly under water; the servants’ quarters, bath-rooms, etc., being flooded. 
The other Government houses being on higher ground were not so much incon- 
venienced by the flood. 


8. The following day the Resident Engineer for Railways arrived from Larut, 
and I arranged with him about the land required as a site for the District Engineer's 
house, which is being removed from the river bank. 


g. Rajas Musa and Mansur and a considerable following arrived by the 
s.s. Malacca from Singapore 


10. Inspector Symes returned from a trip round the coast and, as a consequence 
of his visit, there was a long list of charges to be disposed of by the Court on Monday. 
They were chiefly breaches of the Fishing and Woodcutting Regulations, Harbour 
Rules, etc. 


11. On Thursday, the 27th, Messrs. Wrench and White held a surprise survey 
of the Treasury. As there was a considerable amount of money and stamps in the 
strong room it occupied them all day. 


12. On the 29th I went up to Bander Bharu and inspected the cemetery there 
and then visited Bander, where I inspected the school. There are 53 boys on the roll. 


The mosque has been repaired and now looks much better than when I saw 
it last. The river is very dry; the Malays tell me that it is very unusual for it to be 
so low at this time of year. 


13. On the 31st the Secretary to Government arrived from Singapore in the 
s.s. Afalacca; he visited the public offices in the morning and in the afternoon 
the Resident Engineer for Railways arrived from Kinta and the matter of enlarging 
the station, providing further wharf accommodation, and the question of the station 
reserve, were discussed. 


14. News was brought early in the morning that a Malay named Wahid had 
run amok at Lambor Kanan and had killed four persons and wounded another. 
The news was telegraphed to Kinta and Kuala Kangsar, both those Districts 
being closer to the scene of the crime than this. 


15. I attach the usual returns.

HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 
to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 
which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 
worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 
mining the same, and to give to the Government and its officers such 
powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 
working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 
minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 
occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— = 
PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Mining Code, 1895.” 


2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 
extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 
the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 
hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 
have not been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 

“ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for 
agricultural purposes. 

“Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 
of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 
the Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 
visions of this Code.

— Schedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby. All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the same are received. 


It shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every application for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


Procedure 6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 

upon receipt be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 

4 Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
marks.

Preparation 8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
ofleasoin —_ be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
duplicate. the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan 
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delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 


When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 

. such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 


(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
ae subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 


(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 


(6). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines Of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12

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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
coolies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12 months, within a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule H, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 

Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the hand of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so doing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 

(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 


(vii). That all Government. officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, ibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
@ conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 

(ix). That} the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 


(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 


(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, and 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such examination, and that should the lessee derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual cost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 


(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any minerul deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 


(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 


The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original 
lessee. 


12. Every person in lawful possession of a certificate shall be 
deemed to be vested with the rights and privileges and to be subject to 
the obligations mentioned in the two preceding sections. 


13. Every lease or certificate issued under the provisions of this 
Code shall, subject to the conditions thereof, be valid and effectual 
against all persons. 


14, Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall 
make a written application for renewal to the District Magistrate at 
least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shall thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 


15. It shall be lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to 
surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District 
Magistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so to be surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Magistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and_by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessee 
shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of 
such land.

16. When any lease is forfeited or expires, the District Magistrate 
shall, by a notice in writing to be served on the lessee, uire him to 
deliver up such lease, and the lessee shall thereupon be legally bound to 
so deliver it. 


17. Every lease and certificate issued under this Code shall be 
subject to the Land Laws of the State for the time being in respect of 
the following matters :— 


Registration and Validity of Titlh—Demarcation and Survey—Pay- 
ment of Rent—Transfers and Charges—Sub-divisions of Lands—Loss of 
Title —Certified Copies of Titles— Acquisition of Land for Public Pur- 
poses. 


18. Nothing in this Code contained shall be held to invalidate any 
title to occupy State land for mining purposes, lawfully granted under 
any Land or Mining Regulations published prior to the date of operation 
of this Code, or to abrogate any of the rights or privileges expressly 
conferred thereby, provided that such title, right or privilege shall be 
limited to the extent prescribed by the order or regulation under or by 
virtue of which the same was granted or conferred and, provided further, 
that save as by such title, order or regulation is expressly provided, it 
shall be incumbent upon a lessee or occupier of the same to hold and 
work the land in accordance with the conditions set forth in this Code, 
and in all respects as if his title to occupy the same were a lease issued 
under this Code. 


19. The lawful owner of any title to occupy State land for mining 
purposes, granted prior to the date of operation of this Code, shall be 
entitled to make application to the District Magistrate to surrender the 
same and to receive in lieu thereof a lease under this Code and, save as 
hereinafter mentioned, upon payment of all fees and charges due in 
respect thereof, the District Magistrate shall accept such surrender and 
shall issue in lieu thereof a lease under this Code, but such surrender 
shall not be accepted if there be vested in any other person any concurrent 
right or privilege to work any metal or mineral in or upon the land the 
subject of such surrender. 


ANCESTRAL MINING LANDS. 


20. “Ancestral mining lands” shall mean such ascertained areas of 
mining land as have been specially granted by the State, prior to the 
date of operatiun to this Code, to persons who have established an 
ancestral claim thereto. 


21. No ground rent shall be payable in respect of any ancestral 
mining land. 


22. The right of a bolder of ancestral mining land shall be limited 
to the working of alluvial tin only. 


23. Such land shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Code, with the following exceptions :— 


(i). No person shall be registered as the holder of such land unless 
he be a member of the family of the original grantee. 


(ii). The right to such land shall be liable to forfeiture if not exer- 
cised for a period of two consecutive years. 
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MINING LICENCES. 


24. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. : 


25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges:— 
(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 
any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 
(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 
(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by sueh means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 
controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


31. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special

licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 500 acres shall also be signed by the Resident. 


32. Every prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metulliferous qualities of the land. 


33. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospecting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34, A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions : — 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence free of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have been placed at his disposal for such purpose by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land, not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 


(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
‘licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
@ new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 


(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 


WATER LICENCES. 


40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall Control of 
be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in water vested

41. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is Licence for 
working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any lega] use of water. 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 


Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


42. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling Warden may 
upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a require 
period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be licence to be 
legally bound to comply with such notice. taken out. 


43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall Conditions of 
have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such licence to be 
land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as bserved. 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44, It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
‘in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
purpose of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives o1 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid. 
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PART V. 


THE REGULATION OF WORKINGS IN MINES. 


50. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to the lawful occupier 
of any mining land a notice calling upon him to clear the boundaries 
thereof within a period to be specified in such notice, and thereupon such 
occupier shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


51. No gunpowder, dynamite, kerosine, or other inflammable oil in 
bulk, or other substance of an explosive or dangerous nature shall be 
stored or placed in or near any mine or building, except in such places, in 
ae en and on such conditions as shall be approved by the 

arden. 


52. It shall be lawful for an Inspector to give to any person who may 
be working or may be about to work any mining land, such orders as may 
be necessary to ensure the effectual and economicial working of the same. 
Any such order shall, if so required by such person, be in writing, and an 
appeal therefrom shall be to the Warden. 


OPEN WORKINGS. 


53. Except so far as may be necessary in order to make the first 
opening to work any mining land, the occupier thereof shall not deposit 
any overburden or tailings upon any unworked land without the permis- 
sion of an Inspector. 


54. The occupier of any mining land may be directed by an Inspector 
to deposit his overburden or tailings upon any other land denoted by him. 


55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 


56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level ag 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS, 


58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 
necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
beast. 
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Shafts, etc., 59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 

to be tim. and support all shafts, adits, levels, galleries and underground passages 

bered and in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
supported. : 
or passing through the same. 

Ladderways. 60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 

Ventilation. 61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 


sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden. 


HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 


Hydraulic 62. Save as is provided by this Code, no person shall work any land 
ited Aten " by leris-working, ground-sluicing, monitor-working, or by any other 
herein provided. method of removing earth by water-power.

Warden may 65. A Warden shall have power to suspend for such period as he 

suspend may think fit, the operation of any licence issued under the provisions of 

licence. the two preceding sections upon proof that the licensee shall have failed 
to observe or comply with any of the conditions thereof, or upon proof 
that he is carrying on mining operations in such a manner as to injure, 
impair or prejudice, or to be likely to injure, impair or prejudice the 
property of the State or the lawful rights, privileges or possessions of 
any other person. Any such order of suspension may be withdrawn by 
the Warden at his discretion. 


PART VI. 
DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 
Appointment 66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the 
ee following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of 


Inspector, Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 


The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 


Warden to 67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
have powers and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
of ee and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
lisa: the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 


Perak. 
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68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but 30 
that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 
which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes 
between occupiers of mining lands, either amongst themselves or in rela- 
tion to themselves and third parties, and shall have power to make any 
order which may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to this 
decision :— 


(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 
occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from an 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any night, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 


And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him, to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sufficient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 

e may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. ° 


77. In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same. 
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78. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79. It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi ‘fields as may be likely 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of such 
cultivation. 


THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(iii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


* (iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 

(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions in all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 

(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82, The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby.

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(ii). To arrest in a summary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breach of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justice may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Magis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 


TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 


Fine and 88. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
forfeiture for operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
Neen carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
mining there. @Wful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
on without breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a

found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture.

PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 

92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made, 
rescind, vary and amend rules under this Code in such manner as may be 
necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the 
various purposes, provisions, and powers in this Code contained, and such 
rules, when published in the Gazette, shall have the force of law. 


93. The Resident may direct that the breach of any such rule shall 
be punishable with fine not exceeding $100 and, when the breach is a 
continuing one, with a further fine not exceeding $10 for every day during 
which such breach continues. 


94, The production of the Gazette in which shall be published any 
notification or rules under this Code, shall be deemed and taken to be 
prima facie evidence in every Court of Justice in the State, of the fact and 
date of such publication and of the contents of such notification or rules. 


95. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause any State land to be 
sold by public auction for the purpose of mining. Notice of such sale 
shall be published in the Gazette and shall be posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the district in which the land is situated for a period of not 
less than ten days before the day of sale, and shall specify the place and 
time of such sale, the lots in which the land will be ofered, and the upset 
price (if any) which will be placed on each lot. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prejudice any application 
for a lease made prior to such notice of sale if it can be proved by the 
applicant, to the satisfaction of the District Magistrate, that it was in 
consequence of his practical prospecting operations that the value of the 
land was discovered. 


96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 
mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 
value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case of disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 

97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
ident. Notice of such forfeiture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
published in the Gazette and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and every 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
employed on the land in respect of which such breach has been committed, 
the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such 
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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


ction for a 99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything 
under Code done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions 
to be brought of the Code, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 
months, three months after the thing done and not otherwise.

Sir,—With reference to Lord Kimberley’s circular despatch of the 
18th May, 1882, I have the honour to state that, in view of the difficulty 
experienced by Consular Officers in ascertaining whether the holders of 
passports issued to naturalized British subjects, who apply to them for 
assistance, were, at the time at which certificates of naturalization were 
granted to them, subjects or citizens of the State in which they may be 
seeking help, Her Majesty’s Government have decided that in future when 
a passport is granted to a naturalized British subject the holder’s nation- 
ality of origin shall, whenever practicable, be inserted in the passport, and 
I have to request that this course may he followed as regards the passports 
which may be issued to naturalized British subjects in the Colonies. 

Should a person happen to have been naturalized in another country 
prior to his naturalization as a British subject, the country in which he was 
previously naturalized should also be stated on the passport.

REPORTS. 


No. 475.—REPORT ON THE TELUK ANSON WATER-WORKS. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT. 
TAIPING. 


1. The first proposal to supply Teluk Anson with water was made by Messrs. 
Riley, Hargreaves and Company of Singapore, who offered to lay a five inch main 
from Mirbau Chabang Tujoh to Teluk Anson (ten miles), erect a small tank at the 
former place forty feet above the ground and supply the necessary steam power and 
pumping machinery to force the river water into this elevated tank for the sum of 
$60,000, or £11,000 at the then rate of exchange. With ten hours’ pumping per 
day the supply would have been somewhat less than five gallons per head, under the 
most favourable circumstances, for the estimated probable population of 5,000; no 
provision was made for filtration or deposition of matter in suspension, the water at 
the proposed intake was heavily charged with silt, etc., from the mines above, and 
the river was liable to other kinds of population of a more dangerous nature. The 
scheme did not receive much consideration, other works of more immediate impor- 
tance claiming attention. 


2. Mr. Henry S. Deane was employed, in 1888, to make a sketch map and 
report on the western sources of supply, including the rivers Bidor, Batang Padang 
(or Chikus) and Sungei, but failed to complete the work; and a scheme for bringing 
drinking water only, by means of a steam tug and water boats, from either the Perak, 
Kinta, Batang Padang, Bidor or Sunkei rivers, at a cost of $20,000 for steam tug 
and barges and $15,000 for distribution works, was submitted for consideration, 
it had the advantage of allowing the water to be taken from whichever of the five 
rivers might at the time be least liable to pollution but the cost of working and 
maintenance would have been very heavy and the estimated cost, $35,000, or £5,250 
at the then rate of exchange, was much too great for the quantity of water supplied. 


3. The State Engineer having visited Changkat Jong in connection with the 
preliminary surveys for the Kinta Valley Railway and noticed the great fall in the 
level of the river between Changkat Jong and the mouth of the Sungei Mati, thought 
it probable that water-power could be made available for pumping the river water 
into an elevated reservoir on Changkat Jong for the supply of Teluk Anson; a low 
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pressure scheme was accordingly prepared in the hope of being able to use the stone- 
ware pipes of Messrs. Buru and Company advertised to stand about twice the required 
pressure. This scheme included a covered service reservoir on Changkat Jong to 
hold 125,000 gallons, small settling tanks, filter beds having an area of 300 square 
yards, cast iron distributing mains at Teluk Anson with a special arrangement to 
prevent shock in the stoneware main, and the necessary head race, tail race, weir, 
gates, turbine pits, turbines, pumps and rising main at the head works; the estimated 
supply being 140 gallons a minute or 201,600 gallons in 24 hours; the preliminary 
estimate was $79,546, say $80,000, or £12,000. This estimate was given as prelim- 
inary pending the testing of the stoneware pipes, twenty feet being the greatest head 
under which the State Engineer had seen them working. On testing both the 
Hongkong and Ranegungee pipes it was evident that they could not be relied on to 
stand more than a quarter of the required pressure, though in a few instances they 
were nearly strong enough. 


4. Similar pipes having been recommended for the Malacca water-works and 
condemned by the Consulting Engineer, Mr. Burnett. The estimate was altered, an 
iron main being substituted for the stoneware pipes, the estimate for a nine inch main 
with steam pumping machinery and a supply of 150,000 gallons a day, without 
reservoir at Teluk Anson, drawn up in accordance with the Colonial Engineer's re- 
commendations, being $160,000, and with capitalized working expenses, $220,000; 
that for a six inch iron main, water-power pumping machinery, a supply of 100,000 
gallons a day, and low level reservoirs at Teluk Anson to hold 100,000 gallons, recom- 
mended by the State Engineer on the grounds of economy and suitability to the 
requirements of the population, being only $91,000. 


The estimated additional cost of the larger main being $36,179, and the 
State Engineer having stated that, but for the increased cost, the larger main would 
in every way be preferable to the smaller one, the larger main was decided upon and 
the pipes ordered from England. 


6. The question of steam versus water-power for pumping; the necessity for and 
the dimensions of settling tanks, filter-beds, service reservoirs, etc., and the general 
design of the proposed work having been discussed for some time the question was 
finally referred to Mr. Osbert Chadwick, C.E., C.M.G., Consulting Engineer for water- 
works to the Crown Agents for the Colonies, who, having written a report on the 
papers submitted to him, recommended the adoption of a seven inch iron main; a 
supply of 100,000 gallons a day, capable of being increased to 150,000 gallons by the 
construction of elevated storage reservoirs at Teluk Anson ; the employment of steam- 
power pending the acquisition of further information regarding water-power ; and that 
the possibility of obtaining a suitable supply of water from shallow wells near Chang- 
kat Jong, instead of from the river, should be carefully inquired into. 


7. Mr. Chadwick having asked for further information, Mr. Brown Dixon was 
sent to obtain it, and spent several months at Changkat Jong testing the quantity and 
quality of the water obtainable from shallow wells, and obtaining additional data on 
which to base the design and construction of the machinery for pumping by water- 
power. After numerous trials it was found that water from shallow wells was of a 
most inferior quality, and that an increase of power could be obtained by placing the 
intake higher up stream and cutting the head and tail races on the other side of 
Changkat Jong. . 


8. The recommendations made by Mr. Chadwick being in general accord 
with the State Engineer’s proposals, that officer was instructed to confer with Mr. 
Chadwick and, after much unavoidable delay, succeeded in doing so, the result being 
that Mr. Chadwick was able to make the definite recommendations contained in his 
letter of December the 7th, 1892, to the Crown Agents of the Colonies; these recom- 
mendations were adopted and, in accordance with them, the existing works have 
been carried out, they are designed for a supply of 100,000 gallons a day and could be 
made to supply 200,000 gallons per day at an additional cost of, say, $40,000, on the 
most approved lines, or $20,000 if low pressure service reservoirs are used in the 
native part of the town. 


g. The total cost of the work, as carried out, has been $191,100, or $64,000 in 
excess of the State Engineer's estimate for a scheme with a nine inch iron main; this 
excess has been caused principally by three changes :— 
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(a). The alteration of the site and general design of the head works at Chang- 
kat Jong in accordance with the admirable designs supplied by Mr. Chadwick, and as 
necessitated by the difficult nature of the ground, additional cost $32,000, after 
deducting from the original estimate the cost of the reservoir on Changkat Jong, and 
the rising main to it. 


(4). The reduction of the value of the dollar and consequent increase in nominal 
cost of materials purchased through the Crown Agents; this is a difficult matter to. 
estimate with accuracy, but as the payments were made in 1892, 1893 and 1894, with 
dollars worth 2s. gd.; 2s. 6d. and 2s. 3d. instead of 3s. qd., the rate in 1890, when the 
estimate was sent in; it has been assumed for the purposes of this report at eight 
pence to the dollar, which, on an expenditure of, approximately, $75,000, may be 
taken as $18,000; and, 


(c). The introduction of an elevated service reservoir at Teluk Anson,. 
additional cost $12,000. 


10. There can be little doubt that the additional expenditure under (a) and (c} has 
been money well spent, and it certainly removes the Colonial Engineer’s principal 
ground of complaint, that the State Engineer’s tendency was to starve the scheme. 
We have a source of supply much less liable to pollution, and greater pumping power, 
than in the original scheme and the additional cost is not surprising when the much 
more difficult nature of the ground and increased length of the tail race are taken into. 
consideration. Items (a), (4) and (c) amount to $62,000, they have been arrived at from 
papers already submitted to the Government without any attempt to do more than 
make a fair statement of how matters stand. In addition to these items there is also 
the expenditure incurred in ascertaining the volume and quality of the sub-soil water 
in the vicinity of Changkat Jong to be added to the estimated cost. 


11. For comparison with the cost of other completed water-works, the full cost of 
the completed scheme for the supply of 10,000 persons should be considered; putting 
this at $240,000 dollars, it comes to $24 a head, and taking the average rate of the 
dollar during construction at 2s. 6d., to £3 a head. It is to be hoped that the growth of 
Teluk Anson will in a few years justify the completion of this large and liberal scheme.

No. 476.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to submit my monthly letter for August. 


The first jury under the new Order in Council was empanelled by the Acting 
Senior Magistrate on the 2oth for trial of murder cases. I believe this is the first 
time trial by j jury has been adopted in Perak. 


2. A Chinaman who was one of the three men under escort from Gopeng to 
Batu Gajah last March, when the Sepoy in charge was murdered, was tried on the 
22nd for the murder and sentenced to penal servitude for life. 


3. The Chinese arrested for rioting and murder at Menglembu last month were 
tricd and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment ranging from penal servitude 
for life down to one year’s rigorous imprisonment. 


4. On the Guntang road a Sikh patrol was attacked early on the morning of the 
27tk while attempting to arrest two Chinamen; he was stabbed and his condition was 
at first considered serious, but he is now all right again. A man was arrested but had 
to be released for want of evidence against him. 


5. A Malay amok case was reported from Lambok on the 30th, and two days 
later the perpetrator was caught by the Téja penghulu’s assistant (Si Lampai) at 
Kuala Kampar.

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6. Istrongly advocate having a police station at Pusing Bharu next year; it is 
at the junction of these roads and is rapidly growing in importance. A station is 
needed there much more than in the Batu Gayah village. 


7. Iconvicted a Teng Chai of the Chinese Protectorate Office, Ipoh, on the gth, 
for offering an illegal gratification. 


8. On the tst a fire occurred at Lahat, destroying fifteen atap houses occupied 
by Klings and Malays. 


g. Cattle disease appeared at Blanja in the month and precautions were at once 
taken to prevent it spreading into this District. 


to. Glanders broke out among the horses of the Gopeng division on the 11th. I 
at once had the Veterinary Surgeon down from Kampar and with his assistance the 
Assistant Magistrate was enabled to stamp out the existing cases ; twelve horses were 
destroyed and several others died of the disease. _It is desirable that the Veterinary 
Surgeon should give more attention to this District than he has hitherto bestowed on 
it. 


11, Small-pox was reported at Tanjong Rambutan and prompt measures were 
taken to deal with it. 


12. I have arranged for a new burial ground for the Ipoh hospital at a place some 
distance from the town; the site hitherto used being much too close to the town. 


13. Accompanied by the Chairman of the Ipoh Sanitary Board I inspected 
the town of Ipoh. 1 directed attention to places which required clearing up, and 
pointed out that it is not desirable for the slaughter yards to be on the site they now 
occupy. 


14. Now that the trigonometrical station at Ipoh has been removed it is hoped 
the Public Works Department will push on with the offices; so far very little has been 
done in the matter on the ground, though the new post office on the opposite side of 
the road is being rapidly built. 


15. At Gopeng, on the 3oth, I inspected all the public institutions. 


16. I visited Tanjong Rambutan on the 27th with the Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, 
and was satisfied with the progress which is being made in felling the jungle on the 
new village site. 


17. I have pointed out to the Acting Deputy State Engineer and the District 
Surveyor the site for the Batu Gajah Market; arranged for resuming the land and 
given orders for the convicts to level the ground. A market building is much needed 
in Batu Gajah and what we are now doing to meet the want will greatly improve that 
part of the town. 


18. I visited the Malacca Mining Company’s lode workings at Selebin and was 
impressed with the advance made in the erection of machinery for the treatment of the 
stone in which the tin-ore is found. The excellent water supply has been availed of 
to work a large water-wheel, a crusher and two settling pans; the latter are on a 
system which seems new in Perak. The Manager (Mr. Treloar) has found it neces- 
sary to open out on a large scale round the shaft he originally sank, as he hopes by so 
doing to prevent the constant falling in of the soft surrounding formation on what he 
believes to be the true lode. Mr. Treloar told me he has several times been on the 
jode but has lost it again through the falling in of the surrounding ground; he has 
excellent stuff already raised and is very hopeful of the venture proving remunerative. 


19. Ivisited the mines in the Siput Valley at Diepang with the penghulu, Raja 
Ismail. Excellent results are being obtained from the low land but the rich workings 
on the limestone hills are at a stand-still; they are very difficult of access and the old 
rattan ladders have been condemned by the Inspector of Mines. 


20. Again I desire to draw attention to the necessity of defining and preserving 
forest reserves in this District; it is not of much use defining them if we are not 
prepared with the staff to look after them. 


21. It is advisable that the Assistant Inspector,of Schools should pay the schools 
in this District more frequent visits.

HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 

to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 

which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 

worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 

mining the same, and to give to the Government and its officers such 

powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 

working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 

minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 

occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Mining Code, 1895.” 


2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 
extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 
the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 
hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 
have uot been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 

“ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for 
agricultural purposes. 

“Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“ District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 
of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 
the Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 
visions of this Code.

“Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 


« Lease” means an instrument of title granted under this code and 
ratified by the signatures and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, which shall confer upon the lessee the exclusive right to 
occupy and work such portion of mining land as is therein described 
for the period therein mentioned. 


“ Certificate” means a temporary title issued by the District Magis- 
trate conferring upon the holder the exclusive right to occupy and work, 
pending the issue of a lease, such portion of mining land as is described 
therein, the same having been demarcated to the satisfaction of such 
District Magistrate. 

“ Gazette” means the Perak Government Gazette, or such other 
official Gazette as may be published under the authority of the Govern- 
ment. 


“ Prescribed fee” means all fees included in Schedule B hereto, or 
in any rules published by the Resident under this Code. 


PART II. 
AUTHORITY TO WORK MINING LANDS.—CERTIFICATES AND LEASES. 


4. Any person desiring to acquire a title to any State land for the 
purpose of mining must file in the office of the District Magistrate an 
application in the form of Schedule C, setting out the position and 
approximate area of such land. Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of money sufficient to cover the prescribed fees. 


5. The District Magistrate shall thereupon register such application 
in the district Mines Application Book, which shall be in the form of 
Schedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby. All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the same are received. 


{t shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every application for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 
a Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
marks. 


7. Should the applicant desire to commence mining operations 
before the survey can be completed and the lease issued, it shall be lawful 
for the District Magistrate to issue to the applicant, after the land has 
been demarcated, a certificate in the form of Schedule E, and such appli- 
cant may then enter upon, occupy and work the land therein described. 


8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan 
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delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 


When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 


(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 


(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 


(b). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12 
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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
coolies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12 months, withirl a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule H, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 

Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the hand of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so doing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 

(vii). That all Government officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
a conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 

(ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 


(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 


ae 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 


(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, aud 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such examination, and that should the lessee derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual cost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 


(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any mineral deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 


(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 


The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original 
lessee. 


12. Every person in lawful possession of a certificate shall be 
deemed to be vested with the rights and privileges and to be subject to 
the obligations mentioned in the two preceding sections. 


13. Every lease or certificate issued under the provisions of this 
Code shall, subject to the conditions thereof, be valid and effectual 
ayainst all persons. 


14. Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall 
make a written application for renewal to the District Magistrate at 
least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shall thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 


15. It shall be lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to 
surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District 
Magistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so to be surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Magistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lesseo 
shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of 
such land. 
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16. When any lease is forfeited or expires, the District Magistrate 
shall, by a notice in writing to be served on the lessee. require him to 
deliver up such lease, and the lessee shall thereupon be legally bound to 
so deliver it. 


17. Every lease and certificate issued under this Code shall be 
subject to the Land Laws of the State for the time being in respect of 
the following matters :— 


Registration and Validity of Titlh—Demarcation and Survey—Pay- 
ment of Rent—Transfers and Charges—Sub-divisions of Lands—Loss of 
Title— Certified Copies of Titles— Acquisition of Land for Public Pur- 
poses. 


18. Nothing in this Code contained shall be held to invalidate any 
title to occupy State land for mining purposes, lawfully granted under 
any Land or Mining Regulations published prior to the date of operation 
of this Code, or to abrogate any of the rights or privileges expressly 
conferred thereby, provided that such title, right or privilege shall be 
limited to the extent prescribed by the order or regulation under or by 
virtue of which the same was granted or conferred and, provided further, 
that save as by such title, order or regulation is expressly provided, it 
shall be incumbent upon a lessee or occupier of the same to hold and 
work the land in accordance with the conditions set forth in this Code, 
and in all respects as if his title to occupy the same were a lease issued 
under this Code. 


19. The lawful owner of any title to occupy State land for mining 
purposes, granted prior to the date of operation of this Code, shall be 
entitled to make application to the District Magistrate to surrender the 
same and to receive in lieu thereof a lease under this Code and, save as 
hereinafter mentioned, upon payment of all fees and charges due in 
respect thereof, the District Magistrate shall accept such surrender and 
shall issue in lieu thereof a lease under this Code, but such surrender 
shall not be accepted if there be vested in any other person any concurrent 
right or privilege to work any metal or mineral in or upon the land the 
subject of such surrender. 


ANCESTRAL MINING LANDS. 


20. “Ancestral mining lands” shall mean such ascertained areas of 
mining land as have been specially granted by the State, prior to the 
date of operatiun to this Code, to persons who have established an 
ancestral claim thereto. 


21. No ground rent shall be payable in respect of any ancestral 
mining land. 


22. The right of a holder of ancestral mining land shall be limited 
to the working of alluvial tin only. 


23. Such land shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Code, with the following exceptions :— 
(i). No person shall be registered as the holder of such land unless 
he be a member of the family of the original grantee. 


(ii). The right to such land shall be liable to forfeiture if not exer- 
cised for a period of two consecutive years. 
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MINING LICENCES. 


24, It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. 


25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges:— 
(i). To mine, by ground sluicing. or by any other recognised means, 
any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 
(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 
(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by such means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 


controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect: 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


31. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 500 acres shall also be signed by the Resident. 


32. Every prospecting licence sball convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metalliferous qualities of the land. 


33. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospecting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34, A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions : — 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence free of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have been placed at his disposal for such purpose by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land. not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 

(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 


(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 
WATER LICENCES. 


40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in 
any special case have been limited by any express grant made before the 
date of operation of this Code. 


41, It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 
working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 

Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


42, The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 
period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be 
legally bound to comply with such notice. 


43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 
have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 
land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44, It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
purpose of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives o1 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conterred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid. 
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PART V. 


THE REGULATION OF WORKINGS IN MINES. 


50. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to the lawful occupier 
of any mining land a notice calling upon him to clear the boundaries 
thereof within a period to be specitied in such notice, and thereupon such 
oceupier shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


51. No gunpowder, dynamite, kerosine, or other inflammable oil in 
bulk, or other substance of an explosive or dangerous nature shall be 
stored or placed in or near any mine or building, except in such places, in 
such quantities, and on such conditions as shall be approved by the 
Warden. 


52. It shall be lawful for an Inspector to give to any person who may 
be working or may be about to work any mining land, such orders as may 
be necessary to ensure the effectual and economicial working of the same. 
Any such order shall, if so required by such person, be in writing, and an 
appeal therefrom shall be to the Warden. 


OPEN WORKINGS. 


53. Except so far as may be necessary in order to make the first 
opening to work any mining land, the occupier thereof shall not deposit. 
any overburden or tailings upon any unworked land without the permis- 
sion of an Inspector. 

54, The occupier of any mining land may be directed by an Inspector 
to deposit his overburden or tailings upon any other land denoted by him. 


55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 


56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 


58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 
necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
beast. 
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Shafts, otc., 59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber

or passing through the same. 

Ladderways. 60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 

Ventilation. 61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden.

PART VI. 
DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 
Appointment 66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the

Inspector, Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 
The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 
Warden to 67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
have powers and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
ot Alngistrate and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
Cleon, the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 
Perak. 
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68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but so 
that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 
which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes 
between occupiers of mining lands, either amongst themselves or in rela- 
tion to themselves and third parties, and shall have power to make any 
order which may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to this 
decision :— 


(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 
occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any right, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may he affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, toyether with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 


And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him, to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sufficient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 
he may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


77. In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same. 
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78. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79. It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi fields as may be likely 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of such 
cultivation. 


THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(ili). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and livences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 

(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions in all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 

(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby.

(ii). To arrest in a summary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breach of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justice may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest, 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Magis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 


TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 


83. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thervof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84. Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 42, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
$50, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same. - 

87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as prescribed by Part HI 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 43, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable, 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue. 
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91. Any person who shall fail to comply with any lawful order made 
by a Warden or an Inspector shall, in cases where no penalty is specifically 
provided, be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250, and in 
cases where such default may be continuing, to an additional penalty not 
exceeding $10 for every day during which such default may continue. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 


92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made, 
rescind, vary and amend rules under this Code in such manner as may be 
necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the 
various purposes, provisions, and powers in this Code contained, and such 
rules, when published in the Gazette, shall have the force of law. 


93. The Resident may direct that the breach of any such rule shall 
be punishable with fine not exceeding $100 and, when the breach is a 
continuing one, with a further fine not exceeding 310 for every day during 
which such breach continues. 


94. The production of the Gazette in which shall be published any 
notification or rules under this Code, shall be deemed and taken to be 
prima facie evidence in every Court of Justice in the State, of the fact and 
date of such publication and of the contents of such notification or rules. 


95. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause any State land to be 
sold by public auction for the purpose of mining. Notice of such sale 
shall be published in the Gazette and shall be posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the district in which the land is situated for a period of not 
less than ten days before the day of sale, and shall specify the place and 
time of such sale, the lots in which the land will be offered, and the upset 
price (if any) which will be placed on each lot. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prejudice any application 
for a lease made prior to such notice of sale if it can be proved by the 
applicant, to the satisfaction of the District Magistrate, that it was in 
consequence of his practical prospecting operations that the value of the 
land was discovered. 


96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 
mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 
value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case of disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 


97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
ident. Notice of such forfeiture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
published in the Gazette and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and every 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
employed on the land in respect of which such breach has been committed, 
the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such

satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything 
done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions 
of the Code, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 
three months after the thing done and not otherwise. 

Notice in writing of such suit or action, and of the cause thereof, 
shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month before the 
commencement of the same. 

In any such suit or action the defendant may set up by way of special 
defence that the act complained of was done in pursuance or execution or 
intended execution of the provisions of this Code or of any such rules as 
aforesaid, and may give this Code and such rules and the special matter 
in evidence at the trial to be had thereupon. 

The plaintiff shall not recover if tender or sufficient amends is made 
before suit or action brought or if, after suit or action brought, a sufficient 
sum of money is paid in to Court by or on behalf of the defendant. 

If a decree is given for the defendant or the plaintiff becomes non- 
suited or discontinues the suit or action the defendant shall recover his 
full costs and shall have the like remedy for the same as any defendant 
has by law for costs in other cases. 

Though a decree is given for the plaintiff, he shall not have costs 
against the defendant unless the Court or Magistrate before whom the 
trial is heard certifies his approbation of the suit or action. 


100. All offences under Sections 84, 85, 87, 88, 89, 90 and 91 of this 
Code, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First or Second Class, and 
all offences under Section 82, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First 
Class, provided that no Mayistrate shall have power to inflict a penalty in 
respect of any such offence in excess of the jurisdiction entrusted to him 
by law or of the powers specifically vested in him by any provision of 
this Code. 


101. No offence under this Code shall be triable, nor shall any of the 


powers conferred by this Code be exerciscable by a Magistrate of the 
Third Class. 


102. All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this Code 
shall be recoverable by distress and sale of the property of the offender, 
provided that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant under the 
hand of the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty is inflicted. 


103. In default of payment of such fine or penalty or of the recovery 
of the same by distress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term proportionate to the amount 
of such fine or penalty. 

104. This Code shall come into operation on the first day of January, 
1896.

No. 501.—The following Bye-laws, issued under authority of Order in 
Council No. 7 of 1893, are published for general information :— 

1. From and after the 1st November next, any person desiring to follow 
the trade of a dhoby must first register himself at the office of the Sanitary 
Board and obtain a licence, for which a fee of ¥1 per annum will be 
charged. 

2. Dhobies receiving the clothes of the European and Eurasian 
community living within the Larut municipal limits must remove the same 
direct to the laundry provided by the Sanitary Board, and there wash, iron 
and otherwise prepare them. No article of clothing or houszhold linen 
received by a dhoby in the course of his business can be taken to a house 
occupied as a dwelling. 

3. No portion of the laundry is to be occupied as a dwelling or used 
for the purpose of cooking food. 

4, No dhoby shall carry on his trade if he, or any member of his 
household, or any person in his employment, is suffering from an infectious 
or contagious disease, nor shall he employ any person so diseased to work 
for him. The occurrence of any such infectious or contagious discase shall 
in all cases be immediately reported to the Chief Medical Officer of the 
District. 

5. No water-course supplying a laundry shall be obstructed, or 
partly or wholly deviated, without the written sanction of the Sanitary 
Board; neither shall it be in any way polluted. 

6. Any person convicted of a breach of any of these Bye-laws shall he 
liable to the penalty provided by Order in Council No. 7 of 1893, Section 6.

No. 503-—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for September. 


2. On the 6th the audit of the District was commenced, and completed on the 
16th. 

3. The Secretary to Government came down on the 16th and went through the 
Estimates for 1896 with the District Magistrate and inspected the Land Office: after 


his departure I took over charge of the District from Mr. Dew who proceeded to 
Krian by the Afena the same evening. 


4. On the 17th the s.s. Flying Fish coming into the river capsized a sampan, 
life buoys were thrown out, a boat lowered and the four occupants of the sampan 
picked up; the sampan was recovered and towed into Port Weld. 


5. On the 2oth I visited Simpang Ampat and Sclinsing and chose sites for the 
new schools to be built at those places. I noticed that the -padi planting operations 
were backward owing to want of rain. 


6. The British Resident left for Singapore by the s.y. 4/ena on 2ist instant. 


7. On the 22nd I received a report that a Chinaman had been carried away by 
an alligator at Pasir Hitam, the body has not been recovered. 


8. Great difficulty has been experienced in Selinsing in getting the landholders 
to take out their certificates when they find that they have to pay for their boundary 
stones, instructions have been issued to the penghulu which I hope will have the 
desired effect. 

g. On 26th the Assistant Magistrate held a sale of land on which arrears of rent 
were due, at Trong. For 88 lots, representing arrears to the amount of $602.75, there 
were no bids and the titles were cancelled, a few lots were sold and the arrears 


recovered and the arrears on the rest have either been already paid or will be paid 
before the end of the year. 


10. The demarcation and settlement of the lots held by Malays within the 
Stewart-Kennedy concession was finished during the month and nothing now remains 
but the final settlement of the question by the British Resident. 
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11. Applications have been received from Teoh Ah Ngoh for 1,000 acres of land 
for sugar planting at Kalumpang and from Mr. Allinson, from Singapore, for 640 acres 
for coffee planting at Jibong. In addition to these 64 lots, making a total of 246 
acres have also been given out to Malays. 


12. The lists of arrears sent out to the penghulus have had a very beneficial 
effect on the rent collections this month, which have amounted to $866.30, of this 
amount $395.90 are arrears for, in some cases, as much as five years. 


13. During the month the Settlement Officer has settled 68 lots, the rest of his 
time has been occupied in superintending the correction of errors in the mukim 
of Simpang. 

14. Since June ist about $1,050 lots have been settled for which certificates 
should shortly be issued. 


15. I attach the usual return of revenue, from which it will be seen that the Land 
Revenue to the end of September exceeds the estimate for nine months of the year 
by $3,372.86 and is within $872.14 of the amount estimated for the whole year.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of September. 


2. Two more applications by Javanese for coffee land were received during the 
month. 


3. New bendangs have been opened at Tebing Tinggi on the south side of the 
Ijok river. The owners having agreed to pay an enhanced quit-rent. I have made 
arrangements to cut a water-course to these bendangs at a cost of about a hundred 
dollars. 


4. While on a visit to Ulu Selama during the latter part of the month I went to 
see the Arabian coffee gardens of Inche Karrim and Haji Abdul Rahman. This coffee 
is looking well and the older plants are bearing heavily; Malays, however, will not 


recognise the fact that to grow coffee successfully the ground must be kept 
quite free from weeds, etc. 
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. The revenue for the nine months ending September 30th exceeds that 
estimated for the whole year by $408.35, this is partly due to the increase in the 
Land Revenue. "

No. 505.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for September. 


2. On the 7th instant I committed one Kulop Wahid to the next assizes for the 
murder of four Malays at Kampang Tanjong in the Lambor Kanan mukim. 


3. On the gth private Santa Singh was sentenced by me to six months rigorous 
imprisonment for theft. 


4. Mr. Douglas and H.H. Raja Mansur have been transferred, the former 
to Tapah and the latter to Kinta. This, of course, throws a good deal of extra work on 
Mr. Hose and myself. I hope the Government will see its way to sending some one 
at an early date to assist in the Treasury. 


5. Syed Musa sold his year’s pepper crop in Penang during the month, it 
amounted in all to 228 pikuls and fetched $9.15 cents per pikul. Syed Musa works 
his estate with Achinese coolies who receive half the crop in return for their year's 
labour. Syed Musa, out of the balance of $921 when the coolies, duty and freight 
had been paid, handed over to the Government $500 as part payment of the sum 
advanced him. I should like to have obtained more from him but his outside debts 
are so heavy that I found it impossible. I am afraid that Syed Musa will not be able 
to pay off any more of the Government loan this year. I am writing a separate letter 
to you on this subject. 


One of the grandest weddings that has ever been celebrated during the time the 
State has been under British Protection, has been in progress during the whole of the 
current month and is likely to continue for three weeks more in October. The Orang 
Kaya Datoh Temenggang Hassan is marrying his adopted daughter and grand-niece 
to the nephew of the Datoh Penglima Usuf of Kinta. About 50 buffaloes will have 
been eaten before the kenduri are over. The expenses in connection with these 
feasts are equally borne by the relations of the bride and bridegroom. Malays from 
all parts of the State flocked to Kuala Kangsar.

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A small fire occurred on the 11th instant at Plang, damage to the extent of 
$2,772 was done. I helda fire inquest. The fire, from the evidence, appeared to have 
originated through an accident in the Farm. No one was hurt. 


H.H. the Sultan left for Taiping on the rgth instant to bid farewell to the British 
Resident on his departure for Europe. He had not returned to the District at the end 
of the month. 


The new Astana furniture has arrived and is very handsome. It includes a 
championship table by Messrs. Burroughs & Watts. This has been put into first class 
order by Mr. Stanley, the professional billiard player who was stopping in Kuala 
Kangsar during the month. 


There has been nearly continuous rain during the month and the Perak River has 
risen considerably in consequence but no damage has been done so far. 


The padi planting throughout the District is well in hand and there are prospects, 
so far, of a really goodcrop. As this is the staple industry of the District, the popula- 
tion, which is composed almost exclusively of Malays, to whom a good padi harvest 
means everything, I have little hesitation in saying that the rents next year will be 
easily collected whether the fruit crop proves, as it was this year, a bumper one or 
not. 


Kanda Samat, the penghulu of Bota, shot a very fine tiger on the 15th instant with 
a smooth-bore and got the usual reward, I do not think it is by any means a common 
occurrence for a Malay to attack a tiger ‘single. handed. 


During the month the Datoh Sri Maharaja Lela has completed the cutting of a 
line about five miles long from some distance up the Sungei Chermin, in the Saiong 
mukim, to the padi land near Bendang Kring. As soon as the levels are put in by the 
Public Works Department the Malays will cut the channel to bring down the water 
necessary to irrigate the land about Bendang Kring. In addition to the land already 
alienated there are three or four hundred acres of Government land which will be 
taken up as soon as the water-course is cut. I hope before next year’s padi planting 
to have five more small irrigation schemes completed and between two and three 
thousand acres of really good padi land by this means will be rendered workable. 


From the revenue return which | attach, you will see that the District revenue, 
with the exception of customs, is well up tothe estimate. This, as I pointed out once 
before, is only a loss on paper, the State really getting the tin duty through the Kinta 
District instead of under the Kuala Kangsar District.

TAIPING. 


Str,—I have the honour to forward my report for September. 


2. On the rst I went round the town with the Secretary to Government. 
Having paid a visit to Raja Musa, the hospital, market, dhoby houses and water- 
tower were inspected. At 1.25 p.m. the Secretary to Government left for Kinta. 


3. I went to Setiawan on the 3rd, accompanied by the Assistant Inspector of 
Schools. The following day was taken up with Court work, etc., and in the afternoon 
we went to see the weaving which is carried on by some Batu Bara people, some 
little way from Setiawan on the Pasir Panjang road. They turn out some very fine 
silk and gold embroidery work. It seems hard to believe that such beautiful fabrics 
can be made with such rude appliances. We purchased some of the cloth and secured 
a fine sample of it for the Perak Museum. 


4. The 5th and 6th were occupied in the office. A great many applications 
were registered for land. Nearly all land asked for being situated along the new 
Setiawan-Likir road. 


In the afternoon of the 6th I went to Pengkalan Wangie. We left Setiawan at 
9 p.m. and reached Teluk Anson at 3.45 a.m. on the 7th. 


5. Iwas much struck with the improvement that has taken place in the appear- 
ance of the settlement since I was here last. People are busy planting coffee and 
clearing and tending much of the land which was all but abandoned by them before. 
This revived interest is due to the high price of coffee and the people are now fully 
alive to the advantage of possessing even a small area planted with it. 


Haji Mohamed Ali, the penghulu of Setiawan, gave me a Malay loom for the 
Museum. 


6. On the gth a number of people came to protest against their land rents being 
raised. It appears that the notice which caused them to come to me was issued by 
the Collector of Land Revenue under a misapprehension. I explained matters to 
them and they went away satisfied. In the afternoon I went round the town with the 
Chairman of the Sanitary Board and inspected certain houses which the Board 
considered should be pulled down. Eventually it was arranged that the houses (six 
in all) should be allowed to remain provided that they are used as shops only and not 
as dwellings. 

On the roth a Tamil man, a passenger from Kinta, died suddenly in the'train 
when near Chikus. The medical examination shewed that death was due to “ cardiac 
failure from pleuritic effusion,” and a verdict was given accordingly. 


8. Early in the morning of Friday, the 13th, while two tongkangs full of buffaloes 
were being unloaded at Durien Sabatang, one of the animals broke loose and gored an 
old Malay named Mat. The horn of the beast penetrated the unfortunate man’s lungs 
and he died almost at once. Inspector Symes was soon on the spot and shot the 
buffalo. ; 

9g. The Commandant Perak Sikhs and Captain Metcalfe arrived by the afternoon 
train and at oncc held an inspection of the Fire Brigade. Without the pressure from 
the tank on the water tower the jet of water was not very powerful, but when full 
pressure was on a jet 40 or more fect high was obtained. With another set of hose 
the Brigade should be able to cope with any fire. There was a good muster of Malay 
and Chinese volunteers. Colonel Walker left for Taiping in the AZea in the evening. 


1o. On Sunday the 22nd a Chinese leper hanged himself with his towchang and 
was not noticed in time to save his life. This happened at 1 p.m., but the two men in 
the ward with him, a Chinaman and a Tamil, both declared that they were asleep and 
knew nothing of it. 


11. The next day, Monday, the Acting State Auditor arrived to complete the 
audit on which his staff have been engaged for some time. 


12. On the 25th I held an inquest on one Vaiti who had been arrested on a 
charge of kidnapping a boy from Madras and who died in gaol whilst under detention. 
The post mortem shewed that death was from natural causes. 
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13. I attach the usual return.

No. 507.—QUARTERLY REPORT BY THE ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION 
AGENT. ‘ 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
S1r,—I have the honour to forward my third quarterly report. 


2. On the oth September I visited Gula Estate accompanied by the State 
Surgeon. 


3. The coolies were all mustered, 691 males and 285 females and they had no 
complaints. 


4. The lines were fairly clean. 


5. There were 35 patients in hospital and I am glad to be able to report that 
there have been no deaths amongst the statute coolies in September, and I hope it 
means less deaths in the future as there have been a great number this year, no fewer 
than 49 coolies having died. The State Surgeon is of opinion that sickness is 
greatly caused by the unsanitary habits of the coolies themselves, but it is a difficult 
thing to make Tamil coolies cleanly in their habits. 


6. The desertions have been very numerous. 

7. There were 293 free working coolies on the estate. 

8. The following day we visited Sungei Bogah Estate. 

g. There were no complaints. Fifty-two males and 17 females were mustered. 
10. The lines were clean. 
11, Only three men in hospital, with slight complaints, and one woman. 

12, There are 32 free working coolies here.

MINING CODE. 


Passed by His Highness Ipris MEnrsip-EL-Aizam SHau, K.C.M.G., 
ipnrI ALMARHUM IsKANDER Suan, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 20th day of August, 1895.

Preamble. Wee oe it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 
to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 
which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 
worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 
mining the sume, and to give to the Government and its officers such 
powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 
working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 
minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 
oceupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows:— ~ 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
Short title, 1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Mining Code, 1895.” 
Repeal. 2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 


extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


Interpreta- 3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 

tion. the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“ State “State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not. 

Land.” hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 


have not been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the eeming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. i 


“Agricultural “ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for

“ Resident.” “Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“ District, “ District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 

Magistrate.” of the admmistration of the Land Department of any District. 

“Settlement “Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 

Officer.” the Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“Warden.” “Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector.” “Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 


visions of fhis Code.

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“Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 

« Lease” means an instrument of title granted under this code and 
ratified by the signatures and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, which shall confer upon the lessee the exclusive right to 
occupy and work such portion of mining land as is therein described 
for the period therein mentioned. 

“Certificate” means a temporary title issued by the District Magis- 
trate conferring upon the holder the exclusive right to occupy and work, 
pending the issue of a lease, such portion of mining land as is described 
therein, the same having been demarcated to the satisfaction of such 
District Magistrate. 

“ Gazette” means the Perak Government Gazette, or such other 
official Gazette as may be published under the authority of the Govern- 
ment. 


“Prescribed fee” means all fees included in Schedule B hereto, or 
in any rules published by the Resident under this Code. 


PART II. 
AUTHORITY TO WORK MINING LANDS.—CERTIFICATES AND LEASES. 


4. Any person desiring to aequire a title to any State land for the 
purpose of mining must file in the office of the District Magistrate an 
application in the form of Schedule C, setting out the position and 
approximate area of such land. Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of money sufficient to cover the prescribed fees. 


5. The District Magistrate shall thereupon register such application 
in the district Mines Application Book, which shall be in the form of 
Schedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby, All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the'same are received. 

{t shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every application for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 
a Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
marks. 


7. Should the applicant desire to commence mining operations 
before the survey can be completed and the lease issued, it shall be lawful 
for the District Magistrate to issue to the applicant, after the land has 
been demarcated, a certificate in the form of Schedule E, and such appli- 
cant may then enter upon, occupy and work the land therein described. 


8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan

delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures ind seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful fur such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 


When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 


(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 5 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 1], (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 

(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 

(b). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12

months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
coolies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12 months, within a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule H, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 

Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the hand of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so doing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. : 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 


(vii). That all Government officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
@ conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 
nit (ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 


(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose, 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 

(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, and 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such exainination, and that should the lessee derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual vost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 


(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any mineral deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 

(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 

The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their nume or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original

Renewal of 14. Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall

Sbiained: least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shall thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 

How lease 15. It shall be lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to 

may be surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District 


surrendered. \fayistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so tu he surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Magistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sutticient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessee 
shall have complied with all the requiremeuts of this Code in respect of 
such land. 
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16. When any lease is forfeited or expires, the District Magistrate 
shall, by a notice in writing to be served on the lessee, require him to 
deliver up such lease, and the lessee shall thereupon be legally bound to 
80 deliver it. 


17. Every lease and certificate issued under this Code shall be 
subject to the Land Laws of the State for the time being in respect of 
the following matters :— 


Registration and Validity of Titlh—Demarcation and Survey—Pay- 
ment of Rent—Transfers and Charges—Sub-divisions of Lands—Loss of 
Title —Certified Copies of Titles— Acquisition of Land for Public Pur- 
poses. 


18. Nothing in this Code contained shall be held to invalidate any 
title to occupy State land for mining purposes, lawfully granted under 
any Land or Mining Regulations published priur to the date of operation 
of this Code, or to abrogate any of the rights or privileges expressly 
conferred thereby, provided that such title, right or privilege shall be 
limited to the extent prescribed by the order or regulation under or by 
virtue of which the same was granted or conferred and, provided further, 
that save as by such title, order or regulation is expressly provided, it 
shall be incumbent upon a lessee or occupier of the same to hold and 
work the land in accordance with the conditions set forth in this Code, 
and in all respects as if his title to occupy the same were a lease issued 
under this Code. 


19. The lawful owner of any title to occupy State land for mining 
purposes, granted prior to the date of operation of this Code, shall be 
entitled to make application to the District Magistrate to surrender the 
same and to receive in licu thereof a lease under this Code and, save as 
hereinafter mentioned, upon payment of all fees and charges due in 
respect thereof, the District Magistrate shall accept such surrender and 
shall issue in lieu thereof a lease under this Code, but such surrender 
shail not be accepted if there be vested in any other person any concurrent 
right or privilege to work any metal or mineral in or upon the land the 
subject of such surrender. 


ANCESTRAL MINING LANDS. 


20. “Ancestral mining lands” shall mean such ascertained areas of 
mining land as have been specially granted by the State, prior to the 
date of operation to this Code, to persons who have established an 
ancestral claim thereto. 


21. No ground rent shall be payable in respect of any ancestral 
mining land. 

22. The right of a holder of ancestral mining land shall be limited 
to the working of alluvial tin only. 


23. Such land shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Code, with the following exceptions :— 
(i). No person shall be registered as the holder of such land unless 
he be a member of the family of the original grantee. 
(ii). The right to such land shall be liable to forfeiture if not exer- 
cised for a period of two consecutive years. 
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MINING LICENCES. 


24, It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. 

25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges :— 

(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 

any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 

(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 

(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by sueh means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. very such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 
controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


31. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 


tes 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 500 acres shall also be signed by the Resident, 


32. Every prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metulliferous qualities of the land. 


33. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospecting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34. A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions : — 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence free of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have been placed at his disposal for such purpose by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land, not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 


(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 
WATER LICENCES. 


40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in 
any special case have been limited by any express grant made before the 
date of operation of this Code. 


41, It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 
working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 

Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


42. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 
period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be 
legally bound to comply with such notice. 


43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 
have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 
land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 


8 
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44. It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
purpose of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives or 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is Jikely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining.

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PART V.

Deposit of over- 55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
barienon: upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
land. occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 

56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 

If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 

57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 

UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 
Open pit, 58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
etc., to be adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 
fenced. necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 


beast. 
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59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 
and support all shafts, adits, levels. galleries and underground passages 
in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
or passing through the same. 


60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 


61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden. 


HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 


62. Save as is provided by this Code, no person shall work any land 
by leris-working, ground-sluicing, monitor-working, or by any other 
method of removing earth by water-power. 


63. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant to any person a 
licence, for such period and subject to such conditions as shall be therein 
stated, to work mining land by all or any of such means as are in the 
preceding section mentioned. It shall also be lawful for a Warden to 
issue to any person a similar licence for a period not exceeding twelve 
months. An application for a renewal of any such licence, if made before 
the expiration thereof, may be granted by the officer who issued the same 
for a further period not exceeding the term then about to expire. 


64. Every such licence shall specify the land upon which waste 
matter from such workings may be deposited, and the applicant may be 
required to deposit a sum of money sufficient to defray the cost of deter- 
mining, by examination, the metalliferous quality of such land. 


65. A Warden shall have power to suspend for such period as he 
may think fit, the operation of any licence issued under the provisions of 
the two preceding sections upon proof that the licensee shall have failed 
to observe or comply with any of the conditions thereof, or upon proof 
that he is carrying on mining operations in such a manner as to injure, 
impair or prejudice, or to be likely to injure, impair or prejudice the 
property of the State or the lawful rights, privileges or possessions of 
any other person. Any such order of suspension may be withdrawn by 
the Warden at his discretion. 


PART VI. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 

66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the 
following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of 
Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 


The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 


67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 
Perak. 
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68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but so 
that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 
which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes 
between occupiers of mining lands, either amongst themselves or in rela- 
tion to themselves and third parties, and shall have power to make any 
order which may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to this 
decision :— 


(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 
occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any night, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 

If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 


Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 

And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him. to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sutticient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


78. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about. 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 
he may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


77. In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same. 
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78. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79, It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi fields as may be likel 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of ach 
cultivation. 


THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(iii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 


(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions 1n all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 

(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
tu effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby. 


bade Es 
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(ii). To arrest in a summary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breach of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justive may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Magis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 


TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 


83. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84, Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 42, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
$50, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same. 


87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as prescribed by Part IIT 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 48, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable, 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue.

91. Any person who shall fail to comply with any lawful order made 
by a Warden or an Inspector shall, in cases where no pera!ty is specifically 
provided, be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250, and in 
cases where such default may be continuing, to an additional penalty not 
exceeding $10 for every day during which such default may continue. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL, 

92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made, 
rescind, vary and amend rules under this Code in such manner as may be 
necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the 
various purposes, provisions, and powers in this Code contained, and such 
rules, when published in the Gazette, shall have the force of law. 


93. The Resident may direct that the breach of any such rule shall 
be punishable with fine not exceeding $100 and, when the breach is a 
continuing one, with a further fine not exceeding $10 for every day during 
which such breach continues. 


94. The production of the Gazette in which shall be published any 
notification or rules under this Code, shall be deemed and taken to be 
prima facie evidence in every Court of Justice in the State, of the fact and 
date of such publication and of the contents of such notification or rules. 


95. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause any State land to be 
sold by public auction for the purpose of mining. Notice of such sale 
shall be published in the Gazette and shall be posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the district in which the land is situated for a period of not 
less than ten days before the day of sale, and shall specify the place and 
time of such sale, the lots in which the land will be offered, and the upset 
price (if any) which will be placed on each lot. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prejudice any application 
for a lease made prior to such notice of sale if it can be proved by the 
applicant, to the satisfaction of the District Magistrate, that it was in 
consequence of his practical prospecting operations that the value of the 
land was discovered. 


96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 
mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 
value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case of disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 


97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
ident. Notice of such forfeiture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
published in the Gazette and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and every 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
employed on the land in respect of which such breach has been committed, 
the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such 
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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from lability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything 
done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions 
of the Code, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 
three months after the thing done and not otherwise. 

Notice in writing of such suit or action, and of the cause thereof, 
shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month before the 
commencement of the same. 

In any such suit or action the defendant may set up by way of special 
defence that the act complained of was done in pursuance or execution or 
intended execution of the provisions of this Code or of any such rules as 
aforesaid, and may give this Code and such rules and the special matter 
in evidence at the trial to be had thereupon. 

The plaintiff shall not recover if tender or sufficient amends is made 
before suit or action brought or if, after suit or action brought, a sufficient 
sum of money is paid i in to Court by or on behalf of the defendant. 

If a decree is given for the defendant or the plaintiff becomes non- 
suited or discontinues the suit or action the defendant shall recover his 
full costs and shall have the like remedy for the same as any defendant 
has by law for costs in other cases. 

Though a decree is given for the plaintiff, he shall not have costs 
against the defendant unless the Court or Magistrate before whom the 
trial is heard certifies his approbation of the suit or action. 


100. All offences under Sections 84, 85, 87, 88, 89, 90 and 91 of this 
Code, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First or Second Class, and 
all offences under Section 82, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First 
Class, provided that no Magistrate shall have power to inflict a penalty in 
respect of any such offence in excess of the jurisdiction entrusted to him 
by ates of the powers specifically vested in him by any provision of 
this Code. 


101. No offence under this Code shall be triable, nor shall any of the 
powers conferred by this Code be exerciseable by a Magistrate of the 
Third Class. 

102. .All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this Code 
shall be recoverable by distress and sale of the property of the offender, 
provided that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant under the 
hand of the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty is inflicted. 

103. In default of payment of such fine or penalty or of the recovery 
of the same by distress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to 
imprisonment of either description | for a term proportionate to the amount 
of such fine or penalty. 


104. This Code shall come into operation on the first day of January, 
1896.

Bi lace: it is expedient to provide for the preservation of two 

copies of every book printed or published in the State of Perak, 
and for the registration of such book, it is hereby enacted by His 
Highness the Sultan in Council as follows :— 


1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Book Registration 
Order in Council, 1895,” and shall come into operation from the date of 
the publication thereof in the Government Gazette, which date is here- 
under referred to as the commencement of this Order in Council. 


2. In this Order in Council, unless the context otherwise requires, 
the term “book” includes every volume, part or division of a volume, 
pamphlet, newspaper, sheet of music, map, chart, plan or drawing 
separately produced, but does not include price lists, trade circulars, 
advertisements or other legal or business documents. 


“Printed,” as applied to books, means produced by printing, 
lithography or any other like process, and “ Printer” has a corresponding 
meaning. 


3. (i). Two printed copies of the whole of every book which is 
printed or published in the State of Perak after the commencement of 
this Order in Council, together with all maps, prints, or other engravings 
belonging thereto, finished and coloured in the same manner as the best. 
copies of the same are produced, and also of any second or subsequent 
edition which is so produced, with any additions or alterations, whether 
the same be in letter-press or in maps, prints or other engravings belong- 
ing thereto, and whether the first edition of such book be produced before 
or after the commencement of this Order in Council, shall within one 
calendar month after the day in which any such book is first delivered 
out of the press, and notwithstanding any agreement (if the book be 
published) between the printer and publisher thereof, be delivered, free 
of charge, by the printer or publisher, bound sewed or stitched together, 
and upon the best paper on which the same is printed, at such place and 
to such officer as the British Resident, by notification in the Government 
Gazette, from time to time directs. 


The publisher or other person employing the printer shall, within a 
reasonable time before the expiration of the said month, supply the 
printer with all maps, prints and engravings, finished and coloured as 
aforesaid which may be necessary to enable him to comply with the 
requirements aforesaid.

No. 522.—The following regulations for sending telegrams upon the 
public service, free of charge, over telegraph lines belonging to the Govern- 
ments of the Colony and of the Protected Native States are, with certain 
amendments, re-published for general information. 


(a).—The following officers only shall have the privilege of franking 
telegrams for despatch from any one to any other point in the general 
system, viz:—The Colonial Secretary, the Resident Councillor, Penang, 
the Resident Councillor, Malacca, the Aide-de-Camp and Private Secretary 
to His Excellency the Governor, the Residents and Secretaries to the 
Governments of Perak and Selangor, and the Residents of Sungei Ujong, 
Negri Sembilan and Pahang. 

(b).—Telegrams on postal and telegraphic service shall be placed on 
the same footing; the Heads of these Departments in each of the three 
Settlements of the Colony and in each of the Protected Native States being 
authorised to frank. 

(c).—Reuter’s telegrams addressed, in the usual course, to the Resident 
shall be allowed free transit over all lines; and the Penang tin market 
quotations shall be similarly passed, on the signature of the Perak Govern- 
ment Agent, Penang. 

(d).—Police service telegrams shall be franked by chops, to be supplied 
ie each important police station, which shall be accepted as equivalent to 
ranks. 


The Police Officer authorising despatch shall initial the telegram in 
token of correctness, in case of after reference, but not as a guide to the 
telegraph clerk, who shall accept at once any Police telegram bearing a 
chop. 

The system of chops for Police telegrams referred to in (d) will be 
sufficient authority for telegrams inside as well as outside the State. 


(e).—The following officers only, in addition to those named above, shall 
be allowed the privilege the franking telegrams from any office in Perak to 
any other office in the State.

No. 539.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my monthly letter for September. 

The Secretary to Government paid a short visit to Batu Gajah. 

2. The Chief Assistant Magistrate (Mr. Ingall) was transferred to the charge of 
the Matang District on the 13th, and as no one has been sent to replace him his work 
devolves on me. 

* * * * * * * 

4. I am glad to say steps have been taken to protect the town of Batu Gajah 
against fire. A manual engine has been stationed there by the police, a brigade has 
been organised to work it, and the townspeople have subscribed to erect an engine- 
house. The Public Works Department is arranging details for improving the water 
supply for the engine. 

5. The usual number of highway robberies, house-breaking and theft cases 
occurred in the District, especially in the Ipoh division. 

6. On the 15th a headman, named Liong Yong, of a small mining kongsi at 
Kampar had a dispute with his coolies and one of them killed him with a blow from a 
changkol. | regret to say the murderer has not been arrested. 

7. On the 22nd a Chinese coolie named Chow Peng stabbed his advancer, Jong 
Man. The wounded man is recovering and his assailant has been committed to the 
assizes. The alleged motive of the attack is revenge for being discharged from 
employment. 

8. On the 17th a Chinaman committed suicide by cutting himself on the spleen 
with a piece of broken glass bottle. 

g. On the 18th the police made a successful raid on the house of one of the 
leading Chinese at Ipoh, where they arrested a Jarge number of Malays who were 
gambling.

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1o. As four men were walking along the high road from Gopeng to Kampar, near 
a place called Jeram, a tiger sprang out on to one of them but was at once frightened 
off by the other three men. ‘The injured man got to shelter in a neighbouring house, 
but died two days later, presumably from the shock. 


11. A horse was discovered to be suffering, at Batu Gajah, with glanders, it was at 
once destroyed and so far no new cases have appeared. 


12. Considerable interest is being shewn in coffee planting in the Gopeng division, 
as the people are beginning to appreciate the value of the existing plantations around 
Gopeng and at the foreign settlement at Lenggat. 


13. It is satisfactory that the Government mining land purchased by Messrs. Tai 
Lee & Co., at public auction at Telok Bharu is turning out well, for the general 
experience lately has led people to fight shy of gambling in unprospected Government 
land at auction. 


14. I have been asked to set Government boring parties to work at the expense 
of people interested, to test mining land at Kampar where there is a great deal of 
unworked ground. Very few mines are now doing well in this locality and owners do 
not care, in face of recent heavy loses, to risk capital in opening large workings with- 
out some evidence of the presence of payable ore. As already reported, we have no 
Government boring tools in this District, so it is hoped the three sets which I asked 
for last year will arrive with the new year. 


15. One of the leading towkays of Ipoh, Wong Sew Fah, has absconded from the 
District, leaving behind him many debts and financial complications. 


16. I attended the District Land Office collections at Ipoh and Kuala Diepang, 
and am glad to say good progress is now being made in getting in the quit-rents. 


17. A very successful sale of building lots at Pusing Bharu was held on the ast, 
the upset price per lot was $50, but an average price of $318 per lot was realised. 
The highest price was $630 and the lowest $75 for a lot. These results amply justify 
the suggestion made by me last month to build a police station at this village, it is 
likely to grow into a populous centre in the near future. 


18. I heard a land case of considerable interest and eventually issued an order 
which gives rather a shock to the practice of people nursing land till circumstances, 
in which they have no risk, prove it valuable for tin mining. 


19. The contract surveyor has at last taken up the neglected surveys of land in 
the Sungei Raya mukim. The former surveyed lots are said to be unconnected with 
any proper system, so much care will be required now to guard against overlaps in the 
new work. 

* * * * * * * 

21. The upkeep of the bridle-path to Kledang sanitarium is being neglected. 
Formerly a gang of ten men and one tindal upkept it in excellent condition, but now 
only four coolies, without any one to see that they perform their work, are expected 
to attend to over five miles of path and the consequence is results which are neither 
creditable to the Public Works Department nor profitable to Government. Several * 
extensive slips which I noticed last July have become worse, and unless they are 
immediately attended to by special gangs the consequences may prove very serious. 

22. The telephone wire from Menglembu to Kledang sanitarium is being put up, 
and when the line is completed the bungalow will be even more attractive than it 
now Is. 

23. It is with regret that I record the death of Mr. Cuthbert de Trafford, Assistant 
Engineer, Public Works Department; he had been on the sick list for some time. 

24. Seventy-five inquests were held, and the cases disposed of in the First and 
Second Class Magistrates’ Courts were as follows :—

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25. At the close of the month there were 233 convicted prisoners in the District 
gaols, distributed thus :— Batu Gajah, 199; Gopeng, 10; Papan, 4; Ipoh, 8; Lahat, 
4; Tekah Menglembu, 4 and Kampar 4. 

26. The tin duty for this month is $117,094.81, as against $127,453.16 last year: 
the total for the nine months being $989,628.81, as against $950,069.88 for the corres- 
ponding period of 1894, and $900,000 estimated for the whole of this year.

28. The comparative statement of revenue with the corresponding period of the 
previous year and the estimated proportion for current year is as under, shewing that, 
exclusive of the railway, the amount actually collected during the nine months ending 
the 30th September is $66,910.96 in excess of the sum estimated for that period. 
The railway receipts are $196,393 below the estimate, thus presenting a worse com- 
parison with the monthly average than in August. There is still a large quantity of 
food and goods imported by boats, especially for places off the main line, such as 
Lahat, for it is cheaper to avoid the railway both for imports and exports; it is 
therefore a matter for consideration whether the granting of special through rates to 
such places would not pay the railway.

No. 540.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British Resident, 
the enclosed summary of school returns* for the quarter ending 30th September, 1895. 


2. No returns have been received from the Janing school. 


* Returns not printed. 
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3. All the English and most of the Malay schools were closed for a month 
during the quarter. 


4. The Sungei Trap and Kuala Teja schools are new institutions, with an 
average attendance of about 4o at each. 


5. The number of schools is now g2. This does not include the Ipoh Mission 
schools. The aggregate enrolment stands at 4,224—an addition of 251 scholars since 
my last report. The attendance has not, in general, been satisfactory, averaging 
only 66 per cent of the enrolment. Sickness and the holidays appear to be the cause 
of this. 

6. The best attendance is in Larut and Selama—78 and 71 per cent respectively 
—and the worst in Kuala Kangsar and Upper Perak—56 and 63 per cent. The 
attendance in Lower Perak is far from being satisfactory and is actually worse than 
that in the Krian District. 


7. As regards attendance the least satisfactory schools in the State are the 
Temerloh and Chenderiang boys’ schools and the girls’ school at Kuala Kangsar. 
The villages of Temerloh and Chenderiang, however, do not boast a large population 
like Kuala Kangsar, where the want of a school-mistress stands in the way of success. 

8. Chiefly owing to indisposition I was not able to pay as many inspection visits 
during the quarter as I could have wished, and the Visiting Teacher was absent on 
leave five weeks, so that a number of schools have not been visited for some time 
except by the Assistant Visiting Teachers. 

g. A number of monitors were during the quarter appointed in our Malay 
schools, and, in accordance with Rule 26 (iii.) of the Education Code, an assistant 
was placed at the school at Sungei Megat Aris. 


to. A case in which a Malay teacher had falsified his attendance register was 
brought to the notice of the Government, and he was let off with dismissal—a light 
punishment for the offence; the services of the teacher in charge of the English 
school at Kuala Kangsar were dispensed with, and I regret the loss of the Gula 
Estate teacher by death during the quarter. I have also lately lost the services of my 
chief clerk, who has obtained well-merited promotion. 


11. On the 25th of July the Acting Secretary to Government (Lieut.-Col. Walker) 
kindly gave away the annual school prizes to the boys of the Taiping Malay school. 
Before the distribution an examination was held, Colonel Walker being much pleased 
with the work of the several standards. The boys were afterwards drilled in the 
playground in a very satisfactory manner. 

A visit was paid the same day to the Taiping Malay girls’ school, where the 
children’s work was equally satisfactory, the needlework and weaving being specially 
interesting. 


12, The annual industrial scholarship examination was held at the Central School 
on August 13th and rqth; eleven boys of Standards VI and VII competing. With 
the exception of English composition, the work was fairly well done. One boy has 
been awarded $5 per mensem, and three others $3 per mensem each to the end of the 
year, by which time suitable employment will have been found for them. 


13. I have before referred to Mr. Greene’s untiring efforts to obtain employment 
for his advanced pupils. A good many of his boys are now employed in different 
districts in the State, and they all appear to be doing well. There are very good 
accounts of last year’s scholarship. 

14. The Methodist Episcopal Mission authorities of Singapore made an offer 
during the quarter to take over the Teluk Anson English school from the Government, 
but His Excellency the Governor, to whom the proposal was submitted, has not been 
pleased to agree to its terms and the school will probably have to be abandoned at 
the end of the year. 

15. During the quarter the Rev. Father Renard made successful application for 
Government assistance to enable him to establish an Anglo-Tamil school in Taiping. 

16. The sum of $725.54, school fees and amount realised from sale of books etc., 
was paid into the Treasury during the quarter.

Vena it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 
to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 
which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 
worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 
mining the same, and to give to the Government and its officers such 
powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 
working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 
minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 
occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Mining Code, 1895.” 


2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 
extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 
the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 
hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 
have not been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 

“ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for 
agricultural purposes. 

“Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 
of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 
the Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 
visions of this Code.

Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G@, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payinent of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
sae. 


When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the oftice of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 


(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and veyetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, ()., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 

(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 

(6). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii), That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12 
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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
coolies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12 months, within a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule H, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 

Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the hand of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so doing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 

(vii). That all Government officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
@ conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 

(ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 


(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 

(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, and 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such examination, and that should the lessee derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual cost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 


(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any mineral deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 


(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 


The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original 
lessee. 


12. Every person in lawful possession of a certificate shall be 
deemed to be vested with the rights and privileges and to be subject to 
the obligations mentioned in the two preceding sections. 


13. Every lease or certificate issued under the provisions of this 
Code shall, subject to the conditions thereof, be valid and effectual 
against all persons. 


14. Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall 
make a written application for renewal to the District Magistrate at 
least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shall thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 


15. It shall be lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to 
surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District 
Magistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so to be surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Mayistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessee 
shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of

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MINING LICENCES. 


24. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. : 


25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges: — 
(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 
any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 
(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 
(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by sueh means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It,shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 
controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
fur metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


31. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 500 acres shall also be signed by the Resident, 


32. Every prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metalliferous qualities of the land. 


83. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospecting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34, A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions : — 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence free of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have been placed at his disposal for such purpose by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land, not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 


(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 
WATER LICENCES. 


40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in 
any special case have been limited by any express grant made before the 
date of operation of this Code. 


41. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 
working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, ip such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 


Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


42. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 
period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be 
legalty bound to comply with such notice. 


43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 
have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 
land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44, It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45, An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. 1t shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
poner of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives 01 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid. 
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PART V. 


THE REGULATION OF WORKINGS IN MINES. 


50. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to the lawful occupier 
of any mining land a notice calling upon him to clear the boundaries 
thereof within a period to be specified in such notice, and thereupon such 
occupier shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


51. No gunpowder, dynamite, kerosine, or other inflammable oil in 
bulk, or other substance of an explosive or dangerous nature shall be 
stored or placed in or near any mine or building, except in such places, in 
such quantities, and on such conditions as shall be approved by the 
Warden. 


52. It shall be lawful for an Inspector to give to any person who may 
be working or may be about to work any mining land, such orders as may 
be necessary to ensure the effectual and economicial working of the same. 
Any such order shall, if so required by such person, be in writing, and an 
appeal therefrom shall be to the Warden. 


OPEN WORKINGS. 

53. Except so far as may be necessary in order to make the first 
opening to work any mining land, the occupier thereof shall not deposit 
any overburden or tailings upon any unworked land without the permis- 
sion of an Inspector. 


54, The occupier of any mining land may be directed by an Inspector 
to deposit his overburden or tailings upon any other land denoted by him. 


55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 


56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 


58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 
necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
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59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 
and support all shafts, adits, levels, galleries and underground passages 
in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
or passing through the same. 


60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 


61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden. 


HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 


62. Save as is provided by this Code, no person shall work any land 
by leris-working, ground-sluicing, monitor-working, or by any other 
method of removing earth by water-power. 


63. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant to any person a 
licence, for such period and subject to such conditions as shall be therein 
stated, to work mining land by all or any of such means as are in the 
preceding section mentioned. It shall also be lawful for a Warden to 
issue to any person a similar licence for a period not exceeding twelve 
months. An application for a renewal of any such licence, if made before 
the expiration thereof, may be granted by the officer who issued the same 
for a further period not exceeding the term then about to expire. 


64. Every such licence shall specify the land upon which waste 
matter from such workings may be deposited, and the applicant may be 
required to deposit a sum of money sufficient to defray the cost of deter- 
mining, by examination, the metalliferous quality of such land. 


65. A Warden shall have power to suspend for such period as he 
may think fit, the operation of any licence issued under the provisions of 
the two preceding sections upon proof that the licensee shall have failed 
to observe or comply with any of the conditions thereof, or upon proof 
that he is carrying on mining operations in such a manner as to injure, 
impair or prejudice, or to be likely to injure, impair or prejudice the 
property of the State or the lawful rights, privileges or possessions of 
any other person. Any such order of suspension may be withdrawn by 
the Warden at his discretion. 


PART VI. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 
66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the 
following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of. 
Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 
The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 


67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 
Perak. 
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68. In every case in which any duty, oblization or penalty is, by any 
of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but so 
that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 
which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes 
between occupiers of mining lands, either amongst themselves or in rela- 
tion to themselves and third parties, and shall have power to make any 
order which may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to this 
decision :— ; 

(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 
oceupy, mining lands. 

(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as ayainst any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries ; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made aud inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any right, privil- 
eve or interest appurtenant thereto. 


71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 

At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
naving heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 


And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him. to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sufficient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 

e may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


77. In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give.and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same.

78. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79. It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi fields as may be likely 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of such 
cultivation. 

THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(ii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 

If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 


(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions im all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 

(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby. 
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(ii). To arrest in a swnmary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breach of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justice may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Magis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 


TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 


83. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84. Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 42, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
$50, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 0, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same. 


87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as prescribed by Part IIT 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 48, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable, 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue. 
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91, Any person who shall fail to comply with any lawful order made 
by a Warden or an Inspector shall, in cases where no penalty is specifically 
provided, be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250, and in 
cases where such default may be continuing, to an additional penalty not 
excecding $10 for every day during which such default may continue. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 
92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made, 
rescind, vary and amend rules under this Code in such manner as may be 
- necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the 
various purposes, provisions, and powers in this Code contained, and such 
rules, when published in the Guzefte, shall have the force of law. 


93. The Resident may direct that the breach of any such rule shall 
be punishable with fine not exceeding $100 and, when the breach is a 
continuing one, with a further fine not exceeding $10 for every day during 
which such breach continues. 


94. The production of the Gazette in which shall be published any 
notification or rules under this Code, shall be deemed and taken to be 
prima facie evidence in every Court of Justice in the State, of the fact and 
date of such publication and of the contents of such notification or rules. 


95. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause any State land to be 
sold by public auction for the purpose of mining. Notice of such sale 
shall be published in the Gazette and shall be posted in conspicuous places 
throuzhout the district in which the land is situated for a period of not 
less than ten days before the day of sale, and shall specify the place and 
time of such sale, the lots in which the land will be offered, and the upset 
price (if any) which will be placed on each lot. 


Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prejudice any application 
for a lease made prior to such notice of sale if it can be proved by the 
applicant, to the satisfaction of the District Magistrate, that it was in 
consequence of his practical prospecting operations that the value of the 
land was discovered. 


96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 
mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 
value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case of disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 


97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
ident. Notice of such forfviture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
published in the Gazetfe and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and every 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
employed on the land in respect of which such breach has been committed, 
the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such

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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


en tt a 99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything 
under Code done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions 
to be brought of the Code, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 


months, three months after the thing done and not otherwise. 

Notice of Notice in writing of such suit or action, and of the cause thereof, © 

action. shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month before the 
commencement of the same. 

Special In any such suit or action the defendant may set up by way of special

Tender of The plaintiff shall not recover if tender or sufficient amends is made 
amends. . before suit or action brought or if, after suit or action brought, a sufficient 
sum of money is paid in to Court by or on behalf of the defendant.

The Council meets at 11 a.m. 


1. The Acting Resident shews the Council a specimen of the new 
Straits and Native States Note to be issued by the Government. 


2. The question of dealing with coconut trees when attacked by 
beetles is discussed. On the suggestion of the Sultan it is decided to place 
the working of the various Orders in Council on this subject in the hands 


of the Penghulus and not of the Police as first intended. 


3. The Council decide that nothing can be done for Puteh Jalil of 
Snggor, who applies for work under the Government. 


4, The Council approve of the salary of Mat Noh, the Penghulu 
of Kota Lama Kiri, being increased to $60 per mensem. H.H. the Sultan 
states that he was willing to raise Mat Noh to the position held by his late 
father, Toh Sri Lela, but that owing to his indebtedness that was not 
advisable. The affairs of Mat Noh are to be placed in the hands of the 
District Magistrate, Kuala Kangsar, who will try and arrive at some 
arrangement with the creditors and report to the Resident. Mat Noh is to 
be warned that if he incurs more debts he will lose his appointment. 

d. The Council express their dissatisfaction with the system now in 
vogue in the Kinta Land Office, where there are three or four petition 
writers who charge sums for writing out applications for land which the 
poorer people find most difficult to pay. 

6. The Council advise that a contribution of $25 be given towards 
the new mosque at Ngah in the Kota Lama Kiri mukim. 

7. Muda Ali, Penghulu of Ulu Kurau, is allowed to retire on a pension 
of $9 per mensem, the chabut he was allowed to draw not being continued 
to the new Penghulu. 

8. A petition from 300 of the inhabitants of Bukit Gantang regard- 
ing the appointment of a Penghulu in the room of Wan Mat Isa, who is to 
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be made Mentri, and suggesting Wan Ahmat Nasir, is read. The Council 
consider that the Datoh Mentri should continue to act as Penghulu without 
extra remuneration therefor, but approve of Wan Ahmat Nasir being 
appointed Assistant Penghulu on a salary of $25 per mensem from the Ist 
January, 1896, on six months’ probation. 

y. ‘The Council refuse to allow the clerk asked for to the Penghulu of 
Bota and consider that as he las two assisiauts he should do the clerical 
work himself. 


10. The Council agree to increase the salary of Wan Abubakar, the 
Penghulu of Ijok, to $10 per mensem, the chabut hitherto allowed being 
discontinued. 

11. The Council advise that a contribution of $50 be given towards 
rebuilding, in brick, the mosque in the Kota Lama Kanan mukim. 


12. The Council agree to amend Order in Council No. 8, as to Chinese 
Societies, in accordance with the suggestions of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. 


13. The Council agree to allow men employed in the 1st Perak Sikhs 
to take their leave after five years’ service on their re-engaging. 

14. An Order in Council intituled “ The Book Registration Order” is 
read and passed by the Council and becomes Order in Council No. 17 of 
1895. 

15. The case of Kulap Wahid, who ran amok at Kampong Tanjong in 
the Lambor Kanan mukim, is explained to the Council. The Council 
confirm the sentence that Kulop Wahid be confined during the Sultan’s 
pleasure. The Council desire that some orders be issued to deal with cases 
of this kind and to provide for the proper care of persons suspected of 
being mad. 

16. The case of Lim Ang Seng, who was sentenced by the Acting 
Senior Magistrate at the last Krian assizes to be hanged for the murder of a 
Chinese woman, is carefully explained to the Council. The Council desire 
that the notes of evidence be sent to Messrs. Logan & Ross for their 
opinion on certain points of law and that a further reference be made to 
the Council within one month. 

17. A copy of a proposed Kuasa to be used by all the Assistant Kathis 
in the State is read and approved by the Council. 

18. The Council discuss the question of the Muhammadan inhabitants 
of the State going more regularly to mosque and desire a short Order in 
Council to be prepared. 

19. The question of the wholesale destruction of nipah palms through- 
out the State is brought to the notice of the Council by the Acting 
Resident and it is decided that the old orders be enforced that to every 
nipah palm at least two leaves and one shoot must be left so as to allow 
the plant to thrive. 

20. The Council approve of the action of the Acting Resident with 
regard to the carrying capacity of boats trading up the Perak River and 
consider that the matter should be carefully inquired into and the cargoes 
of all boats inspected and, if necessary, weighed. 

The Council adjourns sine die.

GENERAL ORDERS—AMENDMENTS. 


No. 558.—The following amendments of the General Orders are pub- 
lished for general information :— 

General Order 67 (i) is amended by the addition of the words, “to be 
followed by three months’ leave without pay,” after the words, “ not exceed- 
ing six months.” 

The above amendment was approved by the Council of State at a 
meeting held at Kuala Kangsar on the 2nd of November, 1895. 

In General Order 246 for, “to the State Treasurer, District Treasurer 
or Collector of Land Revenue,” read “to the State Treasurer in Taiping, 
the District Treasurers in Kinta and Lower Perak and the District Magis- 
trate in other Districts.” 

General Order 304 should read as follows :—“ Private cheques should be 
made payable to the State Treasurer, in Taiping, the District Treasurers in 
Kinta and Lower Perak, and in the other Districts to the District Magis- 
trates. On payment being made the vouchers should also be signed by the 
payee. The cheques should then be sent, in registered covers, if by post, 
for credit within 24 hours of being cashed. The advice of the cheque 
having been placed to the credit of the Government account should he 
attached to the Audit Office copy of the voucher referred to in G.O. 301.”

2. Kach passport issned should mention the nationality, country, 
domicile, profession, age, appearance and destination of the pilgrim as well 
as the name, surname and birthplace of his father, and state the period 
(not to exceed one year) for which it is to be available. 

3. The names of the wife and all the younger members of the pilgrim’s 
family who may accompany him should be endorsed on the passport.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 578.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit herewith my report for the month of 
October. 


2. On the 6th and 7th traffic was interrupted on the Kinta Valley Railway 
owing to the subsidence of an embarkment near Kampar. 


3. On the 8th I was engaged hearing a case brought by the Spirit Farmer 
against aman in Teluk Anson for selling large quantities of sweetened and coloured 
spirit as “Port Wine.” As soon as the case was over I left for up river and got as 
far as Bandar Bharu. At daylight the next day I went on to Pulau Tiga and held 
an inquest on the body of a Malay woman who had died from the effects of a snake 
bite. The unfortunate woman went out to the river bank to get some leaves to make 
medicine for one of her children, when she probably trod on a snake which curled 
round her leg and bit her on the great toe. She called for help and her husband went 
to her; she died in less than an hour. I transacted some business with the penghulu 
and then went to Kampong Gajah where I inspected the irrigation works that were 
undertaken last year. 

4. On the roth I went to Pasir Salak and then called at Pasir Panjang and 
inspected the new éa/ez built by the penghulu, Raja Mat Yusuf. I heard a buffalo 
and other cases and then went down to Teluk Anson, calling in at Bandar on the way. 

. On the 16th the Curator and State Geologist arrived from Ipoh and the 
next morning left for Bagan Datoh to inspect a reputed shell mound. 

6. On the evening of the 17th I went to Taiping to attend the meeting called 
by the Acting British Resident to consider the question of Agri-Horticultural Shows 
for next year. 
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7. On the 22nd I went along the Changkat Jong road to see some land about 
which there was a dispute, and at 10 p.m. left, with the Curator and State Geologist, for 
the coast. 


8. At 6 a.m. we landed at Pasir Panjang Laut and went with the penghulu to see 
the old beaches and deposits of shells. There are no less than seven old beaches, 
counting in from the present shore, forming permatangs with swamps in between. 


From time to time the Malays, in digging in these old beaches, come across anti- 
quities in the shape of stone implements and pottery of a different make to anything 
used here now. We secured a good stone axe and a very perfect jar, besides fragments 
of others, for the Perak Museum. It is interesting to note that the pottery found 
in these mounds has been made on a potter's wheel, whereas the Perak Malays at the 
present time do not use a wheel. 


9. The penghulu recently discovered the remains of old smelting works in the 
shape of slag, etc., at Sungei Limau. He is prospecting and thinks he has found tin, 
but the sample he shewed us was apparently amang only. 


10. We then went towards Teluk Batu to see the celebrated coconut tree with 
seven branches. The wind has lately broken off four of them so that there remain 
three only, but the tree is very healthy and full of fruit. 


11. We then went across to Pangkor Laut, where the Curator wished to collect 
some plants he had seen on a previous visit, and then, as the wind was getting up and 
it promised to be a stormy night, we ran into Pangkor and anchored. It soon after 
came on to blow, but towards midnight the wind abated and the sea went down, so at 
4a,.m. we started for Kuala Bernam. 


12. We reached Kuala Bernam about 9 a.m. The screw pile light-house at Bagan 
Pasir, which had got very much out of the perpendicular owing to the sinking of one 
of the legs, has now been raised nearly upright again. Several new houses are being 
built at this village. 


13. Arrived at Utan Melintang I saw the penghulu and others and then went on 
as far as Kampong Bugis, where we stopped for the night. At daylight the next day 
we went on to Changkat Bertam and anchored, proceeding up stream to Changkat 
Mentri in a Malay boat. A walk of about a mile and a half brought us to the top of 
the hill where Mr. Legge of the trigonometrical staff has a survey station. The 
Curator inspected the grave which was discovered there some few months ago. It is 
on the eastern slope of the top of the hill and is made east and west. A very large 
quantity of broken pottery and some red cornelian beads were found in it; the grave 
is lined and covered with slabs of granite which have been split off, probably by 
means of fire. The grave is exactly similar to the one which was discovered in 
making the first eight miles of the Tapah-Pahang road a few years ago. 


14. Changkat Mentri is situated 80 or go miles up the Bernam River, following 
the windings of the stream, but it is about 36 miles from the mouth of the Bernam in 
a direct line. Here and there there are kampongs on the river banks but with this 
exception the whole of the country situated between the Bernam, the Sungkei and the 
Perak rivers is a desolate wilderness; in other words, there are probably 190,000 acres 
of land in this one spot lying idle which, when the country is thrown open to planters, 
will be yielding a return to the cultivators and a revenue to the State. There is 
probably but little of this land which is not suitable for padi, sugar cane, coconuts 
and, in its higher parts, Liberian coffee. 


15. On our return we stopped at Utan Melintang and I inspected the rest-house, 
police station, etc. The coconuts which were planted here between four and five 
years ago are now for the most part bearing and they are quite free from the beetle. 


16. We stopped the night at Bagan Pasir and left 4 a.m., the following morning, 
the 27th, for Teluk Anson, where we arrived in the afternoon. The Government 
yacht Mena was leaving for Larut so the Curator returned by her. 


17. On the 28th the Assistant Surveyor went up to Pasir Salak and on his return 
reported that the river was nearly level with the high bank at that place and that at 
Bandar the water had overflowed the banks and that it was level with the floors of 
the Malay houses. Raja Musa’s plantation of mangosteen trees, now about six feet 
high, was quite submerged. 
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18. On the 3oth the Harbour-master and the Assistant Engineer went to Pulau 
Katak to inspect the new light-house and quarters for the men which are now under 
construction. Mr. L. Hawkins, the contractor, went with them. They returned the 
following morning.

No. 579.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October. 


2. On the 1st I visited Mr. Stephen’s estate at Jibong, the young coffee is look- 
ing very well now that he has uprooted most of the various other products he had | 
planted. I walked some distance down the irrigation canal which, owing to a very 
heavy fall of rain on the previous evening, was about half full; there seems to be 
great difficulty experienced in making a dam at the intake and I do not think the 
irrigation scheme will be a success until a proper water-gate is erected there. 


3. The Assistant Magistrate held an auction sale of town lots at Port Weld on 
the 3rd instant with the result that 10 lots were sold for $92. This sale was 
rendered necessary by the order that all town lots must be put up for auction. 

4. The Commandant Perak Sikhs arrived on the 8th and inspected Port Weld 
and Teluk Kertang and returned to Taiping the same day. 

5. On the gth there were very heavy floods near Matang Road station, all the 
country was under water but I have not heard of any damage being done, Matang 
itself was also flooded and all the rivers were very high, thus preventing the water 
running off. 

6. On the 12th I went to Port Weld to meet the Acting Resident on his return 
from Malacca. 

On the 22nd I met the Acting Resident at Simpang Ampat, where it was 
arranged that Mr. Stewart of Gula Estate should meet us to talk over the subject of 
the Stewart-Kennedy concession. A number of Malays who were interested were 
also present and the Acting Resident settled the whole matter satisfactorily. I 
returned to Matang the same evening. 
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8. On the 24th I held an inquest on the remains of a Chinaman who had been 
taken by a crocodile near Pasir Itam. On the police accompanying the deceased’s 
towkey to the spot the morning after he had been taken the corcodile came to the top 
with the deceased in his mouth, the constable fired at him with the result that he let 
the deceased go and thus his remains were recovered. 


g. It rained heavily nearly all day on 24th and 25th, with the result that the 
morning train from Taiping was unable to proceed beyond Simpang. The water came 
into the houses in the village on the 25th to the depth of nearly three feet. 


10. On the 28th I went with the State Engineer and Assistant Engineer along 
the Trong bridle-path as far as Sungei Paku to decide on a trace for bringing water 
from there to Sungei Lang. After wading about in water for some time we struck the 
Muntri’s old ditch and walked down it, this has been cleaned and levels taken and 
will be made use of in connection with the scheme. 


11. The land all round the Sungei Paku was very much flooded and far too wet 
for planting operations; the new scheme will probably relieve the planters there in 
future floods by carrying off the superabundance of water. 


12, I attach the usual returns.

Passed by His Highness Ipris MExsip-eL-Aizam Suan, X.C.M.G., 
IBNI ALMARHUM IsKaNDER SuHau, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 20th day of August, 1895.

\ HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 

to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 
which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 
worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 
mining the same, and to give to the Government and its offivers such 
powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 
working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 
minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 
occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
1. This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Mining Code, 1895.” 


2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 
extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 
the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 
hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 
have uot been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 

“ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for 
agricultural purposes. 

“ Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“ District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 
of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 
the Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 
visions of this Code. 
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“Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 


« Lease”? means an instrument of title granted under this code and 
ratified by the signatures and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, which shall confer upon the lessee the exclusive right to 
occupy and work such portion of mining land as is therein described 
for the period therein mentioned. 

“Certificate” means a temporary title issued by the District Magis- 
trate conferring upon the holder the exclusive right to occupy and work, 
pending the issue of a lease, such portion of mining land as is described 
therein, the same having been demarcated to the satisfaction of such 
District Magistrate. 

“Gazette” means the Perak Government Gazette, or such other 
official Gazette as may be published under the authority of the Govern- 
ment. 

“ Prescribed fee” means all fees included in Schedule B hereto, or 
in any rules published by the Resident under this Code. 


PART II. 
AUTHORITY TO WORK MINING LANDS.—CERTIFICATES AND LEASES, 


4. Any person desiring to acquire a title to any State land for the 
purpose of mining must file in the office of the District Magistrate an 
application in the form of Schedule C, setting out the pusition and 
approximate area of such land. Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of money sufficient to cover the prescribed fees. 


5. The District Magistrate shall thereupon register such application 
in the district Mines Application Book, which shall be in the form of 
Schedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby. All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the same are received. 


{t shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every application for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 
a Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
marks. 


7. Should the applicant desire to commence mining operations 
before the survey can be completed and the lease issued, it shall be lawful 
for the District Mayistrate to issue to the applicant, after the land has 
been demarcated, a certificate in the form of Schedule E, and such appli- 
cant may then enter upon, occupy and work the land therein described. 


8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan

delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees und charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 

When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 

(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the covlies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 


(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as nay from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 

(b). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That minis operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 


lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12 
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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 

- coolies as shall be mentioned iu such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calenlated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
tine to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12. months, within a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the furm of Schedule ZZ, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 


Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the hand of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same. he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so doing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
Joss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 


(vii). That all Government. officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
a conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
unents in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 

(ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber aud other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 

(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper }-recautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and ° 
workmen employed on the land. 


(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, and 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such examination, and that should the lessee derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual cost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 

(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any mineral deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 

(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 
The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original 


lessee. 

Rights and 12. Every person in lawful possession of a certificate shall be 
pea ees deemed to be vested with the rights and privileges and to be subject to 
certilicate, the obligations mentioned in the two preceding sections. 

Lease or certi- 13. Every lease or certificate issued under the provisions of this 
fieate valid Code shall, subject to the conditions thereof, be valid and effectual 
persons, against all persons. 

Renewal of 14. Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall 


lease, how make a written application for renewal to the District Magistrate at 


obtained: least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shall thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 

How lease 15. It shall he lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to 

Baybee surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District 


Magistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so to be surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Magistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessee 
shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of 
such land. 
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16. When any lease is forfeited or expires, the District Magistrate 
shall, by a notice in writing to be served on the lessee, require him to 
deliver up such lease, and the lessee shall thereupon be legally bound to 
so deliver it. 


17. Every lease and certificate issued under this Code shall be 
subject to the Land Laws of the State for the time being in respect of 
the following matters :— 

Registration and Validity of Titlhk—Demarcation and Survey—Pay- 
ment of Rent—Transfers and Charges—Sub-divisions of Lands—Loss of 
Title —Certified Copies of 'Titles— Acquisition of Land for Publie Pur- 
poses. 


18. Nothing in this Code contained shall be held to invalidate any 
title to oceupy State land for mining purposes, lawfully granted under 
any Land or Mining Regulations published prior to the date of operation 
of this Code, or to abrogate any of the rights or privileges expressly 
conferred thereby, provided that such title, right or privilege shall be 
limited to the extent prescribed by the order or regulation under or by 
virtue of which the same was granted or conferred and, provided further, 
that save as by such title, order or regulation is expressly provided, it 
shall be incumbent upon a lessee or occupier of the same to hold and 
work the land in accordance with the conditions set forth in this Code, 
and in all respects as if his title to occupy the same were a lease issued 
under this Code. 


19. The lawful owner of any title to occupy State land for mining 
purposes, granted prior to the date of operation of this Code, shall be 
entitled to make application to the District Magistrate to surrender the 
same and to receive in lieu thereof a lease under this Code and, save as 
hereinafter mentioned, upon payment of all fees and charges due in 
respect thereof, the District Mayistrate shall accept such surrender and 
shall issue in lieu thereof a lease under this Code, but such surrender 
shail not be accepted if there be vested in any other person any concurrent 
right or privilege to work any metal or mineral in or upon the land the 
subject of such surrender. 


ANCESTRAL MINING LANDS. 


20. “Ancestral mining lands” shall mean such ascertained areas of 
mining land as have been specially granted by the State, prior to the 
date of operation to this Code, to persons who have established an 
ancestral claim thereto. 


21. No ground rent shall be payable in respect of any ancestral 
mining land. 

22. The right of a holder of ancestral mining land shall be limited 
to the working of alluvial tin only. 


23. Such land shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Code, with the following exceptions :— 
(i). No person shall be registered as the holder of such land unless 
he be a member of the family of the original grantee. 
(ii). The right to such land shall be liable to forfeiture if not exer- 
cised for a period of two consecutive years.

MINING LICENCES. 


24. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. 
25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges:— 
(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 
any alluvial mineral deposit being within the arca defined by sueh licence. 
(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 
(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by such means, 


in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall nut be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the hcensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 


controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


31. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 500 acres shall also be signed by the Resident, 


32. Every prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metalliferous qualities of the land. 


33. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospeeting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34. A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions : 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence tre of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have heen placed at his disposal for such purpose by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land, not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 


(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 
WATER LICENCES. 


Control of 40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
water vested be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in

Licence for 41. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 


use of water. working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 


Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


Warden may 42. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
abet be UpoR the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 


period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be 


febon ont legalty bound to comply with such notice. 
Conditions of 43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 
aeenee 0,6 have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 


land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44. It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such ‘order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
purpose of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, kis representatives 01 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid. 
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PART V.

Deposit of over: 55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
worked ont: upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
land. occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 


56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 
Open pit, 58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
etc., to be adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 


fenced. necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
beast. 
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59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 
and support all shafts, adits, levels, galleries and underground passages 
in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
or passing through the same. 


60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 


61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden. 


HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 
62. Save as is provided by this Code, no person shall work any land 
by leris-working, ground-sluicing, monitor-working, or by any other 
method of removing earth by water-power. 


63. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant to any person a 
licence, for such period and subject to such conditions as shall be therein 
stated, to work mining land by all or any of such means as are in the 
preceding section mentioned. “It shall also be lawful for a Warden to 
issue to any person a similar licence for a period not exceeding twelve 
months. An application for a renewal of any such licence, if made before 
the expiration thereof, may be granted by the ofticer who issued the same 
for a further period not exceeding the term then about to expire. 


64. Every such licence shall specify the land upon which waste 
matter from such workings may be de red, and the applicant. may be 
required to deposit a sum of moncy suflicient to defray the cost of deter- 
mining, by examination, the metalliferous quality of such land. 


65. A Warden shall have power to suspend for such period as he 
may think fit, the operation of any licence issued under the provisions of 
the two preceding sections upon proof that. the licensee shall have failed 
to observe or comply with any of the conditions thereof, or upon proof 
that he is carrying on mining operations in such a manner as to injure, 
impair or prejudice, or to be likely to injure, impair or prejudice the 
property of the State or the lawful rights, privileges or possessions of 
any other person. Any such order of suspension may be withdrawn by 
the Warden at his discretion. 


PART VI. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 
66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the 
following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of 
Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 
The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 

67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 
Perak. 
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68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but so 
that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 
which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes 
between occupiers of mining lands, either amongst themselves or in rela- 
tion to themselves and third parties, and shall have power to make any 
order which may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to this 
decision :— 


(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 
occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any right, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 

And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him. to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be suflicient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused “by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 
he may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


77, In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same. 
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78. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79. It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi fields as may be likel 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of suc! 
cultivation. 

THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(iii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 

(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions in all 
mining operations tor the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 


(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby. 
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(ii). To arrest in a summary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breach of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justice may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Mayis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 
TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 

$3. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be lable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84. Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceediny 
$50, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine net exceeding $500, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same, 


87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100, 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as prescribed by Part IIT 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 43, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $50, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue.

91. Any person who shall fail to comply with any lawful order made 
by a Warden or an Inspector shall, in cases where no penalty is specifically 
provided, be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250, and in 
cases where such default may be continuing, to an additional penalty not 
exceeding $10 for every day during which such default may continue. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 

92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made, 
rescind, vary and amend rules under this Code in such manner as may be 
necessary for fully and effectually carrying out and giving effect to the 
various purposes, provisions, and powers in this Code contained, and such 
rules, when published in the Gazette, shall have the force of law. 


93. The Resident may direct that the breach of any such rule shall 
be punishable with fine not exceeding 3100 and, when the breach is a 
continuing one, with a further fine not exceeding $10 for every day during 
which such breach continues. 


94. The production of the Gazette in which shall be published any 
notification or rules under this Code, shall be deemed and taken to be 
prima facie evidence in every Court of Justice in the State, of the fact and 
date of such publication and of the contents of such notification or rules. 


95. It shall be lawful for the Resident to cause any State land to be 
sold by public auction for the purpose of mining. Notice of such sale 
shall be published in the Guzette and shall be posted in conspicuous places 
throughout the district in which the land is situated for a period of not 
less than ten days before the day of sale, and shall specify the place and 
time of such sale, the lots in which the land will be offered, and the upset 
price (if any) which will be placed on each lot. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prejudice any application 
for a lease made prior to such notice of sale if it can be proved by the 
applicant, to the satisfaction of the District Magistrate, that it was in 
consequence of his practical prospecting operations that the value of the 
land was discovered. 

96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 
mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 
value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case vf disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 


97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
ident. Notice of such forfeiture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
published in the Gazette and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and every 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
employed on the land in respect of which such breach has heen committed, 
the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such 
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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect. of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything ete are 
done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions under Code

1. The “Ouseley” Scholarships of the above-named school and the 
expenses connected with their administration are provided for by the 
annual produce of £5,000 stock and £100 cash, which amounts were vested 
in the names of the Duke of Fife, k.t., Lord Rosebery and Lord Herschell 
as Trustees by the Misses Ouseley, in memory of their father the late 
Colonel Jasper W. J. Ouseley. 

2. The Scholarships are to be given for proficiency in Arabic, Persian, 
Hindustani and other Oriental Languages, or in some or one of such 
languages. 

3. The value of each Scholarship will be £50 per annum. 

4, The examinations will be held in July of each year, as follows :— 

An examination for one Scholarship in July, 1892. 

a Pr two Scholarships » 1893. 
a 45 three Scholarships » 1894, and in 
each subsequent year. 

5. The Scholarships are tenable for two years provided that the 
conduct of the scholar is considered to be satisfactory by the Trustees, 
and power is given to the Trustees to extend the tenure to three years in 
special cases. 

6. Candidates must either have been students of the Imperial 
Institute School of Oriental Studies or they must become students therein 
if elected, for so long a period as the Scholarship is tenable, and in no case 
for less than one year.

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MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 599.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT. 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October. 


2. On the first a Chinaman and a dog were struck dead by one flash of lightning 
in a rumah kechil on the Jin Heng Estate, Kurau, during a thunder storm. At the 
time, 6 p.m., four men were sitting round a table in front of the joss, eating their rice. 
They were all thrown to the ground by the violence of the shock and one of them, as 
I have said, was struck dead, together with the dog which was lying at his feet. 
Curiously enough the murder tried at the recent assizes by the Senior Magistrate 
was committed in the same house. The inquest was held on the 3rd. 


3. Iattended a meeting of the Sanitary Board in the forenoon and we visited 
various places in the town which had been under discussion. 


4. Mr. Stewart, Manager, Gula Estate, came to see me in the office. In the 
evening I visited Simpang Lima. 


5. On the 5th I viewed the body of a Chinaman who had (apparently) died 
from a knock on the head in a fight. 


6. On the 7th I held the inquest in the above case, and found that deceased died 
from injuries received in a fight with another Chinaman during which he was struck 
on the head with an iron rake by his opponent. I committed his assailant for trial 
at the next assizes on a charge of culpable homicide not amounting to murder. 


On the rath Raja Chulan held an inquest on the body of a Chinaman drowned 
at Kurau by falling overboard from a steamer. 


8. On the 14th Mr. Toft, Magistrate’s Clerk, left for Upper Perak, to which 
place he has been transferred, and the Financial Assistant went to Penang for 
treasure. 


g. On the 15th I attended a meeting of the Sanitary Board which lasted all the 
morning. 


1o. On the 17th I went to Bagan Serai and next day, which was a general 
holiday, I walked all round the place, accompanied by the penghulu, and inspected all 
the new hospital buildings. ‘The buildings are excellent and most spacious. 


11. On the 19th I walked some miles with the penghulu up Parit Lebei Saman 
and Parit Lebei Dolah. About half of the planting had been finished here, and the 
remainder will soon be done. 


12. On the 2oth I rode out 30 miles to see the country roads, progress made in 
planting, and crop prospects and state of irrigation. Leaving Bagan Serai at 11 a.m. 
I rode over the Sungei Siakap road to Kuala Kurau, seven and three quarter miles, 
arriving there at 12.20 p.m. ‘This is an earth road, a small piece of which at each end 
and in the middle has been metalled and the remainder will, I understand, be done next 
year. 


13. From Kuala Kurau I went on at once up the old Coast Road (an earth road) 
to Sungei Bahru, three miles, where I went out of the way a little to see the trace for 
the new Coast Road now under construction. The new road goes much nearer the 
coast than the old one, and by acting as a bund will reclaim a lot of land now waste 
and subject to tidal influences. 


14. Proceeding on another five and a half miles I reached Sungei Megat Aris 
police station at 2.30 p.m., where I rested my horse for three quarters of an hour and 
then rode on to Bagan Tiang, another mile. I then turned down the fresh water 
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canal road (an earth road) to Simpang Lima, five and three quarter miles, where after 
a short rest for my horse I rode on another six and a half miles along the metalled 
road to Bagan Serai, where I arrived at 7 p.m. in a drenching rain, after a ride of 
30 miles. 


15. The roads traversed, considering the recent rains and that they were almost 
entirely unmetalled, with the exception of the last six and a half miles, were in good 
order and most of the padi I passed through was magnificent and the people are all 
confident of a bumper crop. 


16. On the 21st Mr. Stewart of Gula Estate arrived in the evening, and the 
Assistant Engineer (Mr. Bird) on the 22nd. 


17. On the 23rd I left at 7 p.m. on horseback and rode up the Ayer Hitam canal 
bridle-path as far as possible, which was over five miles; I could not get up to the 
river, the canal having overflowed the path to the depth of some feet at the upper end, 
from the heavy rains | had sent the penghulu’s wa4/?7 on in advance and he returned 
with me, explaining things on the way. We met with the tracks, about a weck old, 
of an elephant crossing the path. It is said to be a young tusker. : 


18. On this bridle-path there are some fine cross par/ts and the padi all looks 
splendid. All the land, as far as one can see, has been taken up, though all the jungle 
has not quite been felled. I met Mr. Francke, Settlement Officer, on this path, at 
Parit Mat Taib, where he is now working. Returning home at 11.30 a.m., after a ten 
mile ride, I found Mr. Birch, the Acting British Resident, had arrived for some 
shooting. He left during the night for Taiping. 


1g. On the 24th I walked round the village and visited the school, and found 27 
boys present out of 35 on the register. The teacher says that there are 87 children in 
the neighbourhood, but that their parents are indifferent and will not send them to 
school. 1 spoke to the penghulu about this. There are 15 on the register of the 
koran class. Mr. Just, Land Officer, arrived in the evening. 


20. On the 25th I returned to Parit Buntar at 10 a.m. 


21. On the 2gth I left, at 7 a.m., with the Assistant Engineer and drove to Kuala 
Kurau, ten miles. We walked round the town which has much improved since I was 
last there. I settled a dispute about the removal of a shop to make way for the new 
Coast Road and decided on the amount of compensation to be paid. We crossed the 
river to the police station at the kuala and inspected the buildings, customs house, 
etc., which were all in good order. Returning we spent some time at the rest-house 
with Raja Chulan, Settlement Officer, and met some of the penghulus and headmen 
and then returned to Parit Buntar. The road (Jalan Bahru) is in a bad state of ruts 
throughout about half its length, but I understand that the Assistant Engineer is 
about to repair it at once. On the way back I visited the Jalan Bahru school, which 
was but poorly attended, and the same complaint was made of the indifference of the 
childrens’ parents. The padi down this road is magnificent and most of it is very 
forward. 2 


22. On the 30th I drove some miles down the boundary road, the padi seems to 
be all planted here; for as far as the eye can see it is a sea of padi. 


23. The planting this year did not commence at one settled time throughout the 
District as formerly enforced as per Government order. Some people planted as 
early as August and some padi has been seen already in ear. In other places the 
plants in the nurseries are hardly big enough for transplanting yet. The result has 
been that several complaints have been made during the month about irrigation, the 
requirements of the fresh plants and those two months old being different. 


24. Inthe Bagan Serai mukim during the last 10 days of the month, the floods, 
which have been great everywhere, were worse than elsewhere, although even there 
the whole of mukim did not suffer equally. Around Bagan Serai, owing to the more 
complete state of the drainage system, the water was fairly under control, but from 
the 12th mile up to Sungei Gedong ferry (IKurau River) the whole country was four 
and five feet under water. Most of the main trunk road here was flooded, the water 
at places pouring across the road in perfect torrents. Postal communication with 
Taiping was interrupted for one day. 
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25. The area demarcated during the month amounted to 1,610 acres; of these 
625 acres were in the Bagan Serai mukim and 985 acres in Kuala Kurau. Besides 
these 1,610 acres demarcated, an area 3,602 acres has been surveyed by theodolite, 
including the Krian portion of the Stewart-Kennedy concession. The great rainfall 
has interfered considerably with the field work of the settlement officers. We have 
had, unfortunately, to reduce our former staff of six demarcators to four men to keep 
within the sanctioned vote. 


26. To revert to the abnormal rainfall, it is of interest to note that at Bagan Serai 
27 inches fell during the month, whilst at Kuala Kurau only eight inches, and at Parit 
Buntar, 11 inches fell. The two former places are only about six miles apart in a 
straight line and are equally distant from the nearest hills and from Parit Buntar. In 
September Kuala Kurau had 18°63 inches, Bagan Serai, 11°20 and Parit Buntar, 11°70. 
These places are situated at the angles of a triangle, the sides being roads thus. 
When it is remembered that one inch of rain 
means a hundred tons of water to the acre, it can 
be imagined what Bagan Serai, with its 27 inches,

No. 600.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October. 


2. On the 8th instant, from the confession of Mahomed Ibrahim, the Kuala 
Kangsar postmaster, serious defalcations were brought to light in connection with the 
Indian Money Orders issued by the Kuala Kangsar Post Office. Up to the present 
$4,300 has been discovered as having been embezzled by Mahomed Ibrahim. The 
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latter was tried and sentenced to three years’ regorous imprisonment. A commission 
composed of Messrs. Butler, Stephens and myself have been inquiring into the matter 
and our report will be sent in to Government shortly. 


3. There has been almost continual rain during the month but so far the 
bendangs have not been flooded. The young padi is really a grand sight in the 
mukims round about Kuala Kangsar itself, especially in Talang. | think that this is 
in no small measure due to the notices regarding the clearing and planting of the 
bendangs having been well attended to by the penghulus. 


4. The new Government rest-house has been completed. It is on the same plan 
as the Taiping and Ipoh rest-houses though on a smaller scale. I am of opinion that 
both the bed rooms and bath rooms are much too small. 


The Sanitary Board has been doing good work in the town of Kuala Kangsar 
itself, nearly all the old wooden shops on the river side have been pulled down after 
due notice. I hope to shortly see these sites rebuilt upon with a much better class of 
house. 


6. As soon as-the railway between Ipoh and Teluk Anson was opened the 
wheel traffic, especially gharis fell off to almost nothing, owing to this I did not 
recommend the putting up of another block of Government ghari stables. Now, 
however, the gharis seem to be as numerous as ever and there are always many more 
horses than the present stalls can accommodate. 


7. Lhave had several applications from people in Kinta for coconuts for planting 
from the Government gardens but the Superintendent of Government Plantations has 
been unable to comply with these orders. : 


8. On the 3oth instant I held an inquest on the body of a Chinaman who had 
hanged himself in a barber's shop. The man had evidently made up his mind to 
end his existence as he had fastened the cord with which he killed himself to a large 
nail only four feet six inches from the ground and then strangled himself, his knees 
were actually touching the ground when he was cut down. 


g. At the request of the State Surgeon I sent in a list of all the Malays in the 
Kuala Kangsar District who had not been vaccinated up to date with the exception of 
the mukim of Durian Pipit where no vaccination has been yet tried. There only 
remained at the end of the month 2,224 Malays unvaccinated. 


1o. H.H. the Sultan returned to Bukit Chandan on the 28th instant. 


11. On the 2gth instant the Acting State Auditor and the Forest Officer arrived 
to form a commission with myself to inquire into the defalcation in the Post and 
Telegraph Department, Kuala Kangsar. 


12. The British Resident arrived in Kuala Kangsar on the 3oth instant. 


13. On the 15th instant an elephant driver of H.H. Raja Abdul Jalil, the eldest 

son of H.H. the Sultan, reported that he had seen a wild male elephant at Sadang in 

* the Blanja mukim. Six tame elephants with their drivers were sent to follow him. 

They came up with him and by means of rattan ropes they eventually noosed him and 

brought him back in triumph to the penghulu’s balai. He is a fine beast but his tusks 
are not very large. 


14. Several sladang have been seen during the month in the Senggang mukim 
and five or six tigers have been reported as having killed bullocks and goats in various 
parts of the District. 


15. Onthe 24th instant a Malay man was carried away by the flood in the Plus 
and drowned. His body was recovered on the 27th instant. 


16. Mr. Winterscale, the new Financial Clerk, took up the duties of his appoint- 
ment on the 3oth, instant. This will allow Mr. Hose to devote all his time to Land 
Office work which will be of great benefit to the District. 


17. I expect under the head of Land Revenue to see an increase of $2,000 over 
the total estimated for the whole year. I attach the revenue returns.

TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for August. 

1. I arrived in Tanjong Malim on the gth and took over charge from the Acting 
District Magistrate on the roth. 

2. On the 11th, accompanied by the Acting District Magistrate, I fixed the site of 
the clerk’s quarters. There is little room for building purposes in Tanjong Malim 
owing to most of the surrounding land being small Malay kampongs. 

3. On the 15th Mr. Tait pointed out to me the land applied for by him for 
coffee planting. It looks very rich, the loam being three and four feet thick in parts. 

4. On the 24th, spoke with Mr. Pinkney through the new telephone to Slim, it 
works very well. 

5. Onthe 26th I went to Slim and stayed there collecting rent, etc., until the 31st. 

6. On the 2gth I visited the coffee concession granted to Mr. Handyside; the 
estate is now being looked after by 10 Chinese coolies, in fact practically abandoned, 
most of it choked by secondary growth and lalang grass four feet high in the portion 
supposed to be cultivated. It yields about 4o pikuls per annum. 

7. There were 11 police and two civil cases during the month.

No. 602.—TANJONG MALIM MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for September. 

1. Padi planting is now over and this year’s crop is likely to be a good one. 

2. I have given out over 75 acres of land to foreign Malays for coffce planting 
during this month. 
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3. On the 6th I visited Sungei Salak, this place will not become of any impc f= 
ance until water is brought in from the Ulu Bernam, which might be done at a cust 
of about $8,000. Hydraulic working of Sungei Salak hills would amply repay this 
expenditure. 

4. The Chief Surveyor, Selangor, paid Tanjong Malim a short visit early in the 
month, I accompanied him to the end of the completed portion of the earth-work 
(about four and a half miles) on the Slim road. He was much impressed by the rich 
appearance of the soil. 

5. There has been an epidemic of stray Sakai dogs, they seem to be affected 
with some nervous disease which keeps them continually on the move. During these 
attacks they become savage, attacking all dogs, male and female, indiscriminately. 
This disease only affects the males as far as I can see; eight were shot here and 
three died from the disease: they were all males. Mr. Williams, the Apothecary of 
Kuala Kubu has noticed the same thing. The Malays recognize it as being a disease 
peculiar to Sakai dogs, but I have heard of it in no other locality but here and in 
Kuala Kubu. 

6. On the 31st I set out for Tapah with Land Office books, etc., for audit. 

7. There were nine police and two civil cases during the month.

Passed by His Highness Ipris MEnrsip-ex-Aizam Suan, K.c.M.c., 
1BNI ALMARHUM IsxANDER Suau, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 20th day of August, 1895.

Preamble. \ 7 HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 
f to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 
which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 
worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persons occupying or 
mining the same, and to give to the Government and its offivers such 
powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 
working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 
minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persons 
occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
Short title, 1. This Order in Council may be cited as “The Mining Code, 1895.” 
Repeal. 2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 


extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


Interpreta- 3. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 

tion. the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“State “State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 

Land.” hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 


have uot been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter ma 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 


“Agricultural “ Agricultural land” means all-lands which have been alienated for

« Resident.” “Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“ District “District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 

Magistrate.” of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“ Settlement “Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 

Otficer.” diseases to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“Warden,” “Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“Inspector” “Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 


visions of this Code. 
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“Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 

« Lease”? means an instrument of title granted under this code and 
ratified by the signatures and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, which shall confer upon the lessee the exclusive right to 
occupy and work such portion of mining land as is therein described 
for the period therein mentioned. 

“Certificate” means a temporary title issued by the District Magis- 
trate conferring upon the holder the exclusive right to occupy and work, 
pending the issue of a lease, such portion of mining land as is described 
therein, the same having been demarcated to the satisfaction of such 
District Mayistrate. 

“Gazette” means the Perak Government Gazette, or such other 
official Gazette as may be published under the authority of the Govern- 
ment. 

“ Prescribed fee”? means all fees included in Schedule B hereto, or 
in any rules published by the Resident under this Code. 


PART IL. 


AUTHORITY TO WORK MINING LANDS.—CERTIFICATES AND LEASES. 


4. Any person desiring to acquire a title to any State land for the 
purpose of mining must file in the office of the District Magistrate an 
application in the form of Schedule C, setting out the position and 
approximate area of such land. Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of money sufficient to cover the prescribed fees. 


5. The District Magistrate shall thereupon register such application 
in the district Mines Application Book, which shall be in the form of 
Schedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby. All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the same are received. 


[t shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every ap plication for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 
a Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
warks. 


7. Should the applicant desire to commence mining operations 
before the survey can be completed and the lease issued, it shall be lawful 
for the District’ Magistrate to issue to the applicant, after the land has 
been demarcated, a certificate in the form of Schedule E, and such appli- 
cant may then enter upon, occupy and work the land therein described. 


8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan

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delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 
legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 


When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 
by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 
other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 


(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
of the lessee :— 


(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 


time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar fur every acre or part of an 
acre. 

(b). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


Gi). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such period and during a further period of 12 
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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
coolies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight coolies, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard fur a period of 12 months, within a reasonable time after 
receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule H, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 


Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 
time be withdrawn or modified, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the band of the Resident. 


(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 months from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so doing he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 

(v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


(vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 


(vii). That all Government officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
@ conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doc- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 

(ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 

(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 


(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the 
purpose of making examination of the same by boring or otherwise, and 
will give all reasonable facilities to such person or persons in making 
such examination, and that should the lessee derive any substantial bene- 
fit from the results of such examination, he will pay to the State the 
whole or such portion of the actual cost thereof as may be demanded by 
the Warden. 


(xiv). That should the lessee at any time become aware of the exist- 
ence in the land of any mineral deposit other than alluvial, he shall 
report the same in writing without delay to the Inspector. 


(xv). That the lessee will at all times obey the lawful orders of the 
Wardens and Inspectors. 


The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original 
lessee. 


12. Every person in lawful possession of a certificate shall be 
deemed to be vested with the rights and privileges and to be subject to 
the obligations mentioned in the two preceding sections. 


13. Every lease or certificate issued under the provisions of this 
Code shall, subject to the conditions thereof, be valid and effectual 
against all persons. 


14. Any lessee desirous of obtaining a renewal of his lease, shall 
make a written application for renewal to the District Magistrate at 
least 12 calendar months before the expiration of the current term of 
such lease. A renewal for a further term shall thereupon be granted if 
the lessee proves, to the satisfaction of the Resident, that he has consis- 
tently complied with the obligations of his lease. 


15. It shall he lawful for the holder of any lease at any time to 
surrender his land, in whole or in part, upon application to the District 
Magistrate and upon payment of all arrears (if any) due in respect 
thereof, and of all fees and charges (if any) which may be incurred in 
ascertaining the position and area of the land so to be surrendered. In 
all such cases the document of title held in respect of the land shall be 
forwarded to the District Magistrate for cancellation. 


If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessee 
shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of 
such land.

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MINING LICENCES. 


24. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. 

25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges:— 

(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 

any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 

(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 

(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by such means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 
controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


31. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 5U0 acres shall also be signed by the Resident, 


32. Every prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the right to undertake and continue such work only as may, in 
the opinion of the Warden, be reasonably necessary to enable him to test 
the metalliferous qualities of the land. 


33. It shall be lawful for the holder of a prospecting licence to 
remove'from the land, treat and dispose of all metals or minerals raised 
in the course of prospecting operations upon payment of such royalty as 
may be fixed by any law for the time being. 


34. A prospecting licence shall convey no permission to prospect 
lands other than State lands except with the consent in writing of the 
lawful occupier thereof, nor shall it entitle the licensee to enter upon any 
land in respect of which an application for a mining title shall have been 
registered at the date of such licence. 


35. It shall be incumbent upon the holder of every prospecting 
licence to permit the Warden and Inspector, and any persons thereto 
duly authorised by the Warden, at all reasonable times to inspect any 
work which may have been executed, or which may be in progress upon 
the land the subject of such licence, and render, when so required by the 
Warden, a full, true and just account of the results of his prospecting 
operations. 


36. The holder of a prospecting licence shall be liable to produce 
the same at all reasonable times when required to do so by the District 
Magistrate, the Warden, or an Inspector. 


37. Every licence issued under this Part shall be liable to be can- 
celled by the Warden upon proof of the breach of any of the conditions 
thereof or of any of the provisions of this Code. 


38. Every free prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful holder 
thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The right to receive and retain such licence free of charge. 

(ii). The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, together with such other lands in such district as 
shall have been placed at his disposal for such purpose by the lawful 
occupiers thereof, and such licence shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iii). The term of such licence shall be a period of six months only. 

(iv). It shall convey to the holder thereof no right to prospect any 
land held under a special prospecting licence. 

(v). It shall convey to the holder thereof no prior claim to a title in 
respect of any land prospected thereunder except such claim as may be 
acquired by priority of application. 


39. Every special prospecting licence shall convey to the lawful 
holder thereof the following rights, privileges and conditions :— 

(i). The exclusive right to prospect for all metals and minerals 
within a specified area, limited by the length of a radius from a fixed 
point—the length of such radius and the position of such fixed point 
being declared by such licence—or, alternatively, such area may be 
limited and defined by boundaries mentioned in such licence. 
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(ii). The prior right to select and receive a lease for a block of 
mining land, not exceeding 50 acres in extent, from any part of the land 
described in such licence, provided that the form of such block shall be 
as nearly rectangular as is practicable and that its maximum length shall 
not exceed twice the minimum breadth. 


No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 

(iii). If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shull be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 
WATER LICENCES. 


40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in 
any special case have been limited by any express grant made before the 
date of operation of this Code. 


41. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 
working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 

Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


42. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 
period to be specified in such notice, and every person so cited shall be 
legalty bound to comply with such notice. 


43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 
have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 
land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44, It shall be lawful for the Warden to caneel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie to the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
purpose of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such mauner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives 01 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shal] be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49. The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid.

56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses: connected with such 
bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 
Open pit, 58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
etc. tobe adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 


fenced. necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
beast. 
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59, Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 
and support all shafts, adits, levels, galleries and underground passages 
in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
or passing through the same. 


60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier to provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 


61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden. 


HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 
62. Save as is provided by this Code, no person shall work any land 
by leris-working, ground-sluicing, monitor-working, or by any other 
method of removing earth by water-power. 


63. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant to any person a 
licence, for such period and subject to such conditions as shall be therein 
stated, to work mining land by all or any of such means as are in the 
preceding section mentioned. It shall also be lawful for a Warden to 
issue to any person a similar licence for a period not exceeding twelve 
months, An application for a renewal of any such licence, if made before 
the expiration thereof, may be granted by the officer who issued the same 
for a further period not exceeding the term then about to expire. 


64, Every such licence shall specify the land upon which waste 
matter from such workings may be deposited, and the applicant may be 
required to deposit a sum of money sutlicient to defray the cost of deter- 
mining, by examination, the metalliferous quality of such land. 


65. A Warden shall have power to suspend for such period as he 
may think fit, the operation of any licence issued under the provisions of 
the two preceding sections upon proof that the licensee shall have failed 
to observe or comply with any of the conditions thereof, or upon proof 
that he is carrying on mining operations in such a manner as to injure, 
impair or prejudice, or to be likely to injure, impair or prejudice the 
property of the State or the lawful rights, privileges or possessions of 
any other person. Any such order of suspension may be withdrawn by 
the Warden at his discretion. 


PART VI. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 
66. There shall be appointed, from time to time, by the Resident, the A 
following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of 4 
Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 
The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 

67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 
Perak. 
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Warden may 68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
hold inquiry of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of

(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 
entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 


occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


Fees. 70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as ma: 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any right, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


Procedure. 71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudive 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
stage of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 

And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him. to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sufficient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any orde1 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, de 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
be deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 
he may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


77. In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such ag to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
sane. 
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78. Whenever possible, it shall be the duty of the Warden to exer- 
cise the jurisdiction and perform the duties of Coroner in all cases of fatal 
accidents in mines. 


79. It shall be incumbent upon the Warden to prevent the carrying 
on of mining operations within the limits of any town, as defined by any 
law, or by any proclamation of a municipal or sanitary authority, or in the 
neighbourhood of any public building or institution, or of any railway or 
metalled cart-road, or in such proximity to any padi fields as may be likel 
to render the same less valuable or convenient for the purpose of su 
cultivation. 


THE INSPECTOR OF MINES. 


80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
by the Warden. 


81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 
duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(iii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 
intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 
to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 


(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions in all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 


(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. . 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


(i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 
to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby. 
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(ii). To arrest in a summary manner, and without warrant, all persons 
charged by him with the breac h of any of the provisions of this Code, in 
cases in which the interests of justice may be prejudiced by delay, pro- 
vided that. every person so arrested shall be forthwith taken to the nearest 
police station, there to be bailed to appear before the Warden or a Maygis- 
trate, at a time and place to be then determined. 


PART VI. 
TRESPASSES AND PENALTIES. 

83. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84. Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 42, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
$50, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same. 


87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as prescribed by Part TIT 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 438, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable, 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue. 
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Other 91. Any person who shall fail to comply with any lawful order made 
penalties for by a Warden or an Inspector shall, in cases where no penalty is specifically 
disobedience provided, be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250, and in 
of ents cases where such default may be continuing, to an additional penalty not 


Onles: exceeding $10 for every day during which such default may continue. 


PART VIII. 


GENERAL. 


Rules, 92. The Resident may from time to time make, and when made,

Resumption 96. All lands, whether alienated before or after the date of the 
of alienated coming into operation of this Code, shall be liable to be resumed for 


one mining purposes by His Highness the Sultan in Council upon payment 
pre eal to the lessee or other person entitled thereto, of compensation for the 


value, other than metalliferous, of the land so resumed, and of the 
improvements (if any) thereon. Such value, in case of disagreement, to 
be assessed by arbitration in the manner provided by law for the time 
being regarding the acquistion of land for public purposes. 


No forfeiture 97. No forfeiture of any land lawfully occupied under the provisions 
of land of this Code shall take place except by the order in writing of the Res- 
without | ident. Notice of such forfeiture, under the hand of the Resident, shall be 
Hesicent & published in the Gazette and a copy thereof shall be posted upon the land 
c forfeited, and thereafter such land shall become State land and every 
interest of any other person therein shall thereupon become null and void. 


Employer 98. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court that a 
responsible breach of any of the provisions of this Code, or of any of the rules 
for miners —_ published thereunder, has been committed by any miners or workmen 
and workmen. employed on the land in respect of which such breach has been committed, 
Exception. —_ the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such 
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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained -in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything 
done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions 
of the Code, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 
three months after the thing done and not otherwise. 

Notice in writing of such suit or action, and of the cause thereof, 
shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month before the 
commencement of the same. 

In any such suit or action the defendant may set up by way of special 
defence that the act complained of was done in pursuance or execution or 
intended execution of the provisions of this Code or of any such rules as 
aforesaid, and may give this Code and such rules and the special matter 
in evidence at the trial to be had thereupon. 

The plaintiff shall not recover if tender or sufficient amends is made 
before suit or action brought or if, after suit or action brought, a sufficient 
sum of money is paid in to Court by or on behalf of the defendant. 

If a decree is given for the defendant or the plaintiff becomes non- 
suited or discontinues the suit or action the defendant shall recover his 
full costs and shall have the like remedy for the same as any defendant 
has by law for costs in other cases. 

Though a decree is given for the plaintiff, he shall not have costs 
against the defendant unless the Court or Magistrate before whom the 
trial is heard certifies his approbation of the suit or action. 


100. All offences under Sections 84, 85, 87, 88, 89, 90 and 91 of this 
Code, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First or Second Class, and 
all offences under Section 82, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First 
Class, provided that no Magistrate shall have power to inflict a penalty in 
respeet of any such offence in excess of the jurisdiction entrusted to him 
by law or of the powers specifically vested in him by any provision of 
this Code. 


101. No offence under this Code shall be triable, nor shall any of the 
powers conferred by this Code be exerciseable by a Magistrate of the 
Third Class. 


102. All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this Code 
shall he recoverable by distress and sale of the property of the offender, 
provided that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant under the 
hand of the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty is inflicted. 

103. In default of payment of such fine or penalty or of the recovery 
of the same by distress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term proportionate to the amount 
of such fine or penalty. 

104. This Code shall come into operation on the first day of January, 
1896.

The Acting Resident left Taiping at 9 p.m. on Friday, the 15th 
November, for Teluk Anson. On arrival at T'eluk Anson on Saturday 
morning he inspected the railway goods shed and the Harbour Master’s 
office and made enquiry as to the boat traffic up the Kinta river. At 
1.25 p.m. he left by train for Kinta, being accompanied as far as the Talam 
cutting by the Resident Engineer for Railways. The Residency at Ipoh 
was reached at 5.30 p.m. 


On Monday the 18th November, the Acting Resident, accompanied by 
Mr. Knaggs, Acting Assistant District Magistrate at Ipoh, drove from Ipoh 
to Batu Gajah, inspecting the villages of Tekah Menglembu and Lahat. 
The fire brigade, manned by Chinese voluntcers, was turned out at Lahat 
and worked creditably. ‘lekah Menglembu is a very flourishing and 
increasing mining village. It is well laid out and will be brick drained 
in 1896, Lahat, on the other hand, is decreasing and the building of new 
shops and houses there will be discouraged as it is inconvenient to supervise 
two large villages so near to each other. 


On arrival at Batu Gajah the gaol and hospital were inspected and in 
the afternoon the Acting Resident visited the Treasury and Land Office. 


On Tuesday morning, at 6.30 a.m., the Acting Resident was present at 
a parade of the detachment of the 1st Perak Sikhs stationed at Batu Gajah, 
and visited the police station, office, Sikh barracks and hospital. 


At 7.30 a.m., accompanied by Mr. Hewett, the District Magistrate, the 
Acting Resident drove to Papan and inspected the village, market, ghari 
stables, new post office and police barracks. The fire brigade, manned by 
Chinese, turned out in prompt and workmanlike style. The villages of 
Pusing Bahru, Siak and Si Puteh were next visited. Si Puteh is a well 
situated village with one long street and two rows of houses at the point 
where the road diverges, in one direction to Tronoh and in the other to Parit 
on the Perak river. 


Siak is a busy mining village that has lately sprung up. It has been 
decided not to allow a village here and the people were told that they must 
remove their shops either to Pusing Bahru on the one side or to Si Puteh 
on the other. 


Pusing Bahru is a very flourishing village about two and a half miles 
from Batu Gajah at the junction of the roads to Ipoh and to Parit. Town 
lots here have recently been sold at very large prices and there is every 
prospect of the village extending. Building operations are being need 
carried forward. The Acting Resident returned to Batu Gajah for lunc 
and at 4.30 p.m. left by train for Ipoh. 
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On Wednesday the 20th November, at mid-day, the Acting Resident 
proceeded to Batu Gajah and transacted business with the District Magis- 
trate, returning with the District Magistrate to Ipoh in the evening. 


On Thursday, the 21st November, at 6.30 a.m., the Acting Resident, 
District Magistrate and Deputy State Engineer drove to Tanjong Rambutan 
to the proposed village site. On the way the Tambun village and the new 
school were inspected. The proposed village at Tanjong Rambutan is 
across the Kinta river which at this point is a clear streain unpolluted by 
mining silt. The river is to be crossed by an iron bridge but, as the railway 
extension will have reached the new village before the bridge has been 
erected, orders have been given to construct a wooden bridge to enable metal 
for the village streets and building materials to be taken there from Ipoh. 
The inhabitants of the old village (distant one mile nearer Ipoh) have been 
notified that they must move to the new site, and every owner of a shop, 
house or building lot will be given one lot in the new village at a fixed 
premim of $30. All lots not taken up by the 31st December will be sold 
by public auction. The principal shopkeepers and agents at the old village 
were interviewed and plans were shewn to them. They expressed to the 
Resident their willingness to move on the terms fixed. The new village 
site will have all public offices and official houses, etc., on one side of the 
main street from the river to the railway station and the space on the other 
side has been laid out in about 300 building lots. It is a beautiful situation. 


In the afternoon the township of Ipoh was inspected. The Acting 
Resident, accompanied by several members of the Sanitary Board, walked 
round the town, visiting the market and ghari stables. The Perak Sikh 
contingent, their barracks, station and offices were next visited and then 
the Public Works office, the hospital compound and the railway station. 


On Friday, the 22nd November, the Acting Resident went by train to 
Batu Gajah and had a long interview with Mr. Alma Baker respecting his 
survey operations. During part of this interview the District Magistrate, 
the Commissioner of Lands (Mr. Duberly), the Acting Collector of Land 
Revenue (Mr. Irving) and the District Surveyor (Mr. Pemberton) were 
present. Several matters that had long been outstanding for discussion 
were dealt with. 


On Saturday, the 23rd November, at 6 p.m., the Acting Resident 
drove into Ipoh and turned out the fire brigade. Two deliveries of hose of 
400 feet each were simultaneously worked in parallel streets. A huge 
volume of water was obtained in 22 minutes from the firing of the first 
alarm gun, the fire engine pumping up the water from the Kinta river, on 
the banks of which the fire station is situate. Ladder parties then went 
through their drill. The exhibition was in every way excellent and Ipoh is 
most efficiently protected from fire. 


On Sunday afternoon, November 24th, a wild boar strayed into the 
Residency grounds at Ipoh and after a very exciting chase was bayonetted 
and finally shot by Mr. Bede Cox while it was being carried down stream 
in the Kinta river. 


On Monday the 26th instant the Acting Resident left for Batu Gajah 
by the mid-day train and inspected the Courts, the District Surveyor’s 
office and the Land Office, in which much time was spent. 
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On Tuesday, at 11 a.m., the Acting Resident made a thorough inspection 
of Mr. Alma Baker’s office. He is pleased to be able to record that \ «ry 
satisfactory progress has been made in the survey of the Kinta District and 
that the efforts to meet the mining rush that has been going on since January, 
1893, has been quite successful. At 4 p.m. the Acting Resident returned 
to Ipoh. 


On Wednesday, the 27th November, the Acting Resident, accompanied 
by Mr. Hanson, the Resident Engineer for Railways, Perak, and by Mr. 
Watkins, the Resident Engineer for Railways, Selangor, left by the 7.30 a.m. 
train from Ipoh for Teluk Anson. During the journey the passenger and 
goods rates of the State Railways of Perak and Selangor were under 
discussion and the Acting Resident confirmed the proposals of the 
two Resident Engineers to assimilate the rates. This arrangement has now 
to be submitted to the Acting Resident of Selangor. 


During the Acting Resident’s visit to Ipoh he interviewed Mr. Penny, 
the Managor of the Straits Trading Company and, after discussion, arranged 
for a special reduced rate for tin-ore, and in consideration of this concession 
the Company undertook to carry their ore from all their branches by rail. 


On Wednesday afternoon the Acting Resident, accompanied by the 
District Magistrate, Mr. Brewster, who had just returned, from leave, 
inspected the various public offices at Teluk Anson and the water tower, 
in which the new clock was then being placed by Mr. Graham of Singapore. 
In the evening, accompanied by the District Surgeon, he visited the hospital. 


At 9.30 p.m. the Acting Resident and Mr. Duberly returned to Taiping 
in the s.y. Mena. °

Interpre- 2. In this Order in Council, unless there is something repugnant 
tation. in the subject or context,— 


(i). “Telegraph” means an electric, galvanic or magnetic telegraph, 
and includes appliances and apparatus for transmitting or making tele- 
graphic, telephonic or other communications by means of electricity, 
galvanism or magnetism. 

(ii). “Telegraph officer” means any person employed, either per- 
manently or temporarily, in connection with a telegraph established, 
maintained or worked by the Government or by a person licensed under 
this Order in Council. 

(ili). “Message” means any communication sent by telegraph, or 
given to a telegraph officer to be sent by telegraph, or to be delivered. 

(iv). “Telegraph line” means a wire or wires used for the purpose 
of a telegraph, with any casing, coating, tube or pipe enclosing the same, 
and any appliances and apparatus connected therewith for the purpose 
of fixing or insulating the same. 

(v). “Post” means a post, pole, standard, stay, strut or other 
above-ground contrivance for carrying, suspending or supporting a tele- 
graph line. ;

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as follows : 

1. (i). This Order may be cited as “The Recognition of Chinese 
Laws Amendment Order in Council, 1895,” and shall be read as one with 
“ The Recognition of Chinese Laws Order in Council, 1895,” hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Order, and shall come into operation from the 
date of the publication hereof in the Government Gatette. 


(ii). Any copy of the principal Order printed after the commence- 
ment of this Order may be printed with the amendments made by this 
Order. 
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2. Section 1, sub-section (vi) of the principal Order shall be deleted, 
and for it shall be substituted. 

(vi). (a). Any man having no son may adopt as his son any member 
of his “Seh” who is of a younger generation. 

(b). If there be no such suitable male of his own “Sch,” he may 
adopt a son, who must be a cognate, from another “ Seh”. 

(c). Except as provided in sub-section (ii) and in the case of 
foundlings under three years of aye, it shall not be lawful for a man to 
adopt a son from another “ Seh.” 

(d). Should a son so adopted from another “Seh” renounce, after 
his adopted father’s death, the “Seh” of his adoption, his share of the 
estate of the deceased shall revert to the relations of the deceased. 

(e). In the absence of any testamentary provisions to the contrary 
sons by birth shall, on the death of their father, be regarded as senior to 
sons by adoption. 


3. Section 1, sub-sections x, xi and xii of the principal Order shall 
be deleted and for them shall be substituted. 

(x). A man may appoint in his will the son who is to represent him 
at the ancestral worship. A man who has no son may appoint a nephew. 
or failing nephew, some more remote descendant of his ancesters, but 
such appointment. shall be invalidated by the subsequent birth of a son 
to the testator, and the relative so appointed shall be entitled to receive © 
son's share in the estate.

(xi). In dividing intestate estates, the eldest son of the first or 
principal wife is entitled to represent his father at the ancestral worship 
and may receive a double share of the estate. If the principal wife have 
no surviving male descendant, the eldest son by any inferior wife shall 
succeed. 

All other sons, whether by the first or principal wife or by inferior 
wives, or adopted, ure entitled to one share each. 

(xii). If the eldest son is married his son is entitled to receive one 
of his father’s shares but no other grandson whose father is living is 
entitled to receive anything. 

4. In Section 1, sub-section (xiii) of the principal Order, erase all 
words after “leaving” and substitute, “male issue of such marriage, such 
sons are entitled to receive the share which would have fallen to their 
father.” 

5. (i). In Section 1, sub-section (xix) of the principal Order, after 
“Marry” add, “and to provide for them a suitable marriage, and an 
adequate dowry when they arrive at a marriagcable age.” 

(ii). In the same sub-section for “ Rule” read “ Sub-section.” 

6. This Order in Council shall have effect from the date of the 
publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

THE MINING CODE. 


No. 628.—Whereas the Perak Mining Code, 1895, will come into 
operation from the 1st of January next and whereas it is necessary to 
clearly define the powers of the Mines branch of the Land Department, the 
following instructions, framed by the Acting British Resident, are published 
for the guidance of the Department and for the information of the 
public :— ; 

1. Officers of the Mines branch have no authority to decide any 
questions where the rights and interests of agricultural land owners are 
concerned without reference to the Commisioner of Lands. 

2. The duties which devolve upon the District Magistrate under the 
Code will in the first instance be exercised by the Collector of Land 
Revenue in each District. 

8. Certificates under Section 7 and Special Prospecting Licences 
under Section 39 are only to be issued after they have been endorsed 
by the Commissioner of Lands. Certificates are only to issue in cases of 
very special urgency and the exact position of Special Prospecting Licences 
must be defined and noted in the Survey branch of the Land Department. 
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4. The right conveyed in sub-section (ii) of Section 9, to miners to use 
their lands for certain stated purposes, other than for mining, does not 
exempt vegetable gardeners on mining lands from the payment of rent, and 
the Collectors of Land Revenue may, in their discretion, issue annual 
licences with a quit-reut of 50 cents per acre to such gardeners, either on 
lands which are still being mined or on abandoned mining lands. 

5. Under Section 11 sub-section (i) the time for the payment of 
mining rents will be on the first day of January in each year and the place 
of payment will ordinarily be the Land Office of the District, but the 
Collector of Land Revenue will hold periodical collections at various places 
in his District and the dates and places at which such collections will be 
held will be trom time to time notified by him. The Collector of Land 
Revenue is instructed to proceed without delay against the owners of 
mining lands for the recovery of all rents not paid by the 31st of March in 
each year. 

6. Whenever titles for mining lands are surrendered in the manner 
provided by Section 19 care must be taken, before the surrender is accepted, 
to require the person or persons surrendering the titles to sign an endorse- 
ment on the reverse of such documents to the effect that no right, title or 
interest in the lands proposed to be surrendered vests in any person or 
persons other than themselves. ‘The Commissioner of Lands will supply a 
proper form of endorsement for use in every case. 

7. Licences for individual mining, under Section 24, will not be issued 
without the countersignature of the Collector of Land Revenue, whose duty 
it will be, before signing the licence, to ascertain that the land is State land, 
that it is available and that there is no objection on the part of the Govern- 
ment to its being mined. 

8. In granting water licences great care is to be exercised in order 
that the rights of padi planters may be safeguarded and that irrigation works 
may not be interfered with. 

9. If the orders of the Warden of Mines, under Section 50, for the 
clearing of boundary lines are disobeyed the Warden will at once call upon 
the Collector of Land Revenue to enforce those orders. He will not proceed 
against the defaulter of his own instance as the direction in which boundaries 
are to be cleared is a matter for the decision of a surveyor. 

10. It is to be understood that it is not the izitention or wish of the 
Government to interfere with agricultural holdings or to hand them over to 
miners while tracts of uncultivated and waste land are available. For this 
reason the provisions of Section 96 will only be enforced in very exceptional 
cases where His Highness the Sultan in Connci) decides that agriculture 
must give way to mining.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 654.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—Rain fell every day of the month up to the 27th. The fall registered at 
Ipoh was 20°37 inches, at Gopeng, 20 inches and at Batu Gajah, 18:21 inches: the 
greatest fall in 24 hours was recorded at Ipoh, where it was 4:20 inches. Mining 
operations were in consequence very seriously interfered with and damaged. 

2. The rich finds of tin deposits at Siak continue. In places the Inspector of 
Mines has stopped the pit workings and has ordered open workings instead as this 
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will lead to a more correct estimate of the value of the deposits. In one of the pits the 
Inspector found a miner chipping off large pieces of quartz containing tin and there 
are indications which lead him to suspect the presence of a lode. 


3. Iregret it is reported to me that the Malacca Tin Mining Company's under- 
taking at Selebin is passing through a serious crisis and that unless better fortune is 
met with soon the working may be stopped. 


4. Ihave lately put before Government several points of vital importance to 
Chinese mining capitalists in connection with the Labour Code, and I am glad to say 
they are receiving the favourable consideration of Government. It has been said that 
capitalists should protect themselves by putting their coolies under contract, but 
coolies naturally decline to be tied by a contract so long as the law gives them 
privileges outside it, and they are masters of the situation. If we had Chinese 
advisory boards here as in the Straits Settlements we would be more likely to, in the 
first instance, adopt regulations which would be acceptable to all concerned. 


5. On the 6th a Chinaman was waylaid at the junction of the Changkat Pari 
and Batu Gajah roads by three other Chinese, one of whom fired a shot from a revolver. 
Fortunately a bullock bus came along just then and three Klings very pluckily rushed 
out from it to the assistance of the man who was attacked and after a chase caught 
one of the robbers who is now awaiting his trial at the assizes. 


6. On the rgth a serious faction fight took place at Chumor and had it not been 
for the assistance rendered to the police by the Bengali cartmen aud private 
watchmen the consequences would have been serious. As it was one man died from 
injuries sustained. Several men have been committed for trial at the assizes. 
Chumor is a rapidly growing village, mines are opening up round it and as it is likely 
to be the railway terminus for some time its importance is considerable and warrants 
a stronger detachment than the three policemen now stationed there, the building of a 
proper police station, and the extension of the telephone system to it. 


7. During the night of the 26th a Chinaman named Liu Fun was set upon and 
severely beaten by people living in a mining kongsi at Lahat: he was then thrown 
into the jungle and left there all night; he was found the next day and died at 5 p.m. 
at the Ipoh hospital; his story was that he went to look for work, but the other side 
say he came to steal. Six men are awaiting trial in connection with his death. 


8. On the 31st at about 8 p.m. a Sikh constable who was returning to his station 
at Tanjong Rambutan was murdered about 400 yards from the village. Two Chinese 
were arrested about 10 p.m. in an old shed close to the spot where the murdered man 
was found. One was covered with fresh blood stains. It is to be hoped that the 
crime will be brought home to the guilty parties as this is now the third Sikh 
policeman killed by the Chinese in Kinta this year and a fourth, who was wounded, 
only escaped death through good luck. 


g. On the 4th a Kling woman committed suicide in the Batu Gajah gaol by 
hanging herself in a most determined manner, and on the 26th a Chinese prisoner 
hanged himself by his gveze in the latrine of the Ipoh lock-up. The coroner’s inquest 
held in both cases freed the responsible officials from any blame. 


to. Four Government servants have, during the last two months, been convicted 
of offences connected with money dishonestly obtained from the public. 


11. It is advisable that some improvement be made in the system by which 
notices ve stolen property are communicated to the pawnshops: there should be some 
record with the police to prove receipt of the information by each pawnshop in the 
District. 


12. The Inspector of Schools visited the District and inspected all the Government 
schools. I regret that he finds the attendance at the Tambun school unsatisfactory, 
for the Government has only this year built, at some expense, a fine new school-house 
there, and it is now a gestion whether it is in the right centre to attract Malay boys. 

13. In consequence of the heavy rains and floods some very serious slips took 
place (especially at Talam) along the railway line, and through traffic was stopped. 

14. The Gopeng hospital is terribly overcrowded and the number of patients 
from Kampar is far in excess of what the ambulance carts can carry, so the comple- 
tion of the receiving ward at Kampar for forwarding patients to Batu Gajah will be a 
relief to Gopeng. 
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15. Three deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery occurred in the gaol: two of these 
men were of the vagrant class of which, unfortunately, we now get a large number: 
they are half starved when admitted and they seem unable to manage regular and 
good feeding after being so long without it. I understand that an enquiry on this 
subject in Ceylon recently led to an improved death rate on reduction of the diet scale 
in such cases.

17. After consultation with the Kuala Kangsar authorities, the Blanja quarantine 
restrictions beyond Tronoh were removed on the 28th. 
* * * * * * * 


19. The approach to the east end of Ipoh bridge has hitherto been incon- 
veniently narrow and dangerous to traffic, so the people have been required to remove 
the five foot way of their buildings which encroached on the road reserve, and now it 
is only necessary for the Public Works Department to put the full width of the road 
in order. 

* * * * * * * 


22. The sanitation of Ipoh, Tekka Menglembu and Lahat is far from satisfactory, 
and there are many other duties of the Sanitary Board requiring closer attention, but 
this is not possible until an officer is appointed as Town Surveyor and Secretary, whose 
entire time will be at the disposal of the Sanitary Boards. Mr. C. W. Baker, Assistant 
Engineer, Public Works Department, resigned the Secretary's duties because he has 
not time to attend to them and a serious block was avoided by Mr. W. Cowan, 
Acting Protector of Chinese, being permitted to take them up until the end of the 
year. 


23. A large capture of fish took place at Ayer Mati, below Batu Gajah, on the 13th, 
a shoal of /kan Tapah was entrapped there and 150 to 200 fish were caught, weighing 
from 10 to 35 katis each. 


24. The collection of land quit-rents is progressing very satisfactorily, and though 
the unjustified estimate will not be reached, will compare favourably, at the end of 
December, with the previous year. In consequence of the promptitude with which 
leases are now signed by H.H. the Sultan and the Acting Resident, and the excellent 
working of the Acting Collector of Land Revenue, we were able during the last two 
months to issue §55 of the 1,714 leases issued to the public on the contract survey 
system since its inauguration. On these surveys, up to the 31st, $198,496.65 were 
paid to the contract surveyor, leaving $40,785.17 in our hands on deposit to credit of 
depositors. 


25. Nineteen inquests were held, and the cases disposed of in the District Courts

No. 655.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for November. 


2. On the 5th a meeting of the Sanitary Board was held, and on the 8th I went 
to Bagan Serai. 

3. On the t1ith I visited Simpang Lima school, and found 27 boys present out 
of 35 on the register. I tested some of them in arithmetic. The school was clean and 
in good order. 

The Acting Commissioner of Lands arrived and inspected the Land Office, and 
left on the 12th instant. 

4. On the 13th, at 12.45 a.m., there was an alarm of fire. I at once went to the 
spot, and found that a buffalo shed within a few feet of Eng Chow’s sugar mill had 
been burnt, having got alight from the fire kept up to protect the beasts from mos- 
quitoes. It soon burnt itself out. Luckily there was not a breath of wind or the mill, 
which was atap roofed, must have been destroyed. I stayed until the remains of the 
shed had all been pulled down and the smouldering logs extinguished. The fire 
engine turned out but could not get to the fire as there was no road. The Chief Inspec- 
tor was absent in Taiping. 

5. On the 17th I was at Bagan Serai and on the roth I attended a meeting of 
the Sanitary Board all the forenoon. 

6. On the 21st I visited Kuala Kurau and held Court. A large number of 
Banjer men came to complain of the owners of land adjacent to theirs who do not 
cultivate their land, to the detriment of their own land which they have cultivated, by 
harbouring rats, pigs, etc. I told them to sue the parties for damages and told the 
penghulu to admonish the offenders, 

7. On the 23rd the Acting District Magistrate, Matang (Mr. Ingall) came to see 
me in office re the rent due for the portion of the Stewart-Kennedy concession which 
lies within the Matang boundary and which has been paid into this office. I wrote to 
Government for warrants for the amount ($1,000) due. A cricket match was played 
here, Krian and Matang v. Taiping. 

8. On the 24th Mr. C. Wray arrived in the afternoon from Teluk Anson to take 
up his appointment here as District Magistrate. 
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g. On the 25th. The Acting Senior Magistrate opened the assizes at 10 am., 
I handed over charge of the District to Mr. Wray and left about noon for Matang to 
take up my substantive appointment.

2. At the beginning of the month some prospecting work was begun but had to 
be discontinued owing to the wet state of the ground ; it is to be hoped that during 
December the water will run off sufficiently to enable the work to be continued. 

3. Good progress is being made with the irrigation work at Tebing Tinggi, 
which work I inspected on the gth November. 

4. The Inspector of Schools arrived here on November the 11th and visited the 
two schools in Ulu Selama, also the Boys’ and Girls’ schools at Kuala Selama. 

I was in Ulu Selama from the 21st to the 24th, superintending repairs to the 
bridle-path which is now in excellent order. 

6. There is every promise of a good padi harvest this year, a good deal owing to 
the irrigation work that has been carried on, for the most part by the razats them- 
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selves, under the guidance of krani Abdul Raof, and in a few instances with assistance 
from Government. The land thus irrigated will pay an enhanced quit-rent next year.

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No. 659.—LowerR PERAK REPORT FROM THE IST TO THE 23RD OF 
NOVEMBER. 

To THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report up to the 23rd of November. 

2. On the rst I left, with Mr. L. Hawkins, for Setiawan, we called at Pulau 
Katak and landed cement, paint, etc., for the new light-house which is in course of 
construction. We reached Setiawan at 6.30 p.m. 

3. The next day was spent in office, and on the 3rd, Sunday, I went with 
the penghulu, Haji Mahomed Ali, along the cart-road to Likir and back. 

4. The padi is looking very fine and nearly the whole distance traversed by the 
new road has been taken up. Over 150,000 Librarian Coffee plants have been put out 
and there are a large number coming on in the nurseries. 

5. The people are very anxious to plant India rubber trees, Frews Elastica, but 
find great difficulty in getting young plants. Some years ago the British Resident 
gave the penghulu three young plants which have since grown into large trees and 
from these some 400 or 500 cuttings have been struck, which are now planted out all 
over the place. 

6. [returned to Teluk Anson on the 4th, Monday. The next day the Assistant 
Engineer and the Inspector of Police went to Kota Stia, Setiawan, etc., and on the 
6th I received a report from Inspector Symes that a Chinaman named Tan Sai, a 
hawker, was supposed to have been murdered at or near Sungei Rabana as his boat 
had been found scuttled and with large hole cut in its bottom. 

7. The some day report was made that while poling a boat at Durian Sabatang 
a Chinaman had fallen overboard and been lost. 

8. On the 7th the Acting Secretary to Government came from Ipoh. He 
inspected the hospital, gaol, public offices, water-tower, etc., and met the Resident 
Engineer for Railways. 

9. He left for Taiping in the A/ena in the evening. I also went to Taiping on a 
week's leave. 

10. I received a report from the Jemedah from Kota Stia that the body of Tan 
Sai, the Chinese hawker, had been found, the body shewed that his throat had been 
cut and there were also numerous wounds on his arms, neck and shoulders. 

11. It appears that the unfortunate man was murdered for the sake of a con- 
siderable sum of money which it was thought he had with him, but which as a matter 
of fact he had not with him. 

12. On the rith a man was killed on board the Lady Weld while unloading cargo, 
and on the 14th a Chinaman fell overboard from the same ship and was not seen 
again. 

13. On the 18th the body of the man who fell overboard while poling at Durian 
Sabatang on the 6th was found and an inquest opened. 

14. The following day a Banjer man was taken by a crocodile at Sungei Dedap in 
the presence of a number of people, who gave chase, and rescued the body, but not 
till life was extinct. 

15. On the 23rd Mr. Brewster arrived at 7 a.m. from leave. I handed over charge 
to him and left in the .Wena for Krian at 6.30 p.m.

Preamble. \ HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to mining, and 
to make further and better provision regarding the manner in 
which and the terms on which mining lands may be granted, occupied or 
worked, and to define the rights and liabilities of persous occupying or 
mining the same, and to give to the Government and its offivers such 
powers as may from time to time be necessary to ensure the economic 
working and the proper and effectual control of all mining lands and 
minerals, together with authority to direct the conduct of all persoris 
occupying or mining the same, it is hereby enacted by His Highness the 
Sultan in Council, as follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
Short title. 1. This Order in Council may be cited as “ The Mining Code, 1895.” 
Repeal. 2. All existing Mining Regulations are hereby repealed, to the 


extent provided in Schedule A, provided that this repeal shall not affect 
the past operation of those regulations, or of any order of the Govern- 
ment made, or the validity or invalidity of anything done or suffered, 
or of any right, title or interest created, or of any liability or penalty 
incurred thereunder before the passing hereof. 


Interpreta- 8. In this Code the following terms shall, if not inconsistent with 

tion. the context or subject matter, have the respective meanings hereby 
assigned to them :— 

“State “State land” means all lands which have not been and shall not 

Land.” hereafter be reserved for or dedicated to any public purpose, or which 


have not been leased or granted to, or are not lawfully occupied by any 
person or persons, and includes all lands which at the date of the coming 
into operation of this Code may have become, or which thereafter may 
become forfeited by reason of any breach of the conditions on which the 
same have been lawfully occupied. 


“Agricultural “ Agricultural land” means all lands which have been alienated for 

land.” agricultural purposes. 

“ Resident.” “Resident” means the British Resident for the time being, or the 
officer acting as British Resident. 

“ District “ District Magistrate” means the officer for the time being in charge 

Magistrate.” of the administration of the Land Department of any District. 

“ Bettlement “Settlement Officer” means any officer appointed, by notification in 

Officer.” the Gazette, to exercise the powers conferred upon him by Part II of this 
Code. 

“ Warden.” “Warden” means a Warden of Mines appointed under the provisions 
of this Code. 

“ Inspector.” “Inspector” means an Inspector of Mines appointed under the pro- 


visions of this Code. 
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“Court” means the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 


© Lease”? means an instrument of title granted under this code and 
ratified by the signatures and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the 
Resident, which shall confer upon the lessee the exclusive right to 
occupy and work such portion of mining land as is therein described 
for the period therein mentioned. 

“Certificate” means a temporary title issued by the District Magis- 
trate conferring upon the holder the exclusive right to oceupy and work, 
pending the issue of a lease, such portion of mining land as is described 
therein, the same having been demarcated to the satisfaction of such 
District Mayistrate. 

“Gazette” means the Perak Government Gazette, or such other 
official Gazette as may be published under the authority of the Govern- 
ment. 

“Prescribed fee” means all fees included in Schedule B hereto, or 
in any rules published by the Resident under this Code. 


PART II. 
AUTHORITY TO WORK MINING LANDS.—CERTIFICATES AND LEASES. 


4. Any person desiring to acquire a title to any State land for the 
purpose of mining must file in the office of the District Magistrate an 
application in the form of Schedule C, setting out the position and 
approximate area of such land. Every such application must be accom- 
panied by a deposit of money sufficient to cover the prescribed fees. 


5. The District Magistrate shall thereupon register such application 
in the district Mines Application Book, which shall be in the form of 
Schedule D, and shall make an entry of all such particulars as are required 
thereby. All applications shall be registered and dealt with according 
to the order in which the same are received. 


It shall be the duty of the District Magistrate to forward, for the 
consideration of the Resident, every application for an area of land exceed- 
ing 50 acres before dealing with the same. 


6. Should there be no reason for refusing such application, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to forthwith forward the same to 
a Settlement Officer, who shall thereupon proceed to cause the land to be 
demarcated with permanent boundary marks, and to be surveyed. 


Upon completion of such survey there shall be forwarded to the 
District Magistrate a certified plan, shewing the area of the land, with the 
boundaries and abuttals of the same, and the position of all boundary 
marks. 


7. Should the applicant desire to commence mining operations 
before the survey can be completed and the lease issued, it shall be lawful 
for the District’ Magistrate to issue to the applicant, after the land has 
been demarcated, a certificate in the form of Schedule FZ, and such appli- 
cant may then enter upon, occupy and work the land therein described. 


8. Upon receipt of the survey plan mentioned in Section 6, it shall 
be the duty of the District Magistrate to cause to be prepared a lease for 
the land, in duplicate, in the form of Schedule F, with such survey plan 
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delineated on the back thereof, and to forward the same for the signatures 
and seals of His Highness the Sultan and the Resident. 


Notice to Upon the return of such lease, with such signatures and seals affixed, 
applicant of the District Magistrate shall cause to be served upon the applicant a 
execution of notice in the form of Schedule G, and such applicant shall thereupon be 


scone legally bound to comply with the requirements of the same, provided 
that it shall be lawful for such applicant to surrender his claim to such 
lease upon payment of all fees and charges incurred in respect of the 
same. 

Delivery of When the requirements of such notice have been duly complied with 

lease to by the applicant, one copy of the lease shall be furnished to him, and the 


applicant. other copy shall be filed in the office of the District Magistrate. 


Implied 9. Every lease shall be deemed to vest in the lessee thereof, in the 
rights and absence of any express provision to the contrary, the following rights 
ties ™ and privileges :— 

(i). The right to work all metals and minerals found upon or 
beneath the land, and to remove, dispose of or treat the same during 
such term as may be mentioned in the lease. 

(ii). The right to use such portion of land as may be required for 
the purpose of erecting such houses, coolie lines, sheds, shops or other 
buildings, or of growing such plants and vegetables, or of keeping such 
animals and poultry as may be necessary for the purposes of the mine or 
for the use of the coolies. 


(iii). The exclusive right to all timber and other jungle produce upon 
the land, subject to the limitations imposed by Section 11, (i)., (c) of this 
Code. 


Lease subject 10. Every lease issued under the provisions of this Code shall be 
to conditious subject to all the conditions thereof, and to any rules made from time to 
of Code. time by the Resident for the protection of life and property. 


Implied 11. There shall be implied in every such lease, in the absence of any 
obligations in express provision to the contrary, the following obligations on the part 
ee of the lessee :— 
(i). That the lessee will duly make the following payments to the 
State, at such times, places and rates and in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed, and to such persons as may from time to time 
be authorised to receive the same. 


(a). Quit-rent at the rate of one dollar for every acre or part of an 
acre. 

(b). Such royalty upon all metals and minerals raised and removed 
from the land as may from time to time be fixed by the Resident. 


(c). A royalty, if so required, at the rate prescribed by law for the 
time being, on all timber and other jungle produce removed from the land 
for purposes other than the requirements of the mines of the lessee or the 
treatment of the metals or minerals produced therefrom. 


(ii). That all landmarks by which the boundaries of the land are 
defined shall be duly maintained. 


(iii). That mining operations shall be commenced upon the land 
within a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the certificate or 
lease, and that within such ‘period and during a further period of 12 
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months there shall be employed thereon not less than such number of 
coolies as shall be mentioned in such certificate or lease, or manual saving 
machinery equivalent thereto, calculated at the rate of one horse power 
to eight cools, and that it shall be obligatory upon the lessee at any 
time to increase his labour force to, and maintain it at such required 
standard for a period of 12 mouths, within a reasonable time after 
é receipt of a notice in writing in the form of Schedule J, under the hand 
of a Warden, requiring him so to do. 

Provided that the conditions required by this sub-section may at any 


time be withdrawn or moditied, in whole or in part, by an exemption in 
writing under the hand of the Resident.

(iv). That if at any time there shall be discovered on the land any 
mineral deposit in the form of lodes, beds, pockets, stockworks or similar 
formations, and the lessee be required, in writing, by the Resident to work 
the same, he shall commence to do so in a proper and workmanlike 
manner within 12 mouths from the date of the receipt of such requisition, 
and in default of so dving he shall be liable to surrender to the State, if 
so required, such portion of the land as the Resident may direct, 
provided that he shall receive reasonable compensation in respect of such 
loss or damage (if any) as may have been sustained by him in con- 
sequence of such surrender, but so that such compensation shall not 
include any sum on account of the value of any mineral deposit which 
he has so failed to work as aforesaid. Such compensation shall be 
assessed by arbitration, by such persons and in such manner as the 
Resident may direct. 


\ (v). That the lessee will carry on all his mining operations in an 
i orderly, skilful and workmanlike manner, and will not cause danger or 
i damage to the owners or occupiers of other lands. 


é (vi). That the lessee will not use any portion of the land for any 
purposes other than those mentioned in Section 9 of this Code without 
the written authority of the District Magistrate. 


(vii). That all Government officers duly authorised in that behalf 
shall at all reasonable times have free access to the land and to all 
workings and buildings in or upon the same. 


(viii). That the lessee shall truly fill in, exhibit, and cause to be 
maintained at the principal office or place of business on or appertaining 
to the land, a notice in the form of Schedule J, and will also exhibit in 
a conspicuous place upon any specified building, copies of such doe- 
uments in such languages as may from time to time be required by 
the Warden, 

(ix). That the lessee will permit the removal from the land of any 
earth, stone, gravel, timber and other road-making or building material 
which may be required by the State for any public purpose. 


(x). That the lessee shall cause to be kept, true and sufficient books 
of account of the mining and other business carried on upon the land, and 
of the disposal of the metals and minerals obtained, and will, if so 
required, produce such books for the inspection of the Warden or of any 
person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 


(xi). That upon payment of such compensation as may be assessed 
in the manner prescribed by any law in force for the time being regarding 
the acquisition of lands for public purposes, it shall be incumbent on the 
lessee to surrender such portion of the land as may be required by the 
State for any public purpose. 
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(xii). That the lessee will take all due and proper precautions, and 
will comply with all such requirements of the Warden as may be neces- 
sary to ensure the safety, comfort and convenience of all miners and 
workmen employed on the land. 


(xiii). That the lessee will, at all reasonable times, permit any person 
or persons duly authorised by the Warden to enter upon the land for the

The aforesaid obligations shall run with the land and shall bind the 
lawful occupants thereof for the time being in the same manner as if 
their name or names were substituted in the lease for that of the original

If part only of the land leased is to be surrendered, the lessee shall 
apply to the District Magistrate to have such part demarcated and 
surveyed, and such application shall be accompanied by the document of 
title and by a deposit of such a sum as may, in the opinion of the 
District Magistrate, be sufficient to cover the amount of all fees and 
charges incident to such surrender, and thereafter there shall be issued 
to the lessee a new lease in respect of that portion of his land which 
remains unsurrendered. 


Provided always that no surrender will be accepted unless the lessce 


shall have complied with all the requirements of this Code in respect of 
such land.

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16. When any lease is forfeited or expires, the District Magistrate 
shall, by a notice in writing to be served on the lessee, require him to 
deliver up such lease, and the lessee shall thereupon be legally bound to 
so deliver it. 


17. Every lease and certificate issued under this Code shall be 
subject to the Land Laws of the State for the time being in respect of 
the following matters :— 

Registration and Validity of Titlh—Demarcation and Survey—Pay- 
ment of Rent—Transfers and Charges—Sub-divisions of Lands—Loss of 
Title — Certified Copies of Titles— Acquisition of Land for Public Pur- 
poses. 


18. Nothing in this Code contained shall be held to invalidate any 
title to occupy State land for mining purposes, lawfully granted under 
any and or Mining Regulations published prior to the date of operation 
of this Code, or to abrogate any of the rights or privileges expressly 
conferred thereby, provided that such title, right or privilege shall be 
limited to the extent prescribed by the order or regulation under or by 
virtue of which the same was granted or conferred and, provided further, 
that save as by such title, order or regulation is expressly provided, it 
shall be incumbent upon a lessee or occupier of the same to hold and 
work the land in accordance with the conditions set forth in this Code, 
and in all respects as if his title to occupy the same were a lease issued 
under this Code. 


19. The lawful owner of any title to occupy State land for mining 
purposes, granted prior to the date of operation of this Code, shall be 
entitled to make application to the District Magistrate to surrender the 
same and to receive in lieu thereof a lease under this Code and, save as 
hereinafter mentioned, upon payment of all fees and charges due in 
respect thereof, the District Magistrate shall accept such surrender and 
shall issue in lieu thereof a lease under this Code, but such surrender 
shall not be accepted if there be vested in any other person any concurrent 
right or privilege to work any metal or mineral in or upon the land the 
subject of such surrender. 


ANCESTRAL MINING LANDS. 


20. ‘Ancestral mining lands” shall mean such ascertained areas of 
mining land as have been specially granted by the State, prior to the 
date of operation to this Code, to persons who have established an 
ancestral claim thereto. 


21. No ground rent shall be payable in respect of any ancestral 
mining land. 


22. The right of a holder of ancestral mining land shall be limited 
to the working of alluvial tin only. 


23. Such land shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Code, with the following exceptions :— 
(i). No person shall be registered as the holder of such land unless 
he be a member of the family of the original grantee. 
(ii). The right to such land shall be liable to forfeiture if not exer- 
cised for a period of two consecutive years. 
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MINING LICENCES, 


24, It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue licences for individual 
mining. ‘ 
25. Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule K, and shall 
convey to the lawful holder thereof the following rights and privileges:— 
(i). To mine, by ground sluicing, or by any other recognised means, 
any alluvial mineral deposit being within the area defined by such licence. 
(ii). To fell such jungle as it may be necessary for him to remove in 
order to effectually carry on his mining operations. 
(iii). To divert and make use of water, in such places, by sueh means, 
in such manner, and in such quantities as he may be permitted to do by 
an Inspector. 


26. Every such licence shall be subject to the following conditions 
and limitations :— 

(i). It shall remain in force for a period of six months only. 

(ii). It shall not be transferable. 

(iii). It shall convey to the licensee the right to work in such manner 
only as may be approved by an Inspector. 

(iv). It shall be liable to immediate cancellation should the licensee 
at any time during the continuance thereof make default in the obser- 
vance of any of the conditions of such licence or of this Code or disobey 
or disregard any lawful order given to him by an Inspector. 

(v). It shall be carried upon the person of the licensee at all times 
when he may be engaged upon any work which is in any way affected or 
controlled by the conditions of such licence, or by the provisions of this 
Code. 


PART III. 
LICENCES TO PROSPECT. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Warden to grant licences to prospect 
for metals or minerals, subject to such terms, conditions and limitations 
as are stated in this Part. 


28. Licences to prospect shall be of two descriptions—Free and 
Special Licences. 


29. Every application for a licence shall be made in writing to the 
Warden and shall specify the nature of the licence applied for. When 
the application is for a special licence, the following particulars shall 
also be stated. 

(i). The position, approximate area and boundaries of the land in 
respect of which the application is made. 

(ii). The nature of the metal or mineral for which it is proposed to 
prospect. Every application for a special licence shall also be accom- 
panied by the prescribed fee. 


30. The particulars of every application for a special licence shall be 
entered by the Warden in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, and 
all applications shall have priority according to the order in which the 
same shall have been received. 


81. Every licence shall be in one of the forms set out in the Schedule 
L, hereto, and shall be signed by the Warden, and in the case of a special 
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licence, countersigned by the District Magistrate. Every special licence 
for an area exceeding 5U0 acres shall also be signed by the Resident.

The right to prospect all State lands situated in the district in 
respect of which such licence is granted, subject only to the limitations 
hereinafter mentioned, tozether with such other lands in such district as

No application for a certificate or lease registered in respect of any 
land held under a special prospecting licence shall be dealt with until 
all rights of the holder of such licence in respect of such land shall have 
been satisfied. 


If upon the expiration of the term of such licence the holder 
thereof shall prove, to the satisfaction of the Warden, that he has com- 
pleted a reasonable amount of prospecting, and has otherwise in all 
respects complied with the conditions of his licence and of this Code, he 
shall be entitled, upon payment of the prescribed fee, to receive a new 
licence in respect of any such part of the land comprised in the former 
licence as he may select, provided that he shall have no claim to receive 
a new licence in respect of more than one half of the land reserved by 
such former licence, and provided further that he shall not have regis- 
tered any application for a title in respect of any of the land comprised 
in such former licence and every special prospecting licence shall be sub- 
ject to the following additional conditions and limitations :— 

(iv). The term of such licence shall be for a period of six months 
only. 

(v). There shall be payable in respect of such licence the prescribed 
fees, together with the amount of all such reasonable expenses (if any) 
as may, in the opinion of the District Magistrate, be necessary to defray 
the cost of fixing the position of the land to be included in such licence. 


PART IV. 
WATER LICENCES. 
Control of 40. The entire control of all water throughout the State is and shall 
water vested be vested solely in the Government, save in so far as such right may in 
in Gere any special case have been limited by any express grant made before the 


date of operation of this Code. 


Licence for 41. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to any person who is 

uso of water. working or is about to work any land for mining by virtue of any legal 
title, a licence to divert, make use of and deliver such water as is therein 
mentioned, in such places, by such means, in such manner, in such quan- 
tities and on such conditions as he may think fit. 


Every such licence shall be in the form of Schedule M, and shall be 
tenable for any period not exceeding twelve months, but shall be renew- 
able at the discretion of the Warden. 


Warden may 42, The Warden shall have power to issue a notice in writing calling 
require upon the occupier of any mining land to take out such licence within a 
eee 10 be period to be specified in’ such notice, and every person so cited shall be 
asen out ~~ legally bound to comply with such notice. 


Conditions of 43. No occupier of any mining land to whom such licence shall 

licence to be have been issued, nor any person in his employ, or working upon such 

observed. land, shall divert, make use of or deliver any water otherwise than as 
permitted or required by the terms of such licence, without the permission 
in writing of an Inspector. 
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44, It shall be lawful for the Warden to cancel any such licence 
upon proof of the breach by the licensee or such other persons as are in 
the preceding section mentioned, of any of the conditions of such licence. 


45. An Inspector shall have power to give orders in writing concern- 
ing the distribution of any available water among the occupiers of any 
mining lands, and all persons affected by such order shall be legally 
bound to obey the same. An appeal from any such order shall lie re the 
Warden, whose decision shall be final. 


46. The Warden shall have power to forbid the use of a water-wheel 
in any case in which it may appear to him that the use of the same is 
prejudicial to the interests of other miners, and every person receiving 
such prohibition shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


47. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant, for a stated period 
and purpose, to any person, a licence to erect, cut or construct upon or 
through any State or alienated lands, to be described in such licence, any 
pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir and, subject to such conditions 
as may be specified therein, to take and use all water therefrom in such 
quantities and in such manner as in his opinion may be necessary for the 
purpose of effectually working such lands as may be specified in such 
licence, and it shall be lawful for the licensee to enter upon such State or 
alienated lands for the purposes expressed in such licence, and to carry 
out all or any of the works thereby sanctioned, and to exercise all or 
any of the rights thereby granted, provided that he shall be liable to 
make compensation to the owner or lawful. occupier of any alienated 
land upon which such work shall be carried out or such rights exercised. 
Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


All rights and privileges granted by any such licence shall be exer- 
cisable by the representatives and assigns of the licensee, and shall be 
revocable if not exercised for a period of two consecutive years. 


48. The Resident shall have power at any time, and without cause 
assigned, to revoke or alter any licence granted by him in accordance 
with the provisions of the preceding section, or to vary the terms and 
conditions thereof, upon payment to the licensee, his representatives 01 
assigns, of compensation for any damage, either actual or prospective, 
which he may sustain or be likely to sustain in respect of such revocation, 
alteration or variation. 

Such compensation shall be assessed by arbitration, by such persons 
and in such manner as the Resident may direct. 


49, The Warden shall have power to compel the lawful occupier of 
any mining land which is beneficially affected by the rights and privileges 
conferred by such licence as is in the two preceding sections mentioned, 
to permit any other person to enter upon such land, and thereupon, at his 
own expense to erect, construct and maintain any pump, flume, race or 
water-course which in the opinion of the Warden may be necessary to 
enable such person to take advantage of any outflow of water from such 
land, and to convert the same to his own use, provided that no such 
erection, construction or maintenance shall be permitted or continued 
upon proof that the same is exercising or is likely to exercise any preju- 
dicial effect or result upon or towards any actual or prospective mining 
operations which are or may be hereafter commenced or carried on upon 
the land so beneficially affected as aforesaid.

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PART V. 


THE REGULATION OF WORKINGS IN MINES. 


50. It shall be lawful for the Warden to issue to the lawful occupier 
of any mining land a notice calling upon him to clear the boundaries 
thereof within a period to be specified in such notice, and thereupon such 
occupier shall be legally bound to comply with the same. 


51. No gunpowder, dynamite, kerosine, or other inflammable oil in 
bulk, or other substance of an explosive or dangerous nature shall be 
stored or placed in or near any mine or building, except in such places, in 
such quantities, and on such conditions as shall be approved by the 
Warden. 


52. It shall be lawful for an Inspector to give to any person who may 
be working or may be about to work any mining land, such orders as may 
be necessary to ensure the effectual and economicial working of the same. 
Any such order shall, if so required by such person, be in writing, and an 
appeal therefrom shall be to the Warden. 


OPEN WORKINGS. 


53. Except so far as may be necessary in order to make the first 
opening to work any mining land, the occupier thereof shall not deposit 
any overburden or tailings upon any unworked land without the permis- 
sion of an Inspector. 


54. The occupier of any mining land may be directed by an Inspector 
to deposit his overburden or tailings upon any other land denoted by him. 


55. It shall be incumbent upon the occupier of any worked out land, 
upon receipt of an order to that effect from an Inspector, to permit the 
occupiers of any other lands to deposit overburden or tailings thereon. 


56. Should the Warden be of opinion, after examination has been 
made by boring, that payable tin-bearing strata lie below the level 
of the bottom of any tin mine, it shall be lawful for him to require the 
occupant thereof to sink a pit to such a level as may be required to 
thoroughly examine such strata, and should the same be found to contain 
payable tin-ore, to require him to open his mining face to such a level as 
may be necessary to work such strata. 


If payable tin-ore is not found, all expenses connected with such 


bores and pit shall be paid by the Government. 


Open pit, 
etc., to be 
fenced. 


57. In the event of any lode formation being exposed, it shall be the 
duty of the person in charge of the mine to notify the fact forthwith to 
the Warden and to take steps to ensure that no overburden or other 
matter be deposited thereon without permission. 


UNDERGROUND WORKINGS. 
58. The occupier of any mining land in which any open pit, shaft or 
adit exists, shall erect and thereafter maintain such fencing as may be 


necessary to prevent the occurrence of any danger or damage to man or 
beast. 
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59. Such occupier shall at all times, when necessary, securely timber 


and support all shafts, adits, levels, galleries and underground passages 
in such a manner as to ensure the safety of all persons working in 
or passing through the same. 


60. It shall be incumbent upon such occupier te provide and main- 
tain such ladderways as will furnish effectual means of exit from any 
underground working without the assistance of winding machinery. 


61. All parts of every underground working shall be properly and 
sufficiently ventilated, to the satisfaction of the Warden. 


HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 
62. Save as is provided by this Code, no person shall work any land 
by leris-working, ground-sluicing, monitor-working, or by any other 
iethod of removing earth by water-power. 


63. It shall be lawful for the Resident to grant to any person a 
licence, for such period and subject to such conditions as shall be therein 
stated, to work mining land by all or any of such means as are in the 
preceding section mentioned. It shall also be lawful for a Warden to 
issue to any person a similar licence for a period not exceeding twelve 
months, An application for a renewal of any such licence, if made before 
the expiration thereof, may be granted by the officer who issued the same 
for a further period not exceeding the term then about to expire. 


64. Every such licence shall specify the land upon which waste 
matter from such workings may be deposited, and the applicant may be 
required to deposit a sum of money sufficient to defray the cost of deter- 
mining, by examination, the metalliferous quality of such land. 


65. A Warden shall have power to suspend for such period as he 
may think fit, the operation of any licence issued under the provisions of 
the two preceding sections upon proof that the licensee shall have failed 
to observe or comply with any of the conditions thereof, or upon proof 
that he is carrying on mining operations in such a manner as to injure, 
impair or prejudice, or to be likely to injure, impair or prejudice the 
property of the State or the lawful rights, privileges or possessions of 
any other person. Any such order of suspension may be withdrawn by 
the Warden at his discretion. 


PART VI. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF OFFICERS IN CHARGE OF MINES. 

66. There shall be appointed, from time to time. by the Resident, the 
following officers to carry out the provisions of this Code :—Wardens of 
Mines, Inspectors of Mines. 


The duties and powers of such officers shall be those herein assigned 
to them respectively, and they shall be deemed to be public servants 
within the meaning of the Penal Code. , 


THE WARDEN OF MINES. 

67. Every officer duly appointed and authorised to exercise the powers 
and to perform the duties of a Warden of Mines shall be deemed to be 
and shall be vested, by virtue of such appointment and authorization, with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class in and for the State of 
Perak. 
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Warden may 68. In every case in which any duty, obligation or penalty is, by any 
hold inquiry of the provisions of this Code, imposed upon any person in occupation of 
and enforce’ mining land, whether lawfully or otherwise, or by expression or impli- 
Pe of cation, upon any person employed or working thereon, a Warden shall have 
jurisdiction to hold such inquiry, to make and enforce such order, and to 
Bec inflict and recover such penalty as may be provided by this Code, but so 
Porno that no Warden shall try any case involving a breach of any order made 
by him, and the jurisdiction of the Warden shall extend to all cases in 

which an order may be lawfully made by an Inspector. 


69. A Warden of Mines shall inquire into and decide all disputes

(a). Concerning any lands which any person shall be, or claims to be, 

entitled to occupy by virtue of any instrument of title to, or licence to 


occupy, mining lands. 


(b). Concerning the claim of any person to be entitled to erect, cut, 
construct or use, any pump, flume, race, drain, dam or reservoir for 
mining purposes, or to have any priority of water taken, diverted, used or 
delivered, as against any other person claiming the same. 


(c). Concerning disputed or confused boundaries; and the juris- 
diction hereby given shall extend, not only to cases where the disputants 
shall be the parties originally interested in the matter in dispute, but to 
cases where the title of any such disputants shall be derived from any 
transfer, charge or succession, and also to cases where the validity of the 
title may be called in question. 


70. There shall be charged by the Warden fees in respect only of 
processes issued by him, and the rate of such fees shall be such as may 
from time to time be approved for the Civil Courts of the State, but so 
that no fee or charge be levied upon any person occupying or interested in 
any mining land in respect of any complaint made and inquiry instituted 
by him before the Warden with respect to such land, or any night, privil- 
ege or interest appurtenant thereto. 


Fees, 


Procedure. 71. The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in writing at the 
office of the Warden, specifying shortly the subject matter of the complaint 
and the remedy sought to be obtained, or he may make his complaint in 
person, at any time or place, to the Warden, who shall forthwith reduce it 
to writing. Upon receipt of such memorandum or oral complaint the 
Warden shall give notice in writing to the party against whose conduct 
such complaint is made, of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be inquired into, and he shall also notify and 
call all persons whose interests may be affected by such inquiry. 


At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and state 
their case before the Warden, and may call evidence, and the Warden 
having heard such statements and evidence and, if necessary, made an 
examination of the place in question, shall give his decision. 


If any party interested shall have been duly summoned by the 
Warden to attend at such inquiry and shall have made default in so 
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doing, it shall be lawful for the Warden to hear and decide such complaint 
in the absence of such party, notwithstanding that the interests of such 
party may be prejudicially affected by such decision. 

Provided that if at the time of receiving any such complaint as is 
mentioned in this section it appears to the Warden that all the parties 
interested, together with their witnesses (if any), can, without predjudice 
to the interests of any persons concerned, be forthwith assembled, and 
that the time and place are suitable for the holding of such inquiry, and 
that the interests of justice and of the persons so interested as aforesaid 
will best be served by holding an immediate inquiry, it shall be lawful for 
the Warden to forthwith cause all such persons to be assembled, and 
thereupon to proceed to hold his inquiry, and to adjourn the same, at any 
staye of the proceedings, to such other time and place as he may appoint, 
or to give his decision or order thereon, or to reserve the same for further 
consideration, as to him may seem just. 


And provided further that the Warden shall be entitled to appoint one 
or more assessors, to be nominated by him. to assist him in such inquiry. 


72. The Warden shall keep a Case Book which shall be in the form 
of Schedule N, and the record in such Case Book shall be sufficient 
evidence of the giving of any decision, or of the making of any order, and 
of the terms thereof, and any person interested in a dispute, decision 
or order shall be at liberty to obtain a copy of such record upon payment 
of the prescribed fee. 


73. In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with the 
decision or order of the Warden, he may file in the Court an application 
for leave to appeal therefrom, within the time and in the manner prescribed 
by Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 


74, When an appeal from any such decision or order is heard by the 
Court, the Warden whose decision or order is appealed against shall 
he deemed to be a party to such appeal and shall be served with notice 
to attend the hearing in all respects as if he were a person interested in 
the dispute. 


75. No appeal shall lie to the Court from a decision or order of the 
Warden regarding any dispute in which the total amount of pecuniary 
loss caused by such decision or order does not exceed the sum of $50, nor 
from any sentence of the Warden whereby the penalty inflicted is in the 
nature of a fine only, and the amount of such fine does not exceed $25. 


76. The Warden shall have power to issue a notice requiring any 
owner or occupier of mining land, or any person employed on or about 
such land, to appear before him at any reasonable time and place, and to 
require such owner, occupier or other person to give such information as 
he may be possessed of, and every such owner, occupier or other person 
shall be legally bound to comply with such notice. 


77. In any case in which it appears to the Warden that the condition 
of a mine, or of any mining land, or any of the works or appliances 
appurtenant to such mine or land, is such as to be likely to be a source of 
serious and immediate danger to life or property, the Warden shall have 
power to give and, if necessary, to enforce or execute, in a summary 
manner, at the expense of the occupier of such mine or land, any order 
which he may deem advisable or necessary for the purpose of averting the 
same.

Inspector to 80. The Inspector is required to obey all lawful orders given to him 
cba eee 5 by the Warden. 
81. The duties of an Inspector shall be as follows :— 
Inspector's (i). To keep a Journal and to make entries therein, day by day, of 
duties, all acts done by him and of all orders made by him in pursuance of the 


duties imposed upon him and the powers entrusted to him by the prov- 
isions of this Code, and to periodically submit such Journal for the 
inspection of the Warden. 


(ii). To call for and inspect, whenever he may deem necessary, any 
instrument of title to mining land, or licence in respect of mining land or 
water. 


(iii). To satisfy himself by personal examination that all the con- 
ditions of such instruments of title and licences are being faithfully 
observed. 


(iv). Whenever he shall have reason to believe that any person is 
unlawfully carrying on, or is doing any act with a view of unlawfully 
carrying on mining operations upon or under any State, reserved, or 
agricultural land, to forthwith visit and inspect such land, and to make 
such inquiry into the matter as may be necessary. 


If after such inquiry it appears to him that any person is so unlaw- 
fully acting as aforesaid, to call in the assistance of the police, if necessary, 
and to take proceedings against such person before the Warden. 


(v). To satisfy himself, by personal inspection at frequent and regular 

« intervals, that the requirements of this Code are consistently observed, and 

to report to the Warden any matter in respect of which he may be of 
opinion that any inquiry or order is necessary. 


(vi). To take measures to ensure the use of proper precautions in all 
mining operations for the prevention of danger, damage or inconvenience 
to life or property. 

(vii). To render all assistance in his power to every person who desires 
to make a complaint to the Warden. 


82. The powers of Inspector shall be as follows :— 


Tiancekars (i). To give all such lawful orders as may be necessary to enable him 

Sawer to effectually perform the duties imposed upon him by the preceding 
section, and to exercise such powers as are vested in him by the provi- 
sions of this Code. Every such order shall be given in writing if so 
required by any person affected thereby.

83. Any person found to be occupying or carrying on mining 
operations upon any land, or doing any act with the view of occupying or 
carrying on mining operations upon the same without having received 
lawful authority so to do under any of the provisions of this Code, or in 
breach of any of the conditions thereof, shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $1,000, and all machinery, tools, plant, buildings or 
other property, together with any tin-ore or other product which may be 
found upon the land so unlawfully occupied, shall be liable to forfeiture. 


84. Any person who shall wilfully neglect to comply with the 
requirements of any notice duly served upon him under Sections 8, 16, 42, 
or 50, of this Code, shall be liable, on cunviction, to a fine not exceeding 
$50, and any person who, after the service upon him or his representative 
of a second notice to the same effect, shall neglect to comply with the 
same, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one dollar a day for every 
day during which such neglect shall continue. 


85. Any person who shall make default in observing any of the 
conditions of his instrument of title to any mining land as prescribed by 
this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and 
where such offence is a continuing one, he shall be additionally liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $10 for every day during which such offence shall 
be continued. 


86. Any person who shall fail to comply with any of the conditions 
imposed by Section 11, sub-section (iii), shall be liable to forfeit the land, 
despite the fact that quit-rent may have been received in respect of the 
same. 


87. Any holder of a Mining Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence, as prescribed by Section 
26, shall be lable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


88. Any holder of a Prospecting Licence who shall make default in 
observing any of the conditions of such licence as preseribed by Part IIT 
of this Code, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


89. Any person who shall contravene the provisions of Section 43, or 
who shall fail to obey any order given under Section 46, shall be liable, 
on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500, and additionally, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10 a day for every day during which such contravention 
or disobedience shall continue. 


90. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the provisions 
of Part V of this Code shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500, and additionally, to a penalty not exceeding $10 a day for every 
day during which such breach shall continue.

Exception. the employer of such miner or workman shall be held to be liable for such 
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breach, and to the penalty provided therefor, unless he shall prove to the 
satisfaction of such Court that the same was committed without his 
knowledge or consent. 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt such miners and workmen, or any of them, from liability in 
respect of any penalty provided by this Code for any breach proved to 
have been committed by them or any of them. 


99. Any suit, action, or prosecution against any person for anything 
done or intended to be done or omitted to be done under the provisions 
of the Code, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 
three months after the thing done and not otherwise. 

Notice in writing of such suit or action, and of the cause thereof, 
shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month before the 
commencement of the same. 

In any such suit or action the defendant may set up by way of special 
defence that the act complained of was done in pursuance or execution or 
intended execution of the provisions of this Code or of any such rules as 
aforesaid, and may give this Code and such rules and the special matter 
in evidence at the trial to be had thereupon. 

The plaintiff shall not recover if tender or sufficient amends is made 
before suit or action brought or if, after suit or action brought, a sufficient 
sum of money is paid in to Court by or on behalf of the defendant. 

If a decree is given for the defendant or the plaintiff becomes non- 
suited or discontinues the suit or action the defendant shall recover his 
full costs and shall have the like remedy for the same as any defendant 
has by law for costs in other cases. 

Though a decree is given for the plaintiff, he shall not have costs 
against the defendant unless the Court or Magistrate before whom the 
trial is heard certifies his approbation of the suit or action. 

100. All offences under Sections 84, 85, 87, 88, 89, 90 and 91 of this 
Code, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First or Second Class, and 
all offences under Section 83, shall be triable by a Magistrate of the First 
Class, provided that no Magistrate shall have power to inflict a penalty in 
respect of any such offence in ‘ss of the jurisdiction entrusted to him 
by law or of the powers specifically vested in him by any provision of 
this Code. 


101. No offence under this Code shall be triable, nor shall any of the 
powers conferred by this Code be exerciseable by a Magistrate of the 
Third Class. 


102. All fines and penalties inflicted under the provisions of this Code 
shall be recoverable by distress and sale of the property of the offender, 
provided that such distress and sale be authorised by warrant under the 
hand of the Magistrate by whom such fine or penalty is inflicted. 


103. In default of payment of such fine or penalty or of the recovery 
of the same by distress, the offender shall be liable, in the alternative, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term proportionate to the amount 
of such fine or penalty. 


104. This Code shall come into operation on the first day of January, 
1896.
